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TERMINATION  OF  WAR  WITH  HUNGARY 

AT  THE  COURT  AT  BUCKINGHAM  PALACE,  THE  10th  DAY  OF 

AUGUST,  1921. 

Present: 

The  King^s  Most  Excellent  Majesty  iin  Council. 

WHEREAS  by  the  termination  of  the  Present  War  (Definition)  Act,  1918, 
it  is  provided  that  His  Majesty  in  Council  may  declare  v/hat  date  is  to  be 
treated  as  the  date  of  the  termination  of  the  present  war,  and  that  the  date  so 
declared  shall  be  as  nearly  as  may  be  the  date  of  the  exchange  or  deposit  of  rati- 
fications of  the  treaty  or  treaties  of  peace,  and  that  His  Majesty  may  also  similarly 
declare  what  date  is  to  be  treated  as  the  date  of  the  termination  of  war  between 
His  Majesty  and  any  particular  State; 

And  whereas  at  Trianon  on  the  fourth  day  of  June,  nineteen  hundred  and 
twenty,  a  treaty  of  Peace  between  the  Allied  and  Associated  Powers  and  Hungary 
was  signed  on  behalf  of  His  Majesty: 

And  whereas  by  the  said  treaty  of  peace  it  was  provided  that  a  proces-verbal 
of  the  deposit  of  ratifications  should  be  drawn  up  as  soon  as  the  treaty  had  been 
ratified  by  Hungary  on  the  one  hand  and  by  three  of  the  principal  Allied  and 
Associated  Powers  qu  the  other,  and  that  from  the  date  of  the  said  proces-verbal 
the  treaty  would  come  into  force  between  the  high  contracting  parties  who' had 
ratified  it: 

And  whereas  the  said  treaty  having  been  ratified  by  Hungary  and  three  of 
the  principal  Allied  and  Associated  Powers  including  His  Majesty,  such  a  proces- 
verbal  as  aforesaid  has  been  drawn  up  dated  the  twenty-sixth  day  of  July, 
nineteen  hundred  and  twenty-one: 

And  whereas  His  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  His  Privy  Council, 
has  this  day  been  pleased  to  order  that  the  thirty-first  day  of  August,  nineteen 
hundred  and  twenty-one,  shall  be  treated  as  the  date  of  the  termination  of  the 
present  war,  but  it  is  desirable  to  declare  as  the  date  which  is  to  be  treated  as 
the  date  of  the  termination  of  the  war  with  Hungary  a  date  before  that  which  is  to 
be  treated  as  the  date  of  the  termination  of  the  present  war : 

Now,  therefore,  His  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  His  Privy  Council, 
is  pleased  to  order,  and  it  is  hereby  ordered,  that  the  said  twenty-sixth  day  of 
July  shall  be  treated  as  the  date  of  the  termination  of  war  between  His  Majesty 
and  Hungary.

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ARMORIAL  ENSIGNS  OF  THE  DOMINION  OF  CANADA 

A  PROCLAMATION 

DECLARING    HIS    MAJESTY'S    PLEASURE    CONCERNING  THE 
ENSIGNS  ARMORIAL  OF  THE  DOMINION   OF  CANADA. 

GEORGE  R.I. 

WHEREAS  We  have  received  a  request  from  the  Governor  General  in  Council 
of  Our  Dominion  of  Canada  that  the  Arms  or  Ensigns  Armorial  herein- 
after described  should  be  assigned  to  Our  said  Dominion. 

We  do  hereby,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Our  Privy  Council,  and  in  exercise 
of  the  powers  conferred  by  the  First  Article  of  the  Union  with  Ireland  Act, 
1800,  appoint  and  declare  that  the  Arms  or  Ensigns  Armorial  of  the  Dominion 
of  Canada  shall  be  Tierced  in  fesse  the  first  and  second  divisions  containing  the 
quarterly  coat  following,  namely,  1st  Gules  three  lions  passant  guardant  in  pale 
ar,  2nd,  Or  a  lion  rampart  within  a  double  tressure  flory-counter-flory  gules, 
3rd,  Azure,  a  harp  or  stringed  argent,  4th,  Azure,  three  fleurs-de-Hs  or,  and  the 
third  division  Argent  three  maple  leaves  conjoined  on  one  stem  proper.  And 
upon  a  Royal  helmet  mantled  argent  doubled  gules  the  Crest,  that  is  to  say,  On 
a  wreath  of  the  colours  argent  and  gules  a  lion  passant  guardant  or  imperially 
crowned  proper  and  holding  in  the  dexter  paw  a  maple  leaf  gules.  And  for 
Supporters  On  the  dexter  a  lion  rampant  or  holding  a  lance  argent,  point  or,  flying 
therefrom  to  the  dexter  the  Union  Flag,  and  on  the  sinister  A  unicorn  argent 
armed  crined  and  enguled  or,  gorged  with  a  coronet  composed  of  crosses-patee 
and  fleurs-de-lis  a  chain  affixed  thereto  reflexed  to  the  last,  and  holding  a  like 
lance  flying  therefrom  to  the  sinister  a  banner  azure  charged  with  three  fleurs- 
de-lis  or;  the  whole  ensigned  with  the  Imperial  Crown  proper  and  below  the 
shield  upon  a  wreath  composed  of  roses,  thistles,  shamrocks  and  lillies  a  scroll 
azure  inscribed  with  the  motto — A  rnari  usque  ad  mare,  and  Our  Will  and  Pleasure 
further  is  that  the  Arms  or  Ensigns  Armorial  aforesaid  shall  be  used  henceforth, 
as  far  as  conveniently  may  be,  on  all  occasions  wherein  the  said  Arms  or  Ensigns 
Armorial  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  ought  to  be  used. 

Given  at  Our  Court  at  Buckingham  Palace,  this  twenty-first  day  of  November, 
in  the  year  of  Our  Lord  One  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-one,  and  in 
the  twelfth  year  of  Our  Reign.

POLISH  CONSULS  AUTHORIZED  TO  REPRESENT  POLISH 
HEIRS  IN  CANADA 

45  Grosvenor  Square,  W.L, 

26th  July,  1921. 

My  Lord, — The  Consul  General  of  the  Republic  of  Poland  at  Montreal 
has  informed  my  Government,  that  a  special  notification  must  be  made  by 
His  Majesty's  Government  to  the  Government  of  Canada  to  enable  the  Consular 
Representatives  of  Poland  in  Canada  to  represent  fully  Polish  citizens,  residing 
permanently  or  temporarily  outside  the  Dominion,  in  all  matters  relating  to 
their  property. 
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I  have  the  honour  therefore,  to  request  Your  Lordship  to  be  kind  enough 
to  inform  the  Government  of  Canada  that,  according  to  the  laws  in  force  in 
Poland,  the  Consuls  of  the  Republic  of  Poland  in  Canada  are  especially  authorized 
to  act  as  official  representatives  of  Polish  heirs  and  successors,  non-resident  in 
Canada,  or  temporarily  absent  therefrom,  to  raise  on  their  behalf  claims  for 
indemnities  accruing  from  accidents,  to  take  over  from  the  Canadian  adminis- 
trative and  legal  authorities,  from  public  and  private  institutions  as  well  as 
private  persons  all  movable  property,  papers,  documents,  moneys  and  claims 
constituting  the  inheritance  of  Polish  citizens,  to  administrate  such  property 
and  to  take  charge  of  wills  left  by  Polish  citizens,  deceased  in  Canada. 

The  Polish  Government  feels  bound  to  add,  that  the  foregoing  applies 
only  to  Consuls  de  carriere.

The  Envoy  Extraordinary  and  Minister  Plenipotentiary  of  the  Kingdom  of 
Serbs-Croats  and  Slovenes  presents  his  compliments  to  His  Excellency  Marquess 
Curzon  of  Kedleston  and  has  the  honour  to  inform  him  that  the  Serb-Croat- 
Slovene  Consul  at  Montreal  has  informed  his  Government  that  a  special  notifi- 
cation must  be  made  by  the  Serb-Croat-Slovenes  Government  to  the  Government 
of  Canada  in  order  to  enable  the  Royal  Representative  in  Canada  to  represent 
fully  Serb-Croat-Slovene  citizens  residing  permanently  or  temporarily  outside 
the  Dominion  in  all  matters  relating  to  their  property.  The  Envoy  Extra- 
ordinary and  Minister  Plenipotentiary  of  the  Kingdom  of  Serbs,  Croats  and 
Slovenes  has  the  honour  therefore  to  ask  His  Excellency  Marquess  Curzon  of 
Kedleston  to  be  kind  enough  to  inform  the  Government  of  Canada  that  the 
Government  of  the  Kingdom  of  Serbs,  Croats  and  Slovenes  has  authorized  the 
Royal  Consul  at  Montreal  to  act  as  official  representative  of  the  Serbs-Croat- 
Slovene  heirs  and  successors  non-resident  in  Canada  or  temporarily  absent 
therefrom,  to  raise  on  their  behalf  claims  for  indemnities  or  monies,  claims 
constituting  the  inheritance  of  Serb-Croat-Slovene  citizens  and  to  take  any 
other  action  to  administrate  their  properties  as  well  as  to  take  charge  of  wills 
left  by  Serb-Croat-Slovene  citizens  deceased  in  Canada.

TREATIES  OF  PEACE  (AUSTRIA  AND  BULGARIA)  ORDER,  1921 

P.C.  1030 — April  13,  1921 — Whereas  at  Saint-Germain-en-Laye  on  the 
10th  of  September,  1919,  and  at  Neuilly-sur-Seine  on  the  27th  of  November, 
1919,  respectively,  Treaties  of  Peace  (including  Protocols  annexed  thereto) 
between  the  Allied  and  Associated  Powers  and  Austria  and  between  the  Allied 
and  Associated  Powers  and  Bulgaria  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  ''the  Treaties") 
were  signed  on  behalf  of  His  Majesty,  acting  for  Canada  by  the  plenipotentiaries 
therein  named; 

And  whereas  by  the  Treaties  of  Peace  Act,  1919,  it  was  provided  that 
the  Governor  in  Council  might  make  such  appointments,  establish  such  offices, 
make  such  Orders  in  Council,  and  do  such  things  as  might  appear  to  him  to 
be  necessary  for  carrying  out  the  Treaties,  and  for  giving  effect  to  any  of  the 
provisions  of  the  Treaties,  and  that  any  Order  in  Council  made  under  that 
Act  might  provide  for  the  imposition  by  summary  process  or  otherwise  of 
penalties  in  respect  of  breaches  of  the  provisions  thereof,  and  that  any  expense 
incurred  in  carrying  out  the  Treaties  should  be  defrayed  out  of  the  moneys 
provided  by  Parliament; 

And  whereas  it  is  necessary  for  carrying  out  and  for  giving  effect  to  certain 
sections  of  the  Treaties  and  for  performing  the  obligations  of  Canada  arising 
thereunder  that  the  provisions  hereinafter  contained  should  have  effect; 

Now  therefore  the  Deputy  Governor  General  in  Council,  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Secretary  of  State,  is  pleased  to  order,  and  it  is  hereby  ordered 
as  follows: — 

1.  This  Order  may  be  cited  as  ''The  Treaties  of  Peace  (Austria  and  Bulgaria) 
Order,  1921." 

2.  In  this  Order — 

(a)  "The  Custodian"  means,  in  respect  of  the  time  prior  to  the  14th 
day  of  April,  1920,  the  Minister  of  Finance  and  Receiver  General,  and  from 
that  date  means  the  Secretary  of  State  of  Canada,  who  shall  be  the  successor 
as  Custodian  of  the  Minister  of  Finance  and  Receiver  General,  and  to 
whom  all  property,  rights  and  interests  heretofore  vested  in  the  Custodian 
are  hereby  transferred; 

(6)  "Before  the  war"  means  in  regard  to  Austria  before  midnight 
(eastern  standard  time)  of  the  twelfth-thirteenth  day  of  August,  1914, 
and  in  regard  to  Bulgaria  before  ten  o'clock  (eastern  standard  time)  in 
the  evening  of  the  fifteenth  day  of  October,  1915. 

(c)  "During  the  war"  means  in  regard  to  Austria  at  any  time  between 
midnight  (eastern  standard  time)  of  the  twelfth- thirteenth  day  of  August, 

1914,  and  midnight  (eastern  standard  time)  of  the  sixteenth-seventeenth 
day  of  July,  1920,  and  in  regard  to  Bulgaria  at  any  time  between  ten  o'clock 
(eastern  standard  time)  in  the  evening  of  the  fifteenth  day  of  October, 

1915,  and  midnight  (eastern  standard  time)  of  the  ninth- tenth  day  of 
August,  1920. 

{d)  "National"  or  "subject"  includes  a  corporation. 

(2)  The  Interpretation  Act  (R.S.C.  Chapter  1)  shall  apply  to  the  inter- 
pretation of  this  Order. 
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PART  I 

PROi^ERTY,  RIGHTS  AND  INTERESTS. 

3.  In  this  Part 

A.  ''Enemy"  means: 

(1)  A  national  of  the  former  Austrian  Empire  or  a  Bulgarian  national 

who 

(a)  during  the  war  resided  or  carried  on  business  within  the  territory 
of  a  Power  at  war  with  His  Majesty;  or. 

(6)  during  the  war  resided  or  carried  on  business  within  the  territory 
of  a  Power  which  remained  continuously  neutral  throughout  the  war, 
and  with  whom  trading  or  dealing  was  prohibited  during  the  war  by  any 
Statute,  Proclamation  or  Order  in  Council  in  force  in  Canada;  or 

(c)  during  the  war  resided  or  carried  on  business  within  the  territory 
of  a  Power  allied  or  associated  with  His  Majesty,  and 

(i)  whose  property  within  such  territory  has  been  treated  by 
that  Power  as  enemy  property,  or 

(ii)  who  has  since  the  fourth  day  of  August,  1914,  been  deported 
from  the  territory  of  that  Power; 

or  (d)  since  the  fourth  day  of  August,  1914,  has  been  deported  from  Canada; 
or 

(e)  is  declared  by  the  Governor  in  Council  to  be  an  enemy; 
(2)  A  Company  controlled  by  any  of  the  persons  mentioned  in  paragraphs 
(a),  (6),  (c),  (d)  and  (e)  of  clause  (1); 
provided  that  persons  who  before  the  seventeenth  day  of  July,  1921,  show 
that  they  have  acquired  ipso  facto  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Treaty  of  Peace  with  Austria  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  ''the  Austrian  Treaty") 
the  nationality  of  a  power  allied  or  associated  during  the  war  with  His  Majesty, 
including  those  who  under  Articles  72  or  76  of  that  Treaty  obtain  such  nationality 
with  the  consent  of  the  competent  authorities,  or  who  under  Articles  74  or 
77  thereof  acquire  such  nationality  in  virtue  of  previous  rights  of  citizenship 
(pertinenza) ,  or  Bulgarian  nationals  who  acquire  ipso  facto  such  nationality 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Treaty  of  Peace  with  Bulgaria  (herein- 
after referred  to  as  "the  Bulgarian  Treaty")  shall  not  be  considered  as  nationals 
of  the  former  Austrian  Empire  or  as  Bulgarian  nationals  within  the  meaning 
of  this  part. 

B.  "Property,  rights  and  interests"  include,  but  without  restricting  the 
generality  of  these  words,  debts,  credits  and  accounts. 

4.  All  property,  rights  and  interests  in  Canada  belonging  to  enemies  on 
the  sixteenth  day  of  July,  1920,  in  the  case  of  nationals  of  the  former  Austrian 
Empire  or  on  the  ninth  day  of  August,  1920,  in  the  case  of  Bulgarian  nationals, 
or  theretofore  belonging  to  enemies  and  in  the  possession  or  control  of  the 
Custodian  at  the  date  of  this  Order  shall  belong  to  Canada  and  are  hereby 
vested  in  the  Custodian. 

(2)  Notwithstanding  anything  in  any  order  heretofore  made  vesting 
in  the  Custodian  any  property,  right  or  interest  formerly  belonging  to  an 
enemy  such  property,  right  or  interest  shall  belong  to  Canada  and  the  Custodian 
shall  hold  the  same  on  the  same  terms  and  with  the  same  powers  and  duties 
in  respect  thereof  as  the  property,  rights  and  interests  vested  in  him  by  this 
Order. 

5.  AH  vesting  orders  and  all  orders  for  the  winding  up  of  businesses  or 
companies  and  all  others  orders,  directions,  decisions,  and  instructions  of  any 
Court  in  Canada  or  any  Department  of  the  Government  of  Canada  made  or 
given  or  purporting  to  be  made  or  given  in  pursuance  of  the  Consolidated  Orders 
respecting  Trading  with  the  Enemy,  1916,  or  in  pursuance  of  any  other  Canadian 
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war  legisliitioii  with  regard  to  tho  property,  rights  and  interests  of  enemies, 
and  every  action  taken  with  regard  to  any  property,  business  or  company, 
whether  as  regards  its  investigation,  sequestration,  compulsory  administration, 
use,  requisition,  supervision  or  winding  up,  the  sale  or  management  of  property, 
rights  or  interests,  the  collection  or  discharge  of  debts,  the  payment  of  costs, 
charges  or  expenses,  or  any  other  matter  whatsoever  in  pursuance  of  any  such 
order,  direction,  decision,  or  instruction,  and  in  general  all  exceptional  war 
measures  or  measures  of  transfer  or  acts  done  or  to  be  done  in  the  execution  of 
any  such  measures  are  hereby  validated  and  confirmed  and  shall  be  considered 
as  final  and  binding  upon  all  persons,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Sections  4  and 
15 

(2)  The  interests  of  all  persons  shall  be  regarded  as  having  been  effectively 
dealt  with  by  any  such  order,  direction,  decision  or  instruction  dealing  with 
property,  rights  or  interests  in  which  they  may  be  interested,  whether  or  not 
their  interests  are  specifically  mentioned  therein. 

(3)  No  question  shall  be  raised  as  to  the  regularity  of  a  transfer  of  any 
property,  rights  or  interests  dealt  with  in  pursuance  of  any  such  order,  direction, 
decision  or  instruction. 

(4)  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  be  held  to  prejudice  any  title 
to  property  heretofore  acquired  in  good  faith  and  for  value  and  in  accordance 
with  the  Canadian  law  by  a  British  subject  or  by  a  national  of  any  of  the  Powers 
allied  or  associated  during  the  war  with  His  Majesty. 

6.  No  claim  or  action  shall  be  made  or  brought  against  His  Majesty  or 
against  any  person  acting  on  behalf  of  or  under  the  direction  of  any  legal  authority 
or  Department  of  the  Government  of  Canada  by  or  on  behalf  of  Austria  or 
Bulgaria  or  any  Austrian  national  or  national  of  the  former  Austrian  Empire 
or  Bulgarian  national  wherever  resident  in  respect  of  any  act  or  omission  during 
the  war  or  in  preparation  for  the  war  with  regard  to  the  property,  rights  or 
interests  of  any  such  national,  and  no  claim  or  action  shall  be  made  or  brought 
against  any  person  in  respect  of  any  act  or  omission  under  or  in  accordance 
with  the  exceptional  war  measures,  measures  of  transfer  or  other  laws  or  regula- 
tions of  Canada. 

(2)  In  the  last  preceding  section  and  in  this  section  the  expression 
''exceptional  war  measures''  includes  measures  of  all  kinds,  legislative,  admini- 
strative, judicial  or  others,  that  have  been  taken  or  may  be  taken  hereafter 
with  regard  to  the  property,  rights  or  interests  of  enemies,  and  which  had  or 
may  have  the  effect  of  removing  from  the  proprietors  the  power  of  disposition 
over  their  property,  rights  or  interests,  though  without  affecting  the  ownership, 
such  as  measures  of  supervision,  of  compulsory  administration,  and  of  sequestra- 
tion, or  measures  which  have  had  or  may  have  as  an  object  the  seizure  of,  the 
use  of,  or  the  interference  with  assets  of  enemies,  for  whatsoever  motive,  under 
whatsoever  form,  or  in  whatsoever  place;  ''measures  of  transfer"  are  those 
which  have  affected  or  may  affect  the  ownership  of  any  property,  rights  or 
interests  of  an  enemy  by  transferring  it  in  whole  or  in  part  to  a  person  other 
than  such  enemy,  and  without  his  consent,  such  as  measures  directing  the  sale, 
liquidation  or  devolution  of  ownership  in  enemy  property,  rights  or  interest?, 
or  the  cancelling  of  titles  or  securities;  and  acts  in  the  execution  of  these  measures 
include  all  detentions,  instructions,  orders  or  decrees  of  Government  departments 
or  Courts  applying  these  measures  to  the  property,  rights  or  interests  of  enemies, 
as  well  as  acts  performed  by  any  person  connected  with  the  administration  or 
supervision  of  the  property,  rights  or  interests  of  enemies,  such  as  the  payment 
of  debts,  the  collecting  of  credits,  the  payment  of  any  costs,  charges  or  expenses, 
or  the  collecting  of  fees. 

7.  Every  person  who  holds  or  manages  any  property,  right  or  interest 
vested  in  the  Custodian  by  this  Part,  including  every  person  who  owes  any 
debts  to  an  enemy  or  who  knows  that  any  debt  is  claimed  from  him  by  an 
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enemy,  shall  within  three  months  from  the  date  of  this  Order,  unless  he  has 
already  done  so,  give  notice  of  the  fact  to  the  Custodian,  and  thereafter  shall 
furnish  to  the  Custodian  all  such  further  information  and  documents  in  his 
possession  or  power,  in  such  form  and  verified  in  such  manner,  as  the  Custodian 
may  from  time  to  time  require. 

(2)  Every  such  person  and  every  person  who  holds  or  manages  any  property, 
right  or  interest  vested  in  the  Custodian  by  any  order  heretofore  made  by  any 
Court  shall  do  all  such  acts,  make  all  such  payments  and  execute  and  deliver 
all  such  conveyances,  transfers  and  other  documents  for  giving  effect  to  the 
provisions  of  this  Part  or  of  such  order  and  for  completing  and  perfecting  the 
title  vested  by  this  Part  or  by  such  order  in  the  Custodian  as  the  Custodian  may 
from  time  to  time  require. 

(3)  Every  corporation  incorporated  by  or  under  the  authority  of  the 
Parliament  of  Canada  or  the  legislature  of  any  Province  of  Canada,  shall  within 
three  months  from  the  date  of  this  Order,  unless  it  has  already  done  so,  notify 
the  Custodian  of  all  shares,  stock,  debentures,  debenture  stock  or  other  obliga- 
tions of  the  company  which  are  held  by  or  for  enemies,  and  shall  furnish  to  the 
Custodian  all  such  further  information  in  its  possession  or  power,  in  such  form 
and  verified  in  such  manner,  as  the  Custodian  may  from  time  to  time  require. 

8.  No  person  shall  or  shall  attempt  to  sell,  assign,  transfer,  incumber  or 
otherwise  dispose  of  or  deal  with  any  property,  right  or  inteiest  vested  in  the 
Custodian  except  as  permitted  or  directed  by  the  Custodian,  and,  except  as 
so  permitted  or  directed,  no  sale,  assignment,  transfer,  incumbrance  or  other 
disposition  of  or  dealing  with  any  such  property,  right  or  interest  shall  confer 
upon  the  purchaser,  assignee,  transferee,  incumbrancer,  or  person  to  whom 
or  in  whose  favour  such  property  is  disposed  of  or  dealt  with,  any  right,  title 
or  interest  to  or  in  or  any  remedies  in  respect  of  such  property. 

(2)  Any  person  who  knowingly  violates  any  provision  of  this  section  shall 
upon  summary  conviction  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  two  thousand 
dollars  or  to  imprisonment  for  a  term  not  exceeding  six  months  or  to  both. 

9.  No  person  shall  be  virtue  of  any  assignment  or  transfer  of  any  'debt 
or  other  chose  in  action,  or  of  any  bill  of  exchange,  promissory  note,  or  other 
obligation,  or  delivery  of  any  coupon  or  other  security  transferable  by  delivery, 
made  in  his  favour  between  midnight  (eastern  standard  time)  of  the  twelfth- 
thirteenth  day  of  August,  1914,  and  the  date  of  this  Order  by  a  national  of  the 
former  Austrian  Empire  who  is  an  enemy  as  defined  in  paragraph  (a)  or  (6) 
of  clause  A  (1)  of  section  3,  or  between  ten  o'clock  (eastern  standard  time) 
in  the  evening  of  the  fifteenth  day  of  October,  1915,  and  the  date  of  this  Order 
by  a  Bulgarian  national  who  is  an  enemy  as  defined  n  either  of  the  said  para- 
graphs, whether  for  valuable  consideration  or  otherwise,  have  any  rights  or 
remedies  against  any  person  liable  to  pay,  discharge  or  satisfy  the  debt,  chose 
in  action,  bill  of  exchange,  promissory  note,  obligation,  coupon  or  security,  and 
no  person  shall  knowingly  pay,  discharge  or  satisfy  any  debt,  chose  in  action, 
bill  of  exchange,  promissory  note,  obligation,  coupon  or  security,  and  no 
person  shall  knowingly  pay,  discharge  or  satisfy  any  debt,  chose  in  action,  bill 
of  exchange,  promissory  note,  obligation,  coupon  or  security  so  assigned,  trans- 
ferred or  delivered. 

(2)  This  section  shall  not  apply  where  the  person  to  whom  the  assignment, 
transfer  or  delivery  was  made  or  some  person  deriving  title  under  him  or  some 
subsequent  holder  of  the  bill  of  exchange  or  promissory  note  proves  that  the 
assignment,  transfer  or  deUvery,  or,  in  the  case  of  a  bill  of  exchange  or  promissory 
note,  some  subsequent  transfer,  was  made  by  leave  of  some  competent  authority 
in  Canada  or  was  made  in  good  faith  and  for  valuable  consideration  before 
the  sixth  day  of  May,  1916,  but  nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  as 
validating  any  assignment,  transfer  or  delivery  which  would  be  invalid  apart 
from  this  section  or  as  applying  to  securities  within  the  meaning  of  Section  10. 
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10.  No  transfer,  whether  for  valuable  consideration  or  not,  made  after 
the  sixth  day  of  May,  1916,  without  the  leave  of  some  competent  authority 
in  Canada,  by  or  on  behalf  of  an  enemy  as  defined  in  paragraph  (a)  or  (6)  of 
clause  A  (1)  of  section  3  of  any  securities  shall  confer  on  the  transferee  any 
rights  or  remedies  in  respect  thereof  and  no  company  or  municipality  or  other 
body  by  whom  the  securities  were  issued  or  are  managed  shall  take  any  cogni- 
zance of  or  otherwise  act  upon  the  notice  of  such  transfer,  but  nothing  in  this 
section  shall  be  construed  as  validating  any  transfer  which  would  be  invahd 
apart  from  this  section. 

11.  In  the  two  next  succeeding  sections  "debt"  means — 

(a)  A  debt  payable  before  the  war  and  due  to  or  by  a  British  subject 
residing  in  Canada  by  or  to  an  Austrian  national  residing  in  Austria 
or  a  Bulgarian  national  residing  in  Bulgaria; 

(6)  A  debt  which  became  payable  during  the  war 

(i)  to  a  British  subject  residing  in  Canada  which  arose  out 

of  a  transaction  or  contract  with  an  Austrian  national 
residing  in  Austria  or  a  Bulgarian  national  residing  in 
Bulgaria,  or 

(ii)  to  an  Austrian  national  residing  in  Austria  or  a  Bulgarian 
national  residing  in  Bulgaria,  which  arose  out  of  a  trans- 
action or  contract  with  a  British  subject  residing  in  Canada, 
of  which  transaction  or  contract  the  total  or  partial  execu- 
tion was  suspended  on  account  of  the  declaration  of  war; 

(c)  Capital  sums  which  became  payable  before  and  during  the  war 

(i)  to  a  British  subject  residing  in  Canada  in  respect  of  securities 

issued  by  Austria  or  Bulgaria  or 

(ii)  to  an  Austrian  national  residing  in  Austria  or  a  Bulgarian 
national  residing  in  Bulgaria  in  respect  of  securities  issued 
by  Canada  or  any  Province  of  Canada; 

provided  that  payment  of  such  capital  sums,  in  the  first  case  to  British 
subjects,  or  in  the  second  case  to  Austrian  or  Bulgarian  nationals,  or 
in  either  case  to  neutrals,  has  not  been  suspended  during  the  war. 

12.  Debts  as  defined  by  Section  11  shall  carry  interest  in  accordance  with 
the  following  provisions: — 

(a)  The  rate  of  interest  shall  be  five  per  centum  per  annum  except 
in  cases  where,  by  contract,  law  or  custom,  the  creditor  is  entitled  to 
payment  of  interest  at  a  different  rate.  In  such  cases  the  rate  to  which 
the  creditor  is  entitled  shall  prevail. 

(6)  Interest  shall  run  from  midnight  of  the  twelfth-thirteenth 
day  of  August,  1914,  in  the  case  of  debts  due  by  Austria  or  by  or  to 
Austrian  nationals  and  from  midnight  of  the  fifteenth-sixteenth  day 
of  October,  1915,  in  the  case  of  debts  due  by  Bulgaria  or  by  or  to  Bul- 
garian nationals  (or  if  the  sum  of  money  to  be  recovered  fell  due  after 
that  date,  then  from  the  date  at  which  it  fell  due),  until  the  sum  is  paid 
to  the  creditor. 

(c)  Interest  shall  not  be  payable  on  sums  of  money  due  by  way 
of  dividends,  interest  or  other  periodical  payments  which  themselves 
represent  interest  on  capital. 

13.  Any  debt  as  defined  by  Section  11  which  is  payable  by  contract, 
law  or  custom  in  Austrian  currency  shall  be  paid  in  Canadian  currency  at  the 
rate  of  4  •  9432  kronen  to  one  dollar. 

(2)  Any  debt  as  so  defined  which  is  payable  by  contract,  law  or  custom 
in  Bulgarian  currency  shall  be  paid  in  Canadian  currency  at  such  rate  of  exchange 
as  the  Governor  in  Council  may  fix  in  accordance  with  the  Bulgarian  Treaty. 

(3)  Any  debt  as  defined  which  is  payable  by  contract,  law  or  custom 
in  the  currency  of  the  United  Kingdom  shall  be  paid  in  Canadian  currency 
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at  the  rate  of  4-8905  dollars  to  tlie  £  in  the  case  of  Austria,  and  4-71  dollars 
to  the  £  in  the  case  of  Bulgaria. 

(4)  Any  debt  as  so  defined  which  is  payable  by  contract,  law  or  custom 
in  any  non-Canadian  currency  other  than  those  referred  to  in  subsections  (1), 
(2)  and  (3)  shall  be  paid  in  Canadian  currency  at  a  rate  of  exchange  equal  to 
the  average  cable  ti-ansfer  rate  prevailing  in  Canada  during  the  month  imme- 
diately preceding  the  twelfth  day  of  August,  1914,  in  the  case  of  a  debt  by 
or  to  an  Austrian  national,  and  immediately  preceding  the  fifteenth  day  of 
October,  1915,  in  the  case  of  a  debt  by  or  to  a  Bulgarian  national. 

(5)  If  the  contract  between  the  debtor  and  creditor  provides  for  a  fixed 
rate  of  exchange  governing  the  conversion  of  the  currency  in  which  the  debt 
is  stated  into  Canadian  currency,  then  subsections  (1),  (2),  (3)  and  (4)  shall 
not  apply. 

14.  Where  any  property,  right  or  interest  vested  in  the  Custodian  or  the 
title  to  or  any  record  of  such  property,  right  or  interest  is  registered,  recorded 
or  entered  in  any  public  book  or  in  any  book  kept  for  that  purpose  by  any 
public  or  private  corporation,  the  Custodian  m.ay  deliver  to  the  person  in  charge 
of  such  public  book  or  to  the  proper  officer  of  such  corporation  a  certificate 
that  such  property,  right  or  interest  is  vested  in  the  Custodian,  and  the  certificate 
shall  be  entered  in  the  book,  and  thereafter  no  entry  concerning  such  property, 
right  or  interest  shall  be  made  in  such  book  except  by  permission  or  direction 
of  the  Custodian,  and  such  entries  shall  be  made  therein  as  may  be  directed 
by  the  Custodian  in  all  respects  as  though  the  Custodian  were  registered,  re- 
corded or  entered  as  the  0T\TLer  of  such  property,  right  or  interest,  notwithstanding 
any  law,  by-law,  regulation  or  article,  and  notwithstanding  that  the  Custodian 
is  not  in  possession  of  any  certificate,  script,  pass  book  or  other  document  of 
title  relating  to  such  property,  right  or  interest. 

(2)  No  action  or  other  proceeding  in  any  Court  shall  be  brought  or  taken 
against  any  person  in  respect  of  any  such  entry  made  upon  the  direction  of  the 
Custodian. 

15.  The  Custodian  may  bring  or  take  in  the  Exchequer  Court  of  Canada 
any  action  or  other  proceeding  which  he  may  think  proper  to  enforce  the  provi- 
sions of  this  Order,  and  to  get  in  any  property,  right  or  interest  vested  in  him. 

(2)  In  case  of  dispute  or  question  whether  any  property,  right  or  interest 
belonged  on  the  sixteenth  day  of  July,  1920,  in  the  case  of  a  national  of  the 
former  Austrian  Empire,  or  on  the  ninth  day  of  August,  1920,  in  the  case  of  a 
Bulgarian  national,  or  theretofore  to  an  enemy,  the  Custodian  or,  with  the 
consent  of  the  Custodian,  the  claimant  may  proceed  in  the  Exchequer  Court 
of  Canada  for  a  declaration  as  to  the  ownership  thereof,  notwithstanding  that 
the  property,  right  or  interest  has  been  vested  in  the  Custodian  by  an  order 
heretofore  made,  or  that  the  Custodian  has  disposed  or  agreed  to  dispose  thereof. 
The  consent  of  the  Custodian  to  proceedings  by  a  claimant  shall  be  in  writing 
and  may  be  subject  to  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  Custodian  thinks  proper. 

(3)  If  the  Exchequer  Court  declares  that  the  property,  right  or  interest 
did  not  belong  to  an  enemy  as  in  the  last  preceding  subsection  mentioned, 
the  Custodian  shall  relinquish  the  same,  or,  if  the  Custodian  has  before  such 
declaration  disposed  or  agreed  to  dispose  of  the  property,  right  or  interest, 
he  shall  relinquish  the  proceeds  of  such  disposition. 

(4)  No  such  declaration  shall  affect  the  title  or  right  of  any  person  to  whom 
the  Custodian  has  before  such  declaration  disposed  or  agreed  to  dispose  of  any 
property,  right  or  interest. 

16.  Any  conveyance,  transfer,  assignment  or  delivery  of  any  property, 
right  or  interest  heretofore  or  hereafter  made  to  and  accepted  by  or  made  upon 
the  direction  of  the  Custodian  shall  discharge  the  person  making  the  same 
from  all  obligations  and  liabilities  in  respect; of  such  property,  right  or  interest. 
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17.  The  Custodian  may  do  all  such  acts  and  things  and  execute  all  such 
documents  and  make  out  of  any  money  in  his  possession  or  control  as  Custodian 
all  such  payments  as  he  may  deem  necessary  for  the  conservation  and  manage- 
ment of,  or  proper  to  be  made  in  respect  of  any  property,  right  or  interest  vested 
in  him,  and  may  exercise  all  rights  which  are  or  may  become  appurtenant  to 
or  exercisable  in  respect  of  any  such  property,  right  or  interest. 

18.  The  Custodian  shall  not  be  liable  for  any  tax,  assessment,  mortgage, 
lien,  charge,  call,  rent,  interest  or  payment  upon  or  in  respect  of  any  property 
right  or  interest  vested  in  him. 

19.  No  property,  right  or  interest  vested  in  the  Custodian  shall  be  forfeited 
for  default  in  doing  any  act  or  making  any  payment  in  respect  thereof,  or  attach- 
ed, seized  or  taken  under  any  legal  process  or  any  distress  or  foreclosed  or  sold 
under  any  mortgage,  lien,  pledge  or  charge,  or  sold  for  any  tax  or  assessment. 

20.  The  Custodian  may  at  any  time,  at  his  discretion  and  by  such  notice, 
conveyance,  transfer  or  release  as  he  may  think  proper,  relinquish  any  property, 
right  or  interest  or  the  proceeds  of  the  liquidation  of  any  property,  right  or 
interest. 

21.  The  Custodian  may  dispose  of  any  property,  right  or  interst  at  such 
time  and  place  and  to  such  person  or  persons  and  upon  such  terms  and  in  such 
manner  whether  publicly  or  privately  as  he  in  his  discretion  shall  think  proper. 

22.  Any  transfer  by  the  Custodian  of  any  property,  right  or  interest  shall 
unless  the  contrary  is  therein  expressed  be  conclusive  evidence  in  favour  of  the 
transferee  of  the  right  and  power  of  the  Custodian  to  transfer  such  property, 
right  or  interest  to  him. 

23.  The  Custodian  may  apply  any  money  heretofore  belonging  to  enemies 
and  in  his  possession  or  control  at  the  date  of  this  Order,  and  any  money  and 
the  net  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  any  porperty,  right  or  interest  vested  in  him,  in 
payment  of  the  debts  and  claims  defined  by  Article  249  of  the  Austrian  Treaty 
and  Article  179  of  the  Bulgarian  Treaty  and  the  fourth  paragraphs  of  the 
respective  Annexes  to  the  said  Articles,  and  shall  credit  any  such  money  or  net 
proceeds  not  so  applied  to  Austria  or  Bulgaria  as  the  case  may  be  on  account 
of  their  respective  reparation  obligations  as  established  by  the  said  Treaties. 

(2)  "Net  proceeds"  in  subsection  (1)  shall  mean  the  proceeds  after  de- 
ducting the  costs  of  getting  in,  retention,  management,  and  sale  of  the  property, 
right  or  interest  and  any  payments  made  by  the  Custodian  in  respect  thereof 
either  under  the  Consolidated  Orders  respecting  Trading  with  the  Enemy,  1916, 
or  under  this  Order. 

24.  Any  person  who  knowingly  violates  or  fails  to  comply  with  any  pro- 
vision of  Sections  7,  9,  10  and  14  shall  on  summary  conviction  be  liable  to  a 
penalty  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  or  to  imprisonment  for  a  term  not 
exceeding  three  months  or  to  both. 

PART  II 

CONTRACTS,  PRESCRIPTIONS,  JUDGMENTS. 
1. — General  Provisions. 

25.  In  this  Part  parties  to  a  contract  shall  be  regarded  as  enemies  when 
trading  between  them  has  during  the  war  been  prohibited  by,  or  has  otherwise 
become  unlawful  under,  laws,  orders  or  regulations  to  which  any  one  of  them 
was  subject,  and  they  shall  be  deemed  to  have  become  enemies  from  the  date 
when  such  trading  was  prohibited  or  otherwise  became  unlawful. 

26.  This  Part  shall  not  apply  to  contracts  the  parties  to  which  became 
enemies  by  reason  of  one  of  them  being  an  inhabitant  of  territory  of  which 
the  sovereignty  has  been  transferred,  if  such  party  has  acquired  under  either 
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of  the  Treaties  or  shall  so  acquire  the  nationality  of  a  Power  allied  or  associated 
during  the  war  with  His  Majesty,  nor  shall  it  apply  to  contracts  all  the  parties 
to  which  are  British  subjects  or  nationals  of  Powers  allied  or  associated  during 
the  war  with  His  Majesty  between  any  two  or  more  of  whom  trading  has  been 
prohibited  by  reason  of  one  or  more  of  them  being  in  territory  of  any  such  allied 
or  associated  Power  in  the  occupation  of  an  enemy  Power,  but  nothing  in  this 
section  shall  be  construed  as  validating  or  continuing  any  contract  which  would 
have  been  regarded  as  dissolved  if  this  Part  had  not  been  passed. 

27.  Any  contract  between  enemies  shall  be  regarded  as  having  been  dis- 
solved as  from  the  time  when  any  two  of  the  parties  became  enemies,  except 
in  respect  of  any  debt  or  other  pecuniary  obligation  arising  out  of  any  act  done 
or  money  paid  thereunder,  and  subject  to  the  exceptions  and  special  rules  with 
regard  to  particular  contracts  or  classes  of  contracts  contained  in  this  Order. 

(2)  Any  contract  of  which  the  execution  is  required  within  six  months 
from  the  sixteenth  day  of  July,  1920,  in  the  case  of  Austria,  or  from  the  ninth 
day  of  August,  1920,  in  the  case  of  Bulgaria,  by  the  Governor  in  Council,  in 
the  general  interest,  shall  be  excepted  from  dissolution  under  this  section. 

(3)  Nothing  in  this  Part  shall  be  deemed  to  invalidate  a  transaction  lawfully 
carried  out  in  accordance  with  a  contract  between  enemies  if  it  has  been  carried 
out  with  the  authority  of  one  of  the  belligerent  Powers. 

28.  All  periods  of  prescription  or  limitation  of  right  of  action,  whether 
they  began  to  run  before  or  during  the  war,  shall  be  treated  in  Canada,  so  far 
as  regards  relations  between  enemies,  as  having  been  suspended  during  the 
v^ar.  They  shall  begin  or  begin  again  to  run  on  the  first  day  of  May,  1921, 
except  that  as  regards  any  negotiable  instrument  they  shall  begin  or  begin  again 
to  run  six  months  from  the  date  on  which  all  exceptional  regulations  affecting 
the  right  of  recovery  on  such  negotiable  instrument  shall  have  definitely  ceased 
to  have  force. 

(2)  This  section  shall  apply  to  the  period  prescribed  for  the  presentation 
of  interest  or  dividend  coupons  or  for  the  presentation  for  repayment  of  secu- 
rities drawn  for  repayment  or  repayable  on  any  other  ground. 

2. — Special  Provisions  Relating  to  Certain  Classes  of  Contracts. 

Contracts  not  dissolved, 

29.  The  following  classes  of  contracts  are  excepted  from  dissolution  by  this 
Part  and  remain  in  force  subject  to  the  application  of  Canadian  laws,  orders 
or  regulations  made  during  the  war  and  subject  to  the  terms  of  the  contracts: — 

(a)  Contracts  having  for  their  object  the  transfer  of  estates  or  of 
real  or  personal  property  where  the  property  therein  had  passed  or  the 
object  had  been  delivered  before  any  party  thereto  became  an  enemy; 

(h)  Leases  and  agreements  for  leases  of  land  and  houses; 

(c)  Contracts  of  mortgage,  pledge  or  lien; 

(d)  Concessions  concerning  mines,  quarries  or  deposits; 

(e)  Contracts  between  individuals  or  companies  and  States,  prov- 
inces, municipalities,  or  other  similar  juridical  persons  charged  with 
administrative  functions,  and  concessions  granted  by  States,  provinces, 
municipalities,  or  other  similar  juridical  persons  charged  with  adminis- 
trative functions,  including  contracts  and  concessions  concluded  or 
accorded  by  the  Turkish  Government  in  the  territories  ceded  by  the 
Turkish  Empire  to  Bulgaria  before  the  ninth  day  of  August,  1920. 

30.  If  the  provisions  of  a  contract  are  in  part  dissolved  under  this  Part 
the  remaining  provisions  of  that  contract  shall,  subject  to  the  same  application 
of  Canadian  law  as  is  provided  for  in  the  last  preceding  section,  continue  in 
force  if  they  are  severable,  but  where  they  are  not  severable  the  contract  shall 
be  deemed  to  have  been  dissolved  in  its  entirety. 
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Stock  Exchange  and  Commercial  Exchange  Contracts.  ■ 

31.  Rules  made  during  the  war  by  any  recognized  Exchange  or  Commercial 
Association  in  Canada  providing  for  the  closure  of  contracts  entered  into  before 
the  war  by  an  enemy  are  hereby  confirmed,  as  also  any  action  taken  thereunder; 
provided, — 

(1)  That  the  contract  was  expressed  to  be  made  subject  to  the  rules  of 
the  Exchange  or  Association  in  question; 

(2)  That  the  rules  applied  to  all  persons  concerned; 

(3)  That  the  conditions  attaching  to  the  closure  were  fair  and  reasonable. 

32.  The  sale  of  a  security  held  for  an  unpaid  debt  owing  by  an  enemy  shall 
be  deemed  to  have  been  vaUd  irrespective  of  notice  to  the  owner  if  the  creditor 
acted  in  good  faith  and  with  reasonable  care  and  prudence,  and  no  claim  by  the 
debtor  on  the  ground  of  such  sale  shall  be  admitted. 

Negotiable  Instruments, 

33.  As  between  enemies  no  negotiable  instrument  made  before  the  war 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  become  invalid  by  reason  only  of  failure  within  the 
required  time  to  present  the  instrument  for  acceptance  or  payment  or  to  give 
notice  of  non-acceptance  or  non-payment  to  drawers  or  indorsers  or  to  protest 
the  instrument,  or  by  reason  of  failure  to  complete  any  formality  during  the 
war. 

(2)  Where  the  period  within  which  a  negotiable  instrument  should  have 
been  presented  for  acceptance  or  for  payment,  or  within  which  notice  of  non- 
acceptance  or  non-payment  should  have  been  given  to  the  drawer  or  endorser, 
or  within  which  the  instrument  should  have  been  protested,  has  elapsed 
during  the  war  and  the  party  who  should  have  presented  or  protested  the 
instrument  or  have  given  notice  of  non-acceptance  or  non-payment  has  failed 
to  do  so  during  the  war,  a  presentation  or  notice  of  non-acceptance  or  non- 
payment or  protest  may  be  made  or  given  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  May, 
1921. 

34.  If  a  person  has  either  before  or  during  the  war  become  liable  upon  a 
negotiable  instrument  in  accordance  with  an  undertaking  given  to  him  by  a 
person  who  has  subsequently  become  an  enemy,  the  latter  shall  remain  liable 
to  indemnify  the  former  in  respect  of  his  liability  notwithstanding  the  outbreak 
of  war. 

Fire  Insurance. 

35.  Contracts  for  the  insurance  of  property  against  fire  entered  into  by 
a  person  interested  in  such  property  with  another  person  who  subsequently 
became  an  enemy  shall  not  be  deemed  .to  have  been  dissolved  by  the  outbreak 
of  war,  or  by  the  fact  of  the  person  becoming  an  enemy,  or  on  account  of  the 
failure  during  the  war  and  for  a  period  of  three  months  thereafter  to  perform 
his  obligations  under  the  contract,  but  they  shall  be  dissolved  as  of  the  date 
when  the  annual  premium  became  or  becomes  payable  for  the  first  time  after 
the  sixteenth  day  of  July,  1920,  in  the  case  of  Austria,  and  after  the  ninth  day 
of  August,  1920,  in  the  case  of  Bulgaria. 

(2)  The  parties  shall  effect  a  settlement  of  unpaid  premiums  which  became 
due  during  the  war,  or  of  claims  for  losses  which  occurred  during  the  war. 

36.  Where  by  administrative  or  legislative  action  an  insurance  against 
fire  effected  before  the  war  has  been  transferred  during  the  war  from  the  original 
to  another  insurer,  the  transfer  shall  be  recognized  and  the  liability  of  the  original 
insurer  shall  be  deemed  to  have  ceased  as  from  the  date  of  the  transfer.  The

original  insurer  shall,  however,  be  entitled  to  receive  on  demand  full  information 
as  to  the  terms  of  the  transfer,  and  if  it  should  appear  that  these  terms  were 
not  equitable  they  shall  be  amended  by  the  Exchequer  Court  of  Canada  so  far 
as  may  be  necessary  to  render  them  equitable. 

(2)  Furthermore,  the  insured  shall,  subject  to  the  concurrence  of  the  original 
insurer,  be  entitled  to  retransfer  the  contract  to  the  original  insurer  as  from  the 
date  of  the  demand. 

Life  Insurance. 

37.  Contracts  of  life  insurance  entered  into  between  an  insurer  and  a 
person  who  subsequently  became  an  enemy  shall  not  be  deemed  to  have  been 
dissolved  by  the  outbreak  of  war,  or  by  the  fact  of  the  person  becoming  an 
enemy. 

(2)  Any  sum  which  during  the  war  became  due  upon  a  contract  deemed 
not  to  have  been  dissolved  under  subsection  (1)  shall  be  recoverable  with  the 
addition  of  interest  at  five  per  cent  per  annum  from  the  date  of  its  becoming 
due  up  to  the  day  of  payment. 

(3)  Where  the  contract  has  lapsed  during  the  war  owing  to  non-payment  of 
premiums,  or  has  become  void  from  breach  of  the  conditions  of  the  contract, 
the  assured  or  his  representatives  or  the  persons  entitled  shall  have  the  right 
at  any  time  before  the  seventeenth  day  of  July,  1921,  in  the  case  of  Austria, 
and  before  the  tenth  day  of  August,  1921,  in  the  case  of  Bulgaria  to  claim 
from  the  insurer  the  surrender  value  of  the  policy  at  the  date  of  its  lapse  or 
avoidance. 

(4)  Where  the  contract  has  lapsed  during  th(j  war  owing  to  non-payment 
of  premiums,  the  payment  of  which  has  been  prevented  by  the  enforcement  of 
measures  of  war,  the  assured  or  his  representative  or  the  persons  entitled  shall 
have  the  right  to  restore  the  contract  on  payment  of  the  premiums  with  interest 
at  five  per  cent  per  annum  before  the  seventeenth  day  of  October,  1920,  in  the 
case  of  Austria  and  before  the  tenth  day  of  November,  1920,  in  the  case'  of 
Bulgaria,  or  within  such  further  time  as  may  be  agreed  upon  with  the 
insurer. 

38.  Insurance  contracts  shall  be  considered  as  contracts  of  life  insurance 
for  the  purpose  of  Section  37  when  they  depend  on  the  probabilities  of  human 
life  combined  with  the  rate  of  interest  for  the  calculation  of  the  reciprocal 
engagements  between  the  two  parties. 

Marine  Insurance. 

39.  Contracts  of  marine  insurance,  including  time  policies  and  voyage 
policies,  entered  into  between  an  insurer  and  a  person  who  subsequently  became 
an  enemy,  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  dissolved  on  his  becoming  an  enemy, 
except  in  cases  where  the  risk  undertaken  in  the  contract  had  attached  before 
he  became  an  enemy. 

(2)  Where  the  risk  had  not  attached,  money  paid  by  way  of  premium 
or  otherwise  shall  be  recoverable  from  the  insurer. 

(3)  Where  the  risk  had  attached  effect  shall  be  given  to  the  contract  not- 
withstanding the  party  becoming  an  enemy,  and  sums  due  under  the  contract 
either  by  way  of  premiums  or  in  respect  of  losses  shall  be  recoverable. 

(4)  The  interest  provided  for  by  section  12  shall  in  the  cases  of  losses  recover- 
able under  contracts  of  marine  insurance  run  from  the  expiration  of  a  period 
of  one  year  from  date  of  the  loss. 
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40.  No  contract  of  marine  insurance  with  an  insured  person  who  subse- 
quently became  an  enemy  shall  be  deemed  to  cover  losses  due  to  belligerent 
action  by  the  Power  of  which  the  insurer  was  a  national  or  by  the  allies  or 
associates  of  such  Power. 

41.  Where  it  is  shown  that  a  person  who  had  before  the  war  entered  into 
a  contract  of  marine  insurance  with  an  insurer  who  subsequently  became  an 
enemy  entered  after  the  outbreak  of  war  into  a  new  contract  covering  the  same 
risk  with  an  insurer  who  was  not  an  enemy,  the  new  contract  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  substituted  for  the  original  contract  as  from  the  date  whei\it  was  entered 
into  and  the  premiums  payable  shall  be  adjusted  on  the  basis  of  the  original 
insurer  having  remained  hable  on  the  contract  only  'ip  till  the  time  when  the 
new  contract  was  entered  into. 

Other  Insurances. 

42.  Contracts  of  insurance  entered  into  before  the  war  between  an  insurer 
and  a  person  who  subsequently  became  an  enemy  other  than  contracts  dealt 
with  in  sections  35  to  41  shall  be  treated  in  all  respects  on  the  same  footing 
as  contracts  of  fire  insurance  between  the  same  persons  would  be  dealt  with  under 
the  said  sections. 

Reinsurance. 

43.  All  treaties  of  reinsurance  with  a  person  who  became  an  enemy  shall 
be  regarded  as  having  been  abrogated  by  the  person  becoming  an  enemy,  but 
without  prejudice  in  the  case  of  life  or  marine  risks  which  had  attached  before 
the  war  to  the  right  to  recover  payment  after  the  war  for  sums  due  in  respect  of 
such  risks. 

(2)  Nevertheless  if,  owing  to  invasion,  it  was  impossible  for  the  reinsured 
to  find  another  insurer,  the  reinsurance  treaty  shall  be  deemed  to  have  remained 
in  force  until  the  seventeenth  day  of  October,  1920,  in  the  case  of  Austria,  and  until 
the  tenth  day  of  November,  1920,  in  the  case  of  Bulgaria. 

(3)  Where  a  reinsurance  treaty  becomes  void  under  this  section,  there  shall 
be  an  adjustment  of  accounts  between  the  parties  in  respect  both  of  premiums 
paid  and  payable  and  of  liabilities  for  losses  in  respect  of  life  or  marine  risks 
which  had  attached  before  the  war.  In  the  case  of  risks  other  than  those  men- 
tioned in  sections  37  to  41,  the  adjustment  of  accounts  shall  be  made  as  at  the 
date  of  the  parties  becoming  enemies  without  regard  to  claims  for  losses  which 
may  have  occurred  since  that  date. 

44.  The  provisions  of  section  43  shall  extend  equally  to  reinsurances  existing 
at  the  date  of  the  parties  becoming  enemies  of  particular  risks  undertaken  by 
the  insurer  in  a  contract  of  insurance  against  any  risks  other  than  life  or  mariue 
risks. 

45.  Reinsurance  of  life  risks  effected  by  particular  contracts  and  not  under 
any  general  reinsurance  treaty  remain  in  force. 

46.  In  case  of  a  reinsurance  effected  before  the  war  of  a  contract  of  marine 
insurance,  the  cession  of  a  risk  which  had  been  ceded  to  the  reinsurer  shall 
if  it  had  attached  before  the  outbreak  of  war,  remain  valid  and  effect  be  given 
to  the  contract  notwithstanding  the  outbreak  of  war;  sums  due  under  the 
contract  of  reinsurance  in  respect  either  of  premiums  or  of  losses  shall  be  recover- 
able. 

47.  The  provisions  of  sections  40  and  41  and  of  subsection  4  of  section  39 
shall  apply  to  contracts  for  the  reinsurance  of  marine  risks. 
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PART  III. 

INDUSTRIAL  PROPERTY 

48.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Order,  rights  of  industrial,  literary 
and  artistic  property,  as  such  property  is  defined  by  the  International  Convention 
of  Paris  of  March  20,  1883,  for  the  protection  of  industrial  property,  revised 
at  Washington  on  June  2,  1911,  and  the  International  Convention  of  Berne 
of  September  9,  1886,  for  the  protection  of  literary  and  artistic  works,  revised 
at  Berhn  on  November  13,  1908,  and  completed  by  the  additional  Protocol 
signed  at  Berne  on  March  20,  1914,  shall  be  re-estabhshed  or  restored  in  Canada, 
as  from  the  sixteenth  day  of  July,  1920,  in  the  case  of  nationals  of  the  former 
Austrian  Empire,  and  as  from  the  ninth  day  of  August,  1920,  in  the  case  of 
Bulgarian  nationals,  in  favour  of  the  persons  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  them 
immediately  before  the  war,  or  their  legal  representatives.  Equally,  rights 
which,  except  for  the  war,  would  have  been  acquired  during  the  war  in  conse- 
quence of  an  application  made  for  the  protection  of  industrial  property,  or  the 
publication  of  a  literary  or  artistic  work,  shall  be  recognized  and  established 
in  favour  of  those  persons  who  would  have  been  entitled  thereto  from  the  six- 
teenth day  of  July,  1920,  in  the  case  of  nationals  of  the  former  Austrian  Empire, 
and  from  the  ninth  day  of  August,  1920,  in  the  case  of  Bulgarian  nationals. 

(2)  Nevertheless,  all  acts  done  by  virtue  of  the  special  measures  tak^n 
during  the  war  under  legislative,  executive  or  administrative  authority  m 
Canada  in  regard  to  the  rights  of  nationals  in  industrial,  literary  or  artistic 
property  shall  remain  in  force  and  shall  continue  to  maintain  their  full  effect. 

49.  No  claim  shall  be  made  or  action  brought  by  or  on  behalf  of  Austria 
or  Bulgaria  or  any  Austrian  national  or  national  of  the  former  Austrian  Empire 
or  Bulgarian  national  in  respect  of  the  use  during  the  war  by  the  Government 
of  Canada,  or  by  any  persons  acting  on  behalf  or  with  the  assent  of  such  Govern- 
ment, of  any  rights  in  industrial,  literary  or  artistic  property,  nor  in  respect 
of  the  sale,  offering  for  sale,  or  use  of  any  products,  articles  or  apparatus  what- 
soever to  which  such  rights  applied. 

50.  Sums  due  or  paid  in  virtue  of  any  act  or  operation  resulting  from 
the  execution  of  the  special  measures  mentioned  in  subsection  (2)  of  section 
48  shall  be  dealt  with  in  the  same  way  as  other  sums  due  to  Austrian  or  Bulgarian 
nationals  are  directed  to  be  dealt  with  by  this  Order. 

51.  Any  transfer  in  whole  or  in  part  of  or  other  dealing  with  rights  of  or 
in  respect  of  industrial,  literary  or  artistic  property  effected  after  the  twelfth 
day  of  August,  1914,  in  the  case  of  nationals  of  the  former  Austrian  Empire, 
or  after  the  fifteenth  day  of  October,  1915,  in  the  case  of  Bulgarian  nationals, 
which  would  have  the  result  of  defeating  the  objects  of  the  provisions  of  sections 
48,  49  and  50  shall  be  void  and  of  no  effect,  but  the  Governor  in  Council  may 
exempt  any  such  transfer  or  other  dealing  from  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

52.  The  provisions  of  sections  48  to  51  inclusive  shall  not  apply  to  rights 
in  industrial,  literary  or  artistic  property  which  have  been  dealt  with  in  the 
liquidation  of  any  business  or  company  under  Canadian  war  legislation,  or 
which  may  be  so  dealt  with  by  virtue  of  Part  I  of  this  Order. 

53.  At  any  time  before  the  seventeenth  day  of  July,  1921,  any  national 
of  the  former  Austrian  Empire  and  at  any  time  before  the  tenth  day  of  August, 
1921,  any  Bulgarian  national  may  without  extension  fees  or  other  penalty 
accomplish  any  act,  fulfil  any  formality,  pay  any  fees,  and  generally  satisfy 
any  obligation  prescribed  by  the  laws  or  regulations  of  Canada  relating  to 
the  obtaining,  preserving  or  opposing  rights  to  or  in  respect  of  industrial  property 
acquired  either  before  the  28th  day  of  July,  1914,  by  or  on  behalf  of  a  national 
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of  the  former  Austrian  Empire,  or  before  the  first  day  of  August,  1914,  by  or 
on  behalf  of  a  Bulgarian  national,  or  which,  except  for  the  war,  might  have  been 
acquired  since  those  dates  respectively  as  a  result  of  an  application  made  before 
or  during  the  war. 

(2)  AH  rights  to,  or  in  respect  of,  such  property  which  may  have  lapsed 
by  reason  of  any  failure  to  accomplish  any  act,  fulfil  any  formality,  or  make 
any  payment,  shall  revive,  but  subject  in  the  case  of  patents  and  designs  to 
the  imposition  of  such  conditions  as  the  Governor  in  Council  may  deem  reason- 
ably necessary  for  the  protection  of  persons  who  have  manufactured  or  made 
use  of  the  subject  matter  of  such  property  while  the  rights  had  lapsed.  Further, 
where  rights  to  patents  or  designs  belonging  to  Austrian  or  Bulgarian  nationals 
are  revived  under  this  Order,  they  shall  be  subject  in  respect  of  the  grant  of 
licenses  to  the  same  provisions  as  would  have  been  applicable  to  them  during 
the  war,  as  well  as  to  all  the  provisions  of  this  Order. 

54.  The  period  from  the  twenty-eighth  day  of  July,  1914,  until  the  sixteenth 
day  of  July,  1920,  in  the  case  of  nationals  of  the  former  Austrian  Empire,  and 
from  the  first  day  of  August,  1914,  until  the  ninth  day  of  August,  1920,  in  the 
case  of  Bulgarian  nationals,  shall  be  excluded  in  considering  the  time  within 
which  a  patent  should  be  worked  or  a  trademark  or  design  used,  and  no  patent, 
registered  trade-mark  or  design  in  force  on  the  twenty-eighth  day  of  July, 
1914,  in  the  case  of  nationals  of  the  former  Austrian  Empire,  or  on  the  first 
day  of  August,  1914,  in  the  case  of  Bulgarian  nationals,  shall  be  subject  to 
revocation  or  cancellation  by  reason  only  of  the  failure  to  work  such  patent 
or  use  such  trade-mark  or  design  for  two  years  after  the  sixteenth  day  of  July, 
1920,  in  the  case  of  nationals  of  the  former  Austrian  Empire,  and  for  two  years 
after  the  ninth  day  of  August,  1920,  in  the  case  of  Bulgarian  nationals. 

55.  No  action  shall  be  brought  and  no  claim  made  by  nationals  of  the  former 
Austrian  Empire  or  by  persons  residing  or  carrying  on  business  within  the 
territories  of  that  Empire  or  of  Bulgaria  on  the  one  part  and  persons  residing 
or  carrying  on  business  in  Canada  on  the  other,  or  by  any  one  deriving  title 
during  the  war  from  such  persons,  by  reason  of  any  action  which  has  taken 
place  within  the  territory  of  the  other  party  during  the  war,  which  might  con- 
stitute an  infringement  of  the  rights  of  industrial  property  or  rights  of  literary 
and  artistic  property,  either  existing  during  the  war  or  revived  under  the  provi- 
sions of  Sections  53  and  54. 

(2)  No  action  for  infringement  of  industrial,  literary  or  artistic  property 
rights  by  such  persons  shall  at  any  time  be  permissible  in  respect  of  the  sale  or 
offering  for  sale  in  the  territory  of  Canada  on  the  one  hand  or  of  Austria  or 
Bulgaria  on  the  other  for  a  period  of  one  year  after  the  tenth  day  of  September, 
1919,  in  the  case  of  Austria,  and  for  a  period  of  one  year  after  the  twenty-seventh 
day  of  November,  1919,  in  the  case  of  Bulgaria,  of  products  or  articles  manu- 
factured, or  of  literary  or  artistic  works  published  during  the  war,  or  against 
those  who  have  acquired  and  continue  to  use  them,  but  this  subsection  shall 
not  apply  when  the  possessor  of  the  rights  was  domiciled  or  had  an  industrial 
or  commercial  establishment  in  the  districts  occupied  by  the  Austro-Hungarian 
armies  or  by  Bulgaria  during  the  war. 

56.  The  rights  of  priority  provided  by  any  Convention  to  which  Canada 
is  a  party,  or  by  any  Statute  in  force  in  Canada,  for  the  filing  or  registration 
of  applications  for  patents  or  models  of  utility,  and  for  the  registration  of  trade- 
marks, designs  and  models  which  had  not  expired  on  the  twenty-eighth  day  of 
July,  1914,  and  those  which  have  arisen  during  the  war,  or  would  have  arisen 
but  for  the  war,  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  extended  in  favour  of  all  nationals 
of  the  former  Austrian  Empire  until  the  sixteenth  day  of  January,  1921. 

Provided,  however,  that  such  extension  shall  in  no  way  affect  the  right 
of  the  Powers  which  have  ratified  or  shall  ratify  the  Austrian  Treaty  or  of 
any  person  who  before  the  sixteenth  day  of  July,  1920,  was  bona  fide  in  possession 
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of  any  rights  of  industrial  property  conflicting  with  the  rights  applied  for  by 
another  who  claims  rights  of  priority  in  respect  of  them,  to  exercise  such  rights 
by  itself  or  himself  personally,  or  by  such  agents  or  licensees  as  derived  their 
rights  from  it  or  him  before  the  sixteenth  day  of  July,  1920;  and  such  persons 
shall  not  be  amenable  to  any  action  or  other  process  of  law  in  respect  of  infringe- 
ment. 

57.  Licenses  in  respect  of  industrial,  literary  or  artistic  property  concluded 
before  the  war  between  persons  residing  or  carrying  on  business  in  Canada 
on  the  one  part,  and  enemies  as  defined  in  Section  3  on  the  other  part,  shall 
be  considered  as  cancelled  as  from  the  twelfth  day  of  August,  1914,  in  the  case 
of  Austria  and  as  from  the  fifteenth  day  of  October,  1915,  in  the  case  of  Bulgaria. 
Provided,  however,  that  the  former  beneficiary  of  a  contract  of  this  kind  shall 
have  the  right,  within  a  period  of  six  months  from  the  sixteenth  day  of  July, 
1920,  in  the  case  of  Austria  and  from  the  ninth  day  of  August,  1920,  in  the 
case  of  Bulgaria,  to  demand  from  the  proprietor  of  the  rights  the  grant  of  a 
new  Hcense,  the  conditions  of  which,  in  default  of  agreement  between  the  parties, 
shall  be  fixed  by  the  Minister  of  Trade  and  Commerce,  except  in  the  case  of 
hcenses  held  in  respect  of  rights  acquired  under  the  law  of  the  former  Austrian 
Empire  or  under  Bulgarian  law.  In  such  cases  the  conditions  sh-all  be  fixed  by  the 
the  Mixed  Arbitral  Tribunal  referred  to  in  Section  VI  of  Part  X  of  the  Austrian 
Treaty  and  in  Section  VI  of  Part  IX  of  the  Bulgarian  Treaty.  The  Minister 
of  Trade  and  Commerce  or  the  Mixed  Arbitral  Tribunal  may,  if  necessary, 
fix  also  the  amount  which  he  or  it  may  deem  justly  payable  by  reason  of  the  use 
of  the  rights  during  the  war. 

58.  No  license  in  respect  of  industrial,  literary  or  artistic  property  granted 
under  the  special  war  legislation  of  Canada,  shall  be  affected  by  the  continued 
existence  of  any  license  entered  into  before  the  war,  but  every  such  license 
shall  remain  valid  and  of  full  effect,  and  a  license  so  granted  to  the  former  bene- 
ficiary of  a  license  entered  into  before  the  war  shall  be  considered  as  substituted 
for  such  license. 

59.  Where  sums  have  been  paid  during  the  war  in  respect  of  the  rights  of 
enemies  as  defined  by  Section  3,  by  virtue  of  a  license  or  agreement  concluded 
before  the  war  in  respect  of  rights  of  industrial  property  or  for  the  reproduction 
or  the  representation  of  literary,  dramatic  or  artistic  works,  these  sums  shall 
be  dealt  with  in  the  same  manner  as  other  debts  or  credits  of  enemies  as  so 
defined,  as  provided  by  this  Order.. 

60.  Notwithstanding  the  provision  of  Part  I  of  this  Order,  where  imme- 
diately before  the  war  a  company  incorporated  in  Canada  or  incorporated  in 
any  of  His  Majesty's  Dominions  or  under  the  laws  of  a  Power  allied  or  associated 
during  the  war  with  His  Majesty  and  carrying  on  business  in  Canada  had  rights, 
in  common  with  a  company  controlled  by  it  and  incorporated  in  Austria  or 
Bulgaria,  to  the  use  of  trade-marks  in  any  third  country,  or  enjoyed  the  use 
in  common  with  such  company  of  unique  means  of  reproduction  of  goods  or 
articles  for  sale  in  any  third  country,  the  former  company  shall  alone  have  the 
right  to  use  these  trade-marks,  to  the  exclusion  of  the  Austrian  or  Bulgarian 
company,  and  these  unique  means  of  reproduction  shall  be  handed  over  to  the 
former  company,  notwithstanding  any  action  taken  under  war  legislation  in 
force  in  the  Austro-Hungarian  Monarchy  or  under  Bulgarian  war  legislation 
with  regard  to  the  latter  company  or  its  business,  industrial  property  or  shares; 
but  nevertheless  the  former  company  shall  if  requested  deliver  to  the  Austrian 
or  Bulgarian  company  derivative  copies  permitting  the  continuation  of  repro- 
duction of  articles  for  use  within  Austrian  or  Bulgarian  territory  as  the  case 
may  be. 
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PART  IV 

GENERAL. 

61.  All  moneys  heretofore  or  hereafter  received  by  the  Custodian  shall  be 
deposited  with  the  Receiver  General  of  Canada  and  shall  be  paid  out  on  the 
order  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  as  provided  by  this  Order. 

62.  Every  document  purporting  to  be  an  order,  certificate  or  other  instru- 
ment issued  by  the  Custodian  and  signed  by  the  Custodian  or  other  person 
authorized  by  the  Custodian  shall  without  further  proof,  unless  the  contrary 
is  shown,  be  deemed  for  all  purposes,  including  its  receipt  in  evidence,  to  be 
such  order,  certificate  or  other  instrument. 

63.  Any  power  or  duty  conferred  or  imposed  by  this  Order  upon  the 
Custodian  may  be  delegated  by  the  Custodian  to  such  person  or  persons  as 
he  may  think  proper. 

64.  The  Consolidated  Orders  respecting  Trading  with  the  Enemy,  1916,  and 
all  amendments  thereto,  and  the  Order  in  Council  dated  the  11th  of  ISTovember, 
1918,  appointing  an  Enemy  Debts  Committee,  and  the  Order  in  Council  dated 
the  20th  of  December,  1919,  dealing  with  the  release  and  transfer  by  the  Cus- 
todian of  property  vested  in  him,  so  far  as  the  said  Orders  affect  Austria  or 
Bulgaria  or  Nationals  of  the  former  Austrian  Empire  or  Austrian  or  Bulgarian 
nationals,  or  the  propery,  rights  or  interests  of  such  nationals,  are  hereby  re- 
pealed.

TREATY  OF  PEACE  (GERMANY)  ORDER,  1920,  AMENDED 

P.C.  4070— October  31,  1921— WheresiS  the  Secretary  of  State  reports  that 
in  the  administration  of  the  Treaty  of  Peace  (Germany)  Order,  1920,  it  is 
considered  expedient  that  the  said  Order  be  amended,  by  the  insertion  of  the 
following  clauses: 

11.  (h)  A  debtor  who  fails  to  comply  with  any  provision  of  paragraph  (c) 
or  paragraph  (e)  of  this  section  shall  on  summary  conviction  be  liable  to  a 
penalty  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  for  each  day  of  default; 

43.  (a)  The  Custodian,  if  the  justice  of  the  case  in  his  opinion  so  requires, 
may  pay  out  of  or  charge  against  any  property,  rights  and  interests  vested  in 
him,  or  may  pay  out  of  the  net  proceeds  of  the  sale  or  liquidation  thereof  or 
other  dealing  therewith  the  amount  of  any  claim  by  a  British  subject  residing 
in  Canada  with  respect  to  his  property,  rights  and  interests  in  German  territory, 
including  companies  and  associations  in  which  he  may  be  interested,  or  under 
similar  condition  may  pay  the  amount  of  any  debt  owing  by  a  German  national 
up  to  the  value  or  net  proceeds  of  any  property,  rights  and  interests  so  vested 
which  formerly  belonged  to  such  German  national; 

Therefore,  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General  in  Council,  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Secretary  of  State,  is  pleased  to  order  that  the  Treaty  of  Peace 
(Germany)  Orcler,  1920,  shall  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  by  the  in- 
sertion of  the  Clauses  hereinbefore  recited.

NEW  NICKEL  FIVE  CENT  PIECE. 

Proclamation, — December  17,  1921 — Whereas  in  and  by  subsection  5  of 
section  1  of  an  Act  of  the  ParHament  of  Canada  passed  in  the  session  thereof 
holden  in  the  eleventh  and  twelfth  years  of  Our  Reign,  chaptered  6  and  intituled: 
''An  Act  to  amend  The  Currency  Act,  1910,"  it  is  provided  that  the  said  Act 
to  amend  The  Currency  Act,  1910,  should  come  into  force  upon  such  date  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  proclamation  of  Our  Governor  in  Council; 

And  whereas  in  and  by  section  20  of  the  said  The  Currency  Act,  1910,  it 
is  provided  that  Our  Governor  in  Council  may  from  time  to  time  by  proclama- 
tion determine  among  other  things  the  dimensions  of  and  designs  for  any  coin; 

And  whereas  Our  Governor  in  Council  has  ordered  that  a  proclamation 
shall  issue,  declaring  and  directing  that  said  subsection  5  shall  come  into  force 
on,  from  and  after  the  second  day  of  January  in  the  year  of  Our  Lord  one  thou- 
sand nine  hundred  and  twenty-two,  and  that  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
said  section  20  of  The  Currency  Act,  1910,  as  amended,  a  pure  nickel  coin  of 
the  dimensions  and  designs  hereinafter  set  forth  be  issued, — 

Now  know  ye  that  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Our  Privy  Council  for  Canada 
we  do  hereby  proclaim  and  direct  that  said  subsection  5  of  section  1  of  the 
said  Act  to  amend  The  Currency  Act,  1910,  shall  come  into  operation  on,  from 
and  after  the  second  day  of  January  in  the  year  of  Our  Lord  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  twenty-two;  and  we  do  further  hereby  proclaim  direct  and 
determine  the  issue  of  a  pure  nickel  five-cent  coin  of  the  dimensions  of  .  835-inch 
in  diameter  and  seventy  grains  in  weight,  of  the  following  denomination  and 
design,  namely: — 

Five  Cent         For  the  Obverse  Impression — His  Majesty's  crowned  effigy, 
Nickel  Coin     consisting  of  head  and  bust,  wearing  the  Royal  Robes  and 
looking  to  the  left,  with  the  inscription  ''GEORGIUS  V 
DEI  GRA:  REX  ET  IND:  IMP:"  ; 

For  the  Reverse  Impression — In  centre  the  figure  5  with 
the  word  ''FIVE"  on  the  left  and  the  word  "CENTS"  on 
the  right;  and  bearing  the  word  "CANADA"  above,  and  two 
maple  leaves  over  the  date  of  issue  below; 
such  issue  of  coin  to  come  into  operation  on  the  said  second  day  of  January  in 
the  year  of  Our  Lord  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-two,  the  date  of 
the  publication  of  this  Our  proclamation  in  Our  Canada  Gazette,

PROHIBITING  EXPORT  OF  GOLD  FROM  CANADA. 

Proclamation — June  20,  1922 — Whereas  in  and  by  section  3  of  chapter 
21  of  the  Statutes  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada  passed  in  the  session  thereof 
held  in  the  ninth  and  tenth  years  of  Our  Reign,  intituled  "An  Act  to  provide  for 
the  continuance  in  force  of  a  certain  Proclamation  made  under  the  Finance 
Act,  1914,  and  to  authorize  the  prohibition  of  the  export  of  Gold,"  it  is  amongst 
other  things  in  effect  provided  that  Our  Governor  by  proclamation  to  be  published 
in  the  Canada  Gazette  may  from  time  to  time  and  for  any  period  or  periods  declare 
and  proclaim  that  the  export  of  gold  coin,  gold  bullion  and  fine  gold  bars  from 
the  Dominion  of  Canada  shall  be  prohibited  except  in  such  cases  as  may  be 
deemed  desirable  by  the  Minister  of  Finance  and  under  licenses  to  be  issued  by 
him; 
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And  whereas  a  proclamation  bearing  date  the  thirtieth  day  of  June,  in  the 
year  of  Our  Lord,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty  was  issued  under  the 
provisions  of  the  said  section  directing  that  the  export  of  gold  coin,  gold  bullion 
and  fine  gold  bars  from  the  Dominion  of  Canada  be  prohibited  except  in  such 
cases  as  might  be  deemed  desirable  by  Our  Minister  of  Finance  of  Canada  and 
under  licenses  issued  by  him,  such  proclamation  to  continue  in  force  until  the 
first  day  of  July  of  the  year  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-one; 

And  whereas  a  further  proclamation  was  issued  continuing  in  force  Our 
said  proclamation  of  the  thirtieth  day  of  June,  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  twenty  until  the  first  day  of  July  of  the  present  year; 

And  whereas  Our  Governor  General  in  Council  has  authorized  that  Our 
said  proclamation  bearing  date  the  thirtieth  day  of  June,  1920,  be  continued 
in  force  until  the  first  day  of  July  in  the  year  of  Our  Lord  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  twenty-three  unless  an  earlier  termination  thereof  be  by  proclama- 
tion declared, — 

Now  know  ye  that  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Our  Privj^  Council  for  Canada, 
we  do  hereby  proclaim  and  direct  that  Our  said  proclamation  bearing  date 
the  thirtieth  day  of  June  aforesaid  be  continued  in  force  and  effect  until  the 
first  day  of  July,  in  the  year  of  Our  Lord,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
twenty-three  unless  an  earlier  termination  thereof  be  by  proclamation  declared.

TRANSFERRING  CERTAIN  BRANCHES  OF  NAVAL  SERVICE  TO 

MARINE  AND  FISHERIES. 

P.C.  1246— June  U,  1922— The  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council  have  had 
before  them  a  Report,  dated  7th  June,  1922,  from  the  Minister  of  the  Naval 
Service,  submitting  that  under  Section  2  of  Chapter  43,  Statutes  of  Canada, 
1910,  ''The  Naval  Service  Act",  provision  is  made  as  follows, — 

"  'Naval  Service'  includes  His  Majesty's  service  in  respect  of  all 
naval  affairs  of  which  by  this  Act  the  Minister  is  given  the  control  and 
management,  and  also  the  Fisheries  Protection  Service,  Hydrographic 
Survey,  tidal  observations  on  the  coasts  of  Canada,  and  wireless  telegraph 
service"; 

By  a  Bill  recently  passed  by  the  House  of  Commons  and  cited  as  "The 
National  Defence  Act,  1922"  it  is  proposed  to  create  a  Department  of  the  Govern- 
ment of  Canada  which  shall  be  known  as  the  "Department  of  National  Defence", 
the  Minister  of  which  shall  be  charged  with  all  matters  relating  to  Defence, 
including  Naval; 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Minister,  and  because  the  said  services,  i.e.,  the  Fishery 
Protection  Service,  the  Hydrographic  Surveys,  the  tidal  observations  on  the 
coasts  of  Canada  (Tidal  and  Current  Surveys),  the  Wireless  Telegraph  (Radio- 
telegraph) Service,  and  the  Patrol  of  the  Northern  Waters  of  Canada,  are 
technical  services,  administered  by  civil  officers,  it  is  not  expedient  that  they 
should,  for  the  present,  be  administered  by  the  proposed  Department  of  National 
Defence.  As  originaUy  constituted,  except  the  Patrol  of  the  Northern  Waters 
of  Canada,  they  were  all  administered  by  the  Department  of  Marine  and 
Fisheries. 
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The  Minister  accordingly  recommends,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Honour- 
able the  Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries,  that,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  6,  8-9  George  V,  ''An  Act  to  authorize  re-arrangements  and  transfers 
of  duties  of  the  public  service",  all  of  the  powers,  duties  and  functions  in  respect 
of  the  said  services,  i.e.,  the  Fishery  Protection  Service,  the  Hydrographic 
Surveys,  the  Tidal  and  Current  Surveys,  the  Radiotelegraph  Service,  and  the 
Patrol  of  the  Northern  Waters  of  Canada,  here  and  now  vested  in  the  Minister 
of  the  Naval  Service,  and  the  management,  regulation  and  protection  thereof 
and  everything  and  all  matters  relating  thereto,  including  in  respect  of  the 
Fishery  Protection  Service,  the  Government  ships  Arleux,  Arras,  Becancour, 
Laviolette,  Malaspina  and  Stadacona;  in  respect  of  the  Hydrographic  Surveys 
the  Acadia,  Cartier,  Bayfield,  Lillooet  and  Restless;  in  respect  of  the  Tidal  and 
Current  Surveys,  the  Gulnare;  and  in  respect  of  the  Radiotelegraph  Service, 
the  Radiotelegraph  Workshops  at  Esquimalt  and  the  following  Radiotelegraph 
Stations, — 

Cape  Race,  Nfld.,  Direction  Finding.  Canso,  N.S.,  Direction  Finding. 
Chebucto,  N.S.,  Direction  Finding.  St.  John,  N.B.,  Direction  Finding. 
Barrington  Passage,  N.S.  Cape  Ray,  Nfld.  Harrington,  P.Q.  Point  Riche, 
Nfld.  Point  Amour,  P.Q.  Belle  Isle.  North  Sydney,  C.B.  Sable  Island, 
N.S.  Camperdown,  N.S.  Cape  Sable,  N.S.  Partridge  Island,  N.B.  Cape 
Bear,  P.E.I.  Grindstone,  N.S.  Heath  Point,  P.Q.  Fame  Point,  P.Q.  Clarke 
City,  P.Q.  Father  Point,  P.Q.  Grosse  Isle,  P.Q.  Quebec,  P.Q.  Three 
Rivers,  P.Q.  Montreal,  P.Q.  Kingston,  Ont.  Toronto,  Ont.  Port  Burwell, 
Ont.  Point  Edward,  Ont.  Midland,  Ont.  Tobermory,  Ont.  Sault  Ste. 
Marie,  Ont.  Port  Arthur,  Ont.  Conzales  Hill,  B.C.  Point  Grey,  B.C. 
Pachena,  B.C.  Cape  Lazo,  B.C.  Estevan,  B.C.  Alert  Bay,  B.C.  Bull 
Harbour,  B.C.  Dead  Tree,  B.C.  Digby,  B.C.  together  with  all  staff,  officers 
and  crews  employed  in  connection  therewith,  and  all  plant,  machinery  and 
equipment  belonging  and  pertaining  thereto,  be  transferred  from  the  Minister 
of  the  Naval  Service  to  the  Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries,  and  that  the 
Department  of  Marine  and  Fisheries  undertake  the  administration  thereof 
from  the  1st  day  of  July,  1922. 

The  Minister  also  recommends  that,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Chapter 
6,  8-9  George  V,  all  powers,  duties  and  functions  vested  in  the  Minister  of  the 
Naval  Service  by  the  Radiotelegraph  Act,  Chapter  43  of  the  Statutes  of  1913, 
be  transferred  from  the  Minister  of  the  Naval  Service  to  the  Minister  of  Marine 
and  Fisheries. 

The  Minister  further  recommends  that  the  balances  of  all  Parliamentary 
Appropriations  for  the  said  services  for  the  fiscal  year  1922-23,  unexpended  on 
the  1st  July,  1922,  be  transferred  from  the  Department  of  the  Naval  Service 
to  the  Department  of  Marine  and  Fisheries. 

The  Minister  further  recommends,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  that,  under  the  authority  of  8-9  George  V,  Chapter  6,  and  in  order 
that  the  administration  of  the  said  services  may  be  carried  on  without  interrup- 
tion under  the  Department  of  Marine  and  Fisheries,  the  officers  and  clerks 
of  the  Headquarters  Staff  of  the  Department  of  the  Naval  Service,  as  set  out 
on  the  attached  list,*  be,  on  the  1st  July,  1922,  transferred  to  the  said  Depart 
ment  of  Marine  and  Fisheries,  subject  to  the  following  conditions: — 

(a)  That  the  Civil  Service  Commission,  as  early  as  possible,  investigate 
the  positions  of  transferred  employees  with  the  view  to  determining 
their  proper  classification  in  the  Department  of  Marine  and  Fisheries. 

(b)  That  the  employees  found  to  be  in  excess  of  requirements  be  laid  off. 

(c)  That  employees  found  to  be  occupying  positions  of  lower  grades  than 
those  in  which  they  are  classified  be  demoted. 


*List  omitted. 
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(d)  That  whore  a  redistribution  of  duties  takes  place  the  units  in  which 
such  occurs  shall  be  subject  to  investigation  and  complete  reclassifica- 
tion. 

(e)  That  no  temporary  employees  shall  be  transferred  under  the  authority 
hereof. 

The  Minister  further  recommends  that  the  balances  of  all  moneys  appro- 
priated by  Parliament  for  the  pay  of  these  officers  and  clerks  during  the  fiscal 
year  1922-23,  and  unexpended  at  the  time  of  their  transfer,  shall  likewise  be 
transferred  to  the  Department  of  Marine  and  Fisheries,  together  with  one- 
half  of  fifty  per  cent  of  all  moneys  appropriated  by  Parliament  for  Contingencies 
of  the  Department  of  the  Naval  Service  for  the  fiscal  year  1922-23,  less  such 
sums  as  may  have  been  expended  as  appropriated  in  respect  of  the  said  Services 
up  to  the  time  of  their  transfer. 

The  Committee  concur  in  the  foregoing  recommendations  and  submit 
the  same  for  Your  Excellency's  approval.

TRANSMISSION  OF  INTOXICATING  LIQUOR  BY  PARCEL  POST. 

Government  Notice — April  30,  1921 — Notice  is  hereby  givoji  that  the  Parcel 
Post  regulation  whereby  the  transmission  of  intoxicating  liquor  by  post  is  pro- 
hibited, is  modified  so  that  in  any  province  in  which  an  Act  has  been  passed 
providing  that  delivery  of  intoxicating  liquor  shall  be  made  by  a  Government 
Commission  by  parcel  post,  parcels  containing  intoxicating  liquor  which  are 
handed  in  at  the  post  office  of  any  city  or  town  in  the  said  province  by  the  said 
Government  Commission,  may  be  accepted  for  transmission  to  any  place  within 
the  said  province,  with  the  proviso,  that  a  parcel  of  intoxicating  liquor  so  posted 
cannot  in  any  circumstances  be  re-directed  to  a  place  outside  the  said  province, 
and  that  the  parcel  must  in  every  case  comply  with  the  general  parcel  post 
regulations,  including  those  relating  to  packing,  set  forth  in  section  126,  page  27 
of  the  Postal  Guide  for  1920.

PARCEL  POST  INSURANCE  FOR  DELIVERY  WITHIN  CANADA. 

Government  Notice — September  3,  1921 — Public  notice  is  hereby  given  that 
under  and  in  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  section  1  of  an  Act  to  amend  the  Post 
Office  Act  assented  to  June  4th,  1921,  the  insurance  of  Parcel  Post  within 
Canada  will  come  into  effect  on  the  1st  day  of  October,  1921,  under  the  following 
regulations : — 

Insurance  of  Parcel  Post. 
Scale  of  Insurance  Fees. 

On  and  after  the  1st  of  October,  1921,  parcels  posted  in  Canada,  for  delivery 
within  Canada,  which  conform  to  Parcel  Post  regulations,  may  be  accepted  for 
insurance  up  to  $100  against  loss,  rifling  or  damage  while  in  the  custody  of  the 
Canadian  Postal  Service. 
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The  scale  of  insurance  fees  will  be  as  follows: — 

3  cents  for  insurance  not  exceeding  $5. 

6  cents  for  insurance  exceeding  |5  and  not  exceeding  $25. 

12  cents  for  insurance  exceeding  $25  and  not  exceeding  $50. 

30  cents  for  insurance  exceeding  $50  and  not  exceeding  $100. 

The  insurance  fee  is  to  be  paid  by  means  of  postage  stamps  affixed  to  the 
parcel  by  the  sender. 

Acceptance. 

Parcels  for  insurance  should  not  be  dropped  into  a  box  or  receiver  but  should 
be  handed  in  at  the  Post  Office  or  to  a  rural  carrier.  A  receipt  will  be  given 
the  sender  which  must  be  produced  in  case  of  a  claim  being  made. 

Claims. 

Claims  must  be  made  to  the  Postmaster  at  the  Office  of  Mailing  within 
six  months  of  the  date  of  posting,  and  indemnity  will  be  paid  to  the  sender 
or  at  the  request  of  the  sender,  the  addressee,  upon  receipt  of  sworn  state- 
ments of  the  persons  concerned: — 

(a)  That  according  to  the  best  of  their  knowledge  and  belief  the  insured 
parcel  has  been  lost  or  its  contents  damaged  in  the  mails; 

(6)  As  regards  the  value  of  the  contents  of  the  parcel  or  the  damage  sustained; 
(c)  As  regards  the  ownership  of  the  parcel. 

The  onus  of  properly  preparing  a  parcel  for  insurance  rests  with  the  sender, 
the  Post  Office  assuming  no  liabifity  for  loss  arising  from  defects  which  may  not 
have  been  observed  at  the  time  of  posting. 

It  must  appear  in  each  case  where  claim  is  made,  that  the  loss  or  damage 
did  not  arise  wholly  or  in  part  from  the  fault  of  the  sender,  as,  for  instance,  from 
insufficient  packing,  inadequate  fastenings,  loss  of  ''tie-on"  label,  etc.  The 
indemnity  paid  will  in  no  case  exceed  the  insurance,  nor  the  value  of  the  contents 
of  the  parcel  lost  or  the  damage  sustained.  The  right  is  reserved  of  reinstating 
the  contents  of  a  parcel  instead  of  giving  pecuniary  indemnity. 

In  the  case  of  damage,  the  parcel  must  be  secured  for  the  purpose  of  enquiry, 
as  nearly  as  possible  in  the  state  in  which  it  was  delivered.  If  complaint  is 
made  that  the  contents  of  a  parcel  have  been  abstracted,  the  cover  must  be 
produced. 

Indemnity  for  damage  to  articles  of  a  fragile  nature  will  be  given  only  in 
those  cases  in  which  the  parcel  is  conspicuously  marked  with  the  words  'Tra^;ile — 
with  care." 

Indemnity  will  not  be  given  for  damage  to  a  parcel  containing  eggs,  fish, 
meat,  fruit,  vegetables,  glass,  crockery,  greases,  semi-liquids,  liquids  or  any 
articles  of  an  exceptionally  fragile  nature. 

Indemnity  will  not,  as  a  rule,  be  given  for  damage  to  any  parcel  which  has 
been  delivered  without  external  trace  of  injury  and  has  been  accepted  without 
remark. 

Indemnity  will  not  be  given  for  loss  of  coin  or  bank  notes. 

Indemnity  will  not  be  given  in  cases  in  which  compensation  or  reimburse- 
ment of  any  kind  has  been  made  otherwise,  by  the  Post  Office  or  by  any  outside 
firm  or  corporation  whatsoever. 

Indemnity  will  not  be  given  for  injury  or  damage  consequential  upon,  i.e.j 
indirectly  arising  from,  loss,  damage,  delay,  non-delivery  or  mis-dehvery  of  any 
article  sent  by  parcel  post. 

Indemnity  will  not  be  given  in  the  case  of  a  parcel  on  which  the  insurance 
fee  has  not  been  paid. 
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Indemnity  may  be  refused  for  loss  or  damage,  on  any  ground  on  which 
exemption  from  legal  liability  may  be  claimed  by  a  common  carrier. 

An  insured  parcel  that  cannot  be  delivered  within  Canada  will  be  sent  to 
the  proper  branch  Dead  Letter  Office.

FAIR  WAGES  POLICY  OF  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF  CANADA 

P.C.  1206 

P.C.  1206— June  7,  1922— The  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council  have  had 
before  them  a  report,  dated  30th  May,  1922,  from  the  Minister  of  Labour, 
stating  that  he  has  had  under  consideration  the  desirability  of  adopting  more 
effective  measures  to  secure  the  observance  of  what  is  known  as  the  Fair  Wages 
Policy  of  the  Government  of  Canada,  and  submitting  as  follows  in  connection 
therewith : 

The  policy  in  question  is  based  on  a  resolution  which  was  adopted  by  the 
House  of  Commons  in  March,  1900,  in  the  terms  following: — 

That  it  be  resolved,  that  all  Government  contracts  should  contain 
such  conditions  as  will  prevent  abuses,  which  may  arise  from  the  sub- 
letting of  such  contracts,  and  that  every  effort  should  be  made  to  secure 
the  payment  of  such  wages  as  are  generally  accepted  as  current  in  each 
trade  for  competent  workmen  in  the  district  where  the  work  is  carried 
out,  and  that  this  House  cordially  concurs  in  such  policy,  and  deems  it 
the  duty  of  the  Government  to  take  immediate  steps  to  give  effect  thereto. 

It  is  hereby  declared  that  the  work  to  which  the  foregoing  policy 
shall  apply  includes  not  only  work  undertaken  by  the  Government  itself, 
but  also  all  works  aided  by  grant  of  Dominion  public  funds. 
Under  the  authority  of  an  Order  in  Council  of  August  30th,  1907,  con- 
tractors are  required  to  post  in  a  conspicuous  place  on  any  public  works  under 
construction  the  schedule  of  wages  inserted  in  their  contracts  for  the  protection 
of  the  workmen  employed,  and  also  to  keep  a  record  of  payments  made  to  work- 
men in  their  employ,  the  books  or  documents  containing  such  record  to  be 
open  for  inspection  by  Fair  Wages  Officers  of  the  Government  at  any  time 
it  may  be  expedient  to  the  Minister  of  Labour  to  have  the  same  inspected. 

In  conformity  with  the  foregoing,  conditions  have  been  inserted  in  Govern- 
ment forms  of  contract  requiring  the  observance  of  current  wage  rates  and 
providing  that  in  the  event  of  any  dispute  arising  as  to  what  constituted  the 
current  rates  of  wages  the  same  should  be  determined  by  the  Minister  of  Labour, 
whose  decision  should  be  final. 

An  examination  of  the  Fair  Wage  Clauses  of  the  forms  of  contract  in  use 
in  the  several  Government  Departments  shows  that  these  differ  in  various 
respects.  It  is  desirable  that  the  labour  provisions  in  question  should  be  made 
as  nearly  uniform  in  terms  and  administration  as  possible. 

The  Minister  therefore,  with  a  view  to  securing  the  purposes  desired  sub- 
mits the  following  recommendations  for  approval: 

That  the  conditions  following,  marked  ''A"  shall  be  observed  by  the  Depart- 
ment or  Departments  concerned  in  connection  with  all  contracts  made  on  behalf 
of  the  Government  of  Canada  for  the  construction  or  remodelling  of  public 
buildings  of  all  kinds,  railways,  canals,  roads,  bridges,  locks,  dry  docks,  elevators, 
harbours,  piers,  wharves,  lighthouses,  and  other  works  for  the  improvement 
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and  safety  of  transportation  and  navigation,  rifle  ranges,  fortifications,  and 
other  works  of  defence,  dams,  hydraulic  works,  slides,  piers,  booms,  and  other 
works  for  facilitating  the  transmission  of  timber,  and  all  other  works  and 
properties  constructed  or  remodelled  for  the  Government  of  Canada;  also  that 
the  like  conditions  shall,  as  far  as  practicable,  be  observed  by  the  Department 
or  Departments  of  Canada,  in  connection  with  all  agreements  made  by  the 
Government  involving  the  grant  of  Dominion  public  funds  in  the  form  of  subsidy, 
advance,  loan,  or  guarantee  for  any  of  the  purposes  mentioned;  and  that  returns 
shall  be  furnished  by  the  Departments  concerned  to  the  Department  of  Labour 
showing  the  nature  of  all  contracts  which  have  been  entered  into  during  the 
month  preceding  to  which  these  conditions  apply,  the  names  and  addresses 
of  the  contractors,  the  dates  and  amounts  of  the  contracts,  and  the  text  of  the 
Fair  Wages  Schedules,  if  any,  inserted  in  such  contracts. 

That  the  conditions  following,  marked  ^'B",  shall  be  observed  by  the 
Department  or  Departments  concerned  in  connection  with  all  contracts  for 
the  manufacture  and  supply  to  the  Government  of  Canada  of  fittings  for  public 
buildings,  harness,  saddlery,  clothing,  and  other  outfit  for  the  military  and 
naval  forces,  Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police,  letter  carriers,  and  other  Govern- 
ment officers  and  employees,  mail  bags,  letter  boxes,  and  other  postal  stores, 
and  any  other  articles  and  things  hereafter  designated  by  the  Governor  in 
Council;  and  that  returns  shall  be  furnished  by  the  Departments  concerned 
to  the  Department  of  Labour  showing  the  nature  of  all  contracts  which  have 
been  entered  into  during  the  month  preceding  to  which  these  conditions  apply, 
the  names  and  addresses  of  the  contractors,  and  the  dates  and  amounts  of  the 
contracts. 

A 

(1)  In  the  case  of  all  contracts  to  which  these  conditions  apply,  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Government  concerned  shall  communicate  to  the  Department 
of  Labour  the  nature  of  the  proposed  contract  and  the  classes  of  labour  liljely 
to  be  required  in  its  execution.  The  Department  of  Labour  shall  thereupon 
prepare  and  furnish  to  the  Department  concerned  schedules  setting  forth  the 
rates  of  wages  generally  accepted  as  current  for  competent  workmen  of  the 
various  classes  required  in  the  district  in  which  the  work  is  to  be  performed 
or  if  there  be  no  current  rates  in  the  district,  then  fair  and  reasonable  rates, 
the  same  to  be  recognized  as  the  minimum  rates  of  wages  payable  to  the  various 
classes  of  workmen  employed;  and  also  setting  forth  the  hours  of  labour  fixed 
by  the  custom  of  the  trade  in  the  district,  or  if  there  be  no  such  custom  then 
fair  and  reasonable  hours,  the  same  to  be  recognized  as  the  maximum  hours 
during  which  the  several  classes  of  workmen  employed  shall  be  required  to 
work,  except  for  the  protection  of  life  or  property  or  on  due  cause  shown  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Minister  of  Labour.  By  the  term  ' 'current  wages" 
and  the  term  ''hours  of  labour  fixed  by  the  custom  of  the  trade"  in  the  fore- 
going are  meant  respectively  the  standard  rates  of  wages  and  hours  of  labour 
either  recognized  by  signed  agreements  between  employers  and  workmen  in 
the  district  from  which  the  labour  required  is  necessarily  drawn  or  actually 
prevaihng,  although  not  necessarily  recognized  by  signed  agreements. 

(2)  The  following  provision  shall  be  inserted  in  all  Government  contracts 
containing  Fair  Wages  Schedules : 

In  the  event  of  any  dispute  arising  as  to  the  wages  or  hours  to  be 
observed  under  the  Fair  Wages  Schedule  or  as  to  the  wages  and  hours 
of  any  class  of  labour  not  covered  by  the  Fair  Wage  Schedule,  the  same 
shall  be  determined  by  the  Minister  of  Labour,  whose  decision  shall  be 
final;  payment  may  also  be  withheld  of  any  moneys  which  would  otherwise 
be  payable  to  the  Contractor  until  the  Minister  of  Labour's  decision  has 
been  complied  with. 
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(3)  In  any  case  whore  the  Department  of  Labour  is  unable  to  furnish 
schedules  of  wages  and  hours  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  the  Department  of 
Labour  may  recommend  the  insertion  of  a  general  clause  in  the  terms 
following : — 

All  mechanics,  labourers,  or  other  persons  who  perform  labour  in  the 
construction  of  the  work  hereby  contracted  for,  shall  be  paid  such  wages 
as  are  generally  accepted  as  current  from  time  to  time  during  the  continu- 
ance of  the  contract  for  competent  workmen  in  the  district  in  which  the 
work  is  being  performed,  and  if  there  be  no  current  rate  in  such  district, 
then  a  fair  and  reasonable  rate,  and  shall  work  such  hours  as  those  fixed 
by  the  custom  of  the  trade  in  district  where  the  work  is  carried  on,  or  if 
there  be  no  custom  of  the  trade  as  respects  hours  in  the  district,  then  fair 
and  reasonable  hours,  except  for  the  protection  of  life  and  property,  or  on 
due  cause  shown  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Minister  of  Labour.  In  the 
event  of  a  dispute  arising  as  to  what  is  the  current  or  a  fair  and  reasonable 
rate  of  wages  or  what  are  the  current  hours  fixed  by  the  custom  of  the 
trade,  or  fair  and  reasonable  hours,  it  shall  be  determined  by  the  Minister 
of  Labour,  whose  decision  shall  be  final.  Payment  may  also  be  withheld 
of  any  moneys  which  would  otherwise  be  payable  to  the  contractor  until 
the  Minister  of  Labour's  decision  has  been  complied  with.  By  the  term 
''current  wages"  and  the  term  ''hours  of  labour  fixed  by  the  custom  of 
the  trade"  in  the  foregoing  are  meant  respectively  the  standard  rate  of 
wages  and  hours  of  labour  either  recognized  by  signed  agreements 
between  employers  and  workmen  in  the  district  from  which  the  labour 
required  is  necessarily  drawn  or  rates  actually  prevailing,  although  not 
necessarily  recognized  by  signed  agreements. 

(4)  In  all  cases  where  clerks  of  works  or  other  inspecting  officers  are  ap- 
pointed by  the  Government  to  ensure  the  due  observance  of  the  contract,  they 
shall  be  specially  instructed  by  the  Department  concerned  to  do  all  in  their 
power  to  see  that  the  labour  conditions  are  fully  complied  with  and  to  report 
any  apparent  violations  to  the  Department  with  which  the  contract  was  made. 

(5)  The  following  provisions  shall  also  be  inserted  in  all  contracts  to  which 
these  conditions  appl}^: 

(a)  The  Contractor  shall  post  and  keep  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  on 
the  premises  where  the  contract  is  being  executed,  occupied  or  frequented  by 
the  workmen,  the  Fair  Wages  Clause  or  Schedule  inserted  in  his  contract  for 
the  protection  of  the  workmen  employed. 

(6)  The  Contractor  shall  keep  proper  books  and  records  showing  the 
names,  trades,  and  addresses  of  all  workmen  in  his  employ  and  the  wages  paid 
to  and  time  worked  by  such  workmen,  and  the  books  or  documents  containing 
such  record  shall  be  open  for  inspection  by  the  Fair  Wage  Officers  of  the  Govern- 
ment at  any  time  it  may  be  expedient  to  the  Minister  of  Labour  to  have  the 
same  inspected. 

(c)  The  Contractor  shall  not  be  entitled  to  payment  of  any  money  which 
would  otherwise  be  payable  under  the  terms  of  the  contract  in  respect  of  work 
and  labour  performed  in  the  execution  of  the  contract  unless  and  until  he  shall 
have  filed  with  the  Minister  in  support  of  his  claim  for  payment  a  statement 
attested  by  statutory  declaration,  showing  (1)  the  rates  of  wages  and  hours  of 
labour  of  the  various  classes  of  workmen  employed  in  the  execution  of  the  con- 
tract; (2)  whether  any  wages  in  respect  of  the  said  work  and  labour  remain  in 
arrears;  (3)  that  all  the  labour  conditions  of  the  contract  have  been  duly  com- 
plied with;  nor,  in  the  event  of  notice  from  the  Minister  of  Labour  of  claims 
for  wages,  until  the  same  are  adjusted.  The  Contractor  shall  also  from  time 
to  time  furnish  the  Minister  such  further  detailed  information  and  evidence  as 
the  Minister  may  deem  necessary  in  order  to  satisfy  him  that  the  conditions 
herein  contained  to  secure  the  payment  of  fair  wages  have  been  complied  with, 
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and  that  the  workmen  so  employed  as  aforesaid  upon  the  portion  of  the  work 
in  respect  of  which  payment  is  demanded  have  been  paid  in  full. 

(d)  In  the  event  of  default  being  made  in  payment  of  any  money  owing 
in  respect  of  wages  of  any  workmen  employed  on  the  said  work  and  if  a  claim 
therefor  is  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Minister  and  proof  thereof  satisfactory  to 
the  Minister  is  furnished,  the  said  Minister  may  pa}^  such  claim  out  of  the 
moneys  at  any  time  payable  by  His  Majesty  under  said  contract  and  the  amounts 
so  paid  shall  be  deemed  payments  to  the  Contractor. 

(e)  These  conditions  shall  extend  and  apply  to  moneys  payable  for  the  use 
or  hire  of  horses  or  teams,  and  the  persons  entitled  to  payments  for  the  use  or 
hire  of  horses  or  teams  shall  have  the  like  rights  in  respect  of  moneys  so  owing 
them  as  if  such  moneys  were  payable  to  them  in  respect  of  wages. 

(/)  With  a  view  to  the  avoidance  of  any  abuses  which  might  arise  from 
the  sub-letting  of  contracts  it  shall  be  understood  that  sub-letting,  other  than 
such  as  may  be  customary  in  the  trades  concerned,  is  prohibited  unless  the 
approval  of  the  Minister  is  obtained;  sub-contractors  shall  be  bound  in  all 
cases  to  conform  to  the  conditions  of  the  main  contract,  and  the  main  contractor 
shall  be  held  responsible  for  strict  adherence  to  all  contract  conditions  on  the 
part  of  sub-contractor;  the  contract  shall  not,  nor  shall  any  portion  thereof  be 
transferred  without  the  written  permission  of  the  Minister;  no  portion  of  the 
work  to  be  performed  shall  be  done  at  the  homes  of  the  workmen. 

(g)  All  workmen  employed  upon  the  work  comprehended  in  and  to  be 
executed  pursuant  to  the  said  contract  shall  be  residents  of  Canada,  unless  the 
Minister  is  of  opinion  that  Canadian  labour  is  not  available  or  that  other  special 
circumstances  exist  which  render  it  contrary  to  the  public  interest  to  enforce 
this  provision. 

B. 

The  following  provisions  shall  be  inserted  in  all  contracts  to  which  these 
conditions  apply : 

(1)  All  workmen,  labourers,  or  other  persons  who  perform  labour  in  'the 
construction  of  the  work  hereby  contracted  for,  shall  be  paid  such  wages  as  are 
generally  accepted  as  current  from  time  to  time  during  the  continuance  of  the 
contract  for  competent  workmen  in  the  district  in  which  the  work  is  being  per- 
formed, and  if  there  be  no  current  rate  in  such  district,  then  a  fair  and  reasonable 
rate,  and  shall  work  such  hours  as  those  fixed  by  the  custom  of  the  trade  as 
respects  hours  in  the  district  where  the  work  is  carried  on,  or  if  there  be  no 
custom  of  the  trade  as  respects  hours  in  the  district,  then  fair  and  reasonable 
hours,  except  for  the  protection  of  life  and  property,  or  on  due  cause  shown  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Minister  of  Labour.  In  the  event  of  a  dispute  arising 
as  to  what  is  the  current  or  a  fair  and  reasonable  rate  of  wages  or  what  are  the 
current  hours  fixed  by  the  custom  of  the  trade  or  fair  and  reasonable  hours,  it 
shall  be  determined  by  the  Minister  of  Labour,  whose  decision  shall  be  final; 
payment  may  also  be  withheld  of  any  moneys  which  would  otherwise  be  payable 
to  the  Contractor  until  the  Minister  of  Labour's  decision  has  been  complied 
with. 

By  the  term  ''current  wages"  and  the  term  ''hours  of  labour  fixed  by  the 
custom  of  the  trade"  in  the  foregoing  are  meant  respectively  the  standard  rates 
of  wages  and  hours  of  labour  either  recognized  by  signed  agreements  between 
employers  and  workmen  in  the  district  from  which  the  labour  required  is  neces- 
sarily drawn  or  actually  prevailing,  although  not  necessarily  recognized  by 
signed  agreements. 

(2)  The  Contractor  shall  post  and  keep  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  on 
the  premises  where  the  contract  is  being  executed,  occupied  or  frequented  by 
the  workpeople,  the  foregoing  fair  wage  clause  for  the  protection  of  the  work- 
people employed. 
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(3)  The  Contractor  shall  keep  proper  books  and  records  showing  the  names, 
trades,  and  addresses  of  all  workmen  in  his  employ  and  the  wages  paid  to  and 
time  worked  by  each  workman  and  the  books  and  documents  containing  such 
record  shall  be  open  for  inspection  by  the  Fair  Wages  Officer  of  the  Govern- 
ment at  any  time  it  may  be  expedient  to  the  Minister  of  Labour  to  have  the 
same  inspected. 

(4)  The  Contractor's  premises  and  the  work  being  performed  under  this 
contract  shall  be  open  for  inspection  at  all  reasonable  times  by  any  officer 
authorized  by  the  Minister  of  Labour  for  this  purpose;  all  such  premises  shall 
be  kept  by  the  Contractor  in  sanitary  condition. 

(5)  With  a  view  to  avoidance  of  any  abuses  which  might  arise  from  the 
sub-letting  of  contracts  it  shall  be  understood  that  sub-letting,  other  than  such 
as  may  be  customary  in  the  trade  concerned,  is  prohibited  unless  the  approval 
of  the  Minister  is  obtained;  contractors  shall  be  bound  in  all  cases  to  conform  to 
the  conditions  of  the  main  contract,  and  the  main  contractor  shall  be  held  respons- 
ible for  strict  adherence  to  all  contract  conditions  on  the  part  of  contractors; 
the  contract  shall  not,  nor  shall  any  portion  thereof  be  transferred  without  the 
written  permission  of  the  Minister;  no  portion  of  the  work  to  be  performed  shall 
be  done  at  the  homes  of  the  workpeople,  or,  except  as  specially  provided  for 
under  legislative  authority,  by  inmates  of  penal  institutions. 

(6)  All  workmen  employed  upon  the  work  comprehended  in  and  to  be 
executed  pursuant  to  this  contract  shall  be  residents  of  Canada,  unless  the 
Minister  is  of  opinion  that  Canadian  labour  is  not  available  or  that  special 
circumstances  exist  which  would  render  it  contrary  to  the  public  interest  to 
enforce  this  provision. 

(7)  The  Contractor  shall  not  be  entitled  to  payment  of  any  money  which 
would  otherwise  be  payable  under  the  terms  of  the  contract  in  respect  of  work 
and  labour  performed  in  the  execution  of  the  contract  unless  and  until  he  shall 
have  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Minister  in  support  of  his  claim  for  payment  a 
statement  attested  by  statutory  declaration  showing:  (1)  the  rates  of  wages 
and  hours  of  labour  of  the  various  classes  of  workmen  employed  in  the  execution 
of  the  contract;  (2)  whether  any  wages  in  respect  of  the  said  work  and  labour 
remain  in  arrears;  (3)  that  all  the  labour  conditions  of  the  contract  have  been 
duly  complied  with;  nor,  in  the  event  of  notice  from  the  Minister  of  Labour 
of  claims  for  wages,  until  the  same  are  adjusted.  The  Contractor  shall  also 
from  time  to  time  furnish  to  the  Minister  such  further  detailed  information  and 
evidence  as  the  Minister  may  deem  necessary  in  order  to  satisfy  him  that  the 
conditions  herein  contained  to  secure  the  payment  of  fair  wages  have  been  com- 
plied with,  and  that  the  workmen  so  employed  as  aforesaid  upon  the  portion  of 
the  work  in  respect  of  which  payment  is  demanded  have  been  paid  in  full. 

(8)  In  the  event  of  default  being  made  in  payment  of  any  money  owing 
in  respect  of  wages  of  any  workmen  employed  on  the  said  work,  and  if  a  claim 
therefor  is  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Minister  and  proof  thereof  satisfactory  to 
the  Minister  is  furnished,  the  said  Minister  may  pay  such  claim  out  of  the 
moneys  at  any  time  payable  by  His  Majesty  under  said  contract  and  the  amount 
so  paid  shall  be  deemed  payments  to  the  Contractor. 

The  Committee  concur  in  the  foregoing  recommendations  and  advise  that 
the  same  be  approved  accordingly.

MIGRATORY  BIRDS  PROTECTION. 
Regulations,  1921. 

P.C.  3164 — August  31,  1921— Kis  Excellency  the  Governor  General  in 
Council,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Minister  of  the  Interior,  is  pleased  to 
order  that  the  Order  in  Council  of  the  23rd  April,  1918,  (P.C.  871),  and  the 
Order  in  Council  of  the  11th  May,  1920  (P.C.  997),  being  the  said  Regulations 
and  Amendments,  shall  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  rescinded,  and  the  attached 
Regulations  are  hereby  substituted  in  lieu  thereof. 

Regulations 

1.  In  these  Regulations,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires: 
(a)  ^'migratory  game  birds"  means  the  following: 

Anatidse  or  waterfowl,  including  brant,  wild  duck,  geese  and  swans; 

Gruidse  or  cranes,  including  little  brown  sandhill  and  whooping  cranes; 

Rallidse  or  rails,  including  coots,  gallinules  and  sora  and  other  rails; 

Limicolse  or  shorebirds,  including  avocets,  curlew,  dowitchers,  godwits, 

knots,  oyster-catchers,  phalaropes,  plovers,  sandpipers,  snipe,  stilts, 
surf-birds,  turnstones,  willet,  woodcock  and  yellow-legs; 

Columbidse  or  pigeons,  including  doves  and  wild  pigeons; 
(6)  ''migratory  insectivorous  birds"  means  the  following: 

Bobolinks,  catbirds,  chickadees,  cuckoos,  flickers,  fly-catchers,  gros- 
beaks, humming-birds,  kinglets,  martins,  meadowlarks,  nighthawks 
or  bull  bats,  nuthatches,  orioles,  robins,  shrikes,  swallows,  swifts, 
tanagers,  titmice,  thrushes,"  vireos,  warblers,  waxwings,  whip- 
poorwills,  woodpeckers,  and  wrens,  and  all  other  perching  birds 
which  feed  entirely  or  chiefly  on  insects; 
(c)  "migratory  non-game  birds"  means  the  following : 

Auks,  auklets,  bitterns,  fulmars,  gannets,  grebes,  guillemots,  gulls, 
herons,  jaegers,  loons,  murres,  petrels,  puffins,  shearwaters,  and 
terns. 

Close  Seasons 

2.  No  person  shall  kill,  hunt,  capture,  injure,  take,  molest,  sell  or  offer 
for  sale  any  migratory  game  birds  except  during  the  following  periods  in  the 
various  provinces : 

Ducks,  Geese,  Brant  or  Rails 

In  Prince  Edward  Island,  Quebec,  Ontario,  Alberta,  Northwest  Territories, 
and  Yukon  Territory:  September  1  to  December  14,  both  dates  inclusive. 

In  Manitoba:  September  15  to  November  30,  both  dates  inclusive. 

In  Nova  Scotia,  except  Cumberland  county:  October  15  to  January  31, 
both  dates  inclusive. 

In  New  Brunswick,  Saskatchewan,  and  Cumberland  county  in  the  Province 
of  Nova  Scotia:  September  15  to  December  31,  both  dates  inclusive. 

In  British  Columbia  (northern  and  eastern  districts) :  From  the  first 
Saturday  next  following  August  31  in  any  year  to  a  date  three  months  and 
fifteen  days  later,  both  dates  inclusive. 

In  that  portion  of  the  western  district  to  the  north  of  53rd  parallel  of  latitude : 
From  the  first  Saturday  next  following  September  7  in  any  year  to  a  date  three 
months  and  fifteen  days  later,  both  dates  inclusive. 
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Ducks  and  Rails 

In  British  Columbia  (in  that  portion  of  the  western  district  to  the  south 
of  the  53rd  parallel  of  latitude) :  From  the  first  Saturday  next  following  October 
14  in  any  year  to  a  date  three  months  and  fifteen  days  later,  both  dates  inclusive. 

Geese  and  Brant 

In  British  Columbia  (in  that  portion  of  the  western  district  to  the  south 
of  the  53rd  parallel  of  latitude) :  From  the  first  Saturday  next  following  November 
7  in  any  year  to  a  date  three  months  and  fifteen  days  later,  both  dates  inclusive. 

Shore  birds  or  waders,  including  only  the  following:  Woodcock,  wilson  or 
jack-snipe,  black-breasted  and  golden  plovers  and  the  greater  and  lesser  yellow- 
legs. 

In  Prince  Edward  Island  and  New  Brunswick:  August  15  to  November 
30,  both  dates  inclusive;  except  that  on  woodcock  and  wilson  or  jack-snipe 
the  open  season  in  Prince  Edward  Island  and  New  Brunswick  shall  be  from 
September  15  to  November  30,  both  dates  inclusive. 

In  Nova  Scotia:  September  15  to  November  30,  both  dates  inclusive. 

In  Quebec,  Ontario,  Alberta,  Northwest  Territories  and  Yukon  Territory: 
September  1  to  December  14,  both  dates  inclusive. 

Except  that  on  woodcock  the  open  season  in  Ontario  shall  be  from: 
October  15  to  November  14,  both  dates  inclusive. 

In  Manitoba:  September  15  to  November  30,  both  dates  inclusive. 

In  Saskatchewan:  September  15  to  December  31,  both  dates  inclusive. 

In  British  Columbia  (northern  and  eastern  districts) :  From  the  first  Satur- 
day next  following  August  31  in  any  year  to  a  date  three  months  and  fifteen 
days  later,  both  dates  inclusive. 

In  that  portion  of  the  western  district  to  the  north  of  the  53rd  parallel  of 
latitude :  From  the  first  Saturday  next  following  September  7  in  any  year  to  a 
date  three  months  and  fifteen  days  later,  both  dates  inclusive. 

In  that  portion  of  the  western  district  to  the  south  of  the  53rd  parallel 
of  latitude:  From  the  first  Saturday  next  following  October  14  in  any  year 
to  a  date  three  months  and  fifteen  days  later,  both  dates  inclusive. 

Provided,  however,  that  Indians  and  Eskimos  may  take  scoters  or  ''Siwash 
ducks"  for  food  at  any  time  of  the  year,  but  scoters  so  taken  shall  not  be  sold. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  or  any  other  regulation,  the  province  of  British 
Columbia  shall  be  divided  into  three  districts,  to  be  known  as  the  northern, 
eastern,  and  western  districts: — • 

Northern  District  shall  mean  and  include  the  electoral  district  of  Atlin 
and  all  that  portion  of  the  province  situated  and  lying  to  the  north  of  the  main 
line  of  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  railway  and  to  the  east  of  summit  of  the  Cascade 
range. 

Eastern  District  shall  mean  and  include  all  that  portion  of  the  province 
situated  and  lying  to  the  east  of  the  summit  of  the  Cascade  range  and  south 
of  the  main  line  of  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  railway. 

Western  District  shall  mean  and  include  all  that  portion  of  the  province 
situated  and  lying  to  the  west  of  the  summit  of  the  Cascade  range  and  south  of 
the  electoral  district  of  Atlin. 

3.  The  killing,  hunting,  capturing,  taking,  injuring  or  molesting  of  migratory 
insectivorous  birds,  their  eggs,  or  nests,  is  prohibited  throughout  the  year.^ 
except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

4.  The  killing,  hunting,  taking,  injuring,  capturing  or  molesting  of  migratory 
non-game  birds,  or  their  eggs  or  nests,  except  as  herein  or  hereinafter  provided, 
is  prohibited  throughout  the  year;  provided,  however,  that  the  Indians  and 
Eskimos  may  take  at  any  season,  auks,  auklets,  guillemots,  murres  and  puffins 
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and  their  eggs  for  human  food  and  their  skins  for  clothing,  but  birds  and  eggs 
taken  in  virtue  of  this  exemption  shall  not  be  sold  or  offered  for  sale  or  otherwise 
traded. 

5.  A  close  season  shall  continue  until  the  first  day  of  January,  1928,  on 
the  following  migratory  game  birds:  band-tailed  pigeons,  little  brown,  sandhill 
and  whooping  cranes,  swans,  curlew  and  all  shore  birds  (except  the  black- 
breasted  and  golden  plover,  Wilson  or  jack-snipe,  woodcock,  and  the  greater 
and  lesser  yellow-legs). 

6.  A  close  season  shall  continue  until  the  first  day  of  January,  1923,  on 
the  wood  duck  and  eider  duck. 

7.  The  taking  of  the  nests  or  eggs  of  migratory  game,  migratory  insectiv- 
orous, or  migratory  non-game  birds  is  prohibited,  except  as  otherwise  provided 
in  these  regulations. 

Sale  of  Migratory  Game  Birds 

8.  Notwithstanding  any  provision  of  section  2  of  these  regulations,  in  the 
province  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  Nova  Scotia,  New  Brunswick,  Ontario, 
Manitoba,  Saskatchewan  and  British  Columbia  no  person  shall  sell,  expose 
for  sale,  offer  for  sale,  buy,  trade,  or  traffic  in  any  migratory  game  bird,  killed 
or  taken  during  the  open  season  hereunder. 

Bag  Limits 

9.  No  person  shall  kill  during  any  day,  or  during  any  season,  migratory 
game  birds  in  the  various  provinces  in  excess  of  the  numbers  set  forth  as  fol- 
lows : — 

In  Nova  Scotia,  New  Brunswick,  Prince  Edward  Island,  Quebec,  Ontario, 
Northwest  Territories  and  Yukon  Territory,  in  any  day  (except  that  in  Ontario 
no  person  shall  kill  in  any  one  season  in  excess  of  200  ducks). 

Ducks. — Twenty-five  in  the  aggregate  of  all  kinds. 

Geese. — Fifteen  in  the  aggregate  of  all  kinds. 

Brant. — Fifteen  in  the  aggregate  of  all  kinds. 

Rails,  coots  and  gallinules. — Twenty-five  in  the  aggregate  of  all  kinds. 
Black-bellied  and  golden  plovers  and  greater  and  lesser  yellow-legs. — Fifteen 

in  the  aggregate  of  all  kinds. 
Wilson  snipe  or  jack-snipe. — Twenty-five. 
Woodcock. — Ten. 

In  Manitoba  in  any  day : — 

Ducks. — Twenty  before  October  1,  and  40  thereafter  in  the  aggregate  of 
all  kinds. 

Geese. — Ten  in  the  aggregate  of  all  kinds. 
Brant. — Fifteen. 

Rails,  coots  and  gallinules. — Twenty-five  in  the  aggregate  of  all  kinds. 
Black-bellied  and  golden  plovers  and  greater  and  lesser  j^ellow-legs. — Fifteen 

in  the  aggregate  of  all  kinds. 
Wilson  snipe  or  jack-snipe. — Twenty-five. 
Woodcock. — Ten. 

And  in  Manitoba  in  any  open  season  in  excess  of  two  hundred  ducks. 

In  Alberta  in  any  day : — 
Ducks. — Thirty  in  the  aggregate  of  all  kinds. 
Geese. — Fifteen  in  the  aggregate  of  all  kinds. 
Brant. — Fifteen. 


Note. — In  the  Maritime  Provinces  eider  ducks  are  commonly  called  "Sea  Ducks." 
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Riiils,  coots  and  «>alliniiles. — Twenty-five  in  the  aggregate  of  all  kinds. 
Black-bellied  and  golden  plovers  and  greater  and  lesser  yellow-legs. — Fifteen 

in  the  aggregate  of  all  kinds. 
Wilson  snipe  or  jack-snipe. — Twenty-five. 
Wotxlcock. — Ten.

And  in  Saskatchewan  in  any  open  season  in  excess  of  two  hundred  and 
fifty  birds  of  the  family  anatidse,  including  ducks,  geese  and  brant. 

In  British  Columbia  in  any  day : — 
Ducks. — Twenty  in  the  aggregate  of  all  kinds. 
Geese. — Ten  in  the  aggregate  of  all  kinds. 
Brant. — Ten. 

Rails,  coots  and  gallinules. — Twenty-five  in  the  aggregate  of  all  kinds. 
Black-bellied  and  golden  plovers  and  greater  and  lesser  yellow-legs. — Fifteen 

in  the  aggregate  of  all  kinds. 
Wilson  snipe  or  jack-snipe. — Twenty-five. 
Woodcock. — Ten. 

And  in  British  Columbia  in  any  open  season  in  excess  of  one  hundred  and 
fifty  ducks; 

And  in  British  Columbia  in  any  open  season  in  excess  of  fifty  geese; 
And  in  British  Columbia  in  any  open  season  in  excess  of  fifty  iBrant. 

Shooting  Restrictions 

10.  (a)  No  person  shall  kill  or  attempt  to  kill  any  migratory  game  birds 
during  the  open  season  provided  hereunder  except  with  a  gun  not  larger  than 
number  10  gauge. 

(6)  In  Alberta  no  person  shall  kill  or  attempt  to  kill  any  migratory  game 
birds  during  the  open  seasons  provided  hereunder  with  a  pump  or  repeating 
shot  gun,  unless  the  magazine  has  been  permanently  plugged  or  altered  so 
that  it  cannot  carry  more  than  two  cartridges. 

(c)  In  British  Columbia  no  person  shall  kill  or  attempt  to  kill  any  migratory 
game  birds  during  the  open  seasons  provided  hereunder  with  a  pump  or  repeating 
shot  gun,  unless  the  magazine  has  been  permanently  plugged  or  altered  so  that 
it  cannot  carry  more  than  one  cartridge. 

(d)  No  person  shall  kill  or  attempt  to  kill  any  migratory  game  birds  by 
the  use  of  any  automatic,  swivel,  or  machine  gun  or  battery,  or  by  the  use  of 
any  aeroplane,  power-boat,  or  sailboat,  or  by  the  use  of  night  lights. 

(e)  No  person  shall  kill  or  attempt  to  kill  any  migratory  game  bird  during 
the  night,  which  for  the  purpose  of  these  regulations  is  described  as  being  from 
one  hour  after  sunset  to  one  hour  before  sunrise. 

(/)  No  person  shall  kill  or  attempt  to  kill  from  any  motor  vehicle  or  horse- 
drawn  vehicle  any  migratory  game  bird. 

Scientific  Permits 

11.  Migratory  game,  migratory  insectivorous  or  migratory  non-game  birds 
or  parts  thereof  or  their  eggs  or  nests  may  be  taken,  bought,  sold,  shipped, 
transported  or  possessed  for  scientific  purposes,  but  only  on  the  issue  of  a  permit 
by  the  Minister  or  by  any  person  duly  authorized  by  him. 
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Such  permits  may,  upon  application  be  granted  to  recognized  museums, 
or  scientific  societies,  and  to  any  person  furnishing  written  testimonials  from 
two  well-known  ornithologists. 

A  return  of  specimens  taken  under  such  a  permit  shall  be  made  to  the 
Minister  upon  the  expiration  of  the  permit. 

Propagation  of  Migratory  Birds 

12.  (a)  Migratory  game,  migratory  insectivorous  or  migratory  non-game 
birds,  or  their  eggs,  protected  under  regulations  made  pursuant  to  the  Migratory 
Birds  Convention  Act,  may  be  taken  at  any  time  and  in  any  manner  for  pro- 
pagating purposes  only  on  the  issue  of  a  permit  by  the  Minister  or  by  any  person 
duly  authorized  by  him.  Migratory  game,  migratory  insectivorous  or  migratory 
non-game  birds,  or  their  eggs  so  taken  may  be  possessed  by  the  permittee  and 
may  be  sold  and  transported  by  him  to  any  person  holding  a  permit  for  propa- 
gating purposes  issued  by  the  Minister  or  by  any  person  duly  authorized  by  him. 

(6)  A  person  authorized  by  a  permit  issued  for  propagating  purposes 
under  this  regulation  may  possess,  buy,  sell,  or  transport  migratory  game, 
migratory  insectivorous,  or  migratory  non-game  birds,  or  their  increase  or 
eggs,  for  propagating  purposes.  Such  migratory  game,  migratory  insectivorous, 
or  migratory  non-game  birds,  except  the  birds  taken  under  paragraph  (a)  of 
this  regulation,  may  be  killed  by  him  in  any  manner  except  by  shooting.  The 
unplucked  carcasses  or  the  plucked  carcasses  with  heads  attached  thereto  of 
such  birds  may  be  sold  and  transported  by  the  permittee  to  any  person  for 
consumption,  or  to  the  keeper  of  a  hotel,  restaurant,  or  boarding  house,  or  to 
a  dealer  in  meat  or  game,  or  to  a  club  for  sale  or  service  to  their  patrons,  all 
of  whom  may  possess  such  carcasses  for  actual  consumption  without  a  permit. 

(c)  A  person  granted  a  permit  under  this  regulation  shall  keep  books  and 
records  which  shall  correctly  set  forth  at  all  times  the  total  number  of  each 
species  of  migratory  game,  migratory  insectivorous,  or  migratory  non-game 
birds  or  their  eggs,  taken  or  in  his  possession.  A  written  report  shall  be  furnished 
the  Minister  during  the  month  of  January  next  following  the  issuance  of  the 
permit.  This  report  shall  state  the  total  number  of  each  species  reared  and 
killed,  the  number  of  each  species,  or  their  eggs,  sold  and  transported,  the  manner 
in  which  such  species  or  eggs  were  transported,  the  name  and  address  of  each 
person  from  or  to  whom  such  species  or  eggs  were  purchased  or  sold,  together 
with  number  and  species  and  whether  sold  alive  or  dead;  and  the  date  of  such 
transaction. 

(d)  Applications  for  permits  to  take  such  birds  for  propagating  purposes 
shall  be  accompanied  by  a  statement  showing: — 

(1)  The  full  name  and  post  office  address  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  The  species  of  birds  or  eggs  that  it  is  desired  to  take. 

(3)  The  number. 

(4)  The  place  at  which  the  birds  or  eggs  are  to  be  taken. 
Applications  for  permits  to  possess,  buy,  sell,  or  transport  such  birds  for 

propagating  purposes  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  statement  showing : — 

(1)  The  full  name  and  post  office  address  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  The  species  and  number  of  birds  that  it  is  desired  to  possess. 

(3)  The  area  and  location  of  the  land  to  be  used  in  the  business  and  whether 
owned  or  leased  by  the  applicant. 

(e)  The  Minister  may  require  an  applicant  to  furnish  a  bond  in  support 
of  his  apphcation  for  a  permit  for  propagating  purposes. 

(/)  A  permittee  shall  at  all  reasonable  hours  allow  any  game  officer  to 
enter  and  inspect  the  premises  where  operations  are  being  carried  on  under 
these  regulations  and  to  inspect  the  books  and  records  of  such  permittee  relating 
thereto. 
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{g)  No  person  holding  a  permit  for  propagating  purposes  shall  sell  migratory 
game,  migratory  insectivorous,  or  migratory  non-game  birds,  raised  and  killed 
m  captivity,  unless  the  same  shall  bear  a  metal  tag.  This  tag  shall  be  of  a 
type  approved  by  the  Minister  and  shall  contain  the  name  or  initials  of  the 
holder  of  the  permit.    It  shall  not  be  removed  from  the  carcass. 

Termination  of  Permits 

13.  All  permits  and  licenses  shall  terminate  at  the  end  of  the  calendar 
year  in  which  they  have  been  issued.  They  shall  not  be  transferable  and  shall 
be  revocable  at  the  discretion  of  the  Minister. 

Taxidermists 

14.  No  person  shall  engage  in  the  business  of  a  taxidermist  without  having 
"first  secured  from  the  Minister  a  license  so  to  do.  The  fee  for  this  license  shall 
be  one  dollar. 

No  taxidermist  shall  receive,  prepare  for  exhibition  purposes,  or  possess, 
any  migratory  game,  migratory  insectivorous,  or  migratory  non-game  bird, 
or  any  portion  thereof,  unless  such  bird  has  been  legally  killed,  either  in  the 
open  season  for  such  birds,  or  by  the  holder  of  a  permit  for  taking  birds  for 
scientific  purposes. 

Every  licensed  taxidermist  shall  annually  make  such  returns  as  the  Minister 
may  require. 

Every  licensed  taxidermist  shall  keep  books  and  records  which  correctly 
set  forth  the  name  of  each  migratory  game,  migratory  insectivorous,  or  migratory 
non-game  bird  received,  the  date  and  locality  of  capture,  the  date  received, 
and  the  name  and  address  of  the  owner  of  such  bird.  These  books  and  records 
are  to  be  open  to  inspection  by  any  game  officer  at  any  reasonable  time. 

Labelling  Packages  for  Shipment 

15.  Any  package  in  which  migratory  game,  migratory  insectivorous,  or 
migratory  non-game  birds  or  parts  thereof,  or  their  eggs  or  nests  are  shipped 
or  transported  for  scientific  or  propagating  purposes  shall  be  clearly  marked 
on  the  outside  with  the  number  of  the  permit,  the  name  and  address  of  the 
shipper  and  an  accurate  statement  of  the  contents. 

No  transportation  company  shall  accept  for  transportation  any  package 
containing  migratory  game,  migratory  insectivorous,  or  migratory  non-game 
birds,  or  their  nests  or  eggs  or  parts  thereof,  unless  such  packages  shall  be  marked 
as  hereinbefore  required,  and  shipment  of  the  same  through  the  mails  is  prohibit- 
ed, unless  marked  as  aforesaid. 

16.  The  shipment  or  export  of  migratory  game,  migratory  insectivorous, 
or  migratory  non-game  birds,  or  their  nests,  or  eggs  from  any  province  during 
the  close  season  in  such  provinces  is  prohibited  except  for  scientific  or  propa- 
gating purposes,  and  traffic  between  Canada  and  the  United  States  in  any 
such  birds,  or  their  eggs  captured,  killed,  taken  or  shipped  at  any  time  contrary 
to  the  laws  of  tlie  province  or  state  in  which  the  same  are  captured,  killed, 
taken  or  shipped,  is  likewise  prohibited. 

17.  No  person  shall  ship  or  offer  for  shipment  from  Canada  to  the  United 
States  any  package  containing  migratory  game,  migratory  insectivorous,  or 
migratory  non-game  birds  or  any  parts  thereof  or  their  eggs  unless  such  package 
shall  have  the  name  and  address  of  the  shipper  and  an  accurate  statement 
of  the  contents  clearly  marked  on  the  outside  of  such  package. 
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No  transportation  company  shall  accept  for  tansportation  to  the  United 
States  any  packages  of  migratory  game,  migratory  insectivorous,  or  migratory 
non-game  birds  or  any  parts  thereof  or  their  eggs  unless  such  packages  bear 
the  name  and  address  of  the  shipper  and  an  accurate  statement  of  the  contents, 
and  shipment  of  the  same  through  the  mails  is  prohibited,  unless  marked  as 
aforesaid. 

18.  If  any  of  the  migratory  game,  migratory  insectivorous,  or  migratory 
non-game  birds  should  under  extraordinary  conditions  become  seriously  injurious 
to  agricultural,  fishing,  or  other  interests  in  any  particular  locality,  the  Minister 
may  issue  permits  to  kill  such  birds  so  long  as  they  shall  continue  to  be  injurious. 
Applications  for  such  permits  shall  include  a  full  statement  describing: — 

(1)  the  species  and  an  estimate  of  the  numbers  of  birds  committing  the 
damage. 

(2)  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  damage; 

(3)  the  extent  of  the  agricultural  or  other  interests  threatened  or  involved. 
Such  permits  shall  be  revocable  at  the  discretion  of  the  Minister.  On 

the  expiration  of  the  permit  the  person  to  whom  it  is  issued  shall  furnish  to  the 
Minister  a  written  report  showing  the  number  of  birds  killed,  the  dates  upon 
which  they  were  killed,  and  the  disposition  made  of  the  dead  birds. 

No  birds  killed  under  such  permits  shall  be  shipped,  sold  or  offered  for  sale. 

19.  No  person  or  organization  shall  introduce  for  the  purpose  of  sport 
or  acclimatization  any  species  of  migratory  birds  without  the  consent  of  the 
Minister  in  writing.

REGULATIONS    GOVERNING    MANUFACTURE   IN    CANADA  OF 
BARRELS,  BOXES,  CRATES,  BASKETS,  TO  CONTAIN  FRUIT. 

P.C.  153 — March  24,  1921 — His  Excellency  the  Governor  General  in 
Council,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  and  under  and 
by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  section  326  of  chapter  53,  10-11  George  V,  intituled 
*'An  Act  to  amend  the  Inspection  and  Sale  Act,"  is  pleased  to  make  the  annexed 
Regulations  and  the  same  are  hereby  made  and  established  accordingly. 

His  Excellency  in  Council  is  further  pleased  to  order  that  the  said  Regula- 
tions shall  come  into  force  on  the  date  of  their  pubhcation  in  the  Canada  Gazette. 


REGULATIONS 

1.  All  apple  barrels  manufactured  in  Canada,  and  all  barrels  containing 
apples  packed  in  Canada,  for  sale  in  Canada,  shall  be  good  and  strong  barrels 
of  seasoned  wood  of  the  following  dimensions  and  specifications,  as  nearly  as 
practicable:  Length  of  stave  twenty-eight  and  one-half  inches;  diameter  of 
head,  seventeen  and  one-eighth  inches;  distance  between  heads,  twenty-six 
inches;  circumference  at  bulge,  sixty-four  inches,  outside  measurement;  con- 
taining as  nearly  as  practicable  seven  thousand  and  fifty-six  cubic  inches. 

When  the  thickness  of  heads  is  such  as  would  render  the  distance  between 
heads  less  than  the  above  requirements,  the  staves  may  be  sufficiently  lengthened 
to  ensure  a  distance  between  heads  of  twenty-six  inches  and  a  capacity  of  seven 
thousand  and  fifty-six  cubic  inches. 

'^Diameter  of  head"  shall  be  applied  to  the  diameter  of  the  head  over  all, 
including  the  part  which  fits  into  the  croze  ring  of  the  completed  barrel. 

''Distance  between  heads"  shall  be  applied  to  the  inside  surfaces  of  the 
heads  and  perpendicular  to  them. 
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2.  Every  maiuifiictuiTr  of  apple  barrels  ishall  cause  each  barrel  to  be  marked 
in  a  plain  and  indelible  nnanner  in  letters  not  less  than  one-quarter  of  an  inch  in 
length,  on  the  side  of  the  barrel,  with  the  words  ''manufactured  by"  and  with 
the  initials  of  his  Christian  names  and  his  full  surname  and  his  address. 

3.  All  apple  boxes  manufactured  in  Canada,  and  all  boxes  containing  apples 
packed  in  Canada,  for  sale  in  Canada,  shall  be  good  and  strong  boxes  of  seasoned 
wood,  the  inside  dimensions  of  which  shall  be:  Length,  eighteen  inches;  width, 
eleven  and  one-half  inches;  depth,  ten  and  one-half  inches;  containing  as  nearly 
as  practicable  two  thousand  one  hundred  and  seventy-four  cubic  inches. 

4.  All  apple  crates  manufactured  in  Canada,  and  all  crates  containing 
apples  packed  in  Canada,  for  sale  in  Canada,  shall  be  good  and  strong  crates  of 
seasoned  wood,  the  inside  dimensions  of  which  shall  be:  Length,  eighteen  inches; 
width,  eleven  and  one-half  inches;  depth,  ten  and  one-half  inches,  with  slats  at 
least  three-quarters  of  an  inch  apart;  containing  as  nearly  as  practicable  two 
thousand  one  hundred  and  seventy-four  cubic  inches. 

5.  All  pear  or  crabapple  boxes  manufactured  in  Canada,  and  all  boxes 
containing  pears  or  crabapples  packed  in  Canada,  for  sale  in  Canada,  shall  be 
good  and  strong  boxes  of  seasoned  wood,  the  inside  dimensions  of  which  shall  be: 
Length,  eighteen  inches;  width,  eleven  and  one-half  inches;  depth,  eight  and 
one-half  inches;  containing  as  nearly  as  practicable  one  thousand  seven  hundred 
and  sixty  cubic  inches. 

6.  All  peach  boxes  manufactured  in  Canada,  and  all  boxes  containing 
peaches  packed  in  Canada,  for  sale  in  Canada,  shall  be  good  and  strong  boxes 
of  seasoned  wood,  of  one  of  the  following  dimensions,  inside  measurement: 
Length,  eighteen  inches;  width,  eleven  and  one-half  inches,  depth,  four  and 
one-half  inches,  containing  as  nearly  as  practicable  nine  hundred  and  thirty-two 
cubic  inches.  Length,  eighteen  inches;  width,  eleven  and  one-half  inches; 
depth,  four  inches;  containing  as  nearly  as  practicable  eight  hundred  and 
twenty-eight  cubic  inches.  Length,  eighteen  inches;  width,  eleven  and  one-half 
inches;  depth,  three  and  one-half  inches;  containing  as  nearly  as  practicable 
seven  hundred  and  twenty-five  cubic  inches. 

7.  All  plum  or  prune  boxes  manufactured  in  Canada,  and  all  boxes  containing 
plums  or  prunes  packed  in  Canada,  for  sale  in  Canada,  shall  be  good  and  strong 
boxes  of  seasoned  wood,  the  inside  dimensions  of  which  shall  be:  Length,  eighteen 
inches;  width,  eleven  and  one-half  inches;  depth,  three  and  one-half  inches; 
containing  as  nearly  as  practicable  seven  hundred  and  twenty-five  cubic  inches. 

8.  All  cherry  boxes  manufactured  in  Canada,  and  all  boxes  containing 
cherries  packed  in  Canada,  for  sale  in  Canada,  shall  be  good  and  strong  boxes  of 
seasoned  wood,  the  inside  dimensions  of  which  shall  be:  Length,  eighteen  inches; 
width,  fourteen  inches;  depth,  five  and  one-half  inches;  containing  as  nearly 
as  practicable  one  thousand  three  hundred  and  eighty-six  cubic  inches. 

9.  All  four-basket  fruit  crates  manufactured  in  Canada,  and  all  four-basket 
crates  containing  fruit  packed  in  Canada,  for  sale  in  Canada,  shall  be  good  and 
strong  crates  of  seasoned  wood,  of  the  following  dimensions,  inside  measurement: 
Baskets,  seven  and  one-half  by  seven  and  one-half  inches  at  the  top,  six  and  one- 
half  by  six  and  one-half  inches  at  the  bottom,  three  and  three-quarter  inches 
deep,  measured  perpendicularly.  Crates:  fifteen  and  three-quarters  by  fifteen 
and  three-quarters  inches  by  four  and  one-quarter  inches;  containing  as  nearly 
as  practicable  one  thousand  and  fifty-four  cubic  inches. 

10.  All  berry  or  current  boxes  manufactured  in  Canada,  and  all  boxes 
containing  berries  or  currants  packed  in  Canada,  for  sale  in  Canada,  shall  be 
made  of  good  and  strong  material,  and  shall  contain  when  level  full  as  nearly 
as  practicable  one  or  other  of  the  following  quantities: 

(a)  Four-fifths  of  a  quart; 

(h)  One  pint,  and  shall  be  four  and  three-eighths  by  four  and  three- 
eighths  at  top  and  bottom  and  one  and  seven-eighths  inches  deep; 
(c)  Two-fifths  of  a  quart. 
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11.  All  fruit  baskets  manufactured  in  Canada,  and  all  baskets  containing 
fruit,  offered  for  sale  in  Canada,  shall  contain  when  level  full  as  nearly  as 
practicable  one  or  other  of  the  following  quantities: 
(a)  One  bushel; 

(6)  Twenty  quarts,  the  bottom  of  which  shall  be  of  the  following 
dimensions  and  specifications,  as  nearly  exactly  as  practicable;  sixteen  and 
five-eighths  inches  in  length  and  six  and  five-eighths  inches  in  width  and 
three-eighths  inches  in  thickness,  minimum,  with  a  corner  radius  of  one 
and  three-fourths  inches;  the  basket  to  be  constructed  over  a  form 
measuring  seventeen  and  five-sixteenths  inches  in  length  and  seven  and 
five-sixteenths  inches  in  width  at  top,  with  a  corner  radius  of  one  and  three- 
fourths  inches,  and  of  such  depth  including  brads,  as  shall  ensure  a  basket 
eight  and  one-half  inches  deep  perpendicularly,  the  depth  of  such  form, 
exclusive  of  brads,  to  be  not  less  than  five  and  thirteen-sixteenths  inches. 
The  veneer  to  be  cut  sixteen  to  the  inch,  minimum;  top  bands  to  be  three- 
fourths  inches  in  width,  minimum;  cut  sixteen  to  the  inch,  minimum,  and 
securely  tacked;  bottom  bands  to  be  one-half  inch  in  width,  minimum, 
cut  sixteen  to  the  inch,  minimum,  and  securely  nailed;  all  bands  to  be 
drawn  tight  so  as  to  fit  snugly  over  top  of  form  and  bottom  of  basket;  the 
handles  to  be  thirty-three  inches  in  length,  maximum,  and  one  and  one- 
fourth  inches  in  width,  minimum,  cut  seven  to  the  inch,  minimum,  and 
securely  attached  with  one  tack  in  each  side  of  the  handle  at  top  iDand, 
and  two  nails  in  each  end  of  the  handle  at  bottom  band,  and  to  be  so  shaped 
that  pinching  of  the  basket  when  handles  are  attached  will  be  avoided; 
the  veneer  for  leno  centre  covers  to  be  two  inches  in  width,  minimum, 
cut  ten  to  the  inch,  minimum;  the  cleats  securing  leno  to  veneer  to  be 
approximately  one-half  inch  in  width  and  ten  inches  in  length  and  securely 
attached;  the  covers  to  be  constructed  so  as  to  fit  baskets  properly,  and 
all  material  in  covers  and  baskets  to  be  sound  and  free  from  material 
defects. 

(c)  Eleven  quarts,  the  bottom  of  which  shall  be  of  the  followirig 
dimensions  and  specifications,  as  nearly  exactly  as  practicable;  sixteen 
and  five-eighths  inches  in  length  and  six  and  five-eighths  inches  in  width 
and  three-eighths  inches  in  thickness,  minimum.,  with  a  corner  radius 
of  one  and  three-fourths  inches;  the  basket  to  be  constructed  over  a  form 
measuring  seventeen  and  five-sixteenths  inches  in  length  and  seven  and 
five-sixteenths  inches  in  width,  at  top,  with  a  corner  radius  of  one  and 
three-fourths  inches,  and  of  such  depth  including  brads,  as  shall  ensure 
a  basket  six  inches  deep  perpendicularly,  the  depth  of  such  form,  exclusive 
of  brads,  to  be  not  less  than  five  and  thirteen-sixteenths  inches.  The  veneer 
to  be  cut  sixteen  to  the  inch,  minimum;  top  bands  to  be  three-fourths 
inches  in  width,  minimum,  cut  sixteen  to  the  inch,  minimum,  and  securely 
tacked;  bottom  bands  to  be  one-half  inch  in  width,  minimum,  cut  sixteen 
to  the  inch,  minimum,  and  securely  nailed;  all  bands  to  be  drawn  tight 
so  as  to  fit  snugly  over  top  of  form  and  bottom  of  basket;  the  handles 
to  be  twenty-five  and  one-half  inches  in  length,  maximum,  and  one  and  one- 
fourth  inches  in  width,  minimum,  cut  seven  to  the  inch,  minimum,  and 
securely  attached  with  one  tack  in  each  side  of  the  handle  at  top  band, 
and  two  nails  in  each  end  of  the  handle  at  bottom  band,  and  to  be  so  shaped 
that  pinching  of  the  basket  when  handles  are  attached  will  be  avoided; 
the  veneer  for  leno  centre  covers  to  be  two  inches  in  width,  minimum, 
cut  ten  to  the  inch,  minimum;  the  cleats  securing  leno  to  veneer  to  be 
approximately  one-half  inch  in  width  and  ten  inches  in  length  and  securely 
attached;  the  covers  to  be  constructed  so  as  to  fit  baskets  properly,  and  all 
material  in  covers  and  baskets  to  be  sound  and  free  from  material 
defects. 
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(d)  Six  quarts,  the  bottom  of  which  shall  be  of  the  following  dimensions 
and  specifications,  as  nearly  exactly  as  practicable:  thirteen  and  three- 
fourths  inches  in  length  and  five  and  seven-eighths  inches  in  width  and 
three-eighths  inches  in  thickness,  minimum,  with  a  corner  radius  of  one 
and  three-fourths  inches;  the  basket  to  be  constructed  over  a  form  measuring 
fourteen  and  one-half  inches  in  length  and  six  and  five-eighths  inches  in 
width  at  top,  with  a  corner  radius  of  one  and  three-fourths  inches  and  of 
such  depth  including  brads,  as  shall  ensure  a  basket  four  and  one-half 
inches  deep  perpendicularly,  the  depth  of  such  form,  exclusive  of  brads, 
to  be  not  less  than  four  and  five-sixteenths  inches.  The  veneer  to  be  cut 
sixteen  to  the  inch,  minimum,  top  bands  to  be  three-fourths  inches  in  width, 
minimum,  cut  sixteen  to  the  inch,  minimum,  and  securely  tacked;  bottom 
bands  to  be  one-half  inch  in  width,  minimum,  cut  sixteen  to  the  inch, 
minimum,  and  securely  nailed;  all  bands  to  be  drawn  tight  so  as  to  fit 
snugly  over  top  of  form  and  bottom  of  basket;  the  handles  to  be  twenty-one 
and  one-half  inches  in  length,  maximum,  cut  eight  to  the  inch,  minimum, 
and  securely  attached  with  one  tack  in  each  side  of  the  handle  at  top  band, 
and  one  nail  in  each  end  of  the  handle  at  bottom  band;  the  veneer  for 
leno  centre  covers  to  be  two  inches  in  width,  minimum,  cut  ten  to  the  inch, 
minimum,  the  cleats  securing  leno  to  veneer  to  be  approximately  one-half 
inch  in  width  and  eight  inches  in  length  and  securely  attached;  the  covers 
to  be  constructed  so  as  to  fit  baskets  properly,  and  all  material  in  covers 
and  baskets  to  be  sound  and  free  from  material  defects. 

Provided  that  when  wire  stitching  machines  are  used  in  the  construction 
of  the  above  described  baskets,  a  reasonable  variance  in  corner  radius  and  top 
dimensions  will  be  allowed  where  it  is  not  practicable  to  adjust  machines  to 
meet,  in  all  respects,  the  provisions  of  this  section,  but  all  machine-stitched 
baskets  shall  be  as  securely  constructed  as  if  made  by  hand. 

(e)  Three  quarts. 

12.  Any  person  who  violates  any  of  the  regulations  made  under  the  provi- 
sions of  this  section  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence  and  liable,  upon  summary 
conviction  under  Part  XV  of  the  Criminal  Code,  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  fifty 
dollars,  together  with  cost  of  prosecution,  and  in  default  of  payment  of  such  fine 
and  cost  shall  be  liable  to  imprisonment  for  any  term  not  exceeding  one  month, 
unless  such  fine  and  costs,  and  the  cost  of  enforcing  them  are  sooner  paid.

DESTRUCTIVE  INSECT  AND  PEST  ACT— REGULATIONS 

AMENDED 

P.C.  294 — February  7,  1922 — Whereas  it  is  deemed  advisable  and  in  the 
public  interest  to  prevent  the  introduction  into  Canada  or  the  spreading  therein 
of  certain  dangerous  insect  pests  destructive  to  vegetation; 

And  whereas  the  said  insect  pests  are  not  included  under  section  18  of  the 
Regulations  under  the  Destructive  Insect  and  Pest  Act,  passed  by  Order  in 
Council  on  the  17th  day  of  July,  1917,  which  refers  to  the  destructive  insects, 
pests  and  diseases  to  which  the  said  Act  and  regulations  apply; 

Therefore,  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General  in  Council,  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  and  in  accordance  with  authority 
conferred  by  sections  3  and  4  of  the  Destructive  Insect  and  Pest  Act,  9-10, 
Edward  VII,  Chap.  31,  is  pleased  to  amend  and  doth  hereby  amend  Section  18 
cf  the  Regulations  under  the  Destructive  Insect  and  Pest  Act,  by  adding  thereto 
the  following  insect  pests: 

Japanese  Beetle  {Popillia  japonica  Newn.) 

Mexican  Bean  Beetle  {Epilachna  corrupta  Muls.) 

Sweet  Potato  Weevil  {Cyclas  formicarius  Fab.) 
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Satin  Moth  (Stilpnotia  solids  Linn.) 
Currant  Gall  Mite  {Eriophyes  rihis  Nalepa). 

Hazelnut  Blister  Mites  {Eriophyes  avellanae  Nalipa  and  Eriophyes  vermiformis 
Napela).

EUROPEAN  CORN  BORER— QUARANTINE. 

P.C.  301 — February,  10,  1922 — Whereas  the  Order  in  Council  known  as 
Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  2  (domestic)  P.C.  1625  of  the  Privy  Council  of  Canada, 
effected  on  the  18th  day  of  May,  1921,  as  well  as  the  Ministerial  Orders  known 
as  Supplements  Nos.  1,  2  and  3  to  Quarantine  No.  2  (domestic)  effected  respect- 
ively on  the  26th  day  of  August,  1921,  the  7th  day  of  September,  1921,  and  the 
3rd  day  of  October,  1921,  all  of  which  restricted  the  removal  of  corn  fodder  or 
corn  stalks,  etc.,  from  certain  areas  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  on  account  of  the 
spreading  of  the  European  Corn  Borer,  a  new  and  dangerous  insect  not  hereto- 
fore widely  prevalent  or  distributed  within  and  throughout  the  Dominion  of 
Canada ; 

And  whereas  it  is  deemed  advisable  and  in  the  public  interest  to  rescind 
the  said  Order  in  Council  and  Ministerial  Orders  forthwith; 

Therefore,  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General  in  Council,  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  and  in  accordance  with  the  authority 
conferred  by  sections  3  and  4  of  the  Destructive  Insect  and  Pest  Act,  9-10  Edward 
VII,  chap.  31,  is  pleased  to  order  that  the  aforesaid  Order  in  Council  and 
Ministerial  Orders  shall  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  rescinded  and  the  following 
substituted  therefor: — 

Notice  of  Quarantine  No.  2  (domestic)  Revised 

The  fact  has  been  determined  by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  and  notice  is 
hereby  given  that  an  injurious  insect,  the  European  Corn  Borer  {Pyrausta 
nuhilalis  Hubner)  new  and  not  heretofore  widely  prevalent  or  distributed  within 
and  throughout  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  exists  in  the  Province  of  Ontario, 
and  that  there  is  danger  of  this  insect  being  spread  into  other  districts  by  reason 
of  the  movement  of  corn  plants  or  portions  of  the  plants  infested  with  the  pest. 

Therefore,  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General  in  Council  is  pleased — 

1.  to  order  that  the  areas  comprised  in  the  following  counties  and  townships 

be  and  they  are  hereby  quarantined — 
Brant  county;  Elgin  county;  the  townships  of  Gosfield  south,  Mersea 
and  Pelee  in  Essex  county;  Haldimand  county;  the  townships  of 
Goderich,  Hay,  Stanley,  Stephen,  Tuckersmith  and  Usborne  in  Huron 
county;  the  townships  of  Camden  (including  the  Gore  of  Camden), 
Harwich,  Howard,  Orford,  Raleigh,  Rumney,  Tilbury  east  and  Zone 
in  Kent  county;  the  townships  of  Brooke,  Euphemia,  and  Warwick  in 
Lambton  county;  the  townships  of  CHnton,  Gainsboro,  Grantham, 
Louth  and  Niagara,  in  Lincoln  county;  Middlesex  county;  Norfolk 
county;  the  township  of  Pickering  in  Ontario  county;  Oxford  county; 
the  townships  of  Blanshard,  Downie,  Easthope  north,  Easthope  south, 
ElUce,  Fullarton,  Kibbert,  Logan  and  Mornington  in  Perth  county; 
Waterloo  county;  Welland  county;  the  township  of  Guelph  in  Welling- 
ton county  and  the  township  of  Ancaster  in  Wentworth  county; 
all  the  aforementioned  areas  being  in  the  Province  of  Ontario; 

2.  To  prohibit  the  removal  of  corn  fodder  or  corn  stalks  including  broom 

corn  whether  used  for  packing  or  other  purposes,  green  sweet  corn, 
roasting  ears,  corn  on  the  cob,  or  corn  cobs,  from  the  said  quarantined 
areas  to  points  outside  those  areas; 
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3.  To  prohibit  further  the  removal  of  the  products  mentioned  under  section 
two  from  the  counties  of  Elgin  and  Middlesex  to  other  points  in  the 
quarantined  areas. 

This  quarantine  shall  not  apply  under  the  following  conditions: 

1.  To  the  articles  enumerated  when  they  shall  have  been  manufactured  or 

processed  in  such  a  manner  as  to  eliminate  all  risk  of  carriage  of  the 
European  Corn  Borer. 

2.  To  clean  shelled  corn  and  cleaned  seed  of  broom  corn. 

3.  To  shipments  of  the  articles  enumerated  transported  through  the  quaran- 

tined areas  on  a  through  bill  of  lading. 

4.  To  shipments  of  the  articles  enumerated  for  experimental  or  scientific 

purposes  by  the  Dominion  Department  of  Agriculture  or  the  Ontario 
Department  of  Agriculture. 

5.  To  shipments  of  dried  seed  corn  on  the  cob  for  exhibition  purposes  and 

consigned  to  the  Secretary  of  a  winter  fair  or  exhibition  duly  recognized 
by  the  Dominion  Department  of  Agriculture  or  the  Ontario  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture.  Such  shipments  shall  be  inspected  at  point  of 
destination  by  an  inspector  duly  appointed  under  the  Destructive 
Insect  and  Pest  Act. 

Any  person  who  contravenes  this  quarantine  will  be  prosecuted  as  provided 
for  in  the  Destructive  Insect  and  Pest  Act. 

This  order  shall  take  effect  forthwith  and  be  in  force  until  further  notice.

REGULATIONS  GOVERNING  IMPORTATION  OF  FOREIGN  HIDES, 

SKINS,  BY-PRODUCTS 

P.C.  260 — February  4,  1922 — His  Excellency  the  Governor  General  in 
Council,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  and  oii  the  advice 
of  the  Veterinary  Director  General,  is  pleased  to  order  and  it  is  hereby  ordered 
as  follows: 

The  Regulations  under  the  Animal  Contagious  Diseases  Act  governing 
the  importation  of  foreign  hides,  skins  and  by-products,  as  estabhshed  by  Order 
in  Council  of  the  9th  August,  1920,  are  hereby  rescinded  and  the  Regulations, 
hereunto  annexed,  are  made  and  estabhshed  in  lieu  thereof. 

REGULATIONS   REGARDING  THE  IMPORTATION   OF  FOREIGN 

HIDES  AND  SKINS 

By  Order  in  Council  dated  August  9,  1920,  as  amended  ....  192.., 
in  virtue  of  ''The  Animal  Contagious  Diseases  Act,"  R.S.C.,  1906. 

The  importation  of  hides  of  cattle  and  buffalo,  calfskins,  sheepskins,  goat- 
skins, deerskins,  glue  stock,  bones,  hoofs  and  horns,  originating  in  the  United 
States  of  America  and  Newfoundland,  is  permitted  without  restriction  into  the 
Dominion  of  Canada.  The  importation  of  hides  of  cattle  and  buffalo,  calfskins, 
sheepskins,  goatskins,  deerskins,  glue  stock,  bones,  hoofs  and  horns,  into  the 
Dominion  of  Canada  from  any  other  country  is  prohibited  except  under  the 
following  conditions: — 

1.  Certified  Hides  and  Skins 

Hides  and  skins  may  be  imported  when  accompanied  by  one  of  the  following 
certificates;  all  certificates  must  indicate  the  number  of  hides,  skins,  or  bales, 
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or  other  packages  in  the  shipment,  with  names  of  consignor  and  consignee, 
and  shipping  marks  for  identification. 

Abattoir  Hides  and  Skins 

(a)  A  certificate  signed  by  an  official  of  the  veterinary,  sanitary  or  agri- 
tural  department  of  country  of  origin,  stating  that  the  hides  or  skins  were  taken 
from  animals  slaughtered  at  abattoirs  under  government  inspection,  and  that 
the  animals  from  which  the  hides  or  skins  were  obtained  were  free  from  disease 
at  time  of  slaughter. 

Hard  Sun-dried  Hides  and  Skins 

(b)  A  certificate  signed  by  an  official  of  the  veterinary,  sanitary  or  agri- 
cultural department  of  country  of  origin,  stating  that  anthrax  is  not  prevalent 
in  the  locality  where  the  hides  or  skins  originated.  The  bales  or  hides  must 
be  distinctly  marked  for  identification,  each  shipment  showing  invoice  number, 
names  and  addresses  of  consignees  and  consignor. 

Other  Certified  Hides  and  Skins 

(c)  A  certificate  signed  by  an  official  of  the  veterinary,  sanitary,  or 
agricultural  department  of  country  of  origin,  stating  that  anthrax  is  not  prevalent, 
and  that  foot  and  mouth  disease,  rinderpest,  or  any  other  epizootic  disease 
does  not  exist  in  the  locality  in  which  the  hides  or  skins  originated. 

(d)  A  certificate  signed  by  an  official  of  the  veterinary,  sanitary,  or 
agricultural  department  of  country  of  origin,  stating  that  the  hides  or  skins 
have  been  disinfected  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  under  official  supervision  with 
an  effective  disinfectant. 

2.  Uncertified  Hides  and  Skins 

Hides  and  skins  which  are  not  accompanied  by  one  of  the  certificates 
outlined  in  section  1,  or,  if  accompanied  by  unsatisfactory  certificates,  shall  be 
disinfected  under  official  regulations,  and  may  be  imported  under  the  following 
conditions: — 

(a)  All  bales,  hides  or  skins  in  such  shipments  shall  be  distinctly  marked 
for  identification.  Invoice  nlimber  of  each  shipment,  also  names  and  addresses 
of  consignor  and  consignee  must  be  available. 

(h)  All  such  shipments  must  leave  the  frontier  port  in  cars  sealed  by 
Customs  or  Department  of  Agriculture  officials  and  must  be  shipped  only  to 
destination  points  where  adequate  and  suitable  disinfection  facilities  exist, 
which  have  been  approved  by  the  Veterinary  Director  General. 

(c)  The  seals  shall  be  broken  at  destination  points  by  the  Customs  or 
Department  of  Agriculture  officials  only. 

(d)  All  such  shipments  shall  be  unloaded  in  conformity  with  the  regulations 
of  the  Health  of  Animals  Branch  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture. 

(e)  Boats  and  cars  conveying  such  shipments,  also  trucks,  vehicles  and  all 
contact  matter  shall  be  disinfected  to  the  satisfaction  of  an  inspector  of  the 
Health  of  Animals  Branch.  Employees  must  wear  gloves  in  handling  uncertified 
hides  or  skins  until  the  hides  or  skins  reach  the  beam  house. 

(/)  The  storage  and  disinfection  of  such  hides  or  skins  shall  be  carried  out 
as  expeditiously  as  practicable. 

(g)  If  the  owner  of  the  hides  or  skins  desires  to  resell  or  reship  hides  or  skins 
from  a  hidehouse  in  which  imported  uncertified  hides  or  skins  have  been  stored, 
he  shall  only  move  the  same  subject  to  permission  of  the  Health  uf  Animals 
Branch. 
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(h)  The  water  and  other  fluids  used  in  the  first  soaking  of  hides  must  not 
be  permitted  to  flow  into  streams  unless  they  have  first  been  sterihzed  by  heat 
or  by  the  addition  of  an  approved  disinfectant. 

3.  Disinfection  of  Hides  and  Skins 

All  uncertified  hides  or  skins  shall  be  disinfected  by  one  of  the  following 
methods,  unless  other  specially  approved  facilities  exist: — 

(a)  By  immersion  for  not  less,  than  24  hours  in  1  to  1,000  bichloride  of 
mercury  solution. 

(6)  By  immersion  for  not  less  than  20  hours  in  a  solution  containing  two 
per  cent  absolute  hydrochloric  acid  (hydrogen  chloride)  and  ten  per  cent  sodium 
chloride. 

(c)  By  immersion  for  not  less  than  40  hours  in  a  solution  containing  one 
per  cent  absolute  hydrochloric  acid  (hydrogen  chloride)  and  ten  per  cent  sodium 
chloride. 

(d)  By  immersion  for  not  less  than  24  hours  in  a  solution  containing  one 
per  cent  formic  acid,  and  mercuric  chloride  in  the  proportion  of  1  part  to  2,500 
parts  of  the  solution.  Hides  or  skins  treated  by  this  process  shall  be  held  for 
two  weeks  following  the  treatment  before  neutralization. 

(e)  By  dehairing  and  pickling  in  a  solution  of  salt  containing  a  definite 
percentage  of  mineral  acid  and  packing  in  barrels  or  casks  while  still  wet  with 
such  solution,-  provided  the  hides  or  skins  are  not  neutralized  within  thirty  days 
after  being  so  packed. 

(/)  By  dehairing  by  the  liming  process  by  immersion  for  not  less  than 
12  hours  in  a  solution  containing  not  less  than  fifteen  pounds  of  lime  to  each 
100  gallons  of  water. 

Uncertified  shipments  of  sheepskins  and  goatskins,  if  not  disinfected  by 
one  of  the  preceding  methods,  may  be  disinfected  by  immersion  for  not  less 
than  twelve  hours  in  a  solution  containing  not  less  than  15  pounds  of  lime  to 
each  100  gallons  of  water. 

4.  Glue  Stock 

Fleshings,  hide  cuttings,  and  parings,  or  glue  stock  may  be  imported  without 
disinfection,  under  the  following  conditions: — 

(a)  If  accompanied  by  a  certificate  signed  by  an  oflftcial  of  the  veterinary, 
sanitary,  or  agricultural  department  of  the  country  of  origin,  showing  the 
non-prevalence  of  anthrax  in  the  locality  of  origin;  or 

(b)  If  shown  upon  entry  to  have  been  disinfected  by  heat;  or 

(c)  If  shown  to  have  been  disinfected  by  acidulation;  or 

(d)  If  shown  to  have  been  disinfected  by  soaking  in  a  milk  of  lime,  or  a 
lime  paste;  or 

(e)  If  shown  to  have  been  dried  by  exposure  to  the  action  of  the  sun  and 
air  for  a  sufficient  time  to  render  each  piece  of  the  hardness  of  a  sun-dried  hide. 

If  the  said  materials  are  not  accompanied  by  the  certificate  described  in 
paragraph  (a),  and  are  not  shown  to  have  been  treated  by  one  of  the  methods 
above  indicated,  they  may  be  imported,  upon  the  condition  that  the  consignee 
or  his  agent  files  a  satisfactory  bond  or  agreement  that  said  materials  and  their 
containers  will  be  handled  or  disinfected  in  a  manner  acceptable  to  the  Veterinary 
Director  General  before  distribution  from  the  factory  or  establishment  to  which 
consigned. 

5.  Disinfection  of  Glue  Stock 

All  fleshings,  hide  cuttings,  and  parings  or  glue  stock,  shall  be  moved  from 
the  frontier  port  to  an  establishment  having  proper  facilities  for  the  sanitary 
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/ontrol  and  disinfection  of  such  materials,  in  cars,  or  approved  containers 
sealed  with  either  Department  of  Agriculture  or  Customs  seal,  and  upon  arrival 
at  the  establishment,  disinfected  before  removal  therefrom  by  one  of  the  following 
methods : — 

(a)  By  heating  in  water  at  a  temperature  of  100°  C.  (212°  F.)  for  not  less 
than  15  minutes  or  by  heating  in  water  at  a  temperature  of  not  less  than  82°  C. 
(180°  F.)  for  not  less  than  four  hours. 

(6)  By  soaking  in  a  milk  of  lime,  or  a  lime  paste,  for  not  less  than  24  hours. 

(c)  By  soaking  in  water  containing  not  less  than  two  per  cent  of  absolute 
hydrochloric  acid  for  not  less  than  20  hours. 

(d)  By  soaking  in  water  containing  not  less  than  one  per  cent  of  absolute 
hydrochloric  acid  for  not  les  than  40  hours. 

6.  Bones,  Hoofs  and  Horns 

Bones,  hoofs  and  horns  which  are  clean,  dry  and  free  from  pieces  of  hide, 
flesh,  or  sinews  may  be  imported  without  disinfection. 

Bones,  hoofs  and  horns  with  pieces  of  hides  or  tendons  attached,  and  also 
horn  piths  may  be  imported  upon  condition  that  the  said  materials  be  forwarded 
to  a  factory  or  other  establishment  in  cars  or  approved  containers  sealed  by  an 
inspector  of  the  Health  of  Animals  Branch  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
or  a  Customs  officer,  and  that  the  consignee  or  his  agent  files  a  satisfactory 
bond  or  agreement  that  such  materials  and  their  containers  will  be  handled  or 
disinfected  in  a  manner  approved  by  the  Veterinary  Director  General. 

7.  Disinfection  of  Bones 

All  hornpiths  and  porous  bones  classed  as  glue  stock  must  be  moved  from 
the  frontier  port  to  an  establishment  having  proper  facilities  for  their  sanitary 
control  and  disinfection,  in  cars  or  approved  containers  sealed  with  either 
Department  of  Agriculture  or  Customs  seals,  and  upon  arrival  at  the  establish- 
ment, disinfected  before  removal  therefrom,  as  provided  for  glue  stock. 

Bones  with  pieces  of  hide  or  tendons  attached  and  all  other  bones  hot 
otherwise  provided  for  shall  be  moved  from  the  frontier  port  to  an  establishment 
having  proper  facilities  for  their  sanitary  control  and  disinfection,  in  cars  or 
approved  containers  sealed  with  either  Department  of  Agriculture  or  Customs 
seals,  and  upon  arrival  at  the  establishment,  disinfected  before  removal  therefrom 
by  one  of  the  following  methods — 

By  heating  in  water  at  a  temperature  of  100°  C.  (212°  F.)  for  not  less  than 
fifteen  minutes;  or 

By  heating  in  water  at  a  temperature  of  not  less  than  82°  C.  (180°  F.)  for 
not  less  than  four  hours. 

8.  Disinfection  of  Hoofs  and  Horns 

Hoofs  and  horns  shall  be  moved  from  the  frontier  port  to  an  establishment 
having  proper  facilities  for  the  sanitary  control  and  disinfection  of  such  materials. 
In  cars  or  approved  containers  sealed  with  either  Department  of  Agriculture  or 
Customs  seals,  and  disinfected  before  removal  from  the  establishment  by 
heating  in  water  at  a  temperature  of  not  less  than  74°  C.  (165°  F.)  for  not  less 
than  15  minutes.  Bones  removed  from  horns  and  hoofs  that  are  required  to  be 
disinfected,  shall  be  handled  as  provided  for  glue  stock. 

9.  Disinfection  of  Containers  of  Glue  Stock,  Bones, 
Hoofs  and  Horns 

Containers  of  glue  stock,  bones,  hoofs,  and  horns  shall  be  handled  ag 
follows: — 

(a)  The  containers  shall  be  burned,  or 
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(6)  The  containers  shall  be  subjected  to  moist  heat  at  a  temperature  not 
less  than  100°  C.  (212°  F.)  for  not  less  than  15  minutes. 

10.  Placarding  Cars  and  Marking  Billing 

(a)  Transportation  companies  shall  securely  affix  to  and  maintain  upon 
both  sides  of  all  cars  carrying  uncertified  or  non-disinfected  imported  hides, 
skins,  and  parts  thereof,  glue  stock,  bones,  hoofs  and  horns,  permitted  entry 
subject  to  disinfection,  durable  placards  not  less  than  5|  by  8  inches  in  size, 
on  which  shall  be  printed  with  permanent  black  ink  and  in  bold-face  letters 
not  less  than  IJ  inches  in  height  the  words  ''Uncertified  Import  Animal  Product." 
These  placards  shall  also  bear  the  words  ''Clean  and  Disinfect  this  Car."  Each 
of  the  way-bills,  conductors'  manifests  memoranda,  and  bills  of  lading  pertaining 
to  such  shipments  shall  have  the  words  "Uncertified  Import  Animal  Product; 
Clean  and  Disinfect  Car,"  plainly  written  or  stamped  upon  its  face.  If  for  any 
reason  the  placards  required  by  this  regulation  have  not  been  affixed  to  the  car, 
or  the  billing  has  not  been  marked  by  the  initial  or  the  connecting  carrier, 
or  the  placards  have  been  removed,  destroyed,  or  rendered  illegible,  the  placards 
shall  be  immediately  affixed  or  replaced  and  the  billing  marked  by  the  initial 
or  connecting  carrier,  the  intention  being  that  the  billing  accompanying  the 
shipment  shall  be  marked  and  the  car  placarded  as  herein  specified  from  the  time 
such  shipments  leave  the  frontier  port  until  they  are  unloaded  at  final  destination 
and  the  cars  are  cleaned  and  disinfected  under  official  supervision. 

(5)  If  it  is  necessary  to  unload  en  route  any  of  the  products  specified  in 
paragraph  (a)  of  section  10,  the  car  from  which  the  transfer  is  made  and  any 
part  of  the  premises  at  the  point  of  transfer  which  may  have  been  contaminated 
shall  be  cleaned  and  disinfected  by  the  transportation  company,  and  the 
transportation  company  shall  immediately  report  the  transaction,  by  telegraph, 
to  the  Veterinary  Director  General,  Ottawa.  Such  report  shall  include  the 
information  indicated  as  follows: — 

(1)  Nature  of  emergency;  (2)  place  where  product  was  unloaded;  (3) 
original  points  of  shipment  and  destination;  (4)  number  and  initials  of  the 
original  car;  also  number  and  initials  of  the  car  into  which  the  product  is 
reloaded  in  case  original  car  is  not  used. 

(c)  Cars  required  by  these  regulations  to  be  cleaned  and  disinfected  shall 
be  treated  under  the  supervision  of  an  inspector  of  the  Health  of  Animals 
Branch,  Department  of  Agriculture,  by  the  final  carrier  at  destination  as  soon 
as  possible  after  unloading  and  before  the  same  are  moved  from  such  final 
destination  for  any  purpose  except  as  otherwise  hereinafter  provided. 

When  the  products  are  destined  to  points  at  which  an  inspector  of  Health 
of  Animals  Branch,  Department  of  Agriculture,  and  proper  facilities  are 
maintained,  the  cars  shall  be  cleaned  and  disinfected  at  such  points  under  super- 
vision of  such  inspector. 

When  the  products  are  destined  to  points  at  which  an  inspector  or  other 
duly  authorized  representative  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  is  not  main- 
tained, the  transportation  company  shall  seal,  bill,  and  forward  the  infectious 
cars  to  a  point  to  be  agreed  upon  between  the  transportation  company  and  the 
Veterinary  Director  General  and  at  which  an  inspector  is  maintained.  The 
transportation  company  shall  there  clean  and  disinfect  the  said  cars  under  the 
supervision  of  a  veterinary  inspector  of  the  Health  of  Animals  Branch,  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture. 

When  the  products  are  destined  to  points  at  which  an  inspector  of  the 
Health  of  Animals  Branch,  Department  of  Agriculture,  is  maintained,  but  at 
which  proper  facilities  cannot  be  provided,  the  transportation  company,  may, 
upon  permission  first  secured  from  the  Veterinary  Director  General,  seal,  bill, 
and  forward  the  cars  to  a  point  at  which  an  inspector  of  the  Department  of 
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Agriculture  is  maintained,  and  proper  facilities  pravided,  and  there  clean  and 
disinfect  the  said  cars  under  the  supervision  of  an  inspector  of  the  Health  of 
Animals  Branch,  Department  of  Agriculture. 

These  regulations  shall  be  in  effect  on  and  after  the  first  day  of  May,  1922.

REGULATIONS  GOVERNING  IMPORTATION  OF  FOREIGN  WOOL 

AND  HAIR 

P.C.  261 — February  4,  1922 — His  Excellency  the  Governor  General  in 
Council^  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  and  with  the 
advice  of  the  Veterinary  Director  General,  is  pleased  to  order  and  it  is  hereby 
ordered  as  follows: — 

The  Regulations  under  The  Animal  Contagious  Diseases  Act  governing  the 
importation  of  foreign  wool  and  hair,  as  established  by  Order  in  Council  of  the 
12th  August,  1920,  and  amended  by  Order  in  Council  of  the  21st  Frebruary^ 
1921,  are  hereby  rescinded  and  the  regulations,  hereunto  annexed,  are  made  and 
established  in  lieu  thereof. 


REGULATIONS   REGARDING   THE   IMPORTATION   OF  FOREIGN 

WOOL  AND  HAIR 

By  Order  in  Council  dated  August  12,  1920,  as  amended  February  21,  1921, 

and  192.  .,  in  virtue  of  the  "The  Animal  Contagious 

Diseases  Act,  R.S.C.,  1906." 

Wool  and  hair  imported  into  Canada  must  be  accompanied  by  a  certified 
invoice,  or  other  declaration,  signed  by  the  exporter,  designating  the  bales  pr 
packages  by  their  markings,  and  indicating  the  consignor  and  consignee,  and  for 
the  purposes  of  these  regulations  all  wool  and  hair  shall  be  divided  into  four 
classes  as  follows: — 

A.  Raw  wool  and  hair  clipped  from  healthy  live  animals. 

B.  Scoured  wool  and  hair. 

C.  Picked  or  pulled  wool  and  hair. 

D.  All  wool  or  hair  not  otherwise  provided  for. 

1.  Domestic  wool  or  hair  produced  in  the  United  States,  and  wool  or  hair 
of  classes  A,  B,  C,  or  D,  which  have  been  imported  into  the  United  States  of 
America  under  the  conditions  imposed  by  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  may 
be  imported  into  Canada  without  certification  or  disinfection. 

2.  Wool  or  hair  of  class  ''A''  may  be  imported  into  Canada  without  disin- 
fection from  all  countries  when  accompanied  by  certificate  "A,"  stating  that  it 
has  been  cfipped  frona  live  healthy  animals,  and  has  not  been  in  contact  with 
any  other  class  of  wool  likely  to  convey  infectious  disease,  except  as  provided  in 
section  1. 

3.  Wool  or  hair  of  class  ''B"  may  be  imported  into  Canada  without  disin- 
fection from  all  countries  when  accompanied  by  an  exporter's  sworn  declaration 
(Certificate  B)  that  the  wool  has  been  subjected  to  a  thorough  process  of  scourng 
and  drying,  except  as  provided  in  section  1. 

4.  (a)  Wool  or  hair  of  class  '^C"  may  be  imported  into  Canada  without 
disinfection  when  accompanied  by  an  affidavit  (Certificate  C)  of  the  exporter 
stating  that  such  wool  or  hair  came  from  animals  free  from  anthrax,  or  other 
infectious  diseases,  and  did  not  originate  in  any  of  the  following  countries: 
Turkey,  Bulgaria,  Roumania,  Czecho-Slovakia,  Austria,  Hungary,  Slovene 
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State,  Albania,  Greece,  Russia,  Poland,  Lithuania,  Courland,  Livonia,  Esthonia, 
British  India,  Morocco,  Egypt,  Siberia,  and  Germany,  except  as  provided  in 
section  1. 

(b)  Wool  or  hair  of  class  ^'C"  may  be  imported  into  Canada  without  disin- 
fection from  the  countries  mentioned  in  paragraph  (a)  of  section  4  when  accom- 
panied by  a  certificate  (Certificate  D)  signed  by  an  official  of  the  veterinary, 
sanitary,  or  agricultural  department  of  country  of  origin,  stating  that  no  anthrax 
or  other  infectious  disease  of  animals  has  existed  during  the  preceding  three 
months  in  the  district  from  which  the  said  wool  or  hair  has  been  exported,  except 
as  provided  in  section  1. 

(c)  Wool  or  hair  of  Class  ''C"  when  accompanied  by  the  affidavit  required 
in  paragraphs  (a)  and  (6),  of  section  4,  must  be  disinfected  as  required  by  regu- 
lations in  section  7,  except  as  provided  for  in  section  1. 

5.  All  wool  and  hair  of  Class  ''D"  must  be  disinfected  as  required  by  regu- 
lations in  section  7,  except  as  provided  for  in  section  1. 

6.  A  certificate  of  disinfection,  signed  by  a  responsible  official  of  the  British 
Government  Wool  Disinfection  Station  at  Liverpool  will  be  accepted  with  ship- 
ments of  wool  and  hair  from  Great  Britain  and  Ireland. 

7.  Wool  and  hair  subject  to  disinfection  in  these  regulations  must  be  disin- 
fected under  the  supervision  of  an  inspector  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
and  importations  of  such  wool  and  hair  will  not  be  permitted  to  go  forward  from 
the  frontier  port  until  the  consignee  satisfies  the  department  that  he  has  or  can 
provide  the  necessary  facilities  for  disinfecting.  The  disinfection  of  wool  and 
hair  when  required  by  these  regulations  shall  consist  of  exposure  to  a  temperature 
of  not  less  than  185  degrees  F.  for  at  least  fifteen  minutes,  or  in  such  manner  as 
may  be  directed  by  the  Veterinary  Director  General. 

8.  The  Veterinary  Director  General  may  at  his  discretion  add  to  or  take 
from  the  list  of  countries  mentioned  in  section  4  should  conditions  arise  that 
warrant  alterations. 

9.  Noils,  tops,  carbolized  wool,  wool  waste  and  bristles  do  not  come  under 
these  regulations,  and  may  be  imported  without  restrictions. 

Placarding  Cars  and  Marking  Billing 

10.  (a)  Transportation  companies  shall  securely  affix  to  and  maintain  upon 
both  sides  of  all  cars  carrying  uncertified  or  non-disinfected  imported  wool  and 
hair,  permitted  entry  stibject  to  disinfection,  durable  placards  not  less  than  5-1 
by  8  inches  in  size,  on  which  shall  be  printed  with  permanent  black  ink  and  in 
bold-faced  letters  not  less  than  IJ  inches  in  height  the  words  ' 'Uncertified 
Import  Animal  Product."  These  placards  shall  also  bear  the  words  ''Clean  and 
Disinfect  this  Car."  Each  of  the  way-bills,  conductors'  manifests,  memoranda, 
and  bills  of  lading  pertaining  to  such  shipments  shall  have  the  words  "Uncertified 
Import  Animal  Product:  Clean  and  Disinfect  Car,"  plainly  written  or  stamped 
upon  its  face.  If  for  any  reason  the  placards  required  by  this  regulation  have 
not  been  affixed  to  the  car,  or  the  billing  has  not  been  marked  by  the  initial  or 
the  connecting  carrier,  or  the  placards  have  been  removed,  destroyed,  or  rendered 
illegible,  the  placards  shall  be  immediately  affixed  or  replaced  and  the  billing 
marked  by  the  initial  or  connecting  carrier,  the  intention  being  that  the  billing 
accompanying  the  shipment  shall  be  marked  and  the  car  placarded  as  herein 
specified  from  the  time  such  shipments  leave  the  frontier  port  until  they  are 
unloaded  at  final  destination  and  the  cars  are  cleaned  and  disinfected  under 
official  supervision. 

(6)  If  it  is  necessary  to  unload  en  route  any  of  the  products  specified  in 
paragraph  (a)  of  section  10,  the  car  from  which  the  transfer  is  made  and  any  part 
of  the  premises  at  the  point  of  transfer  which  may  have  been  contaminated  shall 
be  cleaned  and  disinfected  by  the  transportation  company,  and  the  transporta- 
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tion  company  shall  immediately  report  the  transaction,  by  telegraph,  to  the 
Veterinary  Director  General,  Ottawa.  Such  report  shall  include  the  information 
indicated  as  follows: — 

(1)  Nature  of  emergency;  (2)  place  where  product  was  unloaded;  (3) 
original  points  ©f  shipment  and  destination;  (4)  number  and  initials  of  the  orig- 
inal car;  also  number  and  initials  of  the  car  into  which  the  product  is  reloaded 
in  case  original  car  is  not  used. 

(c)  Cars  required  by  these  regulations  to  be  cleaned  and  disinfected  shall 
be  treated  under  the  supervision  of  an  inspector  of  the  Health  of  Animals  Branch, 
Department  of  Agriculture,  by  the  final  carrier  at  destination  as  soon  as  possible 
after  unloading,  and  before  the  same  are  moved  from  such  final  destination  for 
any  purpose  except  as  otherwise  hereinafter  provided. 

When  the  products  are  destined  to  points  at  which  an  inspector  of  Health 
of  Animals  Branch,  Department  of  Agriculture,  and  proper  facihties  are  main- 
tained, the  cars  shall  be  cleaned  and  disinfected  at  such  points  under  supervision 
of  such  inspector. 

When  the  products  are  destined  to  points  at  which  an  inspector  or  other 
duly  authorized  representative  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  is  not  main- 
tained, the  transportation  company  shall  seal,  bill,  and  forward  the  infectious 
cars  to  a  point  to  be  agreed  upon  between  the  transportation  company  and  the 
Veterinary  Director  General  and  at  which  an  inspector  is  maintained.  The 
transportation  company  shall  there  clean  and  disinfect  the  said  cars  under  the 
supervision  of  a  veterinary  inspector  of  the  Health  of  Animals  Branch,  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture. 

When  the  products  are  destined  to  points  at  which  an  inspector  of  the 
Health  of  Animals  Branch,  Department  of  Agriculture,  is  maintained,  but  at 
which  proper  facihties  cannot  be  provided,  the  transportation  company  may, 
upon  permission  first  secured  from  the  Veterinary  Director  General,  seal,  bill 
and  forward  the  cars  to  a  point  at  which  an  inspector  of  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  is  maintained,  and  proper  facilities  provided,  and  there  clean  and 
disinfect  the  said  cars  under  the  supervision  of  an  inspector  of  the  Health  pf 
Animals  Branch,  Department  cf  Agriculture.

P.C.  351 — February  13,  1922 — Whereas  there  are  no  estabhshments  for  the 
preparation  of  meat  and  meat  food  products  inspected  under  The  Meat  and 
Canned  Foods  Act  in  some  districts  of  Provinces  of  Nova  Scotia,  New  Bruns- 
wick and  Prince  Edward  Island; 

And  whereas  there  is  an  extreme  shortage  of  feed  in  those  Provinces,  which 
necessitates  the  slaughter  of  a  few  hundred  cattle,  which  cannot  be  considered 
as  prime  or  first  quality,  but  which  could  find  a  ready  market  in  the  Islands  of 
Newfoundland  and  St.  Pierre; 
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And  whereas  it  is  considered  advisable  and  in  the  public  interest  that  the 
export  of  these  carcasses  from  the  three  Provinces  in  question  to  Newfoundland 
and  St.  Pierre  be  permitted,  without  inspection,  for  two  months,  at  the  end  of 
which  time  the  shipment  of  dressed  meats  will  automatically  cease; 

Therefore,  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General  in  Council,  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  is  pleased  to  order  that  section  40  of 
the  regulations  under  The  Meat  and  Canned  Foods  Act  which  reads  as  follows: 
''The  provisions  of  these  regulations  with  regard  to  export  shall  not 
appl}^  to  the  shipment  of  carcasses,  portions,  or  products  from  any  one  of 
the  three  provinces  of  Nova  Scotia,  New  Brunswick  and  Prince  Edward 
Island  to  any  other  of  the  said  three  provinces" — shall  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  amended  by  the  addition  of  the  following  words  ''or  Newfoundland 
and  St.  Pierre  until  April  fifteenth,  1922,"  so  that  the  amended  section  will 
read : — 

"The  provisions  of  these  regulations  with  regard  to  export  shall  not 
apply  to  the  shipment  of  carcasses,  portions,  or  products  from  any  one  of 
the  three  provinces  of  Nova  Scotia,  New  Brunswick  and  Prince  Edward 
Island  to  any  other  of  the  said  three  provinces  or  Newfoundland  and  St. 
Pierre  until  April  fifteenth,  1922."

THROWING  DANGEROUS  SUBSTANCES  INTO  HALIFAX  HARBOUR. 

P.C  2124 — June  1921 — Whereas  it  has  been  represented  to  the  Minister 
of  Marine  and  Fisheries  by  the  Harbour  Master  and  the  Board  of  Trade  of 
Halifax,  N.S.,  that  the  Rules  and  Regulations  for  the  government  of  the  port 
of  Halifax  should  be  amended  to  provide  a  penalty  of  $1,000  for  a  violation  of 
the  regulation  prohibiting  the  throwing  of  oil,  tar  or  other  dangerous  substances 
into  the  waters  of  Halifax  Harbour; 

And  whereas  section  855  of  The  Canada  Shipping  Act  was  amended  by 
chapter  19,  11-12  George  V,  to  permit  a  penalty  not  exceeding  in  any  one  case 
$1,000  for  violation  of  the  Harbour  Regulations,  being  imposed; 

Therefore  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General  in  Council,  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries,  is  pleased  to  order  and  it  is 
hereby  ordered  as  follows: 

The  Order  in  Council  of  the  15th  June,  1920,  (P.C.  1291)  makijig  Regulation 
XXVI,  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  for  the  government  of  the  port  of  Halifax, 
is  hereby  rescinded,  and  the  Rules  and  Regulations  for  the  government  of  the 
port  of  Halifax,  N.S.,  approved  by  Order  in  Council  of  the  14th  October,  1896, 
are  hereby  amended  by  adding  thereto  the  following  as  Regulation  XXVI. 

"No  oil,  tar  or  other  like  substance  or  any  inflammable  or  otherwise 
dangerous  substance  shall  be  thrown  or  discharged  or  drained  or  allowed 
to  fall,  flow,  or  leak  into  the  waters  of  Halifax  Harbour,  and  any  person 
violating  the  provisions  of  this  regulation  or  any  person  in  charge  of  or 
owning  any  ship,  vessel,  manufactory,  works,  house  or  other  premises 
violating  the  provisions  of  this  regulation  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not 
exceeding  in  any  one  case  of  one  thousand  dollars,  and  if  any  such  violation 
continues  for  more  than  twenty-four  hours  every  additional  twenty-four 
hours  during  which  it  continues  shall  be  deemed  a  separate  and  additional 
violation  of  this  regulation."

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GRADES  FOR  PICKLED  HERRING 

P.C.  1249 — April  12,  1921 — Whereas  section  31  of  the  Regulations  made 
by  Order  in  Council  of  the  18th  of  August,  1920,  under  authority  of  The  Fish 
Inspection  Act,  4-5  George  V,  chapter  45,  as  amended  by  10-11  George  V, 
chapter  48,  defines  the  size  of  large  or  No.  1  herring  as  not  less  than  eleven 
inches,  and  that  of  medium  or  No.  2  herring  as  not  less  than  nine  inches  and  not 
more  than  ten  inches,  and  consequently,  all  herring  with  a  length  falling  between 
the  minimum  for  No.  1  and  the  maximum  for  No.  2  are  left  unclassified; 

And  whereas  the  Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries  reports  that  the  respon- 
sible officers  of  the  Department  of  Marine  and  Fisheries  who  deal  with  the  admin- 
istration of  the  Fisheries  recommend  that  this  regulation  be  amended  so  as  to 
include  in  No.  2  herring  those  measuring  from  nine  inches  up  to  eleven  inches 
in  length;  in  which  recommendation  the  Minister  concurs, — 

Therefore  His  Excellency  the  Deputy  Governor  General  in  Council,  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries,  and  under  the 
authority  of  section  6  of  the  above  mentioned  Act,  is  pleased  to  order  and  it 
is  hereby  ordered  as  follows: — 

Section  31  of  the  aforementioned  regulations  is  hereby  rescinded,  and  the 
following  substituted  in  lieu  thereof : — 

'^31.  The  grades  for  pickled  herring  shall  be  large  or  No.  1,  consisting 
of  sound  fish  of  good  quality  and  measuring  not  less  than  eleven  inches 
from  the  extremity  of  the  head  to  where  the  flesh  and  tail  fin  meet.  Medium 
or  No.  2  consisting  of  sound  fish  of  good  quality  and  measuring  not  less  than 
nine  inches  and  not  more  than  eleven  inches  from  the  extremity  of  the  head 
to  where  the  flesh  and  tail  fin  meet.  Small  or  No.  3,  consisting  of  sound 
fish  of  good  quality  and  mxcasuring  not  less  than  seven  inches  and  not  more 
than  nine  inches,  from  the  extremity  of  the  head  to  where  the  flesh  and  tail 
fin  meet."

FRESH  CLEAN  SALT  TO  BE  USED  FOR  CURING  AND  PACKING 

FISH 

P.C.  671— March  27,  i^-^^— Whereas  the  Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries 
reports  that  on  certain  parts  of  the  coast  those  who  cure  and  pack  herring  for 
sale  are  in  the  habit  of  using  salt  that  has  been  already  used  for  curing  cod  on 
vessels  engaged  in  the  bank  fishery; 

And  whereas  this  practice  results  in  the  production  of  badly  cured  fish  and 
many  complaints  have  been  made  against  it  by  traders  in  the  cured  product; 

Therefore,  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General  in  Council,  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries  and  under  the  authority  of 
section  6  of  the  Fish  Inspection  Act,  chapter  48,  is  pleased  to  order  that  the 
following  to  be  known  as  section  50A  shall  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  added  to 
the  Regulations: 

''All  fish  to  which  the  Fish  Inspection  Act  applies  shall  be  cured  and 
packed  with  fresh  clean  salt.  Salt  that  has  been  already  used  in  curing 
fish  of  any  kind  shall  not  be  used  again  in  the  curing  and  packing  of  such 
fish  as  are  subject  to  inspection  under  the  said  Act."

Subsections  3  and  4  of  the  lobster  fishery  regulations,  adopted  by  Order  in 
Council  of  September  30th,  1918,  are  hereby  rescinded  and  the  following  are 
hereby  substituted  in  heu  thereof: 

3.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill  or  sell  lobsters  from  the  30th  day 
of  June  in  each  year,  to  the  14th  of  January  following,  both  days  inclusive, 
on  and  along  that  portion  of  the  coast,  or  waters  thereof,  of  the  provinces 
of  New  Brunswick  and  Nova  Scotia,  embraced  and  included  within  the 
County  of  Albert,  New  Brunswick,  and  that  portion  of  Cumberland  county, 
bordering  on  Bay  of  Fundy  and  tributary  waters,  as  well  as  the  Counties 
of  Kings  and  Annapolis,  including  Digby  Gut  and  Annapolis  Basin,  and 
the  Bay  of  Fundy  side  of  Digby  County,  including  the  Bay  of  Fundy  side 
of  Long  and  Briar  Islands,  Nova  Scotia,  nor  shall  any  one  within  the  above 
described  limits  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  at  any  time,  any  lobster  or  lobsters 
under  nine  inches  in  length,  measuring  from  head  to  tail,  exclusive  of  claws 
or  feelers.* 

4.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill  or  sell  lobsters,  from  the  1st  day  of 
June  in  each  year  to  the  last  day  of  February  following,  both  days  inclusive, 
on  and  along  that  portion  of  the  coast,  or  the  waters  thereof,  of  the  Province 
of  Nova  Scotia,  embraced  and  included  within  the  St.  Mary's  Bay  side  of 
the  County  of  Digby,  and  embraced  and  included  within  the  Counties  of 
Yarmouth,  Shelburne,  Queens,  Lunenburg  and  that  portion  of  the  County 
of  Halifax  west  of  a  line  running  S.E.E.  astronomic,  from  St.  George's 
Island,  Halifax  Harbour,  coinciding  with  the  Fairway  Buoys  in  the  entrance 
of  the  said  Harbour.*

FROZEN  LOBSTER  MEAT 

P.C.  2718— August  1,  1921— WheresiS  section  14  of  the  Lobster  Fishery 
Regulations  established  by  Order  in  Council  of  the  30th  September,  1918,  as 
amended  by  Orders  in  Council  of  the  1st  April,  1920,  and  the  11th  June,  1921, 
prohibits  offering  for  sale,  selling,  bartering,  supplying  or  purchasing  any  frag- 
ments of  lobsters,  lobsters  purposely  mutilated  or  broken  up,  or  any  broken 
lobster  meat,  as  well  as  the  boiling  or  partial  boiling  of  lobsters  elsewhere  than 
in  the  canneries  licensed  for  that  purpose; 

And  whereas  the  Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries  reports  that  recent 
possibilities  have  developed  for  disposing  of  lobster  meat  in  a  frozen  condition, 
and  also  shipped  on  ice,  and  the  responsible  officers  of  the  Fisheries  Branch  of 
the  Department  of  Marine  and  Fisheries  are  of  the  opinion  that  such  trade 
would  be  in  the  interest  of  the  industry  and  should  be  permitted. 

Therefore  His  Excellency  the  Administrator  in  Council,  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Acting  Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries,  and  under  the  author- 
ity of  section  45  of  the  Fisheries  Act,  Chapter  8  of  the  Statutes  of  1914,  is  pleased 
to  order  that  Section  14  of  the  Lobster  Fishery  Regulations,  adopted  by  Order 
in  Council  of  30th  September,  1918,  as  amended,  shall  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
further  amended  as  follows,  viz.: 


(Possession  in  close  season  without  lawful  excuse,  prohibited. 


See  Fisheries  Act,  Section  29.) 
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14.  No  one  shall  offer  for  sale,  sell,  barter,  supply  or  purchase  any 
fragments  of  lobsters,  lobsters  purposely  mutilated  or  broken  up,  or  any 
broken  lobster  meat,  and  all  fragments  of  lobsters,  lobsters  purposely 
mutilated  or  broken  up,  or  broken  lobster  meat,  so  offered  for  sale,  sold, 
bartered,  supplied  or  purchased,  shall  be  liable  to  seizure  or  confiscation, 
provided  that  fresh  lobster  meat  that  is  frozen  or  is  packed  in  ice,  and  is 
intended  for  use  in  an  uncanned  condition  may  be  sold,  supplied  or  pur- 
chased; nor  for  canning  purposes  shall  any  lobster  or  lobsters  be  boiled  or 
partially  boiled  or  partially  prepared  elsewhere  than  in  the  cannery  licensed 
for  that  purpose.

head  of  Lake  Champlain,  shall  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  rescinded.

LOBSTER  SEASON  IN  NOVA  SCOTIA 

P.C.  583— March  17,  i^^^— Whereas  the  Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries 
reports  that  the  lobster  fishery  regulations  provide  a  fishing  season  for  the  district 
extending  from  St.  Marys  Bay,  Digby  County,  inclusive,  to  a  line  in  Halifax 
Harbour,  running  south  southeast,  astronomic,  from  St.  George's  Island  and 
coinciding  with  the  Fairway  Buoys  in  the  entrance  to  the  harbour  from  the 
first  of  March  to  the  end  of  May,  in  each  year;  and  on  the  portion  of  the  coast 
westward  from  Halifax  Harbour  to  Red  Point  in  Cape  Breton  from  the  twentieth 
of  April  to  the  twentieth  of  June  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive; 

And  whereas  as  the  conditions  from  Cole  Harbour  to  Halifax  Harbour  are 
more  similar  to  those  westward  of  Halifax  Harbour  than  those  eastward  thereof, 
when  the  extension  of  the  lobster  fishing  season  was  authorized  last  fall  in 
western  Nova  Scotia,  it  was  made  applicable  as  far  east  as  Cole  Harbour  inclusive, 
and  it  now  transpires  that  the  fishermen  on  that  portion  of  the  coast  understood 
the  change  in  the  district  to  be  a  permanent  one  and  have  made  their  arrange- 
ments accordingly; 

And  whereas  in  the  circumstances  the  responsible  officers  of  the  Department 
of  Marine  and  Fisheries  who  deal  with  the  administration  of  the  fisheries,  have 
recommended  that  the  lobster  fishing  district  extending  from  St.  Mary's  Bay 
inclusive  to  Halifax  Harbour  be  changed  so  as  to  end  at  Cole  Harbour  inclusive, 
instead  of  at  the  aforesaid  line  in  Halifax  Harbour; 
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Therefore  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General  in  Council,  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries,  and  under  the  provisions  of 
Section  45  of  the  Fisheries  Act,  Chapter  8  of  the  Statutes  of  1914,  is  pleased  to 
order  and  it  is  hereby  ordered  that  sections  4  and  5  of  the  lobster  fishery  regula- 
tions, the  former  of  which  sections  was  established  by  Order  in  Council  of  June 
nth,  1921,  and  the  latter  by  Order  in  Council  of  September  30th,  1918,  be 
rescinded  and  that  the  following  be  substituted  in  Ueu  thereof: — 

4.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill  or  sell  lobsters  from  the  first  day  of 
June,  in  each  year  to  the  last  day  of  February  follov/ing,  both  days  inclusive, 
on  and  along  that  portion  of  the  coast,  or  the  waters  thereof,  of  the  Pro- 
vince of  Nova  Scotia,  embraced  and  included  within  the  St.  Marys  Bay  side 
of  the  county  of  Digby,  and  embraced  and  included  within  the  counties  of 
Yarmouth,  Shelburne,  Queens,  Lunenburg  and  that  portion  of  the  county  of 
Halifax  west  of  Cole  Harbour  inclusive. 

5.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill  or  sell  lobsters  from  the  twenty-first 
day  of  June  in  each  year,  to  the  nineteenth  day  of  April  following,  both  days 
inclusive,  on  and  along  that  portion  of  the  coast,  or  the  waters  thereof  of 
the  Province  of  Nova  Scotia,  from  but  not  including  Cole  Harbour,  Halifax 
county,  as  far  as  Red  Point,  between  Martin  Point  and  Point  Michaud,  in 
the  Island  of  Cape  Breton,  and  including  Chedabucto  Bay  and  St.  Peter's 
Bay,  and  the  coasts  and  waters  of  all  the  islands  lying  in,  and  adjacent  to 
these  bays,  and  including  the  coasts  and  waters  of  the  Gut  of  Canso,  as  far 
as  a  straight  line  passing  from  Flat  Point,  in  Inverness  County,  to  tlhe  fight- 
house  opposite,  in  Antigonish  County.

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Therefore  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General  in  Council,  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries  and  under  the  provisions  of 
Section  45  o^f  the  Fisheries  Act,  Chapter  8  of  the  Statutes  of  1914,  is  pleased  to 
order  and  doth  hereby  order  that  for  the  present  yea?  only  the  lobster  fishing 
season  on  the  portion  of  the  coast  and  waters  thereof  of  Cape  Breton  Island 
from  Red  Point,  Richmond  County  to  Cape  St.  Lawrence,  Inverness  County, 
including  St.  Paul's  Island,  shall  be  from  the  1st  day  of  May  to  the  30th  day  of 
June,  both  days  inclusive,  instead  of  from  the  16th  day  of  May  to  the  15th 
day  of  July,  both  days  inclusive;  but  that  after  the  present  year  the  season  shall 
be  from  the  16th  day  of  May  to  the  15th  day  of  July,  both  days  inclusive.

SPECIAL  FISHERY  REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  PROVINCE  OF 

QUEBEC 

P.C.  3981— October  22,  1921— "Mimster''  shall  mean  the  Minister  of  Marine 
and  Fisheries. 

''Angling"  shall  mean  the  taking  of  fish  with  hook  and  line  held  in  the  hand, 
or  hook  and  line  and  rod,  the  latter  held  in  the  hand,  but  shall  not  include  set 
lines  or  lines  tied  to  a  boat. 

"One  day"  shall  mean  from  sunrise  to  sunset. 

"Non-resident"  shall  mean  any  person  domiciled  in  the  Province  of  Quebec 
for  a  period  of  less  than  six  months. 

"Gill-net"  shall  mean  a  net  that  catches  fish  by  enmeshing  them.  It  may 
be  staked,  anchored  or  floating. 

"Trap-net"  or  "pound-net"  shall  mean  an  apparatus  that  catches  fish 
without  enmeshing  them.  It  consists  of  a  leader  and  an  enclosure  with  a  bottom, 
into  which  enclosure  the  fish  are  guided  by  the  leader.  It  may  be  either  staked 
or  floating. 
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"Weir"  differs  from  a  •'pound-net"  or  ''trap-net"  in  that  it  has  no  bottom. 

"Hoop-net"  is  also  an  apparatus  that  catches  fish  without  enmeshing  them. 
It  is  constructed  on  hoops  and  terminates  in  a  tapering  bag  in  which  the  fish  are 
held.    It  may  or  may  not  have  wings  or  leaders. 

"Bag-net"  is  an  apparatus  that  catches  fish  without  enmeshing  them. 
It  consists  of  wings  or  leaders  terminating  in  a  bag  into  which  the  fish  are  led. 
It  is  attached  to  stakes  and  floats  with  the  tide  or  current. 

"Eel-trap"  is  a  submerged  apparatus  for  catching  eels  without  enmeshing 
them.  It  has  a  top  as  well  as  a  bottom  and  may  or  may  not  have  wings  or 
leaders. 

"Drag-seine"  is  a  net  weighted  at  the  bottom  and  floated  at  the  top  cast 
from  a  boat  so  as  to  enclose  a  space  of  water  between  it  and  the  shore,  and  then 
drawn  ashore. 

"Night-line"  is  a  line  to  which  hooks  are  attached  at  intervals,  but  does  not 
include  "trawls"  or  "bultows"  used  by  sea  fishermen. 

"Fishery  Officer"  shall  mean  such  officer  having  authority  from  the  Depart- 
ment of  Marine  and  Fisheries. 

"Close  Season"  shall  mean  a  specified  period  in  which  fish  may  not  legally 
be  taken. 

Sec.  1 — Angling 

In  angling  no  one  shall  use  more  than  one  fishing  line,  and  such  fishing  line 
shall  not  be  provided  with  more  than  three  hooks. 

Sec.  2 — Anglers'  Permits 

1.  Non-residents  shall  not  angle  for  or  take  any  fish  in  navigable  waters 
that  are  accessible  by  way  of  navigation  from  the  sea  without  first  having 
obtained  an  angler's  permit  from  the  Minister. 

2.  One  angler's  permit  only  shall  be  issued  to  each  applicant.  Such  permit 
shall  not  be  transferable  and  can  be  legally  used  only  by  the  person  whose  name 
appears  thereon.  Each  holder  of  an  angler's  permit  shall  be  required  to  pro- 
duce and  exhibit  his  permit  when  called  upon  to  do  so  by  any  Fishery  Officer. 

3.  Residents  shall  not  be  required  to  procure  a  permit  to  engage  in  angling 
in  navigable  waters  that  are  accessible  by  way  of  navigation  from  the  sea,  except 
for  salmon. 

4.  No  one  shall  angle  for  salmon  in  navigable  vx^aters  that  are  accessible  by 
way  of  navigation  from  the  sea  except  under  permit  from  the  Minister. 

(a)  The  fee  on  a  salmon  angling  permit  for  a  resident  shall  be  ten  dollars. 

(b)  The  fee  on  a  salmon  angling  permit  for  a  non-resident  shall  be  twenty- 
five  dollars. 

Sec.  3 — Bass 

1.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  bass  from  the  first  April  to  the 
15th  June,  both  days  inclusive,  in  each  year.  (Possession  in  close  season,  without 
lawful  excuse,  prohibited.    See  Fisheries  Act,  section  29). 

2.  No  one  shall  fish  for  or  take  black  bass  otherwise  than  by  angling,  and 
any  such  fish  as  may  be  accidentally  taken  shall  be  liberated  alive  by  the 
person  catching  it. 

3.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  in  any  of  the  waters  of  the  Province 
in  one  day  by  angling,  or  shall  carry  away,  a  greater  number  than  ten  black  bass 
(achigan)  or  crapet. 
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4.  The  sale  or  export  of  black  bass  (achigan),  no  matter  where  procured, 
is  prohibited,  provided  that  any  non-resident  fishing  under  a  proper  permit 
may,  on  leaving  the  Province,  take  away  the  lawful  catch  of  two  days'  fishing, 
such  catch  to  be  accompanied  by  the  coupon  furnished  with  and  detached  from 
his  permit. 

Sec.    4 — Clams — Soft-Shell,    Long-Neck   or  Squirt-Clams 

The  export  of  soft-shell,  long-neck  or  squirt-clams  (Mya  Arenaria)  in  a  raw 
state  taken  in  the  Province  of  Quebec,  New  Brunswick,  Nova  Scotia,  or  Prince 
Edward  Island  from  the  1st  day  of  May  to  the  30th  day  of  June  in  each  year, 
both  days  inclusive,  is  prohibited. 

Sec.  5 — Cod-Fishing  in  the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence 

1.  A  Hcense  shall  not  be  required  for  a  cod  trap-net  that  is  set  at  a  distance 
of  not  less  than  one  thousand  yards  from  shore  or  one  thousand  yards  seaward 
from  any  similar  net  set  from  the  shore. 

2.  A  cod  trap-net  shall  not  be  set  near  the  mouth  of  any  river  frequented 
by  salmon,  nor  in  such  a  manner  or  at  such  a  place  as  will  obstruct  or  interfere 
with  the  passage  of  salmon. 

3.  All  cod  trap-nets  shall  be  placed  at  distances  of  not  less  than  two  hundred 
and  fifty  yards  apart,  and  no  fishing  apparatus  of  any  kind  shall  be  set,  or  used 
in  or  about  any  part  of  the  water  between  cod  trap-nets;  provided  always  that  a 
Fishery  Officer  may  direct,  either  in  writing  or  orally  that  any  greater  space 
than  two  hundred  and  fifty  yards  shall  be  left  between  cod  trap-nets,  and  any 
cod  trap-net  or  other  fishing  apparatus  which  the  owner  or  person  using  the 
same  neglects  or  refuses  to  remove  in  accordance  with  such  direction,  shall  be 
illegal  and  liable  to  forfeiture  together  with  the  fish  caught  therein,  and  the 
owner  or  person  using  the  same  shall  also  be  liable  to  the  penalties  provided  by 
the  Fisheries  Act. 

4.  If  the  leader  of  a  cod  trap-net  extends  from  the  shore,  any  Fishery 
Officer  may  determine  in  writing  or  orally  the  length  of  the  leader  that  shall  be 
used. 

5.  The  pots  of  cod  trap-nets  shall  have  meshes  of  at  least  four  inches  exten- 
sion measure,  and  the  leaders  shall  have  meshes  of  at  least  six  inches  extension 
measure  when  in  use. 

6.  The  fee  on  a  cod  trap-net  license  shall  be  fifty  cents  for  each  fathom  in 
length  of  leader,  and  such  fee  shall  be  payable  in  advance. 

7.  Should  an  inhabitant  of  the  United  States  who  is  fishing  with  cod  trap- 
nets  in  Canadian  waters,  in  the  exercise  of  his  liberties  under  the  Treaty  of  1818, 
apply  for  a  license  under  the  provisions  of  these  regulations,  such  license  shall  be 
issued  to  him  in  the  usual  course,  for  any  unoccupied  berth  he  may  select. 

Sec.  6 — Magdalen  Islands 

1.  It  shall  be  unlawful,  during  the  season  of  herring  and  mackerel  fishing  in 
Pleasant  bay  (Magdalen  Islands),  from  the  1st  of  May  to  the  15th  of  June,  to 
set  any  net  or  nets  opposite  the  entrance  of  Amherst  harbour,  that  is  to  say: 
eastward  of  a  line  drawn  from  the  northwest  end  of  the  cape  bounding  the  mouth 
of  said  harbour  to  the  east  end  of  cape  Alright,  as  far  as  another  line  intersecting 
the  same  ^nd  bearing  east  southeast  (magnetic)  with  the  north  cape  of  Entry 
Island;  and  no  person  or  persons  shall  be  permitted  at  any  time  to  set  any 
net  or  nets  in  the  middle  of  Sandy  Hook  channel;  nor  shall  any  net  or  nets  be 
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set  along  the  northern  and  western  shores  of  Entry  Island  at  more  than  one 
mile  distant  from  the  beach:  Provided,  however,  that  fishermen  may  lay  their 
nets  from  Alright  and  Grindstone  Islands  towards  Entry  Island  to  within  half  a 
mile  of  those  set  upon  the  northern  and  western  shores  of  said  island,  so  as  to 
leave  always,  for  the  purposes  of  navigation,  a  clear  channel  against  the  entrance 
into  Amherst  harbour,  and  preserve  free  access  to  the  bottom  of  Pleasant  bay 
for  the  schools  of  herrings  and  mackerel  resorting  thereto. 

2.  No  nets  shall  be  set  in  the  said  bay  nearer  to  each  other  than  one  hundred 

feet. 

3.  Whenever  it  shall  be  found  impracticable  to  discover  the  owner  or  owners 
for  the  time  being  of  any  net  or  nets  set  in  contravention  of  these  regulations, 
any  Fishery  Officer  may,  upon  sight,  proceed  to  remove  and  confiscate  the  same. 

Sec.  7 — Eels 

1.  The  mesh  of  netting  in  an  eel- weir  or  eel-trap  shall  not  be  less  than  one 
and  one-eighth  inches  extension  measure  when  in  use. 

2.  The  taking  of  eels  under  twenty  inches  in  length  is  prohibited,  and  such 
eels,  if  captured,  shall  be  liberated  alive  and  uninjured. 

3.  (a)  The  fee  for  an  eel  weir,  for  navigable  waters  that  are  accessible  by 
way  of  navigation  from  the  sea,  shall  be  three  dollars. 

(6)  The  fee  for  an  eel  trap,  for  navigable  waters  that  are  accessible  by  way 
of  navigation  from  the  sea,  shall  be  fifteen  dollars. 

4.  During  the  months  of  October  and  November,  in  each  year,  no  one  shall 
fish  for  eels  with  a  spear  or  torch  in  any  waters  frequented  by  salmon  or  trout. 

Sec.  8 — Explosives  Prohibited 

1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  procure  or  have  in  his 
possession  on  board  of  any  boat  or  vessel  or  elsewhere  within  Canada,  any 
dynamite  or  other  explosive  material  with  the  intention  of  using  or  attempting 
to  use  or  allowing  or  permitting  the  same  to  be  used  or  attempted  to  be  used  for 
the  purposes  of  catching  or  killing  or  attempting  to  catch  or  kill  fish. 

2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  put  or  place  or  have 
upon  or  in  any  boat  or  vessel  engaged  or  employed  or  intended  to  be  engaged  or 
employed  in  fishing,  any  dynamite  or  other  explosive. 

3.  In  case  any  such  dynamite  or  other  explosive  shall  be  found  or  proved  to 
be  or  to  have  been  in  or  upon  any  such  boat  or  vessel,  the  master  and  the  owner 
thereof  shall  each  be  liable  for  the  penalty  provided  for  breach  of  the  last  pre- 
ceding regulation,  as  well  as  any  other  person  or  persons  who  may  have  put  or 
placed  such  dynamite  or  other  explosive  upon  or  in  the  said  boat  or  vessel  or 
had  the  same  in  possession  therein. 

Sec.  9 — Herring 

1.  A  license  shall  not  be  required  for  a  herring  trap-net  that  is  set  at  a 
'  distance  of  not  less  than  one  thousand  yards  from  shore  or  one  thousand  yards 

seaward  from  any  similar  net  set  from  the  shofre. 

2.  A  herring  trap-net  shall  not  be  set  near  the  mouth  of  any  river  frequented 
by  salmon,  nor  in  such  a  manner,  or  at  such  a  place  as  will  obstruct  or  interfere 
with  the  passage  of  salmon. 

3.  All  herring  trap-nets  shall  be  placed  at  distances  of  not  less  than  two 
hundred  and  fifty  yards  apart,  and  no  fishing  apparatus  of  any  kind  shall  be 
set  or  used  in  or  about  any  part  of  the  water  between  herring  trap-nets;  provided 
that  a  Fishery  Officer  may  direct,  either  in  writing  or  orally,  that  any  greater 
space  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  yards  shall  be  left  between  herring  trap-nets, 
and  any  herring  trap-net  or  other  fishing  apparatus  which  the  owner  or  person 
using  the  same  neglects  or  refuses  to  remove  in  accordance  with  such  direction, 
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shall  be  illegal  and  liable  to  forfeiture,  together  with  the  fish  caught  therein, 
and  the  owner  or  person  using  the  same  shall  also  be  liable  to  the  fines  and  penal- 
ties provided  by  the  Fisheries  Act. 

4.  If  the  leader  of  a  herring  trap-net  extends  from  the  shore,  a  Fishery- 
Officer  may  determine  in  writing  or  orally,  the  length  of  the  leader  that  shall  be 
used. 

5.  The  pots  of  herring  trap-nets  shall  have  meshes  of  at  least  one  and  one- 
quarter  inches  extension  meagre,  and  the  leaders  shall  have  meshes  of  at  least 
four  inches  extension  measure  when  in  use. 

6.  The  fee  on  a  herring  trap-net  license  shall  be  five  dollars  for  the  first  ten 
fathoms  of  length  of  leader,  and  ten  cents  for  each  additional  fathom  of  leader 
used. 

7.  (a)  A  herring  seine  shall  not  be  used  within  one  hundred  and  ten  fathoms 
of  any  herring  trap-net. 

(6)  The  fee  on  a  herring  seine  shall  be  ten  cents  for  each  fathom  in  length 
of  seine  used. 

Sec.  10 — Leases  and  Licenses 

Except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  fishing  by  means  of  nets,  weirs,  engines 
or  other  apparatus,  or  contrivances  of  any  kind,  whether  fixed  to  the  soil  or  not, 
is  prohibited  except  under  license  or  permit  from  the  Minister, — 

(a)  In  the  navigable  tidal  waters  of  the  Province  of  Quebec ; 
(6)  In  those  portions  of  the  rivers  and  streams  of  the  Province  of 
Quebec  which,  whether  tidal  or  not,  are  navigable  and  accessible  by  way  of 
navigation  from  the  sea. 

Sec.  11 — License  Fees  Generally 

1.  The  fee  for  a  license  for  hoop-nets,  for  navigable  waters  that  are  accessible 
by  way  of  navigation  from  the  sea,  shall  be  two  dollars  for  the  first  hoop-net 
and  one  dollar  for  each  additional  one  covered  by  the  license. 

2.  The  fee  for  a  license  for  seines  not  otherwise  provided  for  in  these  regula- 
tions for  navigable  waters  that  are  accessible  by  way  of  navigation  from  the  sea, 
shall  be  at  the  rate  of  fifteen  cents  per  fathom  in  length  of  net  covered  by  the 
license. 

3.  The  fee  for  a  license  for  night-lines,  not  otherwise  provided  for  in  these 
regulations  for  navigable  waters  that  are  accessible  by  way  of  navigation  from 
the  sea,  shall  be  two  dollars  for  the  first  one  hundred  hooks,  and  fifty  cents  for 
each  additional  one  hundred  hooks  or  fraction  thereof  covered  by  the  license.  - 

4.  The  fee  for  a  license  for  gill-nets  not  otherwise  provided  for  in  these 
regulations,  for  navigable  waters  that  are  accessible  by  way  of  navigation  from 
the  sea,  shall  be  at  the  rate  of  ten  cents  per  fathom  in  length  of  net  covered  by 
the  license. 

5.  The  fee  for  a  license  for  a  brush-weir  for  mixed  fishing  for  navigable 
waters  that  are  accessible  by  way  of  navigation  from  the  sea,  shall  be  one  dollar. 

Sec.  12 — Lobsters — See  Special  Lobster  Fishery  Regulations. 

Sec.  13 — Maskinonge 

1.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill,  any  maskinonge  from  the  15th  day  of 
April  to  the  15th  day  of  June,  both  days  inclusive,  in  each  year.  (Possession  in 
close  time  without  lawful  excuse,  prohibited. — See  Fisheries  Act,  section  29). 

2.  No  one  shall  fish  for  or  take  maskinonge  otherwise  than  by  angling,  and 
any  such  fish  that  may  be  accidentally  taken  otherwise  shall  be  liberated  alive 
and  uninjured  by  the  person  catching  it. 

3.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  in  any  of  the  waters  of  the  province  in 
one  day,  by  angling,  or  shall  carry  away,  a  greater  number  than  four  maskinonge. 
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4.  The  sale  or  export  of  maskinonge,  no  matter  where  procured,  is  pro- 
hibited, provided  that  any  non-resident  fishing  under  a  proper  permit  may,  on 
leaving  the  province,  take  away  the  lawful  catch  of  two  days'  fishing,  such  catch 
to  be  accompanied  by  the  coupon  furnished  with  and  detached  from  his  permit. 

Sec.  14 — Ouananiche 

1.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  ouananiche  from  the  1st  day  of 
October  to  the  30th  day  of  November,  both  days  inclusive,  in  each  year.  (Pos- 
session in  close  times  without  lawful  excuse,  prohibited. — See  Fisheries  Act, 
section  29). 

2.  No  one  shall  fish  for  or  take  ouananiche  otherwise  than  by  angling,  and 
any  such  fish  that  may  be  accidentally  taken  otherwise  shall  be  liberated  alive 
and  uninjured  by  the  person  catching  it. 

3.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  in  any  of  the  waters  of  the  province  in 
one  day,  by  angling,  or  shall  carry  away,  a  greater  number  than  four  ouananiche. 

4.  The  sale  or  export  of  ouananiche,  no  matter  where  procured,  is  prohibited, 
provided  that  any  non-resident  fishing  under  a  proper  permit  may,  on  leaving 
the  province,  take  away  the  lawful  catch  of  two  days'  fishing,  such  catch  to  be 
accompanied  by  the  coupon  furnished  with  and  detached  from  his  permit. 

Sec.  15 — Pickerel  (Dore) 

1.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill,  buy  or  sell,  any  pickerel  (dore)  from  the 
15th  day  of  April  to  the  15th  day  of  May,  both  days  inclusive,  in  each  year. 
(Possession  in  close  time  without  lawful  excuse,  prohibited. — See  Fisheries  Act, 
section  29). 

2.  No  pickerel  (dore)  less  than  fifteen  inches  in  length  shall  be  retained  or 
kept  out  of  the  water,  sold,  offered  or  exposed  for  sale,  and  any  pickerel  (dore) 
less  than  fifteen  inches  in  length  that  may  be  accidentally  taken,  must  be  immedi- 
ately returned  to  the  water  alive  and  uninjured. 

Sec.  16 — Prohibition  of  Nets 

1.  Fishing  by  means  of  nets  of  any  kind  is  prohibited  in  the  Iroquois  river 
in  the  County  of  St.  Johns. 

2.  Fishing  with  nets  of  any  kind  in  the  lakes  and  their  tributary  streams  in 
the  counties  of  Missisquoi,  Shefford,  Brome,  Drummond,  Richmond,  Wolfe, 
Sherbrooke,  Stanstead,  Compton,  Megantic  and  Beauce,  is  prohibited. 

No  night-lines  used  in  the  above  prohibited  districts  shall  have  more  than 
100  hooks  each. 

3.  Fishing  by  means  of  nets  of  any  kind  is  prohibited  in  Missisquoi  bay  and 
in  the  Canadian  waters  of  lake  Champlain. 

4.  No  fishing  with  seines,  hoop-nets,  or  nets  of  any  kind  is  allowed  during 
the  months  of  July  and  August  in  each  year  in  that  part  of  the  St.  Lawrence 
river  extending  from  a  line  drawn  from  the  eastern  boundaries  of  the  counties  of 
Champlain  and  Nicolet  to  the  international  boundary  line  between  Canada  and 
the  United  States,  including  the  Ottawa,  Richelieu,  Yamaska,  St.  Francois  and 
all  the  other  tributaries  of  the  St.  Lawrence  river  within  the  above  named  limits. 

5.  No  one  shall  fish  in  Brome  lake  otherwise  than  by  angling. 

Sec.  17 — Propagation  of  Fish 

1.  ^he  following  waters  are  set  apart  for  the  natural  propagation  of  fish: — 
(a)  The  streams  known  as  North  river,  in  the  counties  of  Argenteuil,  Two 
Mountains  and  Terrebonne,  and  Salmon  river,  in  the  county  of  Huntingdon, 
with  limits  extending  one-half  mile  on  either  side  of  the  mouth  of  each. 
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(6)  The  Magog  and  Massawippi  rivers,  in  the  counties  of  Stanstead  and 
Sherbrooke  and  the  waters  and  tributary  streams  of  lake  Massawippi  up  to  and 
including  a  distance  of  one  mile  from  the  said  lake  Massawippi,  and  the  river 
Negro,  up  to  Burrough's  Falls,  and  the  Tomofobia  river,  up  to  Boynton  dam; 
provided  that  angling  may  be  allowed  in  these  waters  from  the  24th  of  May  to 
the  20th  of  October,  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive. 

Sec.  18 — Salmon 

1.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  salmon  otherwise  than  with  gill-nets 
drift-nets,  trap-nets,  pound-nets  or  weirs,  or  by  angling. 

2.  The  mesh  of  salmon  drift-nets  or  gill-nets  and  the  leaders  of  salmon  trap- 
nets,  pound-nets  or  weirs,  shall  not  be  less  than  six  inches  extension  measure 
when  in  use. 

3.  The  fees  for  a  salmon  net  fishing  license  shall  be — 

(a)  For  fishing  in  rivers  when  the  fish  are  sold  in  a  fresh  condition — one 
and  one-half  cents  per  pound  round  weight  on  salmon  caught. 

(6)  For  fishing  outside  of  rivers,  when  the  fish  are  sold  in  a  fresh  condition, — 
one-half  cent  per  pound  round  weight  on  the  salmon  caught. 

(c)  For  fishing  for  the  pickled  or  canned  fish  markets, — fifty  cents  per  barrel 
on  pickled  salmon  put  up,  and  fifteen  cents  per  case  of  48  one  pound  cans  or 
fraction  thereof  of  canned  salmon. 

4.  All  salmon  gill-nets,  trap-nets,  pound-nets  or  weirs  shall  have  the  name 
of  the  licensee  and  the  number  of  his  license  legibly  marked  on  two  pieces  of  wood 
or  metal  attached  to  the  same  in  such  manner  as  to  be  visible  at  all  stages  of  the 
tide  without  raking  up  the  net. 

5.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  salmon  otherwise  than  by  anghng 
from  the  first  day  of  August  in  each  year  to  the  last  day  of  April  following,  both 
days,  inclusive,  excepting  on  that  portion  of  the  north  coast  of  the  Gulf  of  St. 
Lawrence  east,  of,  but  not  including  the  Natashquan  river,  where  the  close 
season  for  salmon  net  fishing  shall  begin  on  August  sixteenth,  in  each  year. 

6.  From  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  of  the  clock  in  the  afternoon 
of  every  Saturday  to  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  of  the  clock  in  the  fore- 
noon of  every  Monday,  all  gill-nets,  pound-nets,  trap-nets  or  weirs  used  for 
catching  salmon,  shall  be  so  raised  or  adapted  as  to  admit  of  free  passage  of  fish 
through,  by,  or  out  of  such  apparatus,  or  be  so  effectively  closed  as  to  completely 
obstruct  and  prevent  the  entrance  of  fish  into  such  apparatus. 

7.  (a)  No  salmon  fishing  other  than  by  angling  shall  be  permissible  in  the 
following  rivers,  nor  within  one  mile  on  either  side  of  the  mouths  thereof  :— 

Big  Bergeronnes. 

Laval. 

Blanche. 

EngUsh  (west  of  Mistassini). 

Mistassini 

Godbout. 

Calumet. 

Vachon. 

Trout  or  Metamek. 

(h)  No  salmon  fishing  other  than  by  anghng  shall  be  permissible  in  the 
following  waters: — 

Sheldrake  river, — East  of  Seven  Islands  harbour, — nor  within  one-half 
mile  on  either  side  of  the  mouth  thereof. 

Jupitagon  river, — nor  within  one-half  mile  on  either  side  of  the  mouth 
thereof. 

Magpie  river, — ^nor  within  one-half  mile  on  either  side  of  the  mouth  thereof. 
Trinity  River, — nor  within  one-half  mile  on  either  side  of  the  mouth  thereof. 
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Little  Trinity  River, — nor  within  one-half  mile  on  either  side  of  the  mouth 
thereof. 

Matane  River, — nor  within  one-half  mile  on  either  side  of  the  mouth  thereof. 
Grand  Pabos  River, — nor  within  one-half  mile  on  either  side  of  the  mouth 
thereof. 

Little  Pabos  River, — nor  within  one-half  mile  on  either  side  of  the  mouth 
thereof. 

Dartmouth  River, — above  a  straight  line  drawn  north  and  south  astronomic 
across  the  river  from  Coffin's  Point. 

York  River, — above  a  line  drawn  north  and  south  astronomic  across  the 
river  from  the  old  mill  wharf  on  the  north  side  at  the  lower  end  of  the  channel. 

St.  John  River. — (Gaspe)  nor  within  two  hundred  and  fifty  yards  on  either 
side  of  the  mouth  thereof. 

Malbaie  or  Barachois  River — (Gaspe)  nor  within  two  hundred  and  fifty 
yards  on  either  side  of  the  mouth  thereof. 

Grand  River. — (Gaspe)  nor  nearer  than  the  wharf  on  the  east  side  of  the 
mouth,  nor  within  six  hundred  yards  of  its  mouth  on  the  west  side  of  the  river. 

Thunder  River. — nor  within  the  inner  basin  at  the  mouth  of  the  river. 

Mingan  River, — nor  within  two  hundred  and  fifty  yards  of  the  mouth 
thereof. 

St.  John  River, — above  where  the  river  narrows — about  two  miles  from  its 
mouth. 

Bonaventure  River, — nor  in  front  of  the  barachois  at  the  mouth  of  the  river 
nor  within  one  hundred  and  fifty  yards  east  of  the  eastern  end  of  the  barachois, 
nor  nearer  the  barachois  on  the  west  side  than  at  a  point  opposite  the  church, 
about  one-half  mile  from  the  barachois. 

Little  Cascapedia  River, — nor  nearer  the  mouth  on  the  east  side  than  one 
mile  easterly  from  Point  Monroe. 

Grand  Cascapedia  River, — nor  between  its  mouth  and  the  mouth  of  the 
Little  Cascapedia  on  the  east  side,  nor  nearer  on  the  west  side  than  a  point 
opposite  Buj old's  old  mill  on  Gillmore  River,  about  two  miles  from  the  western 
side  of  the  mouth  of  the  Grand  Cascapedia  River. 

Restigouche  River, — above  a  straight  line  drawn  from  the  Ferry  wharf  at 
Cross  Point  to  the  Ferry  Wharf  in  Campbellton. 

Port  Daniel  Rivers, — nor  above  a  straight  line  drawn  from  the  first  small 
rocky  point  below  the  railway  bridge  on  the  east  side  of  the  mouths  of  the  rivers 
to  a  point  on  the  west  side  of  the  mouth  of  the  Little  Port  Daniel  River  three 
hundred  yards  below  its  mouth. 

'  Magdalen  River, — nor  within  two  miles  on  the  east  side  of  the  mouth  thereof 
nor  nearer  than  the  lighthouse  point  on  the  west  side  of  its  mouth. 

St.  Anne  des  Monts  River, — nor  within  one-half  mile  on  either  side  of  the 
mouth  thereof. 

Cap  Chatte  River, — nor  within  one-half  mile  on  either  side  of  the  mouth 
thereof. 

Metis  River,  nor  within  one-half  mile  on  either  side  of  the  mouth  thereof. 

8.  Salmon  angling  shall  be  permissible  from  the  first  of  May  to  the  fifteenth 
day  of  August  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive,  except  in  the  waters  north  of 
the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence,  and  east  of  but  not  including  the  Natashquan  River, 
and  in  the  Rimouski,  Matane  and  Murray  Rivers,  and  River  du  Gouffre,  Ber- 
pimis  River,  and  Jacques-Cartier  River,  Portneuf  County,  where  such  fishing 
ehall  be  permissible  from  the  first  day  of  May  to  the  thirty-first  day  of  August  in 
each  year,  both  days  inclusive. 

9.  No  one  shall  use  worms  or  any  other  kind  of  bait  than  artificial  flies  in 
fishing  for,  catching  or  killing  salmon  by  angling. 

10.  No  person  shall  use  a  dam  for  the  purpose  of  so  regulating  the  retention 
or  discharge  of  water  as  to  facilitate  the  catching  of  salmon,  either  by  suddenly 
closing  or  opening  the  dam,  or  in  any  other  manner  whatever, 
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11.  No  salmon  or  grilse  weighing  less  than  three  pounds  shall  be  retained  or 
kept  out  of  the  water.  If  such  undersized  salmon  or  grilse  be  caught  inadver- 
tently, it  shall,  if  possible,  be  returned  alive  and  uninjured  to  the  water  from 
which  it  was  taken  by  the  person  catching  it. 

Sec.  19 — Smelts 

1.  Fishing  for  smelts  otherwise  than  with  gill-nets,  bag-nets,  drag-seines 
or  hook  and  line  is  prohibited. 

2.  (a)  No  one  shall  fish  for  smelts  with  a  gill-net,  bag-net  or  drag-seine 
except  under  Hcense  from  the  Minister. 

(6)  The  fee  on  a  smelt  gill-net  license  shall  be  one  dollar  for  the  first  one 
hundred  fathoms  or  fraction  thereof  in  length  of  net  used,  and  one  cent  for  each 
additional  fathom. 

(c)  The  fee  on  a  smelt  bag-net  shall  be  two  dollars. 

(d)  The  fee  on  a  smelt  drag-seine  license  shall  be  at  the  rate  of  five  cents 
per  fathom  of  net  used. 

3.  Smelt  gill-nets  and  bag-nets  shall  have  a  mesh  of  not  less  than  one  and 
one-quarter  inches  extension  measure  when  in  use. 

4.  Smelt  gill-net  fishing  shall  be  permissible  from  the  1st  September,  in  each 
year,  to  the  15th  February  following,  both  days  inclusive. 

5.  Smelt  bag-net  fishing  shall  be  permissible  from  the  1st  December,  in  each 
year,  to  the  15th  February  following,  both  days  inclusive. 

6.  Smelt  drag-seine  fishing  shall  be  permissible  from  the  1st  September  until 
the  close  of  navigation  in  each  year. 

7.  Drag-seining  for  smelts  shall  be  permissible  only  in  localities  where  bag- 
netting  is  not  being  carried  on. 

8.  From  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  o'clock  on  Saturday  afternoon,  in 
each  week,  to  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  o'clock  on  Monday  forenoon 
following  smelt  gill-nets,  bag-nets  and  drag-seines  shall  be  so  raised  or  adapted 
as  to  admit  of  the  free  passage  of  smelts  through  by  or  out  of  such  gill-nets, 
bag-nets  or  drag-seines. 

9.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill,  buy  or  sell  smelts  from  the  1st  day  of 
April  to  the  30th  day  of  June,  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive.  (Possession  in 
close  season  without  lawful  excuse  prohibited, — see  Fisheries  Act,  section  29.) 

Sec.  20 — Sturgeon 

1.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  sturgeon  otherwise  than  with  gill- 
nets,  hoop-nets,  weirs  or  night  lines. 

2.  (a)  The  fee  for  a  sturgeon  gill-net  license,  for  navigable  waters  that  are 
accessible  by  w&y  of  navigation  from  the  sea,  shall  be  at  the  rate  of  ten  cents  per 
fathom  of  net  used. 

(6)  The  fee  for  a  sturgeon  hoop-net,  for  navigable  waters  that  are  accessible 
by  way  of  navigation  fjrom  the  sea,  shall  be  two  dollars  for  the  first  one  and  one 
dollar  for  each  additiortal  one  authorized  by  the  license. 

(c)  The  fee  for  a  sturgeon  night-line,  for  navigable  waters  that  are  accessible 
by  way  of  navigation  frora^the  sea,  shall  be  two  dollars  for  the  first  one  hundred 
hooks,  and  fifty  cents  for  each  additional  one  hundred  hooks  or  fraction  thereof 
authorized  by  the  license. 

3.  Except  in  the  Lake  Abitibi  district,  no  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill, 
buy  or  sell  any  sturgeon  from  the  1st  to  the  30th  day  of  June,  both  days  inclus'ive, 
in  each  year.  (Possession  in  close  time  without  lawful  excuse  prohibited.  See 
Fisheries  Act,  section  29). 

4.  No  sturgeon  less  than  thirty-six  inches  in  length  shall  be  retained  or 
kept  out  of  the  w^ater,  sold,  offered  or  exposed  for  sale  or  had  in  possession,  and 
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any  one  who  may  accidentally  take  any  sturgeon  less  than  thirty-six  inches  in 
length,  shall  immediately  return  such  fish  to  the  water  alive  and  uninjured. 

Sec.  21 — Trawlers  Prohibited 

The  use  or  operation  of  vessels  known  as  'Trawlers"  operating  ''beam," 
"otter,"  or  other  trawls  of  a  similar  nature  for  the  purpose  of  catching  fish,  is 
prohibited  within  the  territorial  waters  of  Canada. 

Sec.  22— Trout 

1.  Grey  trout  or  lake  trout  and  land-locked  salmon. — No  one  shall  fish  for, 
catch  or  kill,  any  grey  trout,  lake  trout,  or  land-locked  salmon  from  the  15th 
dny  of  October  to  the  1st  day  of  December,  both  days  inclusive,  in  each  year. 
(Possession  in  close  time  without  lawful  excuse  prohibited.  See  Fisheries  Act, 
section  29). 

2.  Speckled  trout. 

(a)  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill,  any  speckled  trout  (Salvelinus  fontin- 
ahs)  from  the  1st  day  of  October  in  each  year  to  the  30th  day  of  April  following, 
both  days  inclusive.  (Possession  in  close  time  without  lawful  excuse  prohibited. 
See  Fisheries  Act,  section  29). 

(5)  Except  in  tidal  waters  no  one  shall  at  any  time  fish  for,  catch  or  kill 
speckled  trout  by  other  means  than  angling. 

(c)  The  fee  for  a  license  to  fish  for  trout  with  a  net  in  tidal  waters  shall  be 
one  dollar. 

(d)  The  mesh  of  a  trout  net  shall  not  be  less  than  two  inches  extension 
measure  when  in  use. 

(e)  Fishing  for  speckled  trout  (Salvelinus  fontinalis)  through  the  ice  is 
prohibited. 

Sec.  23 — Whitefish 

1.  Except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  no  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill 
any  whitefish  from  the  10th  to  the  30th  day  of  November  in  each  year,  both 
days  inclusive.  (Possession  in  close  time  without  lawful  excuse  prohibited. 
See  Fisheries  Act,  section  29). 

2.  (a)  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  whitefish  in  Baker  Lake  otherwise 
than  with  gill-nets. 

(5)  The  length  of  a  whitefish  gill-net  in  Baker  Lake  shall  not  exceed  35 
fathoms,  and  the  mesh  thereof  shall  not  be  less  than  three  inches  extension 
measure,  when  in  use. 

The  width  of  the  net  shall  not  be  more  than  six  feet. 

(c)  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  whitefish  in  Baker  Lake  from  the 
1st  day  of  October  in  each  year  to  the  14th  day  of  May  following,  both  days 
inclusive. 

(d)  The  use  of  nets  for  the  capture  of  fish  other  than  whitefish  shall  not  be 
permitted  in  Baker  Lake. 

(e)  Whitefish  gill-nets  in  Baker  Lake  shall  be  so  set  that  the  corklines 
thereof  shall  remain  floating  on  the  surface  of  the  water. 

(/)  The  use  of  gill-nets  in  Baker  Lake  shall  be  permitted  on  Thursday  only 
of  each  week  throughout  the  lawful  fishing  season. 

(g)  Only  permanent  residents  owning  or  renting  land  fronting  Baker  Lake 
shall  be  eligible  for  permission  to  fish  with  nets  therein,  and  then  only  one  person 
in  each  family  shall  be  so  eligible. 

(h)  Nets  shall  not  be  set  or  operated  in  Baker  Lake  in  water  that  is  less 
than  eight  feet  deep,  nor  shall  any  net  be  set  nearer  to  another  than  fifty  fathoms. 

(i)  Should  trout  be  caught  in  a  whitefish  gill-net  in  Baker  Lake,  they  shall, 
if  possible,  be  liberated  alive  and  uninjured  in  the  waters  from  which  they  were 
taken. 
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SPECIAL  FISHERY  REGULATIONS  OF  QUEBEC  AMENDED 

P.C.  359 — February  IS,  1922 — His  Excellency  the  Governor  General  in 
Council,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries  and 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  45  of  the  Fisheries  Act,  Chapter  8  of  the 
Statutes  of  1914,  is  pleased  to  order  that  the  special  fishery  regulations  for  the 
Province  of  Quebec,  adopted  by  Order  in  Council  of  the  22nd  October,  1921,  shall 
be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  amended  as  follows: — 

1.  The  definition  of  ''Minister"  is  hereby  rescinded  and  the  following 
substituted  therefor: 

''Minister"  shall  mean  the  Minister  of  Colonization,  Mines  and  Fisheries 
for  the  Province  of  Quebec. 

2.  The  definition  of  "Fishery  Officer"  is  hereby  rescinded  and  the  following 
substituted  therefor: 

"Fishery  Officer"  shall  mean  such  officer  having  authority  from  the 
Department  of  Colonization,  Mines  and  Fisheries  for  the  Province  of 
Quebec,  except  in  so  far  as  the  fisheries  about  the  Magdalen  Islands  are 
concerned  where  "Fishery  Officer"  shall  mean  such  officer  having  authority 
from  the  Department  of  Marine  and  Fisheries. 

3.  The  following  proviso  is  hereby  added  to  section  10  of  the  said  regula- 
tions: 

"Provided  that  in  the  fisheries  in  the  waters  about  the  Magdalen 
Islands,  for  which  licenses  are  required,  no  one  shall  fish  by  means  of  nets, 
weirs,  engines  or  other  apparatus  or  contrivances  of  any  kind,  whether 
fixed  to  the  soil  or  not,  except  under  license  from  the  Minister  of  Marine 
and  Fisheries.

P.C.  895— April  26,  i^^-^— Whereas  the  responsible  oflScers  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Marine  and  Fisheries  who  deal  with  the  administration  of  the  Fisheries 
have  advised  that  the  Fishery  Regulations  for  several  of  the  Provinces  have 
not  been  consolidated  for  several  years,  and  that  it  is  desirable  to  consolidate 
the  said  regulations  and  to  amend  the  same; 

Therefore  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General  in  Council,  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries  and  under  the  provisions  of 
Section  45  of  the  Fisheries  Act,  Chapter  8  of  the  Statutes  of  1914,  is  pleased  to 
order  and  it  is  hereby  ordered  as  follows: — 

1.  The  Special  Fishery  Regulations  for  the  Province  of  Prince  Edward 
Island  which  were  adopted  by  Order  in  Council  of  February  9th,  1915,  together 
with  all  amendments  thereto  are  hereby  rescinded,  and  the  attached  regulations, 
marked  Appendix  "A"  are  substituted  in  lieu  thereof. 

2.  The  Special  Fishery  Regulations  for  the  Province  of  Nova  Scotia,  which 
were  adopted  by  Order  in  Council  of  February  9th,  1915,  together  with  all 
amendments  thereto  are  hereby  rescinded,  and  the  attached  regulations,  marked 
Appendix  "B"  are  substituted  in  lieu  thereof. 

3.  The  Special  Fishery  Regulations  for  the  Province  of  New  Brunswick, 
which  were  adopted  by  Order  in  Council  of  February  9th,  1915,  together  with  all 
amendments  thereto  are  hereby  rescinded  and  the  attached  regulations,  marked 
Appendix  "C"  are  substituted  in  heu  thereof. 

4.  The  Special  Fishery  Regulatiors  for  the  Province  of  Ontario,  which 
were  adopted  by  Order  in  Council  of  October  29,  1915,  together  with  all  amend- 
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ments  thereto,  are  hereby  rescinded,  and  the  attached  regulations,  marked 
Appendix  ''D"  are  substituted  in  lieu  thereof. 

5.  The  special  fishery  regulations  for  the  Province  of  Manitoba,  which 
were  adopted  by  Order  in  Council  of  June  11th,  1917,  together  with  all  amend- 
ments thereto,  are  hereby  rescinded,  and  the  attached  regulations,  marked 
Appendix  '^E"  are  substituted  in  lieu  thereof. 

6.  The  special  fishery  regulations  for  the  Provinces  of  Saskatchewan  and 
Alberta  and  the  Territories  north  thereof,  which  were  adopted  by  Order  in 
Council  of  the  9th  February,  1915,  together  with  all  amendments  thereto,  are 
hereby  rescinded,  and  the  attached  regulations,  marked  Appendix  'T"  are 
substituted  in  lieu  thereof. 

7.  The  special  fishery  regulations  for  the  Province  of  British  Columbia, 
which  were  adopted  by  Order  in  Council  of  the  9th  February,  1915,  together 
with  all  amendments  thereto,  are  hereby  rescinded,  and  the  attached  regula- 
tions, marked  Appendix  ^'G"  are  substituted  in  lieu  thereof.

SPECIAL  FISHERY  REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  PROVINCE  OF 
PRINCE  EDWARD  ISLAND 

(Adopted  by  Order  in  Council  of  April  26,  1922.    P.C.  895.) 

DEFINITIONS 

"Minister"  shall  mean  the  Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries. 

''Angling"  shall  mean  the  taking  of  fish  with  hook  and  line  held  in  the  hand, 
or  hook  and  line  and  rod,  the  latter  held  in  the  hand,  but  shall  not  include  set 
lines  or  lines  tied  to  a  boat. 

''Gill-net"  shall  mean  a  net  that  catches  fish  by  enmeshing  them,  but 
which  does  not  enclose  an  area  of  water. 

"Trap-net"  shall  mean  an  apparatus  that  is  so  set  as  to  enclose  an  area  of 
water,  into  which  area  fish  are  guided  by  a  leader  and  find  entrance  through  an 
opening  or  openings. 

"Weir"  differs  from  a  "Trap-net"  in  that  it  is  constructed  of  brush  and 
twine  or  wire  netting. 

"Bag-net"  is  an  apparatus  that  catches  fish  without  enmeshing  them.  It 
consists  of  a  bag  attached  to  stakes,  and  floats  with  the  tide  or  current. 

"Purse-seine"  is  a  net  weighted  at  the  bottom  and  mounted  with  rings 
through  which  a  line  is  run;  also  it  is  floated  at  the  top  and  cast  from  a  boat 
so  as  to  enclose  an  area  of  water.  It  is  then  closed  at  the  bottom  by  the  aforesaid 
line  through  the  rings  so  as  to  form  a  purse  or  bag. 

"Fishery  Officer"  shall  mean  such  officer  having  authority  from  the  Depart- 
ment of  Marine  and  Fisheries. 

"Close  Season"  shall  mean  a  specified  period  in  which  fish  may  not  legally 
be  taken. 

Sec.  1. — Bait 

The  Minister  may  authorize  the  issue  of  special  permits  to  take  bait  for  the 
bona  fide  purpose  of  deep-sea  fishing,  for  any  specified  time  during  the  weekly 
close  time. 

Sec.  2. — Certificates 

All  packages  of  fish  legally  taken  during  the  legal  fishing  season  for  such 
fish,  and  offered  for  shipment  during  the  close  season  for  catching  such  fish, 
shall  either  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  from  a  Fishery  Officer,  or  by  a 
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statutory  declaration  by  the  shipper  certifying  that  such  fish  were  legally  taken, 
or  such  certificate  may  be  attached  to  the  shipper's  Way-bill.  This  certificate 
shall  state  the  number  of  packages  in  the  shipment  together  with  the  name  or 
names  of  the  kind  or  kinds  of  fish  contained  in  such  shipment. 

Sec.  3. — Clams — Soft-Shell,  Long-Neck  or  Squirt  Clams 

The  export  of  soft-shell,  long-neck  or  squirt  clams  (Mya  Arenaria)  in  a  raw 
state  taken  in  the  Province  of  Prince  Edward  Island  from  the  first  day  of  May 
to  the  thirtieth  day  of  June  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive,  is  prohibited. 

Sec.  4. — Cod 

No  person  shall  carry  on  cod-fishing  with  seines  at  a  less  distance  than  one- 
half  mile  from  any  fishing  grounds  where  fishing  boats  are  anchored  and  fisher- 
men are  actually  engaged  in  fishing  for  codfish  with  hooks  and  lines. 

Sec.  5. — Eel  Fishing 

No  one  shall,  during  the  months  of  September,  October  and  November,  in 
each  year,  fish  for  eels  with  a  spear  and  torch  or  other  artificial  light,  in  any^ 
waters  frequented  by  salmon  or  trout. 

Sec.  6. — Explosives — Use  of  Prohibited 

1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  procure  or  have  in  his 
possession  on  board  of  any  boat  or  vessel  or  elsewhere,  any  dynamite  or  other 
explosive  material,  with  the  intention  of  using  or  attempting  to  use,  or  allowing 
or  permitting  the  same  to  be  used,  or  attempted  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of 
catching  or  killing,  or  attempting  to  catch  or  kill  any  kind  of  fish. 

2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  put  or  place,  or  hav<e 
upon  or  in  any  boat  or  vessel  engaged  or  employed  or  intended  to  be  engaged  or 
employed  in  fishing,  any  dynamite  or  other  explosive  material. 

3.  In  case  any  such  dynamite  or  other  explosive  shall  be  found  or  proved  to 
be  or  to  have  been  in  or  upon  any  such  boat  or  vessel  the  master  and  the  owner 
thereof  shall  each  be  liable  for  the  penalty  provided  for  a  breach  of  the  last 
preceding  regulation,  as  well  as  any  other  person  or  persons  who  may  have  put 
or  placed  such  dynamite  or  other  explosive  upon  or  in  the  said  boat  or  vessel 
or  had  the  same  in  possession  therein. 

4.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons,  at  any  time,  to  have  in 
possession  any  fish  or  portion  of  any  fish,  that  have  been  killed  by  means  of 
explosives. 

Sec.  7. — Fines  and  Forfeitures. — Disposal  of 

1.  When  penalties  are  imposed,  or  articles  are  confiscated  following  a 
prosecution  by  a  Fishery  Officer  employed  by  the  Department  of  Marine  and 
Fisheries,  the  whole  of  the  proceeds  of  such  prosecution  and  of  the  proceeds  of 
the  sale  of  such  confiscated  articles  shall  be  paid  to  the  Receiver  General  for 
Canada,  through  the  Department  of  Marine  and  Fisheries. 

2.  When  penalties  are  imposed  and  when  arti^fles  are  confiscated  under 
the  Fisheries  Act  following  complaints  laid  by  Fishery  Officers  whose  salaries 
and  expenses  are  paid  by  the  Provincial  Government,  the  proceeds  of  such 
penalties  and  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  such  confiscated  articles  shall  be  paid 
to  the  Provincial  Government,  on  the  understanding  that  all  expenses  incurred 
in  such  prosecutions  that  are  not  paid  by  the  defendants,  shall  be  paid  by  the 
Provincial  Government. 
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3.  When  the  prosecutor  is  not  a  Fishery  Officer  of  any  Government,  a 
moiety  of  the  penalty  levied  together  with  the  costs  taxed  to  him  in  respect 
tliereof,  shall  be  paid  to  him,  and  the  other  moiety  shall  be  paid  to  the  Receiver 
General  for  Canada  through  the  Department  of  Marine  and  Fisheries. 

Sec.  8 — Gaspereau 

1.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  gaspereau  in  the  ponds  at  Blooming 
Point  and  Point  de  Roche,  in  the  County  of  Queens,  except  with  gill-nets,  and 
no  fishing  of  any  kind  shall  be  permitted  in  any  of  the  channels  connecting  these 
ponds  with  the  Gulf  of  St.  Lawrence  or  in  the  ponds  within  fifty  yards  on  either 
side  of  the  entrance  to  such  channels;  provided  that  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  prevent  the  operation  of  eel  weirs  in  such  channels,  which  weirs  must  be 
so  set  as  to  admit  of  the  free  passage  of  other  fish. 

2.  When  in  the  opinion  of  the  Fishery  Officer  for  the  district,  gaspereau 
fishing  is  unduly  harmful  to  any  other  fishery  he  may  order  gaspereau  fishing 
operations  to  cease  at  any  time. 

Sec.  9 — Herrings 

1 —  No  seines  shall  be  drawn  or  any  nets  set  within  six  hundred  feet  of  any 
weir  or  trap-net. 

2 —  Fishing  for  herrings  in  the  manner  known  as  ^'driving"  with  torches, 
flambeaux  or  other  artificial  light  is  prohibited. 

Sec.  10 — Lobsters 
{See  Special  Lobster  Fishery  Regulations) 

Sec.  11 — Non-Tidal  Waters 
The  use  of  nets  in  non-tidal  waters  is  prohibited. 

Sec.  12 — Oysters 

1 —  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  oysters  on  public  beds  except  under 
license  from  the  Minister.    The  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  fifty  cents. 

2 —  All  boats  fishing  for  oysters  on  public  beds  shall  have  a  registration 
number,  corresponding  with  that  of  the  license,  legibly  marked  or  painted  on 
the  bow  of  the  boat,  in  white  coloured  letters  on  a  black  ground,  and  the  initial 
letter  of  the  port  to  which  such  boat  belongs,  such  letters  to  be  at  least  eight 
inches  in  length. 

3 —  From  the  first  day  of  December  to  the  twenty-fourth  day  of  September 
in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  fish  for,  catch  or  kill 
oysters  on  public  beds,  and  from  the  first  day  of  July  to  the  thirty-first  day  of 
August,  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  fish  for,  catch 
or  kill  oysters  on  leased  areas. 

4 —  (a)  No  person  shall  on  public  beds  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  round 
oysters  of  a  less  size  than  three  inches  in  diameter  of  shell,  nor  any  long  oysters 
measuring  less  than  three  and  a  half  inches  of  outer  shell. 

(6)  Round  oysters  of  a  less  size  than  three  inches  in  diameter,  and  long 
oysters  measuring  less  than  three  and  a  half  inches  on  the  outer  shell,  that  may 
be  accidentally  caught  on  public  beds,  shall  be  returned  to  the  bed  from  which 
they  were  taken  alive,  at  the  cost  and  risk  of  the  person  so  fishing,  on  whom, 
in  every  case,  shall  devolve  the  proof  of  actual  liberation. 

(c)  The  Minister  may  grant  permission  to  the  lessees  of  private  oyster  areas 
to  fish  for  and  catch  at  any  season  of  the  year,  on  certain  natural  reefs  in  the 
said  Province,  to  be  specified  in  said  permission,  a  designated  quantity  of  unculled 
oysters,  for  the  purpose  of  stocking  leased  arer.s. 
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5 —  Fishing  for  oysters  is  prohibited  on  Sunday,  and  from  sunset  to  sunrise 
on  any  other  day  of  the  week. 

6 —  No  person  shall  dig  musiel-mud  within  two  hundred  yards  from  any  live 
oyster  bed,  and  then  only  at  £uch  place  or  places  as  are  prescribed  in  writing  by 
a  Fisher}^  Officer. 

7 —  The  use,  for  taking  oysters  on  public  oyster  beds,  of  quahaug  rakes, 
tongs  operated  b}^  purchase  power,  or  tongs  or  rakes  other  than  the  ordinary 
ones  now  in  use  in  oyster  fishing  is  prohibited. 

Sec.  13 — Possession  of  Fish  in  Close  Season 

1 —  No  one,  without  lawful  excuse,  the  proof  whereof  shall  lie  on  him,  shall 
fish  for,  buy,  sell  or  have  in  his  possession,  any  fish,  or  portion  of  any  fish,  during 
a  time  when  fishing  for  such  fish  is  prohibited  by  law.  (See  Section  29  of  the 
Fisheries  Act). 

2 —  Any  violation  of  the  above  regulation  shall  render  the  offender  liable  to  a 
penalty  of  not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  or  in  default  of  payment,  to 
imprisonment  for  a  term  not  exceeding  twelve  months,  or  to  both.  (See  Section 
82  of  the  Fisheries  Act). 

Sec.  14 — Quahaugs  or  Hard-Shell  Clams 

1 — No  one  shall  fish  for  or  catch  hard-shell  clams  or  quahaugs  except  under 
license  from  the  Minister.    The  fee  on  each  such  license  shall  be  one  dollar. 

2.  — No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  hard-shell  clams  or  quahaugs  from  the 
twenty-fifth  day  of  September  in  each  year  to  the  tenth  day  of  May  following, 
both  days  inclusive,  and  from  the  first  day  of  July  to  the  thirty-first  day  of 
August  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive. 

3.  — No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  hard-shell  clam  or  quahaug  of  a 
less  size  than  one  and  three-quarter  inches  in  length  on  the  outer  shell,  and  any 
hard-shell  clam  or  quahaug  of  a  less  size  than-one  and  three-quarter  inches  in  length 
that  may  be  accidentally  caught,  shall  be  forthwith  returned  to  the  water  alive 
and  uninjured  by  the  person  catching  it;  provided  that  the  Minister  may  author- 
ize the  taking  of  hard-shell  clams  or  quahaugs  of  less  size  for  purposes  of  replant- 
ing for  the  development  of  hard-shell  clam  or  quahaug  culture. 

4.  — The  use  of  rakes  for  catching  hard-shell  clams  or  quahaugs,  having 
teeth  less  than  one  and  one-quarter  inches  apart,  is  prohibited. 

5 —  Fishing  for  hard-shell  clams  or  quahaugs  in  bays,  harbours  and  other 
waters  where  oysters  are  taken,  shall  be  permitted  only  on  areas  set  apart  and 
marked  out  by  the  local  Fishery  Officers  for  the  respective  districts  in  which  such 
fishing  is  prosecuted. 

6 —  Fishing  for  hard-shell  clams  or  quahaugs  on  Sunday  is  prohibited. 

Sec.  15 — Salmon 

1 — No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  salmon  otherwise  than  with  gill-nets, 
drift-nets,  trap-nets  or  pound-nets  or  by  angling. 

2. — The  mesh  of  salmon  drift-nets  or  gill-nets,  and  the  leaders  of  salmon 
trap-nets  or  pound-nets  shall  not  be  less  than  five  inches  extension  measure,  when 
in  use. 

3 —  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  salmon  with  nets  of  any  kind,  from  the 
sixteenth  day  of  August  in  each  year  to  the  last  day  of  February  following,  both 
days  inclusive. 

4 —  From  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  of  the  clock  in  the  afternoon  of 
every  Saturday  to  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon  of 
every  Monday,  all  salmon  fishing  gill-nets,  drift-nets,  pound  and  trap-nets,  used 
for  catching  salmon,  shall  be  so  raised  or  adapted  as  to  admit  of  the  free  passag  ^ 
of  fish  through,  by,  or  out  of  such  apparatus,  or  be  so  effectively  closed  as  to 
completely  obstruct  and  prevent  the  entrance  of  fish  into  such  apparatus.

5 — The  number  of  salmon  to  be  taken  by  any  one  person  in  one  day  by 
angling  shall  not  exceed  five. 

6.  — Fishing  for  and  catching  salmon  by  angling  shall  be  permissible  from  the 
twenty-fourth  day  of  May  to  the  fifteenth  day  of  October  in  each  year,  both  days 
inclusive. 

7.  — In  angling  for  salmon  no  one  shall  use  any  kind  of  bait  other  than 
artificial  flies. 

8.  — No  person  shall  use  a  dam  for  the  purpose  of  so  regulating  the  retention 
or  discharge  of  water  as  to  facilitate  the  catching  of  salmon,  either  by  suddenly 
closing  or  opening  the  dam  or  in  any  other  manner  whatever. 

9.  — No  salmon,  or  grilse,  weighing  less  than  three  pounds,  nor  any  ''spent" 
salmon,  so-called,  shall  be  retained  or  kept  out  of  the  water.  If  such  undersized 
salmon  or  grilse,  or  any  ''spent"  salmon  be  caught  inadvertently,  it  shall,  if 
possible,  be  returned  alive  and  uninjured  to  the  water  from  which  it  was  taken 
by  the  person  catching  it. 

10.  — The  use  of  torches  or  other  artificial  lights  in  fishing  for  or  catching 
salmon,  is  prohibited. 

Sec.  16 — Scallops 

1.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  scallops  except  under  license  from  the 
Minister.  The  fee  for  such  license  shall  be  one  dollar. 

2.  No  one  shall  fish  for  scallops  from  the  first  day  of  June  to  the  fifteenth 
day  of  October,  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive. 

3.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  scallop  measuring  less  than  four 
inches  in  diameter  across  the  widest  portion  of  the  outer  shell,  and  any  scallop 
of  a  less  size  that  may  be  taken  accidentally  shall  be  returned  alive  and  uninjured 
to  the  bed  from  which  it  was  taken  by  the  person  catching  it. 

4.  The  waste  portion  of  scallops  shall  not  be  thrown  overboard  from  boats 
on  the  scallop  fishing  grounds. 

5.  The  practice  known  as  "floating"  or  "soaking"  scallop  meat  in  fresh 
water  is  prohibited. 

6.  None  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  apply  to  fishing  for  scallops 
beyond  territorial  waters. 

Sec.  17 — Smelts 

1.  Fishing  for  smelts  otherwise  than  with  gill-nets,  bag-nets  or  hook  and 
line  is  prohibited. 

2.  (a)  No  one  shall  fish  for  smelts  with  a  gill-net  or  bag-net,  except  under 
license  from  the  Minister. 

(6)  The  fee  on  a  smelt  gill-net  shall  be  one  dollar  for  the  first  ten  fathoms 
of  net  used,  and  one  cent  for  each  additional  fathom. 

(c)  The  fee  on  a  smelt  bag-net  shall  be  two  dollars. 

3.  Smelt  gill-nets  and  bag-nets  shall  have  a  mesh  of  not  less  than  one  and 
one-quarter  inches  extension  measure,  when  in  use.  The  use  of  leaders  on  bag- 
nets  is  prohibited. 

4.  Smelt  gill-net  fishing  shall  be  permissible  from  the  fifteenth  of  October  in 
each  year,  to  the  fifteenth  of  February,  following,  both  days  inclusive. 

5.  Smelt  bag-net  fishing  shall  be  permissible  from  the  hour  of  eight  o'clock 
in  the  forenoon  of  the  first  December  in  each  year  to  the  fifteenth  of  February 
fcllowing,  both  days  inclusive. 

6.  Smelt  bag-nets  or  gill-nets  shall  not  be  set  or  used  within  fifty  yards 
from  each  other  across  a  river,  nor  within  one  hundred  yards  of  each  other  up 
and  down  a  river,  but  the  local  Fishery  Officer  may  in  any  instance  require  such 
greater  distance  between  nets  either  across  or  up  and  down  a  river  as  he  may 
consider  necessary. 
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7.  Smelt  gill-nets  or  bag-nets  shall  not  be  set  in  the  spans  of  bridges  nor 
within  one  hundred  yards  thereof. 

8.  All  smelt  nets  shall  be  legibly  marked,  by  a  tag  or  float  attached  thereto, 
with  the  full  name  of  the  owner  or  operator  of  the  net,  which  tag  or  float  can  be 
readily  seen  at  all  stages  of  the  water  without  raising  the  net. 

9.  From  six  o'clock  on  Saturday  afternoon  in  each  week,  to  six  o'clock  of 
Monday  forenoon  following,  smelt  gill-nets  and  bag-nets  shall  be  so  raised  or 
adapted  as  to  admit  of  the  free  passage  of  smelts  through,  by  or  out  of  such  gill- 
nets  or  bag-nets.  During  this  weekly  close  season  smelt  fishing  by  any  means 
for  purposes  of  trade  or  barter  is  prohibited. 

10.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill  or  sell  smelts  from  the  first  day  of  April 
to  the  thirtieth  day  of  June  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive. 

11.  No  one  shall  prepare  to  fish  with  bag-nets  by  either  cutting  holes  in  the 
ice  for,  or  in  connection  with  fishing  purposes,  or  by  placing  rigging  of  any  kind 
for  fishing,  before  eight  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  the  day  on  which  bag-net 
fishing  may  legally  begin. 

12.  All  persons  opening  holes  in  the  ice  for  the  purpose  of  smelt  fisiiing  shall 
cause  the  same  to  be  marked  with  four  evergreen  bushes  at  least  six  feet  in 
height,  when  the  holes  are  not  in  use. 

Sec.  18 — Trawlers  Prohibited 

The  use  or  operation  of  vessels  known  as  trawlers,  operating  ''beam'^ 
"otter,"  or  other  trawls  of  a  similar  nature  for  the  purpose  of  catching  fish,  is 
prohibited  within  the  territorial  waters  of  Canada. 

Sec.  19— Trout 

1.  No  person  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill  or  sell  any  speckled  trout,  or  any  othef 
kind  of  trout,  from  the  first  day  of  October  in  each  year  to  the  thirty-first  day 
of  March  following,  both  days  inclusive. 

2.  No  one  shall  at  any  time  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  trout  by  other  means  than 
angling.  "Jigging"  for  trout  is  strictly  prohibited. 

3.  Fishing  for  any  kind  of  trout  through  the  ice  is  prohibited. 

4.  No  one  shall  receive,  ship,  transport,  or  have  in  possession  for  the  purpose 
of  shipping  or  transporting  out  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  any  speckled  trout, 
river  trout  or  sea  trout ;  provided  that  any  person  may  so  ship  such  trout  caught 
by  him  for  sport,  to  the  extent  of  twenty-five  pounds  in  weight,  if  the  shipment 
is  accompanied  by  a  certificate  to  that  effect  from  either  the  Local  Fishery  Officer 
in  w^hose  district  the  fish  were  caught  or  from  the  local  station  agent  adjacent  to 
the  locality  in  which  they  were  caught,  or  is  accompanied  by  a  copy  of  the  official 
license  or  permit  issued  to  the  person  making  the  shipment. 

5.  No  single  package  of  such  trout  shall  exceed  twenty-five  pounds  in  weight 
nor  shall  any  person  be  permitted  to  ship  more  than  one  package  during  the 
season. 

6.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  in  any  of  the  waters  of  the  province,  in 
one  day  by  angling,  or  shall  carry  away  a  greater  number  of  speckled  trout  or 
brook  trout  than  in  the  aggregate  shall  weigh  more  than  ten  pounds,  and  no 
greater  number  than  thirty  speckled  trout  or  brook  trout,  though  said  number 
weigh  less  than  ten  pounds. 

7.  The  use  of  a  torch  or  other  artificial  light  in  fishing  for  or  catching  trout 
is  prohibited.

HIS  EXCELLENCY  THE  GOVERNOR  GENERAL  IN  COUNCIL 

His  Excellency  the  Governor  General  in  Council  is  pleased  to  repeal  the 
regulations  established  by  the  Order  in  Council  of  the  6th  April,  1915,  in  respect 
of  steam  trawlers  clearing  from  ports  on  the  Atlantic  seaboard  of  Canada,  and 
the  same  are  hereby  repealed  accordingly,  from  the  1st  January,  1917. 

His  Excellency  in  Council  is  further  pleased  to  make  the  following  regula- 
tions, in  respect  of  steam  trawlers  clearing  from  ports  on  the  Atlantic  seaboard 
of  Canada,  and  the  same  are  hereby  made  and  established,  to  come  into  effect 
on  and  from  the  1st  January,  1917,  viz.: — 

regulations 

The  master  of  every  steam  trawler,  at  any  port  on  the  Atlantic  seaboard  of 
Canada,  shall,  before  departure,  come  iDefore  the  Collector  of  Customs  or  other 
proper  officer  and  dehver  to  him  a  report  outwards  under  his  hand  of  the  destina- 
tion of  such  vessel,  stating  her  name,  country  and  tonnage,  the  port  of  registry, 
the  name  of  the  master,  the  country  of  the  owners  and  the  number  of  the  crew, 
and  such  other  particulars  as  are  demanded  by  such  officer. 

The  report  outwards  shall  also  contain  a  declaration  to  the  effect  that  the 
master  of  the  steam  trawler  in  consideration  of  the  clearance  granted  by  the 
officer  of  Customs,  undertakes  and  agrees,  for  one  year  after  clearance,  (a)  to 
restrict  all  fishing  operations  by  such  steam  trawler  to  waters  which  are  at  last 
twelve  miles  distant  from  the  nearest  shore  on  the  Atlantic  seaboard  of  Canada, 
between  the  first  day  of  May  and  the  thirty-first  day  of  December;  (6)  and  also 
to  refrain  from  all  fishing  operations  by  such  trawler  in  waters  of  Chedabucto 
and  St.  Peter's  Bay  within  a  line  drawn  from  Cranberry  Island  Light  to  Green 
Island  Light  during  the  month  of  January. 

The  penalties  and  procedure  prescribed  for  contravention  of  Customs  Regula- 
tiors  m.ade  by  the  Governor  in  Council  shall  apply  in  respect  of  such  steam 
trawler  and  the  master  thereof,  for  non-compliance  with  the  undertaking  pre- 
scribed by  this  regulation.

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SPECIAL  FISHERY  REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  PROVINCE  OF  NOVA 

SCOTIA 

(Extract  from  Canada  Gazette  of  April  29,  1922.) 
{Adopted  by  Order  in  Council  of  April  26,  1922.    P.C.  895) 

DEFINITIONS 

''Minister"  shall  mean  the  Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries. 

"Angling"  shall  mean  the  taking  of  fish  with  hook  and  line  held  in  the  hand, 
or  hook  and  Une  and  rod,  the  latter  held  in  the  hand,  but  shall  not  include  set 
lines  or  lines  tied  to  a  boat. 

"One  day"  shall  mean  from  sunrise  to  sunset. 

"Non-resident"  shall  mean  any  person  domiciled  in  the  Province  for  a 
period  of  less  than  six  months. 

"Gill-net"  shall  mean  a  net  that  catches  fish  by  enmeshing  them,  but 
which  does  not  enclose  an  area  of  water. 

"Trap-net"  shall  mean  an  apparatus  that  is  so  set  as  to  enclose  an  area  of 
water,  into  which  area  fish  are  guided  by  a  leader  and  find  entrance  through  an 
opening  or  openings. 

"Weir"  differs  from  a  "Trap-net"  in  that  it  is  constructed  of  brush  and 
twine  or  wire  netting. 

"Bag-net"  is  an  apparatus  that  catches  fish  without  enmeshing  them.  It 
consists  of  a  bag  attached  to  stakes,  and  floats  with  the  tide  or  current. 

"Purse-seine"  is  a  net  weighted  at  the  bottom  and  mounted  with  rings 
through  which  a  line  is  run;  also  it  is  floated  at  the  top  and  cast  from  a  boat  so  as 
to  enclose  an  area  of  water.  It  is  then  closed  at  the  bottom  by  the  aforesaid 
line  through  the  rings  so  as  to  form  a  purse  or  bag. 

"Fishery  Officer"  shall  mean  such  officer  having  authority  from  the  Depart- 
ment of  Marine  and  Fisheries 

"Fishery  Guardian"  shall  mean  a  guardian  employed  by  authority  of  the 
Minister. 

"Close  season"  shall  mean  a  specified  period  in  which  fish  may  not  legally 
be  taken. 

"Sport  fish"  shall  include  salmon,  trout  and  bcss. 

"Trout"  shall  include  char,  speckled  trout,  salmon  trout,  gray  trout  and 
ouananiche  or  land-locked  salmon. 

Sec.  1. — Angling 

In  angling  no  one  shall  use  more  than  one  fishing  line,  and  such  fishing  line 
shall  not  be  provided  with  more  than  three  hooks. 

Sec.  2. — Anglers'  Permits 

1.  Non-residents  shall  not  angle  for  or  take  any  sport  fish  without  having 
first  obtained  therefor  an  angler's  permit  issued  by  authority  of  the  Minister. 

This  requirement  shall  not  apply  to  British  subjects  angling  in  waters  where 
they  own  or  have  under  lease  the  riparian  fishing  rights;  but  in  any  instance 
where  exemption  is  claimed  on  the  ground  of  citizenship  the  burden  of  proof 
that  the  person  so  claiming  exemption  is  a  British  subject  shall  lie  on  him. 

The  fee*  for  such  permit  shall  be  five  dollars. 

2.  One  angler's  permit  only  shall  be  issued  to  each  applicant.  Such  permit 
shall  not  be  transferable,  and  can  be  legally  used  only  by  the  person  whose  name 
appears  thereon.  The  holder  of  an  angler's  permit  shall  be  required  to  produce 
and  exhibit  it  when  called  upon  to  do  so  by  any  Fishery  Officer  or  Fishery 
Guardian. 
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Sec.  3. — Bass. 

1.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  bass  from  March  first  to  September 
thirtieth  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive,  except  by  angling. 

2.  The  mesh  of  nets  of  any  kind  used  for  catching  bass  shall  not  be  less  than 
six  inches  extension  measure,  when  in  use. 

3.  No  bass  of  less  than  two  pounds  round  weight  shall  be  retained.  Should 
any  bass  of  less  than  two  pounds  round  weight  be  caught,  it  shall  if  possible  be 
returned  ahve  and  uninjured  to  the  water  from  which  it  was  taken  by  the  person 
catching  it. 

4.  Should  bass  caught  by  angling  be  sold  or  offered  for  sale  during  the  close 
season  for  bass  net  fishing,  the  proof  that  such  bass  was  caught  by  angling  shall 
devolve  upon  the  person  selling  or  offering  such  bass  for  sale. 

5.  No  nets  shall  be  set  for  bass,  during  the  months  of  October  and  Novem- 
ber, in  any  river  or  stream  frequented  by  salmon,  nor  in  any  estuaries  into  which 
such  river  or  stream  flows. 

6.  All  bass  nets  shall  be  legibly  marked,  by  a  tag  or  float  attached  thereto, 
with  the  full  name  of  the  owner  or  operator  of  the  net,  which  tag  or  float  can  be 
readily  seen  at  all  stages  of  the  water  without  raising  the  net. 

7.  From  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  o'clock  on  Saturday  evening  of 
each  week,  to  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  o'clock  on  Monday  morning 
following,  all  bass  nets  shall  be  so  raised  or  adapted,  as  to  admit  of  the  free 
passage  of  bass  through,  by  or  out  of  the  same. 

8.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  bass  with  a  seine. 

9.  Should  the  local  Fishery  Officer  for  any  district  find  that  bass  fishing 
becomes  unduly  harmful  to  any  other  fishery  before  the  last  day  of  February, 
he  may  prohibit  all  bass  fishing  at  an  earlier  date. 

Sec.  4. — Certificates 

All  packages  of  fish  legally  taken  during  the  legal  fishing  season  for  such 
fish,  and  offered  for  shipment  during  the  close  season  for  catching  such  fish,  shall 
be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  from  a  Fishery  Officer,  or  by  a  statutory  declara- 
tion by  the  shipper  that  such  fish  were  legally  taken.  Such  certificate  or  declara- 
tion shall  state  the  number  of  packages  in  the  shipment  together  with  the  name 
or  names  of  the  kind  or  kinds  of  fish  contained  in  the  shipment.  Such  certificate 
or  declaration  may  be  attached  to  the  shipper's  way-bill. 

Sec.  5. — Clams — Soft-Shell,  Long-Neck  or  Squirt  Clams 

The  export  of  soft-shell,  long-neck  or  squirt  clams  (My a  Arenaria)  in  a  raw 
state  taken  in  the  Province  of  Quebec,  New  Brunswick,  Nova  Scotia  or  Prince 
Edward  Island,  from  the  first  day  of  May  to  the  thirtieth  day  of  June,  both  days 
inclusive,  in  each  year,  is  prohibited. 

Sec.  6.— Cod 

No  person  shall  carry  on  codfishing  with  seines  at  a  less  distance  than  one- 
half  mile  from  any  fishing  grounds  where  fishing  boats  are  anchored,  and  where 
fishermen  are  actually  engaged  in  fishing  for  codfish  with  hooks  and  lines. 

Sec.  7. — Eel  Fishing 

(See  also  County  Regulations) 

1.  During  the  months  of  October  and  November,  in  each  year,  no  one  shall 
fish  for  eels  with  a  spear  or  with  a  torch  or  light  of  any  kind  in  waters  frequented 
by  salmon  or  trout. 
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2.  The  use  of  spears  of  any  kind  at  any  time  in  fishing  for  eels  or  other  fish 
is  prohibited  along  that  portion  of  the  route  of  the  cable  of  the  Commercial 
Cable  Company  from  Home's  Point  to  the  mouth  of  Gaspereaux  Brook,  both 
inclusive,  Guysboro  County. 

3.  The  use  of  spears  is  prohibited  at  any  time  for  catching  eels  on  any  live 
oyster  bed. 

Sec.  8. — Explosives  Prohibited 

1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  procure  or  have  in  his 
possession  on  board  of  any  boat  or  vessel  or  elsewhere,  any  dynamite  or  other 
explosive  material,  with  the  intention  of  using,  or  attempting  to  use,  or  allowing 
or  permitting  the  same  to  be  used,  or  attempted  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of 
catching  or  killing  or  attempting  to  catch  or  kill  any  kind  of  fish. 

2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  or  persons,  to  put  or  place,  or  have 
upon  or  in  any  boat  or  vessel  engaged  or  employed,  or  intended  to  be  engaged 
or  employed  in  fishing,  any  dynamite  or  other  explosive. 

3.  In  case  any  such  dynamite  or  other  explosive  shall  be  found,  or  proved 
to  be  or  to  have  been  ,in  or  upon  any  such  boat  or  vessel,  the  master  and  the 
owner  thereof  shall  each  be  liable  for  the  penalty  provided  for  breach  of  the  last 
preceding  regulation,  as  well  as  any  other  person  or  persons  who  may  have  put 
or  placed  such  dynamite  or  other  explosive  upon  or  in  the  said  boat  or  vessel,  or 
had  the  same  in  possession. 

4.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  at  any  time  to  have  in 
possession  any  fish  or  portion  of  any  fish,  that  has  been  killed  by  means  of  ex- 
plosives. 

Sec.  9. — Fines  and  Forfeitures,  Disposal  of 

1.  When  penalties  are  imposed,  or  articles  are  confiscated  following  a 
prosecution  by  a  Fishery  Officer  employed  by  the  Department  of  Marine  afid 
Fisheries,  the  whole  of  the  proceeds  of  such  prosecution,  and  of  the  proceeds  of 
the  sale  of  such  confiscated  articles  shall  be  paid  to  the  Receiver  General  for 
Canada,  through  the  Department  of  Marine  and  Fisheries. 

2.  When  penalties  are  imposed  and  when  articles  are  confiscated  under  the 
Fisheries  Act  following  complaints  laid  by  Fishery  Officers  whose  salaries  and 
expenses  are  paid  by  the  Provincial  Government,  the  proceeds  of  such  penalties 
and  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  such  confiscated  articles  shall  be  paid  to  the 
Provincial  Government,  on  the  understanding  that  all  expenses  incurred  in  such 
prosecution,  that  are  not  paid  by  the  defendants,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Provincial 
Government. 

3.  When  the  prosecutor  is  not  a  Fishery  Officer  of  any  Government,  a 
moiety  of  the  penalty  levied,  together  with  costs  taxed  to  him  in  respect  thereof, 
shall  be  paid  to  him,  and  the  other  moiety  shall  be  paid  to  the  Receiver  General 
for  Canada  through  the  Department  of  Marine  and  Fisheries. 


Sec.  10. — Gaspereau 
(See  also  County  Regulations) 

1.  Gaspereau  gill-nets  may  be  used  in  non-tidal  waters  from  the  fifteenth  to 
the  thirty-first  day  of  May  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive :  and  in  tidal  water 
such  nets  may  be  used  from  the  first  to  the  thirty-first  day  of  May  in  each  year, 
both  days  inclusive. 
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2.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  gaspcrcau  from  six  o'clock  of  the 
afternoon  of  Friday  of  each  week  to  six  o'clock  of  the  morning  of  the  Monday 
following,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided. 

3.  The  mesh  of  nets  to  be  used  for  the  catching  of  gaspereau  shall  not  be 
more  than  three  inches  extension  measure,  when  in  use. 

4.  The  use  of  dip-nets  for  taking  gaspereau  siiall  be  permissible  from  May 
first  to  June  fifteenth  of  each  year,  both  days  inclusive. 

5.  All  gaspereau  nets  shall  be  legibly  marked,  by  a  tag  or  float  attached 
thereto,  with  the  full  name  of  the  owner  or  operator  of  the  net,  which  tag  or 
float  can  be  readily  seen  at  all  stages  of  the  water  without  raising  the  net. 

6.  Should  the  Fishery  Officer  for  any  district  find  that  gaspereau  fisiiing  is 
unduly  harmful  to  any  other  fishery  in  his  district,  he  may  prohibit  gaspereau 
fishing  operations  therein  at  any  time  before  the  closing  dates  specified  in  these 
regulations. 

7.  In  any  river  across  which  a  dam  exists,  the  use  of  nets  of  any  kind  or  of 
weirs  for  taking  gaspereau  is  prohibited  in  the  portion  of  such  river  above  the 
dam. 

Sec.  11. — Herring 

Fishing  for  herrings  in  the  manner  known  as  '^driving''  with  torch,  flam- 
beaux or  other  artificial  light,  is  prohibited. 

Sec.  12. — Lobsters 
(See  Special  Lobster  Fishery  Regulations.) 

Sec.  13 — Non-Tidal  Waters 
{See  also  County  Regulations) 

1.  The  use  of  nets  in  non-tidal  waters,  except  for  the  capture  of  gaspereau, 
is  prohibited. 

2.  In  any  river  across  which  a  dam  exists  the  use  of  nets  of  any  kind  or  of 
Aveirs  for  taking  gaspereau  is  prohibited  in  the  portion  of  such  river  above  the 
dam. 

Sec.  14 — Oysters 

1.  No  person  shall  fish  for  or  catch  oysters  on  public  beds  except  under  license 
from  the  Minister.  The  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  fifty  cents. 

2.  From  the  first  day  of  December  in  each  year  to  the  twenty-fourth  day 
of  September  following,  both  days  inclusive,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  fish  for, 
catch  or  kill  oysters  on  public  beds,  and  from  the  first  day  of  July  to  the  thirty- 
first  day  of  August,  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to 
fish  for,  catch  or  kill  oysters  on  leased  areas. 

3.  (a)  No  person  shall,  on  public  beds,  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  round 
oysters  of  a  less  size  than  three  inches  in  diameter  of  outer  shell,  nor  any  long 
oysters  measuring  less  than  three  and  a  half  inches  of  outer  shell. 

(6)  Round  oysters  of  a  less  size  than  three  inches  in  diameter,  and  long 
oysters  measuring  less  than  three  and  a  half  inches  on  the  outer  shell,  that  may 
be  accidentally  caught  on  public  beds,  shall  be  returned  alive  to  the  bed  from 
which  they  were  taken,  at  the  cost  and  risk  of  the  person  so  fishing,  on  whom,  in. 
every  case,  shall  develop  the  proof  of  actual  liberation. 
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4.  The  Minister  may  grant  permission  to  the  lessees  of  private  oyster  areas 
to  fish  for  and  catch,  at  any  season  of  the  year,  on  certain  natural  reefs  in  the 
said  province,  to  be  specified  in  said  permission,  a  designated  quantity  of  unculled 
oysters,  for  the  purpose  of  stocking  leased  areas. 

5.  Fishing  for  oysters  is  prohibited  on  Sunday,  and  from  sunset  to  sunrise 
on  any  other  day  of  the  week. 

6.  No  person  shall  dig  mussel-mud  within  two  hundred  yards  from  any  live 
oyster  bed,  and  then  only  at  such  place  or  places  as  may  be  prescribed  in  writing 
by  a  Fishery  Officer. 

7.  The  use,  for  taking  oysters  on  public  oyster  beds,  of  quahaug  rakes,  tongs 
operated  by  purchase  power,  or  tongs  or  rakes  other  than  the  ordinary  ones  now 
in  use  in  oyster  fishing  is  prohibited. 

Sec.  15. — Pollock 

1.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  pollock  by  means  of  spears  or  grapnel 
or  gaff  hooks ;  provided  that  the  use  of  a  gaff,  in  hook  and  line  fishing,  may  be 
permitted. 

2.  The  use  of  purse-seines  having  meshes  of  not  less  than  two  inches  exten- 
sion measure,  is  permitted  for  the  capture  of  pollock;  provided  that  no  such  purse- 
seine  fishing  operations  shall  be  permissible  within  one  mile  of  any  weir,  trap-net 
or  other  stationary  fishing  appliance  operated  under  license. 

Sbc.  16. — Possession  of  Fish  in  Close  Season 

1,  No  one,  without  lawful  excuse,  the  proof  whereof  shall  He  with  him,  shall 
fish  for,  buy,  sell,  or  have  in  his  possession,  any  fish,  or  portion  of  any  fish,  during 
a  time  when  fishing  for  such  fish  is  prohibited  by  law.  (See  section  29  of  the 
Fisheries  Act). 

2.  Any  violation  of  the  above  regulation  shall  render  the  offender  liable  to 
a  penalty  of  not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  or  in  default  of  payment,  to. 
imprisonment  for  a  term  not  exceeding  twelve  months,  or  to  both.  (See  section 
82  of  the  Fisheries  Act). 

Sec.  17. — Quahaugs  or  Hard-Shelled  Clams 

1.  No  one  shall  fish  for  or  catch  hard-shell  clams  or  quahaugs  except  under 
license  from  the  Minister.    The  fee  on  each  such  license  shall  be  one  dollar. 

2.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  hard-shell  clams  or  quahaugs  from  the 
twenty-fifth  day  of  September  in  each  year  to  the  tenth  day  of  May  following, 
both  days  inclusive,  and  from  the  first  day  of  July  to  the  thirty-first  day  of 
August,  both  days  inclusive. 

3.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  hard-shell  clam  or  quahaug  of  a  less 
size  than  one  and  three-quarter  /nches  in  length  on  the  outer  shell,  and  any  hard 
shell  clam  or  quahaug  of  a  less  size  than  one  and  three-quarter  inches  in  length 
that  may  be  accidentally  caught,  shall  be  forthwith  returned  to  the  water  alive 
and  uninjured  by  the  person  catching  it;  provided  that  the  Minister  may  autho- 
rize the  taking  of  hard-shell  clams  or  quahaugs  of  a  less  size  for  purposes  of 
replanting  for  the  development  of  hard-shell  clam  or  quahuag  culture. 

4.  The  use  of  rakes  for  catching  hard-shell  clams  or  quahaugs,  having  teeth 
less  than  one  and  one-quarter  inches  apart,  is  prohibited. 

5.  Fishing  for  hard-shell  clams  or  quahaugs  in  bays,  harbours  and  other 
waters  where  oysters  are  taken,  shall  be  permitted  only  on  areas  set  apart  and 
marked  out  by  the  local  Fishery  Officers  for  the  respective  districts  in  which 
such  fishing  is  prosecuted. 

6.  Fishing  for  hard-shell  clams  or  quahaugs  on  Sunday  is  prohibited. 
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Sec.  18. — Salmon 
(See  also  County  Regulations) 

1.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  salmon  otherwise  than  with  gill-nets, 
drift-nets,  pound-nets  or  weirs,  or  by  angling, 

2.  The  mesh  of  salmon  drift-nets  or  gill-nets  and  the  leaders  of  salmon 
trap-nets,  pound-nets  or  weirs  shall  not  be  less  than  five  inches  extension  measure, 
when  in  use. 

3.  No  gill-nets  having  a  bunt  or  hook,  or  leader  of  any  kind,  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  be  set  in  any  river. 

4.  All  salmon  nets  shall  be  legibly  marked,  by  a  tag  or  float  attached  thereto, 
with  the  full  name  of  the  owner  or  operator  of  the  net  thereon,  which  tag  or 
float  can  be  readily  seen  at  all  stages  of  the  water  without  raising  the  net. 

5.  No  one  shall  fish  for  salmon  with  a  net  of  any  kind  except  under  license 
from  the  Minister.  The  fee  for  a  salmon  gill-net  or  drift-net  license  shall  be  one 
dollar  for  the  first  twenty  fathoms  in  length  of  net  used,  and  one  cent  for  each 
additional  fathom.  The  fee  for  a  salmon  trap-net,  pound-net  or  weir  shall  be 
two  dollars  for  the  first  twenty  fathoms  in  length  of  leader,  and  two  cents  for 
each  additional  fathom. 

6.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  salmon  with  nets  of  any  kind,  from  the 
sixteenth  day  of  August  in  each  year  to  the  last  day  of  February  following,  both 
days  inclusive. 

7.  From  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  of  the  clock  in  the  afternoon  of 
every  Saturday  to  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon 
of  every  Monday,  all  salmon  fishing  gill-nets,  drift-nets,  pound-nets,  trap-nets 
and  weirs  shall  be  so  raised  or  adapted  as  to  admit  of  the  free  passage  of  fish 
through,  by,  or  out  of  such  apparatus,  or  be  so  effectively  closed  as  completely 
to  obstruct  and  prevent  the  entrance  of  fish  into  such  apparatus,  except  as 
herein  otherwise  provided. 

8.  Fishing  for  and  catching  salmon  by  angling  shall  be  permissible  from  the 
first  day  of  February  to  the  fifteenth  day  of  August  in  each  year,  both  days 
inclusive ;  except  in  the  Island  of  Cape  Breton  and  in  the  streams  of  the  mainland 
flowing  into  the  Straits  of  Canso  and  Chedabucto  Bay,  where  such  fishing  shall 
be  permissible  from  the  first  day  of  June  to  the  fifteenth  day  of  October,  in  each 
year,  both  days  inclusive. 

9.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  in  any  of  the  waters  of  the  province  in 
one  day,  by  angling,  or  shall  cai^y  away  a  greater  number  than  five  salmon,  that 
were  caught  by  angling. 

10.  In  angling  for  salmon  the  use  of  any  bait  other  than  artificial  flies  is 
prohibited. 

11.  No  person  shall  use  a  dam  for  the  purpose  of  so  regulating  the  retention 
or  discharge  of  water  as  to  facilitate  the  catching  of  salmon,  either  by  suddenly 
closing  or  opening  the  dam,  or  in  any  other  manner  whatsoever. 

12.  No  salmon  or  grilse  weighing  less  than  three  pounds,  nor  any  "spent" 
salmon,  so-called,  shall  be  retained  or  kept  out  of  the  water.  If  such  salmon  or 
grilse,  or  ''spent"  salmon,  be  caught  inadvertently  it  shall,  if  possible,  be  returned 
alive  and  uninjured  to  the  water  from  which  it  was  taken  by  the  person  catching 
it.  If  dead  or  injured,  any  such  fish  may  be  taken  possession  of  by  a  Fishery 
Officer. 

13.  The  use  of  a  torch  or  other  artificial  light  in  fishing  for  or  catching 
srlmon  is  prohibited. 
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Sec.  19. — Scallops 

1.  No  one  shall  fish  for  scallops  except  under  license  from  the  Minister.  The 
fee  on  such  license  shall  be  one  dollar. 

2.  No  one  shall  fish  for  scallops  from  the  first  day  of  June  to  the  fifteenth 
day  of  October,  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive. 

3.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill  or  sell  any  scallops  measuring  less  than 
four  inches  in  diameter  across  the  widest  portion  of  the  outer  shell,  and  any  scallop 
of  a  less  size  that  may  be  taken  accidentally  shall  be  returned  alive  and  uninjured 
to  the  bed  from  which  it  was  taken  by  the  person  catching  it. 

4.  The  waste  portion  of  scallops  shall  not  be  thrown  overboard  from  boats 
on  the  scallop  fishing  grounds. 

5.  The  practice  known  as  floating"  or  ''soaking"  scallop  meat  in  fresh 
water  is  prohibited. 

6.  Scallop  fishing  in  the  waters  of  Lunenburg  County  shall  be  permissible 
only  from  November  fifteenth  in  each  year  to  December  thirtieth  following, 
both  days  inclusive,  and  in  Digby  Basin  from  December  first  in  each  year  to  the 
thirty-first  day  of  January  following,  both  days  inclusive. 

7.  None  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  apply  to  fishing  for  scallops 
beyond  territorial  waters. 

Sec.  20.— Shad 

1.  No  one  shall  fish  for  shad,  except  under  license  from  the  Minister.  The 
fee  on  such  license  shall  be  one  dollar. 

2.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  shad  otherwise  than  with  gill-nets  or 
drift-nets. 

3.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  shad  in  non-tidal  waters. 

4.  All  shad  nets  must  have  attached  thereto  a  wood  or  metal  plate  on  which 
the  number  of  the  license  and  the  name  of  the  licensee  is  plainly  marked  in  such 
manner  as  to  be  readily  examined  by  a  Fishery  Officer. 

5.  Shad  fishing  shall  be  permissible  from  the  sixteenth  day  of  May  until  the 
twentieth  day  of  June,  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive;  provided  that  in  the 
waters  of  the  Bay  of  Fundy  above  Chignecto  Cape,  Cumberland  County, 
fishing  for  shad  shall  be  permissible  from  June  sixteenth  to  July  twentieth,  in 
each  year,  both  days  inclusive. 

6.  From  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  of  the  clock  in  the  afternoon  of  Friday 
in  each  week  to  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon  of 
each  Monday  following  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  shad. 

7.  Until  after  the  close  of  the  fishing  season  of  1924  the  mesh  of  shad  gill- 
nets  and  drift-nets  shall  not  be  less  than  four  and  one-half  inches  extension  meas- 
ure when  in  use  and  thereafter  it  shall  not  be  less  than  five  inches  extension 
measure  when  in  use. 

8.  Should  a  Fishery  Officer  find  that  shad  fishing  in  his  district  becomes 
unduly  harmful  to  any  other  fishery,  he  may  prohibit  shad  fishing  therein  at  any 
time  before  the  closing  dates  specified  in  these  regulations. 

Sec.  21. — Smelts 
{See  also  County  Regulations) 

1.  Fishing  for  smelts  otherwise  than  with  gill-nets  bag-nets  or  hook  and 
line  is  prohibited. 

2.  (a)  No  one  shall  fish  for  smelts  with  a  gill-net  or  bag-net,  except  under 
license  from  the  Minister. 

(6)  The  fee  on  each  smelt  gill-net  shall  be  one  dollar  for  the  first  ten  fathoms, 
of  net  used,  and  one  cent  for  each  additional  fathom. 
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(c)  The  fee  on  a  smelt  bag-net  shall  be  two  dollars. 

3.  Smelt  gill-nets  and  bag-nets  shall  have  a  mesh  of  not  less  than  one  and 
one-quarter  inches  extension  measure,  when  in  use. 

4.  Smelt  gill-net  fishing  shall  be  permissible  only  from  the  fifteenth  October, 
in  each  year,  to  the  fifteenth  February  following,  both  days  inclusive. 

5.  Smelt  bag-net  fishing  shall  be  permissible  only  from  the  first  December 
in  each  year  to  the  fifteenth  February  following,  both  days  inclusive,  except  as 
herein  otherwise  provided. 

6.  Smelt  bag-nets  or  gill  nets  shall  not  be  set  or  used  within  fifty  yards  from 
each  other  across  a  river,  nor  within  one  hundred  yards  of  each  other  up  and 
down  a  river,  but  the  local  Fishery  Officer  may  in  any  instance  require  such 
greater  distance  between  nets  either  across  or  up  and  down  a  river  as  he  may 
consider  necessary. 

7.  Smelt  gill-nets  or  bag-nets  shall  not  be  set  in  the  spans  of  bridges,  nor 
within  one  hundred  yards  of  such  spans. 

8.  All  smelt  nets  shall  be  legibly  marked  by  a  tag  or  float  attached  thereto, 
with  the  full  name  of  the  owner  or  operator  of  the  net  thereon,  which  tag  or 
float  can  be  readily  seen  at  all  stages  of  the  water  without  raising  the  net. 

9.  From  six  o'clock  on  Saturday  afternoon,  in  each  week,  to  six  o'clock  on 
Monday  forenoon,  following,  smelt  gill-nets  and  bag-nets  shall  be  so  raised  or 
adapted  as  to  admit  of  the  free  passage  of  smelts  through,  by  or  out  of  such  gill- 
nets  or  bag-nets.  During  this  weekly  close  season  smelt  fishing  by  any  means  for 
purposes  of  trade  or  barter  is  prohibited. 

10.  No  one  shall  fish  for  catch  or  kill  sm^elts  from  the  first  day  of  April  to 
the  thirty-first  day  of  July  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive. 

11.  No  one  shall  prepare  to  fish  with  bag-nets  by  either  cutting  holes  in  the 
ice  for,  or  in  connection  with  fishing  purposes,  or  by  placing  rigging  of  any  kind 
for  fishing,  before  eight  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  the  day  on  which  bag-net 
fishing  may  legally  begin. 

12.  — All  persons  opening  holes  in  the  ice  for  the  purpose  of  taking  smelts 
shall  cause  the  same  to  be  marked  with  four  evergreen  bushes,  at  least  six  feet  in 
height,  when  the  holes  are  not  in  use. 

Sec.  22. — Sturgeon 

Except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  the  use  of  drift-nets  for  the  capture  of 
sturgeon  is  hereby  prohibited. 

Sec.  23.— Trout 

1.  — No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  trout  of  any  kind  from  the  first  day  of 
October  in  each  year  to  the  thirtieth  day  of  April  following,  both  days  inclusive. 

2.  — No  one  shall  at  any  time  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  trout  otherwise  than  by 
angling.  Jigging  is  strictly  prohibited. 

3.  — Fishing  for  trout  through  the  ice  is  prohibited. 

4.  — No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  in  any  of  the  waters  of  the  Province,  in 
one  day,  by  angling,  or  shall  carry  away  a  greater  number  of  trout  than  in  the 
aggregate  shall  weigh  more  than  ten  pounds  and  no  greater  number  than  thirty, 
though  said  number  weigh  less  than  ten  pounds. 

5.  — No  one  shall  receive,  ship,  transport  or  have  in  possession  for  the  purpose 
of  shipping  or  transporting  out  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  any  trout,  provided 
that  any  person  may  so  ship  trout  caught  by  him  for  sport,  to  the  extent  of 
twenty-five  pounds  in  weight,  if  the  shipment  is  accompanied  by  a  certificate 
to  that  effect  from  either  the  local  fishery  officer  in  whose  district  the  fish  were 
caught  or  from  the  local  station  agent  adjacent  to  the  locality  in  which  they  were 
caught  or  is  accompanied  by  a  copy  of  the  official  license  or  permit  issued  to  the 
person  making  the  shipment;  but  no  single  package  of  such  trout  shall  exceed 
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twenty-five  pounds  in  weight,  nor  shall  any  person  be  permitted  to  ship  more 
than  one  such  package  during  the  season. 

6. — The  use  of  a  torch  or  other  artificial  light  in  fishing  for  or  catching  trout 
is  prohibited. 

Sec.  24 — Trap-Nets 

1.  — No  one  shall  operate  a  trap-net  except  under  license  from  the  Minister. 
The  fee  on  an  ordinary  trap-net  license  shall  be  five  dollars  for  the  first  ten 
fathoms  of  leader  used  and  ten  cents  for  each  additional  fathom,  and  the  fee 
for  a  hcense  for  a  small  trap-net,  without  a  bottom,  shall  be  two  dollars  for  the 
first  ten  fathoms  of  leader  used  and  five  cents  for  each  additional  fathom. 

2.  — No  seine  shall  be  drawn  nor  any  net  set  within  one  hundred  and  ten 
fathoms  (one-eighth  of  a  mile)  of  any  trap-net  nor  shall  any  trap-net  be  set 
or  placed  nearer  to  another  trap-net  than  one  hundred  and  ten  fathoms  (one- 
eighth  of  a  mile). 

3.  — All  trap-nets  shall  be  legibly  marked  by  a  tag  or  float  attached  thereto, 
with  the  full  name  of  the  owner  or  operator  of  the  net,  and  the  number  of  his 
license,  which  tag  or  float  can  be  readily  seen  at  all  stages  of  the  water  without 
raising  the  net. 

4.  — In  cases  where  a  double  bowl  is  used  on  a  trap-net  the  distance  across 
the  widest  part  of  the  second  bowl  must  not  exceed  the  distance  across  the 
widest  part  of  the  original  bowl. 

5.  — The  distance  to  obtain  between  trap-nets  shall  be  measured  from  the 
trap  twine  nearest  the  next  adjoining  trap  twine. 

Sec.  25 — Trawlers  Prohibited 

The  use  or  operation  of  vessels  known  as  trawlers  operating  ''beam," 
''otter,"  or  other  trawls  of  a  similar  nature  for  the  purpose  of  catching  fish,  is 
prohibited  within  the  territorial  waters  of  Canada. 

Sec.  26— Weirs 

1.  — Except  as  herein  otherwise  provided  no  one  shall  operate  a  weir  except 
under  license  from  the  Minister.    The  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  five  dollars. 

2.  — The  distance  between  licensed  weirs  shall  not  be  less  than  one  hundred 
and  ten  fathoms. 

COUNTY  REGULATIONS 
Fisheries  District  No.  1 — Cape  Breton  Island 

Sec.  27 — Island  of  Cape  Breton 

1  — Each  net  set  for  the  purpose  of  taking  fish  in  the  tidal  waters  of  rivers 
shall  have  attached  to  it  the  name  in  full  of  the  owner. 

2.  — Gaspereau  shall  not  be  fished  for,  caught  or  killed  in  any  river  or  stream 
after  the  fifteenth  day  of  June  in  each  year. 

3.  — No  trap-net  or  drag-seine  shall  be  used  in  the  waters  of  Bras  D'Or 
Lakes. 

4.  — No  net  of  any  description  shall  be  set  within  one-half  mile  of  the  mouth 
of  any  river  or  stream  frequented  by  salmon  or  trout. 

5.  — No  net  shall  be  set  in  a  lake  nearer  its  outlet  or  entrance  than  three 
hundred  yards. 

6.  — No  nets,  except  smelt  and  gaspereau  nets,  shall  be  set  in  the  ponds  at  the 
outlet  of  any  river  or  stream. 
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7. — No  salmon  net  shall  be  set  in  the  tidal  waters  of  any  of  the  rivers  of  this 
island,  with  the  exception  of  Mira,  Cape  Breton  County,  Grand  River,  Richmond 
County,  and,  for  hatchery  purposes,  the  Margaree  River,  Inverness  County,  as 
provided  in  subsection  11  of  section  29  hereof. 

Sec.  28 — County  of  Cape  Breton 

1.  — ^No  net,  weir,  or  other  contrivance  for  taking  fish  other  than  smelts  shall 
be  set  or  placed  in  the  tidal  waters  of  Sydney  River. 

2.  — From  a  line  drawn  from  Cranberry  Head  to  Low  Point  Light,  no  net 
shall  be  set  in  the  waters  of  Sydney  Harbour  between  si-x  o'clock  Saturday 
afternoon  and  six  o'clock  Monday  morning,  with  the  exception  of  Ucensed  nets. 

3.  — Within  a  quarter  of  a  mile  of  the  entrance  to  Little  Bras  D'Or  Lake, 
and  up  to  and  including  a  quarter  of  a  mile  on  the  western  side  of  Little  Bras 
D'Or  bridge,  no  herring  net  shall  be  allowed  to  remain  set  in  the  water  between 
ten  o'clock  in  the  morning  and  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  each  day. 

4.  — Except  in  the  tidal  portion  of  the  Mira  River,  no  salmon  net  fishing 
shall  be  permissible  in  any  river  in  the  County  of  Cape  Breton. 

Sec.  29 — County  of  Inverness 

1.  No  flume,  eel-box  or  pot,  or  any  other  contrivance  for  taking  fish  shall 
be  set  with  its  mouth  up  stream  in  any  river  or  branch  thereof  from  the  first 
day  of  July  until  the  tenth  day  of  November,  if,  in  the  opinion  of  the  local 
Fishery  Officer,  such  appliances  destroy  young  gaspereau,  salmon  or  trout. 

2.  No  net  shall  be  placed  lower  down  the  harbour  of  Margaree  than  within 
a  direct  line  from  McAllister's  well  to  Deadman's  Cape,  nor  outside  the  harbour 
within  one-half  mile  of  the  breakwater  at  its  entrance;  nor  within  one  hundred 
and  fifty  yards  of  any  net  already  set  in  the  said  harbour. 

3.  No  net  shall  be  placed  outside  the  harbour  of  Mabou  within  one-quarter 
of  a  mile  of  the  breakwater  at  the  entrance  of  said  harbour. 

4.  No  net  shall  exceed  thirty  fathoms  in  length. 

5.  No  weir  or  other  contrivance  for  taking  fish,  set  abreast  of  any  island, 
shall  take  up  in  distance  or  extent  more  than  one-third  of  the  stream  on  either 
side  of  such  island,  and  no  weir  or  other  contrivance  shall  be  placed  within 
fifty  yards  either  above  or  below  such  island. 

6.  From  the  upper  line  of  the  Indian  lands  at  the  Forks  of  Margaree,  to 
ten  chains  above  it,  only  one  weir  shall  be  permitted  to  be  set  or  placed,  and 
such  weir  shall  occupy  not  more  than  one-quarter  of  the  stream;  and  if  such 
weir  be  set  or  placed  at  a  point  where  the  two  rivers  meet,  only  one-sixth  of 
the  stream,  shall  be  occupied. 

7.  No  person  shall  set  or  place  a  weir  opposite  another  weir  in  any  river, 
nor  within  sixty  yards  of  any  other  weir. 

8.  No  weir  shall  exceed  in  length  thirty  feet  from  the  sluice,  and  no  sluice 
shall  exceed  twenty  feet  in  length. 

9.  No  weir  shall  be  placed  by  the  side  of  any  wharf  or  bulwark  erected  in 
any  part  of  Margaree  River. 

10.  No  seine,  trap-net,  fish  pound  or  fish-box  shall  be  used  in  any  stream, 
and  no  weir  shall  be  turned  upwards  against  the  stream. 

11.  The  use  of  nets  of  any  kind  in  the  Margaree  river  for  the  purpose  of 
catching  salmon  is  prohibited,  excepting  to  obtain  parent  salmon  for  hatchery 
purposes.  All  such  salmon  net  fishing  operations  must  be  carried  on  under  the 
direct  supervision,  and  in  accordance  with  instructions  of  an  officer  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Marine  and  Fisheries,  and  as  soon  as  a  sufficient  number  of  parent  salmon 
have  been  procured  for  hatchery  purposes,  all  nets  must  be  removed  from  the 
river. 
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Fisheries  District  No.  2 — Eastern  Mainland  Portion 

Sec.  30 — County  of  Cumberland 

1.  The  tidal  boundary,  for  the  purpose  of  the  Fisheries  Act,  shall  be  at  the 
foot  of  Hannan's  falls,  so-called,  in  River  Philip. 

2.  Brush  weirs,  for  the  purpose  of  taking  fish  of  any  kind,  shall  not  be 
allowed  in  any  of  the  rivers  of  this  county,  nor  within  half  a  mile  of  the  mouth 
thereof. 

3.  Nets  for  taking  shad  shall  not  exceed  (except  at  Port  Laurence)  twelve 
fathoms  in  length. 

4.  Nets  for  the  purpose  of  taking  gaspereau  shall  not  be  set  in  the  Wallace 
River  above  a  point  nearer  than  one-quarter  of  a  mile  below  the  site  formerly 
occupied  by  Messrs.  Rindress  and  Seaman's  mill-dam,  on  Wallace  River. 

Sec.  31 — County  of  Antigonish 

The  use  of  seines  for  the  purpose  of  catching  herring  is  prohibited  in  the 
waters  of  Harbour  Bouche,  or  within  one  and  one-half  miles  from  any  point  in  any 
direction  whatever  from  an  imaginary  line  drawn  across  the  mouth  of  the  said 
harbour;  and  the  points  between  which  the  said  line  shall  be  drawn  shall  be 
fixed  by  the  Inspector  of  Fisheries  within  whose  district  that  part  of  the  Province 
of  Nova  Scotia  lies. 

Sec.  32 — County  of  Guysborough 

1.  No  person  shall  occupy  more  than  one  fishing  berth  at  one  time,  in  any 
river  for  the  purpose  of  catching  fish,  if  other  local  residents,  who  desire  to  fish, 
are  deprived  of  a  berth  on  that  account. 

2.  No  one  shall,  on  any  of  the  seine  hauling  grounds,  if  a  seine  or  seines  be 
stationed  there  and  prepared  for  taking  fish,  placfe  moorings  or  set  nets :  nor  shall 
any  vessel,  boat  or  material,  sunken  or  floating,  be  anchored  or  moored  within 
one  hundred  fathoms  from  the  shore  at  low  water  mark;  and  any  mooring,  net, 
vessel,  boat  or  material  if  so  placed,  set,  anchored  or  moored,  shall  be  imme- 
diately removed  by  the  owner  or  owners,  master  or  masters  thereof,  upon  request 
of  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  seine;  or  by  direction  of  a  fighery  officer,  unless 
prevented  by  stress  of  weather  or  other  unavoidable  cause;  failing  which  (if — 
removal  be  practicable),  the  above  obstructions  or  any  of  them  may  be  removed 
by  a  fishery  officer  or  the  owner  of  a  seine  so  stationed  and  prepared  for  taking 
fish,  and  the  cost  of  such  removal,  in  addition  to  any  and  all  other  penalties,  and 
expenses  which  may  accrue,  shall  devolve  upon  the  party  or  parties  so  placing, 
setting,  anchoring  or  mooring  the  same;  and  the  property  shall  be  held  until  all 
fines  and  other  expenses  shall  have  been  paid. 

3.  Moorings  for  nets  (excepting  for  salmon)  shall  not  be  dropped  or  placed  at 
a  less  distance  from  each  other  than  seventy  fathoms,  unless  the  net  or  nets  set 
thereto  be  moored  at  each  end;  then  a  distance  of  not  less  than  sixty  fathoms 
shall  obtain,  and  all  moorings  shall  be  of  sufficient  strength  to  hold  a  fleet  of  two 
nets  in  ordinary  weather,  and  the  buoys  attached  thereto  shall  be  marked  with 
the  owners'  names. 

4.  No  one  shall  set  more  than  two  nets  (salmon  nets  excepted),  not  to  exceed 
twenty  fathoms  each  in  length,  to  any  mooring,  nor  shall  any  net  be  so  set  that 
one  shall  be  on  top  or  over  the  other,  viz.,  one  sunken  and  one  afloat,  nor  shall  any 
net  or  nets  exceed  in  depth  an  ordinary  mackerel  net. 

5.  When  nets  are  set  sunken  or  under  the  surface  of  the  water  their  position 
shall  be  marked  by  not  less  than  three  floating  buoys  attached  to  each  one  with 
the  owner's  name  legibly  marked  thereon. 
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6.  No  net  or  nets  (excepting  salmon  nets)  shall  be  allowed  to  remain  set 
within  any  harbour  or  within  one-half  mile  of  the  entrance  of  the  same,  nor  of  any 
hauling  ground,  where  a  seine  is  stationed  and  prepared  for  taking  fish,  from 
sunrise  to  one  hour  before  sunset,  unless  prevented  by  some  unavoidable  cause. 

7.  No  seine,  trap-net,  bag-net,  fish-pound  or  other  contrivance  for  taking 
fish  shall  be  so  set  or  allowed  to  remain  set  as  to  prevent  fish  from  coming  into  or 
upon  any  of  the  hauling  grounds  within  the  said  county,  provided  there  is  a  seine 
stationed  thereat. 

8.  No  person  or  persons  shall  sweep  or  haul  with  a  seine,  net  or  other  appli- 
ance any  fish  within  the  entrance  or  mouth  of  any  fresh-water  lake,  river  or 
stream,  nor  within  one-half  mile  of  the  entrance  outside  of  the  same  on  either 
shore. 

Sec.  33 — County  of  Halifax 

Seine  Regulations  for  County  of  Halifax 

1.  In  any  part  of  Halifax  County,  whether  in  an  estabhshed  seining  district 
or  not,  no  one  shall  operate  a  set  seine  excepting  under  license  from  the  Minister. 
The  fee  (^n  such  license  shall  be  fifty  cents. 

2.  In  an  established  seining  district  an  applicant  to  qualify  for  a  seine 
license,  must  be, — 

(a)  The  owner  of  a  seine  not  less  than  eighty  fathoms  in  length  and  eight 
fathoms  in  depth  in  the  bunt,  and  five  fathoms  in  the  bridle  sheets,  and  made  of 
twine  not  Ughter  than  No.  6  cotton  or  No.  2  mullet,  and  having  meshes  not 
larger  than  two  and  a  half  inches  extension  measure  when  in  use; 

(6)  The  owner  of  seine-boat  not  smaller  than  seventeen  feet  long  in  the 
bottom  and  five  feet  ten  inches  wide  at  the  top; 

(c)  A  resident  within  the  seining  district,  who  makes  it  his  place  of  fishing, 
and  having  therein  fish  houses  and  stores,  which  provide  sufficient  accommodation 
to  enable  the  proper  curing  of  and  caring  for  the  fish  that  would  be  caught  under 
the  license. 

3.  In  any  part  of  Halifax  County, — 

(a)  A  seine  shall  nt)t  exceed  one  hundred  and  twenty  fathoms  in  length, 
providing  that  when  the  seine  is  set  from  the  shore  and  the  arm  is  rounded  in,  a 
net,  not  exceeding  twenty  fathoms  in  length  may  be  set  from  the  shore  running  in 
the  direction  of  the  rounded  in  arm  so  as  to  form  a  mouth. 

(6)  In  cases  where  seines  are  set  on  shoals,  or  near  ledges,  the  seine  may 
surround  an  area  of  water. 

(c)  The  use  of  a  leader  in  seine  fishing  is  strictly  prohibited. 

4.  In  any  part  of  Halifax  County  outside  of  an  established  seining  district, — 
(a)  A  license  shall  entitle  the  holder  to  fish  in  the  berth  named  therein 

until  he  has  caught  twenty  barrels  of  mackerel,  and  the  license  shall  thereupon 
terminate;  provided,  however,  that  the  holder  of  an  unexhausted  license  shall 
be  entitled  to  all  the  fish  taken  in  the  last  haul,  notwithstanding  that  the  quan- 
tity may  be  in  excess  of  that  required  to  exhaust  his  license. 

(6)  Any  one  may  shoot  a  seine  around  a  school  of  fish  without  a  license  pro- 
viding that  said  shoot  of  seine  shall  not  be  permissible  within  two  hundred  and 
twenty  fathoms  (one-quarter  of  a  mile)  of  any  seine,  trap-net  or  other  stationary 
fiShing  apparatus  operated  under  license  from  the  Minister. 

5.  In  any  established  seining  district  in  the  County  of  Halifax, — 

(a)  From  the  first  day  of  May  to  the  fifteenth  day  of  November  in  each  year, 
bcth  days  inclusive,  no  nets  or  fishing  apparatus  of  any  kind  not  under  license 
shall  be  set  within  one  hundred  and  ten  fathoms  of:  (1)  the  shore  of  the  main- 
land or  of  adjacent  islands;  (2)  reefs  or  rocks  where  seines  are  being  fished  under 
ixense;  (3)  any  part  of  a  seine,  other  than  the  moorings,  actually  set  under 
'!ic(jrse. 
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(6)  No  one  shall  sail  or  row  a  boat  through  or  over  a  seine  set  within  the 
limits  of  a  berth,  and  no  one  shall  disturb  the  water  within  the  limits  of  the  berth 
so  as  to  frighten  fish  from  any  portion  thereof. 

(c)  A  license  shall  entitle  the  holder  to  fish  within  the  limits  of  the  berth 
for  which  it  is  issued,  in  the  manner  known  as  seine  fishing,  until  the  holder  has 
caught  within  such  berth,  twenty  barrels  of  mackerel,  and  the  license  shall  there- 
upon terminate,  but  such  fishing  shall  be  carried  on  only  during  the  two  seasons, 
from  May  first  to  July  fifteenth,  both  days  inclusive,  or  from  July  sixteenth  to 
November  fifteenth,  both  days  inclusive. 

(d)  Berth  licenses  shall  be  numbered.  The  holder  of  hcense  No.  1  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  first  fishing  privilege  within  the  limits  of  the  berth  named  in  his 
license. 

(e)  The  holder  of  the  license  next  in  number  shall  be  entitled  to  shoot  a 
seine  at  the  rounded  in  arm  of  the  seine  owned  by  the  holder  of  the  license,  the 
number  of  which  immediately  precedes  his,  and  to  the  rights  of  fishery  in  the 
berth  when  the  preceding  hcense  shall  terminate. 

(/)  One  hour  after  sunrise,  in  the  absence,  without  lawful  excuse,  of  the 
license  holder  having  the  first  right  to  shoot  a  seine  the  next  licensee  in  order 
may  shoot  his  seine  in  the  berth  and  be  entitled  to  all  the  fish  he  may  catch  in 
that  shoot. 

(g)  It  shall  be  held  to  be  a  lawful  excuse  if  a  licensee  is  absent  from  his 
berth  on  account  of  attending  the  funeral  of  kinsfolk  or  friend,  or  is  engaged 
necessarily  in  drying  his  seine. 

(h)  One  hour  after  sunrise,  in  the  absence  of  any  license  holder  in  a  berth, 
any  seine  owner  may  shoot  a  seine,  the  first  owner  throwing  his  anchor  and 
fastening  his  seine  to  a  stake  and  having  sufficient  crew  to  work  the  same,  shall 
have  preference  in  the  berth,  and  the  next  in  order  throwing  anchor  and  fast- 
ening his  fine  to  a  stake,  may  shoot  his  seine  from  the  rounded  in  arm  of  the 
first. 

(i)  Any  fish  caught  in  berths  by  any  other  than  the  person  entitled  to  fish 
therein,  when  the  berth  is  occupied  by  the  person  entitled  thereto,  shall  be  the 
property  of  the  hcensee. 

(j)  Licenses  shall  be  issued  and  allotted  to  the  person  entitled  thereto  in  the 
order  and  for  the  berths  named  at  a  meeting  of  the  seine  owners,  to  be  called 
by  the  local  fishery  officer  for  that  purpose,  in  the  first  week  in  May  and  the 
first  week  in  July,  in  each  year.  Due  notice  of  such  meetings  shall  be  given  by 
the  fishery  officer. 

(k)  The  holder  of  an  unexhausted  license  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  fish 
taken  in  the  last  shoot  of  the  seine,  notwithstanding  that  the  quantity  of  fish 
caught  may  be  in  excess  of  that  required  to  exhaust  the  license. 

6.  The  following  districts  in  the  county  of  Halifax  are  hereby  established 
as  seining  districts, — 

West  Dover:  To  include  the  waters  within  half  a  mile  of  a  line  drawn  from 
Shark  Rock  (near  Corney's  rock)  on  the  west,  to  the  eastern  end  of  Big  White 
Island,  on  the  east;  thence  in  a  northerly  direction  to  Ryan's  point;  and  thence 
by  the  coast  westerly  to  Black  Duck  River. 

Upper  Prospect:  To  include  the  waters  within  half  a  mile  of  the  coast,  from 
Shag  Head,  on  the  west,  to  midway  between  the  northern  and  southern  entrances 
of  the  channel  between  Shannon's  Island  and  the  mainland  on  the  east  and  of 
the  islands  therein,  embracing  the  northern  half  of  Shannon's  Island,  and  all  of 
Betty  Island,  Duck  Island,  Breakfast  Island,  Hobson's  Island,  Burnt  Island, 
Norris  Island,  Heron's  Island  and  Roost  Island. 

Samhro  District:  To  include  that  portion  of  Halifax  county  extending  from 
Morris  Point,  on  the  east,  to  Pennant  Point,  on  the  west,  and  embracing  the 
waters  of  Sambro  Harbour. 
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Lower  Prospect  and  Terence  Bay  Districts:  To  include  that  portion  of  the 
coast  of  Halifax  county,  within  one-half  mile  of  the  shore,  and  of  adjacent 
islands,  extending  from  midway  between  the  northern  and  southern  entrances 
of  the  channel,  between  Shannon's  Island  and  the  mainland,  on  the  west,  to  an 
imaginary  line  drawn  due  north  magnetic  from  the  northern  point  of  Pennant 
Island  to  the  mainland,  on  the  east,  embracing  the  southern  half  of  Shannon's 
Island,  all  of  Poors  Island,  Bald  Rock,  Bartlett  Island,  Otter  Island,  Ryan 
Island,  Norris  Island,  situated  between  Ryan  Island  and  Mars  Island,  Mars 
Island,  Big  Woody  Island,  Little  Woody  Island,  Mackerel  Island,  western  end  of 
Powers  Island,  and  the  western  half  of  Outer  Pennant  Island;  provided  that  from 
the  fifteenth  of  July  in  each  year,  the  eastern  limit  shall  be  an  imaginary  line 
drawn  southwest  magnetic  from  the  western  head  of  Powers  Island. 

Pennant  District:  To  include  the  waters  of  Pennant  Harbour  and  Pennant 
Point,  on  the  east,  to  the  eastern  boundary  of  the  seining  district  of  Lower 
Prospect  and  Terence  Bay. 

Sec.  34.  County  of  Halifax — Con. 

1.  No  net  or  other  apparatus  for  taking  fish  shall  be  used  or  set  within  the 
limits  described  in  the  following  rivers,  respectively: — ■ 

(a)  Ecum  Secum  River — Within  two  hundred  and  fifty  yards  on  either 
side  of  the  bridge  on  the  main  road,  and  within  the  same  distance  of  Leslie's 
mill  site. 

(h)  Moser's  River — Above  the  landing. 

(c)  Quoddy  River — Inside  an  imaginary  line,  magnetic,  drawn  east  and 
west  from  the  northern  end  of  Paul's  Island. 

(d)  Salmon  River,  Port  Dufferin — Above  the  north  corner  of  the  mill 
wharf. 

(e)  Sheet  Harbour  Rivers — Within  two  hundred  ard  fifty  yards  of  West 
River  bridge.  Little  River  bridge,  or  above  Jackson's  wharf.  East  River. 

(/)  Kirby  River — No  nets  to  be  set  in  this  river. 

Ig)  Tangier  River — Above  the  north  corner  of  George  Ferguson's  wharf  and 
w€st  of  same,  nor  in  the  small  lake  below  Mooseland  Mills. 

(h)  Ship  Harbour  River — Within  two  hundred  and  fifty  yards  of  the 
mouth  of  the  river,  and  also  within  two  hundred  and  fifty  yards  of  the  mouth  of 
Newcomb's  brook. 

(i)  Musquodoboit  River — Above  Gardner's  Line  on  the  north  side  and 
White  Rock  on  the  south  side. 

(j)  Musquodoboit  Inlet; — No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  salmon  with  a 
net  of  any  kind  in  that  portion  of  Musquodoboit  Inlet  from  a  line  drawn  east 
and  west  magnetic  across  the  said  inlet  at  a  point  three  hundred  feet  southwardly 
from  the  southern  end  of  Long  Island  in  the  said  entrance,  thence  northerly 
including  the  Narrows  to  a  line  drawn  east  and  west  magnetic  across  the  said 
inlet  at  a  point  three  hundred  feet  north  of  the  northern  end  of  the  said  Long 
Island. 

(k)  Petizwick  River — Within  two  hundred  and  fifty  yards  of  the  bridge. 

(l)  Chezzetcook  River — Within  two  hundred  and  fifty  yards  of  the  large 
granite  called  Boundary  Rock. 

(m)  Porter's  Lake — In  Porter's  Lake,  or  within  two  hundred  yards  of  any 
outlet  or  entrance  thereof  connecting  the  lake  with  the  Atlantic  ocean,  except 
that  the  local  inhabitants  may  be  permitted  to  set  nets  for  gaspereau  from  the 
fifteenth  to  the  thirty-first  May  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive,  and  smelt 
gill-nets  from  the  fifteenth  day  of  October  in  each  year  to  the  fifteenth  day  of 
February  following,  both  days  inclusive,  except  in  that  portion  of  the  lake  above 
Innis  Bridge,  so-called. 

(n)  Lawrencetown  River — Within  two  hundred  and  fifty  yards  on  either 
side  of  the  dyke,  provided  that  gill-nets  for  taking  smelts  may  be  set  from  the 
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fifteenth  of  October  in  each  year  to  the  fifteenth  of  February  following,  both  days 
inclusive. 

(o)  Cole  Harbour  dyke  and  River — No  net  or  other  apparatus  may  be  used 
for  taking  salmon  within  Cole  Harbour  Dyke  or  the  mouth  of  the  river,  and  two 
hundred  and  fifty  yards  outside  the  same;  provided  that  it  shall  be  permissible 
to  fish  for  salmon  by  angling  in  lawful  season,  and  with  smelt  gill-nets  from  the 
fifteenth  of  October  in  each  year  to  the  fifteenth  of  February  following,  both  days 
inclusive. 

(p)  Cow  Bay  Run — Within  two  hundred  and  fifty  yards  on  either  side. 

(q)  Provided  that  it  shall  be  lawful  to  fish  for  gaspereau  with  dip-nets  on 
Monday,  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  on  each  week  during  the  lawful  fishing  season 
in  all  the  above  mentioned  streams,  except  Ship  Harbour  River,  where  dip-net 
fishing  shall  be  allowed  on  Monday,  Tuesday,  Wednesday  and  Thursday  in  each 
week  during  the  lawful  fishing  season,  and  Cow  Bay  Run,  where  dipping  for 
gaspereau  shall  be  permitted  on  Monday,  Wednesday  and  Friday  of  each  week 
during  the  lawful  fishing  season. 

(r)  Nine  Mile  River — ^North  of  a  point  two  hundred  and  fifty  yards  below 
the  highway  bridge,  near  the  mouth  of  the  river;  provided,  however,  that  gill- 
nets  only  may  be  set  for  gaspereau  only  within  one-half  mile  north  of  the  high- 
way bridge,  from  the  tenth  to  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  May  in  each  year,  both 
days  inclusive. 

(s)  Prospect  Bay  River — Within  two  hundred  and  fifty  yards  from  White's 
Wharf,  so-called. 

(t)  Terence  Bay  River. — Within  two  hundred  and  fifty  yards  from  low 
water  mark. 

Sec.  35. — County  of  Hants 

1.  No  flume,  eel-box  or  any  other  contrivance  shall  be  set  with  its  mouth 
up  stream,  if  it  will  destroy  young  salmon  or  alewives,  from  the  first  day  of  July 
until  the  thirtieth  day  of  November,  both  days  inclusive. 

2.  No  drifting  for  shad  or  gaspereau  shall  be  allowed  in  the  Avon  River, 
inside  of  a  straight  line  drawn  from  the  point  in  Avondale  where  the  St.  Croix 
River  joins  the  Avon  to  Armstrong  Creek  on  the  Falmouth  side,  and  the  Domin- 
ion Atlantic  Railway  bridge,  and  no  drifting  for  shad  or  gaspereau  shall  be 
permitted  above  Salter's  Head,  on  the  Shubenacadie  River. 

FISHERIES  DISTRICT  NO.  3.— WESTERN  MAINLAND  PORTION 
Sec.  36. — County  of  Lunenburg 
{Western  District.) 

1.  Lunenburg  Harbour. — No  net  shall  be  set  or  left  in  the  water,  within 
two  hundred  yards  off  the  shore,  from  ''Moser's  Head"  to  'Tire  Cove,"  between 
the  tenth  day  of  June  and  the  thirtieth  day  of  September  in  each  year,  nor 
during  any  time  between  six  o'clock  in  the  morning  and  six  o'clock  in  the  evening 
of  each  day,  trap-nets  excepted. 

2.  Petite  Riviere. — No  shad  or  gaspereau  shall  be  dipped  for,  taken  or 
caught  with  dip-nets  or  otherwise  in  Petite  Riviere,  above  or  below  the  bridges, 
between  Friday  morning  at  sunrise  and  Monday  evening  at  sunset,  angling 
excepted. 

3.  No  net  or  seine  shall  be  set  or  placed  in  Petite  Riviere  Harbour  nearer 
any  wharf  than  two  rods,  and  any  nets  set  or  placed  within  the  mouth  of  said 
river  for  the  purpose  of  taking  shad  or  gaspereau  shall  not  be  of  a  greater  length 
than  fifteen  fathoms,  and  shall  not  be  set  nearer  each  other  than  one  hundred 
yards. 

The  mouth  of  the, said  river  for  the  purposes  of  the  'fisheries  Act"  shall 
be  an  imaginary  fine  from  Cherry  Point  west  to  Coot  Rocks  east. 
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4.  No  person  or  persons  shall,  in  any  manner  whatever,  drive  or  attempt 
to  drive  an}^  gaspereau  or  salmon,  up  or  down,  in  any  run  or  stream  in  the  county 
of  Lunenburg  at  any  time  of  the  year. 

5.  From  Hann's  Point,  as  far  up  as  the  tide  rises,  no  net  shall  extend  more 
than  twelve  fathoms  in  length  and  no  net  shall  be  set  nearer  to  Bridgewater 
bridge  than  twenty  rods. 

6.  All  nets  in  the  said  rivers  or  branches  thereof  shall  be  set  at  right  angles 
to  the  shore. 

7.  No  net,  weir  or  other  contrivance  for  taking  fish  shall  be  set  or  placed 
in  said  rivers  above  the  tide  mark. 

8.  For  the  purposes  of  the  'Tisheries  Act,"  the  mouth  of  the  LaHave  river 
shall  be  at  an  imaginary  line  extending  from  Gaff  Point  to  Moser's  Head. 

9.  Neither  salmon,  shad  or  gaspereau  shall  be  caught  or  taken,  or  attempted 
to  be  caught  or  taken,  with  dip-nets  or  otherwise,  in  the  LaHave  River  above 
one  hundred  yards  below  Davidson's  lower  dam  to  the  headwaters,  angling 
excepted. 

10.  From  Eisenhauer's  wharf  to  Rolling  dam,  and  from  said  dam  to  Chester 
Grant  Lake,  no  fish  shall  be  taken  in  any  manner  whatever  between  Friday 
morning  at  sunrise  in  each  week  and  Monday  morning  following  at  sunrise. 
No  fish  shall  be  taken  at  any  time  within  thirty  yards  of  the  fishway  at  said 
Rolling  dam;  and  in  Middle  River  branch  no  fish  shall  be  taken  from  Thursday 
morning  to  sunrise  in  each  week  until  Monday  morning  following  at  sunrise. 

IL  In  the  estuary  and  waters  of  the  Port  Medway  Harbour,  west  side, 
County  of  Lunenburg,  all  salmon  fishing  stands,  and  all  gill-nets,  drift-nets, 
pound  and  trap-nets,  used  for  catching  salmon  shall  be  so  raised  or  adapted 
as  to  admit  of  the  free  passage  of  fish  through,  by,  or  out  of  such  apparatus,  or 
be  so  effectively  closed  as  to  completely  obstruct  and  prevent  the  entrance  of 
fish  into  such  apparatus  from  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon  of  every  Thursday  to  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  o'clock  in  the 
forenoon  of  every  Monday. 

Sec.  37. — County  of  Lunenburg 

(Chester  District.) 

1.  The  mouths  of  Gold,  Martin's,  Middle  and  East  rivers,  shall  extend 
southerly  in  the  harbour  of  Chester  to  an  imaginary  line  commencing  at  Andrew's 
point  and  thence  to  Deep  Cove. 

2.  Gold  River. — (a)  No  net  or  other  contrivance  shall  be  set  or  placed  for 
capturing  salmon  in  the  fresh  water  above  tide  waters;  and  in  the  tidal  waters 
no  net  shall  be  set  or  placed  north  of  Joseph  Rafuse's  south  line,  and  from  thence 
to  one-eighth  of  a  mile  below  Swinehammer's  rock  no  nets  shall  be  of  greater 
length  than  ten  fathoms;  and  from  the  last-mentioned  bound  to  Oak  Island 
no  nets  shall  be  of  greater  length  than  twenty-eight  fathoms;  and  no  nearer 
each  other  than  thirty  rods.  No  net  shall  be  set  at  the  ' 'Narrows,"  between 
Oak  Island  and  the  mainland.  From  Oak  Island  to  Martin's  Point,  no  net 
shall  be  of  greater  length  than  twenty-eight  fathoms.  On  the  east  side  of  said 
river  no  net  shall  be  S'et  nearer  the  head  of  tide  at  low  watfer  than  one-eighth 
of  a  mile;  and,  between  the  last-named  bound  and  one-eighth  of  a  mile  below 
Eisenhaur's  Point,  nets  for  the  taking  of  salmon  shall  be  of  no  greater  length 
than  ten  fathoms;  and  from  the  last^mentioned  bound  eastward  to  Green 
Point,  no  net  shall  be  of  any  greater  length  than  twenty-eight  fathoms,  all  of 
Vv^hich  nets  shall  be  set  or  placed  at  right  angles  from  the  shore. 

(6)  No  dip-nets  shall  be  used  in  any  part  of  the  river  or  its  branches  after 
June  fifteenth. 

3.  Middle  River. — (a)  On  the  west  side,  in  the  tidal  waters,  no  net  for  the 
taking  of  salmon  or  gaspereau  shall  be  set  between  the  head  of  the  tide  and 
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twenty  rods  west  of  the  Bluff;  and  from  twenty  rods  west  of  the  Bluff  to  Green 
point  no  net  shall  be  of  a  greater  length  than  twenty  fathoms;  and  from  the 
east  side,  from  the  head  of  the  tide  to  Nathan  Eisenhaur's  wharf,  no  net  of  any 
description  shall  be  set;  and  from  said  Eisenhaur's  wharf,  and  around  the  north 
of  Mosher's  Island,  and  on  the  east  of  Mosher's  Island,  no  net  for  the  taking  of 
salmon  shall  be  of  any  greater  length  than  eighteen  fathoms.  All  such  nets 
shall  be  set  at  a  right  angle  from  the  shore. 

(b)  No  dip-nets  shall  be  used  in  any  part  of  the  river  or  its  branches 
after  June  fifteenth. 

4.  East  River. — (a)  In  the  tidal  waters  on  the  west  side  no  net  shall  be  set 
for  salmon  nearer  the  river  than  Spruce  point,  and  on  the  east  side  no  nearer 
the  river  than  Prescott's  rock.  No  gaspereau  shall  be  taken  with  dip-nets  or 
otherwise  within  one  hundred  yards  of  East  River  falls,  and  no  gaspereau  shall 
be  taken  in  any  part  of  the  river  excepting  after  sunrise  on  Monday  till  sundown 
on  Wednesday. 

(h)  No  dip-nets  shall  be  used  in  any  part  of  the  river  or  its  branches  after 
June  fifteenth. 

5.  Salmon  districts,  East  Chester. — 

(a)  To  begin  at  Lobster  Point  and  extend  east  to  Hume's  Point. 

(b)  To  commence  at  and  include  Hume's  Point  to  Spruce  Point. 

(c)  To  commence  at  Prescott's  Rock  and  extend  to  Behan's  Island.  No 
salmon  nets  in  any  of  the  above-named  districts  shall  be  of  greater  length  than 
thirty-five  fathoms. 

6.  Deep  Cove — From  Misner's  Wharf  to  Behan's  Island  no  net  for  the 
taking  of  gaspereau,  herrings  or  mackerel  shall  be  set  from  sunrise  until  sunset  in 
each  day  of  the  week;  that  is  to  say,  all  nets  set  in  Deep  Cove  shall  be  taken  up 
by  sunrise  in  the  morning,  and  not  be  set  until  sundown;  and  no  net  shall  be 
set  at  any  time  in  the  "Narrows"  at  Deep  Cove. 

7.  All  the  nets  set  in  the  Cove  for  taking  herrings  or  mackerel  must  be  in  a 
line  with  the  channel. 

8.  No  seines  shall  be  allowed  to  tend  in  the  passes  of  said  Cove. 

9.  From  New  Harbour  Point  to  Lobster  Point,  no  net  for  the  taking  of 
gaspereau,  herrings  or  mackerel  shall  be  set  from  sunrise  till  sunset  in  each  day 
of  the  week,  within  one  hundred  and  fifty  yards  of  the  shore,  during  the  fishing 
season,  except  salmon  nets,  set  in  their  berths  in  the  different  districts. 

10.  From  Westhaver's  Point  to  New  Harbour  Point  no  nets  for  the  taking 
of  gaspereau,  herrings  or  mackerel  shall  be  set  from  sunrise  until  sunset  in  each 
day  of  the  week  within  two  hundred  and  fifty  yards  of  the  shore,  during  the 
fishing  season,  except  salmon  nets  in  their  respective  and  proper  berths. 

11.  Seines  shall  not  be  trapped  in  the  district  of  Chester. 

12.  Mahone  Bay  and  Mushamush  River — In  Mahone  Bay  no  net,  seine  or 
other  contrivance,  except  smelt  nets  under  license,  for  taking  fish  shall  be  set 
or  placed  above  an  imaginary  line  from  John  Zwicker's  wharf,  on  the  west  side, 
to  John  Broom's  wharf,  on  the  east  side,  as  far  up  as  Kedy's  Bridge,  at  any  time 
of  the  year. 

Below  the  said  line  no  net  shall  be  set  nearer  to  another  than  one  hundred 
yards,  and  nets  shall  not  be  more  than  thirty  fathoms  in  length. 

No  seine  shall  be  shot,  or  placed  or  drawn  above  Jacob  Tanner's  Wharf  on 
the  west  side,  or  above  Henry  Acker's  on  the  east  side,  at  any  time  of  the  year. 

13.  In  Mushamush  River  no  fish  shall  be  caught  with  dip-nets  or  other- 
wise— excepting  by  angUng — betw^een  low  tide  watermark  on  Mahone  Bay  and 
the  head  of  Kedy's  Mill-dam  from  sunset  on  Friday  evening  in  each  week  until 
sunrise  on  the  following  Monday  morning,  nor  from  the  said  head  of  Kedy's 
Mill-dam  to  the  head  of  Robert's  lower  Mill-dam  from  sunset  on  Saturday 
evening  in  each  week  until  sunrise  on  the  following  Tuesday  morning  nor  from 
Robert's  lower  Mill-dam  upward  from  Wednesday  morning  at  sunrise  until 
sunset  on  Friday  evening  in  each  week.

Fish  shall  not  at  any  time  be  caught  in  the  little  brook  leading  round  the 
north  side  of  said  Kedy's  Dam;  nor  in  any  of  the  small  fish-brooks  or  passes 
leading  from  any  dams  situated  on  said  Mushamush  river  or  branches  thereof. 

14.  The  use  of  dip-nets  for  the  taking  of  gaspereau  is  prohibited  in  this 
district  from  six  o'clock  Thursday  evening  until  six  o'clock  Monday  morning 
of  each  week. 

15.  Common  Lake  Brook — The  use  of  dip-nets  for  taking  gaspereau  is 
prohibited  from  six  o'clock  Saturday  afternoon  until  six  o'clock  Wednesday 
morning  of  each  week. 

Sec.  38 — County  of  Queens 

1.  No  sheer  nets  shall  be  set  in  any  of  the  rivers,  nor  any  nets  with  stakes 
in  the  form  of  a  pond;  but  all  nets  shall  be  set  straight. 

2.  The  length  of  the  salmon  nets  used  in  the  rivers  of  the  county  shall  not 
exceed  eighteen  fathoms  nor  be  of  less  mesh  than  five  inches,  and  the  limits  of 
the  rivers  for  all  purposes  of  these  regulations  shall  be  understood  to  mean: 
At  Liverpool,  as  far  down  the  harbour  as  a  line  drawn  from  Eastern  Head  to 
Moose  Harbour;  at  Port  Medway,  as  far  down  as  a  line  drawn  from  Western 
Head  to  Frying  Pan  Island;  at  Broad  River  as  far  down  as  the  mouth  of  said 
river;  and  at  Port  Mouton  from  Busen's  Point  to  Broad  River  Head — within 
said  boundaries  to  be  considered  Port  Mouton. 

3.  No  dogfish,  or  offal  of  fish  or  gurry,  shall  be  thrown  into  the  harbour  of 
Liverpool  from  Coffin's  Island  to  Western  head,  nor  in  Port  Medway  above  a 
line  from  Western  Head  to  Frying  Pan,  nor  at  Port  Mouton  within  a  line  from 
Busen's  Point  to  Broad  River  Head,  nor  within  Port  Jollie  Harbour  from  Port 
Jollie  Head  to  Black  Rock,  nor  west  to  the  Western  Head  of  Port  la  Bert. 

4.  No  eel-pots  shall  be  set  at  the  tail  of  any  mill  in  any  part  of  Liverpool  or 
Port  Medway  rivers,  from  the  first  day  of  April  to  the  first  day  of  October  in 
every  year. 

5.  Any  person  making  cod-fishing  his  business  shall  be  allowed  to  set  one 
bait  net  during  the  week,  excepting  Saturday  night;  and  a  permit  for  Sunday 
night  may  be  given  by  the  Fishery  Overseer,  upon  oath  being  made  that  bait  is 
wanted  for  Monday's  fishing. 

6.  No  net  of  any  description  shall  be  set  at  Port  Jollie,  across  the  little 
channel  caused  by  the  brook  issuing  from  Robertson's  Lake,  but  all  nets  shall  be 
set  in  the  main  channel. 

7.  On  Monday,  Tuesday,  Wednesday  and  Thursday  in  each  week,  from 
twelve  o'clock  noon  to  sunset  of  each  of  these  days,  the  inhabitants  of  this 
County  shall  be  allowed  to  dip  gaspereau  in  any  of  the  rivers,  streams  and 
watercourses  in  this  County,  subject  to  the  regulations,  but  not  to  dip  within 
one  hundred  yards  of  any  fishway,  fish-hole,  or  any  other  contrivance  made  for 
the  protection  of  salmon  or  gaspereau. 

8.  Indians  only  shall  be  allowed  to  dip  gaspereau  from  the  large  rock  at 
Bear  Falls  on  the  Port  Medway  River,  which  is  hereby  reserved  to  the  full  free 
use  of  Indians  for  the  purpose  of  fishing  on  each  day  that  fish  is  allowed  to  be 
taken. 

9.  Salmon  net  fishing  in  the  Medway  River — (1)  During  the  portion  of  the 
leeal  net  fishing  season  for  salmon  from  the  first  day  of  March  to  the  fourteenth 
day  of  June,  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive,  it  shall  be  lawful  under  the 
following  restrictions  and  conditions  to  fish  for  and  catch  salmon  with  nets  in 
that  part  of  the  Medway  River  from  its  mouth  up  to  the  iron  or  highway  bridge 
at  the  foot  of  Salter's  Falls. 

(a)  A  special  permit  must  first  be  obtained  from  the  Minister,  the  fee  on 
which  permit  shall  be  one  dollar. 
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(h)  Such  permit  shall  authorize  fishing  on  Monday,  Tuesday  and  Wed- 
nesday only  of  each  week  during  the  period  from  the  first  day  of  March  to  the 
fourteenth  day  of  June,  both  days  inclusive. 

(c)  Only  British  subjects  who  occupy  land  on  either  side  of  the  portion  of 
the  river  in  which  net  fishing  is  permissible  and  who  also  have  been  fishing  with 
nets  there  during  the  past  three  years  shall  be  eligible  for  such  permits. 

(2)  Net  fishing  of  any  kind  is  prohibited  at  all  times  in  the  portion  of  the 
river  above  the  iron  or  highway  bridge  at  the  foot  of  Salter's  Falls. 

10.  No  fishing  of  any  kind  shall  be  permitted  after  June  fifteenth  in  each 
year,  in  that  portion  of  the  Medway  River  between  the  dam  at  Salter's  Falls 
and  the  iron,  or  highway  bridge  at  the  foot  of  the  Falls,  as  this  portion  of  the 
River  now  comprises  part  of  the  fishway  through  the  dam  at  Salter's  Falls. 

11.  All  stakes,  moorings  and  kellogs  used  for  salmon  and  gaspereau  fishing 
shall  be  taken  up  by  the  person  who  put  them  down  immediately  at  the  close  of 
the  fishery  season,  and  not  to  be  put  down  again  before  the  first  day  of  March  the 
■following  year. 

12.  In  the  waters  of  Port  Medway  Harbour,  and  Northwest  Bay  in  the 
County  of  Que&ns,  all  salmon  fishing  stands,  and  all  gill-nets,  drift-nets,  pound 
and  trap-nets,  used  for  catching  salmon,  whether  under  license  or  not,  shall  be 
so  raised  or  adapted  as  to  admit  of  the  free  passage  of  fish  through,  by,  or  out 
of  such  apparatus,  or  be  so  effectively  closed  as  to  completely  obstruct  and 
prevent  the  entrance  of  fish  into  such  apparatus,  from  the  time  of  low  water 
nearest  six  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  every  Thursday  to  the  time  of  low  water 
nearest  six  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  of  every  Monday. 

Sec.  39 — County  of  Shelburne 

1.  Shelburne  River  shall  be  considered  to  extend,  for  the  purpose  of  fishing, 
from  its  source  to  the  south  side  of  McNutt's  Island;  Jordan  river  from  its  source 
to  West  Head,  on  the  headlands;  Green  Harbour  River  from  its  source  to  the 
south  side  of  Headlands;  Sable  River  from  its  source  to  the  south  side  of  Head- 
lands; Port  le  Bert  River  from  its  source  to  the  south  side  of  Headlands;  Clyde 
River  from  its  source  to  the  south  side  of  Headlands;  Barrington  River  from  its 
source  to  the  south  side  of  Headlands. 

2.  Shelburne  River  in  tidal  waters. — No  nets  shall  be  set  above  John 
McGill's  point.  No  salmon  or  gaspereau  shall  be  dipped  for  or  taken  within 
forty  feet  from  any  of  the  dams  on  or  in  any  of  the  rivers,  brooks  or  streams  of 
the  Township  of  Shelburne. 

Days  allowed  for  taking  gaspereau  will  be  Monday,  Tuesday,  Wednesday 
and  Thursday  in  each  week,  and  no  nets  shall  be  set  before  the  first  day  of 
May  in  each  year.  Nets  shall  be  taken  up  each  morning  and  not  set  until  evening. 

3.  Jordan  River  in  tidal  waters : — No  nets  shall  be  set  above  the  shipyard  of 
of  Mr.  Crow  (so-called). 

4.  Ogden's  Brook  in  tidal  waters: — No  net  shall  be  set  within  one  hundred 
yards  of  the  bridge,  and  below  that  on  one  side  only. 

No  gaspereau  shall  be  taken  in  any  manner  in  or  about  Lake  Isabella, 
known  as  Hay  den's  Lake. 

5.  In  Green  Harbour  in  tidal  waters: — No  net  shall  be  set  within  one  hun- 
dred yards  of  the  bridge,  and  below  that  on  one  side  only. 

6.  Wall's  Brook: — No  fish  shall  be  taken  after  sunset  on  Thursday  in  each 
week  until  sunrise  on  the  following  Monday  in  any  way,  and  a  suitable  passage 
shall  be  left  open  from  the  first  of  April  to  the  first  of  December,  and  no  fish  shall 
be  taken  in  sluice  w^ays  or  weirs. 

7.  Sable  River  in  tidal  waters: — No  fish  shall  be  taken  within  two  hundred 
yards  of  the  post  road. 

8.  Matthew's .  Lake  or  Little  Harbour  Lake  (so-called) : — No  fishing  shall 
be  permitted  in  this  lake  except  with  hook  and  line. 
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9.  Port  le  Bert  in  tidal  waters: — No  net  shall  be  set  within  two  hundred 
yards  of  the  post  road. 

10.  Birch  Town  Brook  in  tidal  waters: — No  net  shall  be  set  within  two 
hundred  yards  of  the  post  road,  and  below  on  one  side  of  the  brook  only. 

11.  Round  Bay  Brook: — No  fish  shall  be  taken  on  Friday,  Saturday  or 
Sunday  in  any  way  or  form. 

12.  Indian  Brook : — No  fish  shall  be  taken  in  any  way,  from  the  setting  of  the 
sun  on  Saturday  in  each  week  till  sunrise  on  following  Monday. 

13.  Clyde  River  in  tidal  waters: — Nets  above  Peter  Sutherland's  (so-called) 
to  Thomas  Coffin's  shipyard,  shall  be  set  on  one  side  of  the  river  only,  provided 
further  that  in  the  water  of  the  Clyde  River,  above  a  line  line  drawn  east  and 
west  across  the  river  from  the  southern  end  of  Big  Island,  all  salmon  fishing 
stations  and  all  gill-nets,  drift-nets,  pound  and  trap-nets,  used  for  catching 
salmon,  shall  be  so  raised  or  adapted  as  to  admit  of  the  free  passage  of  fish 
through,  by,  or  out  of  such  apparatus,  or  be  so  effectively  closed  as  to  completely 
obstruct  and  prevent  the  entrance  of  fish  into  such  apparatus  from  six  o'clock  of 
every  Saturday  afternoon  to  six  o'clock  on  the  following  Wednesday  forenoon. 

14.  Barrington  River  in  tidal  waters: — No  net  shall  be  set  above  Daniel 
Crowell's  Point  (co-called)  to  the  south  side  of  Hogg  Island,  thence  to  a  rock  on 
Josiah  P.  Doane's  Point  (so-called),  nor  within  thirty  feet  of  any  dam  on  Bar- 
rington river. 

15.  No  person  shall  set  more  than  two  nets,  and  no  one  boat  shall  take  more 
than  two  persons.  Each  net  shall  have  attached  to  it  in  full  the  name  of  the 
owner. 

16.  No  net  shall  be  set  or  drawn  across  any  stream,  creek  or  brook  where 
salmon  resort  to  spawn  or  rest  above  tidal  waters. 

17.  No  flume,  eel-box  or  pot,  or  any  other  contrivance  shall  be  set  with  its 
mouth  open  up  stream  on  any  river  or  branches  thereof,  for  the  purpose  of  taking 
eels,  if  it  will  destroy  young  gaspereau,  from  the  first  day  of  July  until  the  tenth 
day  of  November. 

18.  No  net  shall  be  set  nearer  to  the  outlet  of  any  lake  or  brook  than  one 
hundred  yards. 

19.  On  any  portion  of  the  Barrington  River  from  the  Barrington  Woollen 
Mill  dam  to  the  head  of  Little  Lake  no  fishing  for  gaspereau  in  any  form  what- 
soever shall  be  permissible  and  no  gaspereau  fishing  shall  be  permissible  within 
two  hundred  yards  below  the  Barrington  Woollen  Mill  dam. 

Sec.  40 — County  of  Yarmouth 

1.  Tusket  River  shall  be  considered  to  extend  (for  the  purpose  of  fishing) 
from  its  source  to  the  south  side  of  Fish  Island,  thence  to  the  Wedge  point,  includ- 
ing Goose  Bay,  and  eastwardly  to  the  south  side  of  Sheep  Island  and  to  Indian 
sluice  point. 

2.  Owners  of  land  along  any  falls  in  any  of  the  rivers  of  Yarmouth  County 
shall  be  allowed  one  stand  for  dipping  fish,  except  salmon,  to  be  selected  by  the 
owners  and  pointed  out  to  the  overseer,  who  shall  determine  what  claim  they  are 
entitled  to,  and  to  hold  the  same  as  their  fishing  privilege;  the  said  stands  to  be 
in  front,  adjoining  land  owned  by  the  parties  severally. 

3.  Any  person  occupying  a  public  privilege  on  the  falls  shall,  after  loading, 
make  room,  and  give  place  for  others  by  removing  if  requested  to,  and  shall  not 
occupy  said  privileges  the  second  or  subsequent  time  until  each  person  requesting 
the  privilege  shall  have  had  his  turn. 

4.  Every  landowner  to  whom  a  dipping  stand  is  allowed  shall  confine 
himself  to  said  stand  for  the  purpose  of  taking  gaspereau,  but  shall  be  allowed 
to  set  one  salmon  net  in  tidal  waters. 

5.  Each  net  shall  have  attached  to  it  the  name  in  full  of  the  owner. 
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6.  No  flume,  eel-box  or  pot,  or  any  other  contrivance  shall  be  set  with  its 
mouth  upstream  in  any  river  or  branch  thereof,  for  the  pupose  of  taking  eels,  if 
it  will  destroy  young  gaspereau  from  the  first  day  of  July  until  the  tenth 
day  of  November  in  each  year. 

7.  No  net  shall  be  set  nearer  to  the  foot  of  any  falls,  rapids  or  brook  than  one 
hundred  yards. 

*  8.  All  mill-dams  on  the  main  river,  as  far  up  as  the  junction  of  Goldstream 
branch,  including  said  branch  and  the  Little  River  branching  at  the  forks,  shall, 
unless  provided  with  fishways  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  local  Fishery  Officer  be 
and  remain  open  from  the  first  day  of  April  until  the  first  day  of  November 
ensuing;  and  all  mill-dams  above  said  junction  on  the  main  river,  and  any 
branches  or  streams  emptying  into  the  same;  and  all  mill-dams  on  Carleton 
River,  or  branches  thereof  shall,  unless  provided  with  fishways,  be  and  remain 
open  from  the  first  of  April  until  the  first  day  of  November  ensuing.  The  several 
mill-dams  on  the  Salmon  River  unless  provided  with  fishways  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  local  Fishery  Officer  shall  be  opened  on  the  first  day  of  April  and  shall 
remain  open  until  the  first  day  of  November  ensuing. 

9.  Tusket  River. — Gaspereau  fishing  in  the  portion  of  the  Tusket  River 
between  Tusket  bridge  and  the  head  of  Hatfield's  Falls,  is  permissible  on  Monday 
Tuesday,  Wednesday  and  Thursday  of  each  week,  only,  during  the  legal  fishing 
season  which  extends  from  the  first  to  the  thirty-first  of  May,  both  days  inclusive. 

10.  Smelt  net  fishing  is  prohibited  in  the  Tusket  and  Salmon  Rivers,  Eel 
Brook  and  Eel  Lake  and  waters  tributary  thereto.  Smelt  fishing  in  these  waters 
shall  be  confined  to  the  use  of  hook  and  line. 

IL  The  use  of  weirs  for  taking  fish  is  prohibited  in  the  Tusket  and  Salmon 
Rivers  above  Maple  Island. 

12.  No  net  shall  be  set  within  one-eighth  of  a  mile  below  Hatfield's  Falls. 

13.  Little  River  shall  be  kept  open  six  feet  wide  clear  of  all  walls;  no  obstruc- 
tion shall  be  placed  in  said  river  to  prevent  the  free  passage  of  fish;  and  no  net 
shall  be  set  nearer  to  the  foot  of  Lake  Dunn  than  two  hundred  yards. 

14.  Eel  Brook  shall  be  kept  open  nine  feet  wide,  in  the  deepest  water, 
during  the  year;  no  net  to  be  set  nearer  to  the  foot  or  head  of  the  falte  of  Eel 
Brook  than  two  hundred  yards;  all  nets  set  in  the  said  Eel  Brook  and  lakes 
thereto  belonging,  to  be  set  with  the  current,  and  not  across  it.  No  net,  eel- 
pot  or  herring  pot  shall  be  set  nearer  to  the  lower  scooping  place  on  Herring 
Brook  than  five  hundred  yards,  and  no  fish  shall  be  taken  below  the  big  maple 
tree;  no  fish  shall  be  taken  in  any  way  or  manner  above  the  falls,  or  common 
scooping  place  of  Herring  Brook,  and  no  net  shall  be  set  in  Duck  Lake,  or  Brook 
near  Paul  Doucett's;  all  mill-dams  on  said  brook  or  lake  shall  be  and  remain 
open  from  the  first  day  of  April  until  the  first  day  of  November  unless  provided 
with  fishways  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  overseers. 

15.  No  net  shall  be  set  in  Pubnico  River,  above  a  straight  line  extending 
from  Walker  Larkin's  wharf  to  the  west  point  of  Willet's  Island.  Hipson's 
Brook  shall  be  kept  open  six  feet  wide  in  the  middle  for  gaspereau  to  go  up  and 
down.  Each  family  may  set  a  flume,  and  no  more,  for  the  purpose  of  catching 
eels. 

16.  In  tidal  waters  no  one  shall  use  more  than  four  nets,  three  for  the  pur- 
pose of  taking  gaspereau  and  one  for  taking  salmon.  The  location  and  length 
of  such  nets  shall  be  regulated  by  the  Fishery  Officer. 

Sec.  41. — Yarmouth  County  (Argyle  River) 

1.  Each  family  may  set  one  net  and  no  more  from  Higgin's  Island  to 
Campbell's  Falls;  the  length  of  such  net  to  be  not  more  than  twenty-five 
fathoms. 

2.  The  stream  at  the  Old  Mill  place  shall  be  kept  open  six  feet  wide  in  the 
deepest  water;  all  stones  and  obstructions  to  be  removed. 
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3.  The  stream  at  the'  Guagus  Falls  shall  be  kept  open  six  feet  clear  of  all 
obstructions,  in  the  deepest  water. 

4.  No  gill-nets  shall  be  set  or  used  in  the  stream,  from  Campbell's  Falls  to 
Guagus  Falls. 

5.  No  salmon  or  gaspereau  shall  be  caught  below  what  is  known  as  the 
Line  Road  bridge,  nor  between  the  dam  of  the  old  grist-mill,  at  the  foot  of  the 
falls  below  Durkee's  mill. 

6.  Hoos  Falls,  and  the  falls  above  and  below  the  mill  place,  shall  be  kept 
open  eight  feet  wide,  and  no  eel-pot  or  other  obstruction  shall  be  put  in  the 
channel  of  said  river,  allowing  eight  feet  for  the  channel,  between  Campbell's 
Falls  and  the  mill  place. 

7.  No  nets  shall  be  set  or  used  within  two  hundred  and  fifty  yards  from 
the  outlet  of  Randall  Lake,  and  within  one  hundred  yards  from  the  outlet  of 
any  other  lake.  All  nets  to  be  in  the  direction  of  the  current,  and  not  other- 
wise. 

8.  The  stream  shall  be  kept  open  six  feet  clear  of  all  obstructions  to  the 
passage  of  fish. 

Sec.  42. — County  of  Digby 

1.  All  net  fisheries  for  herrings  shall  have  a  frontage  of  one  hundred  yards; 
such  fisheries  to  be  divided  by  lines  at  right  angles  with  the  coast,  as  far  as 
practicable.  All  such  fisheries  shall  be  described  and  numbered,  and  no  person 
shall  be  allowed  to  set  any  net  in  front  of,  or  in  any  way  to  interfere  with,  or 
encroach  on  any  fishery  held  or  occupied  by  any  other  person. 

2.  Every  herring  net-buoy  shall  have  the  name  of  the  owner,  and  number 
of  his  fishery  upon  it;  either  in  red  letters  or  burnt  in  with  an  iron;  and  every 
net  shall  have  a  tablet  attached  securely  to  it,  containing  name  and  number  of 
its  owner  upon  it,  as  above. 

3.  All  brush  weirs  in  tidal  waters,  or  weirs  of  whatever  description,  shall 
be  provided  with  gates,  placed  in  the  hurdle  or  deepest  place;  such  gates  to 
have  an  opening  at  least  eight  feet  in  length  by  four  feet  in  height,  hinged  at 
the  top  with  iron  straps,  and  provided  with  sufficient  tackle  attached  to  an 
upright  timber,  so  that  said  gates  may  be  raised  at  any  time  of  tide.  There 
shall  be  gates  as  above  described  for  every  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  of  weir; 
but  in  every  case  these  shall  be  placed,  as  above  directed,  in  the  deepest  waters. 
These  gates  shall  be  opened  at  or  before  six  o'clock  on  every  Saturday  night, 
and  remain  open  until  Monday  morning  at  six  o'clock. 

4.  To  prevent  the  destruction  of  young  fish,  every  owner,  occupier  or  person 
in  charge  of  a  weir  shall,  either  by  himself  or  by  those  employed  under  him, 
enter  his  weir  in  a  boat  before  half  tide  ebb,  ascertain  the  quality  of  the  fish 
taken,  and  if  young,  or  small,  shall  immediately  open  the  gates  to  permit  the 
fish  to  escape. 

5.  No  weir  shall  be  placed  within  one  hundred  yards  from  where  some  other 
weir  has  been  or  is  to  be  set  or  placed;  and  no  person  shall  build  in  front  of  or 
in  any  way  to  unduly  interfere  with  any  other  weir;  provided  that  on  privately 
owned  flats  these  regulations  shall  not  apply  either  as  to  the  requirement  of  a 
license  or  distance  between  weirs. 

6.  The  place  and  number  of  all  weirs  or  fisheries  on  public  ground,  in  the 
county  of  Digby,  shall  be  fixed  by  the  fishery  officers  for  said  county,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Inspector  of  Fisheries. 

7.  No  weir,  net  or  other  contrivance,  except  weirs  for  catching  eels,  and 
smelt  nets  shall  be  placed  or  set  in  any  river  in  the  county  of  Digby  visited  by 
salmon,  nor  nearer  the  mouth  of  any  such  river  or  stream  than  one-fourth  of  a 
mile;  provided  that  in  that  portion  of  Salmon  river  below  the  property  now 
occupied  by  Mr.  Henry  Meianson,  gaspereau  nets  may  be  set  during  the  time 
that  gaspereau  are  ascending  the  river;  but  such  nets  must  be  removed  imme- 
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diately  following  the  close  of  the  gaspereau  run.  The  local  Fishery  Officer  shall 
decide  when  the  run  of  gaspereau  is  over,  and  his  decision  shall  be  final  and 
conclusive.  Notice  of  such  decision  shall  be  given  by  him  in  writing  and  shall 
be  posted  up  in  the  local  Post  Office,  and  any  net  left  in  the  river  twenty-four 
hours  after  such  notice  has  been  posted  up  shall  be  deemed  to  be  there  illegally. 

8.  No  weir  for  catching  eels  shall  be  nearer  to  another  weir  than  one-fourth 
of  a  mile. 

9.  No  flume,  eel-pot,  box  or  other  contrivance  belonging  to  an  eel-weir, 
shall  be  set  with  its  mouth  up  stream  in  any  river  or  branches  thereof  for  the 
purpose  of  taking  eels,  if  it  is  calculated  to  destroy  young  gaspereau  from  the 
first  day  of  July  until  the  tenth  day  of  November. 

10.  Owners  of  land  along  any  falls  in  any  of  the  rivers  of  the  county  of 
Digby  shall  be  allowed  one  stand  for  dipping  gaspereau,  to  be  selected  by  the 
owners  and  pointed  out  to  the  fishery  officer,  who  shall  determine  what  claims 
they  are  entitled  to,  and  to  hold  the  same  as  their  fishing  privilege. 

11.  When  the  width  of  any  falls  shall  exceed  twenty  feet,  any  person, 
except  the  owner  of  a  stand,  may  anchor  a  boat  in  said  falls  for  the  purpose  of 
dipping  gaspereau;  provided  that  he  does  not  interfere  with  the  sf^ecial  privilege 
of  owners  of  stands;  and  every  boat  so  moored  shall,  after  loading,  make  room 
and  give  place  for  others,  by  removing  when  requested  to  do  so;  and  to  prevent 
the  intent  of  this  clause  from  being  defeated,  no  fish  shall  be  salted  in  any  such 
boat  nor  any  fish  shifted  from  one  boat  to  another.  When  the  river  is  less  than 
twenty  feet  wide,  no  boat  or  craft  of  any  kind  shall  be  allowed  to  occupy  any 
such  public  privilege  in  said  river  the  second  or  any  subsequent  time  until  each 
man  requesting  the  privilege  shall  have  his  turn. 

12.  Smelt  bag-net  fishing  shall  be  permissible  in  the  Sissaboo  river  from 
December  first  in  each  year,  to  the  last  day  of  February  following. 

Sec.  43. — County  of  Annapolis 

1.  The  owners  of  land  fronting  tidal  waters  along  any  salmon  river  in  the 
county  of  Annapolis  may  be  allowed  one  stand  for  dipping  gaspereau,  such  stand 
to  be  selected  by  the  owners  of  such  land  and  pointed  out  to  the  overseer,  who 
shall  determine  what  claims  they  are  entitled  to,  and  to  hold  the  same  under 
permit  from  the  Minister  as  their  fishing  privilege;  but  in  no  case  shall  any  stand 
be  less  than  two  hundred  yards  from  any  mill  dam  or  fish  pass  or  from  either 
side  of  the  mouth  of  Round  Hill  River,  and  the  Paradise  River,  where  these  rivers 
empty  into  the  Annapolis  River. 

2.  All  brush  weirs,  of  whatever  description,  shall  be  provided  with  gates, 
placed  in  the  hurdle  or  deepest  place;  such  gates  to  have  an  opening  of  at  least 
eight  feet  in  length  by  four  feet  in  height;  hinged  at  the  top  with  iron  straps, 
and  provided  with  sufficient  tackle  attached  to  an  upright  timber,  so  that  said 
gates  may  be  raised  at  any  time  of  tide.  There  shall  be  gates  as  above  described 
for  every  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  of  weir;  but  in  every  case  these  shall  be 
placed  as  above  directed  in  the  deepest  waters.  These  gates  shall  be  opened  at  or 
before  six  o'clock  on  every  Saturday  night  and  remain  open  until  Monday  morn- 
ing at  six  o'clock. 

3.  To  prevent  the  destruction  of  young  fish,  every  owner,  occupier  or 
person  in  charge  of  a  weir  shall,  either  by  himself,  or  by  those  employed  under 
him,  enter  his  weir  in  a  boat  when  the  water  is  not  less  than  six  feet  out  in  the 
shallowest  place  along  the  other  wing,  ascertain  the  quality  of  fish  taken,  and 
if  young,  or  small,  shall  immediately  open  the  gates  to  permit  such  fis^  to  escape. 

4.  The  place  and  number  of  all  weirs  or  fisheries  on  public  grounds  in  the 
county  of  Annapolis  shall  be  fixed  by  the  local  Fishery  Overseer,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Inspector  of  Fisheries,  but  on  privately  owned  flats  the  regu- 
lations as  to  the  requirement  of  a  license  or  distance  between  weirs  shall  not 
apply. 
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5.  All  net  fisheries  for  herring  shall  have  a  frontage  of  one  hundred  yards, 
said  fisheries  to  be  at  right  angles  with  the  shore,  as  far  as  practicable.  All  such 
fisheries  shall  be  described  and  numbered,  and  no  person  shall  be  allowed  to  set 
any  net  in  front  of,  or  in  any  way  interfere  with,  or  encroach  on  any  fishery  held 
or  occupied  by  any  other  person. 

6.  Every  herring  net-buoy  shall  have  the  name  of  the  owner,  and  the  number 
of  his  fishery  upon  it,  either  in  red  letters  or  branded  with  liot  iron;  and  every 
lierring  net  shall  have  a  tablet  securely  attached  to  it,  with  the  name  and  number 
of  its  owner  upon  it,  as  above. 

7.  All  lobster  traps  shall  be  set  so  as  not  to  interfere  with  herring  nets,  and 
at  no  less  distance  than  sixty  yards  therefrom,  or  more,  if  necessary  in  the  opinion 
of  the  overseer  for  the  district  wherein  such  traps  may  be  used. 

8.  The  use  of  dip-nets  for  catching  any  kind  of  fish  is  prohibited  in  Round 
Hill  and  Paradise  Rivers  in  the  County  of  Annapolis,  Nova  Scotia. 

i  9.  (a)  No  net  fishing  shall  be  permissible  in  the  Nictaux  River  nor  in  that 
portion  of  the  Annapolis  River  opposite  to,  or  within  two  hundred  yards  of 
either  side  of  the  mouth  of  the  Nictaux  River. 

(h)  Except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  salmon  and  shad  net  fishing  shall  be 
permissible  in  the  Annapolis  River  on  Monday  and  Tuesday  only  of  each  week 
during  the  fishing  season. 

(c)  The  use  of  nets  for  salmon  fishing  shall  be  confined  to  tidal  waters. 

(d)  Sturgeon  drift-nets  shall  have  meshes  of  eleven  inches,  extension  mea- 
sure, and  nothing  shall  be  done  to  practically  diminish  the  size  of  the  mesh. 

(e)  Drift-netting  for  sturgeon  in  the  Annapolis  River  shall  be  permissible. 
(/)  Sturgeon  shall  not  be  fished  for,  caught  or  killed  during  the  month  of 

June  in  each  year. 

(g)  A  Fishery  Officer,  of  competent  jurisdiction,  may  prevent  and  disallow 
sturgeon  drift-net  fishing,  forthwith  if  he  finds,  or  if  it  is  shown  to  his  satis- 
faction that  salmon  or  shad  are  being  caught,  taken  or  procured  in  such  sturgeon 
drift-nets. 

Sec.  44 — County  of  Kings 

1.  Gaspereau  shall  not  be  taken  or  caught  in  any  part  of  the  Gaspereau 
River  above  a  line  between  the  properties  of  Wm.  Stewart  and  Fred'k.  Annand, 
situated  about  three-quarters  of  a  mile  above  Fuller's  bridge,  otherwise  than 
according  to  the  following  regulations : — 

(a)  No  square-net  of  a  size  greater  than  twelve  feet  square  shall  be  used. 

(h)  Such  square-net  and  fixtures  connected  therewith,  shall  not  extend  more 
than  one-third  of  the  distance  across  any  river  from  the  bank  in  a  line  at  right 
angles  with  the  current,  and  such  fixtures  shall  contain  no  waste-hole  or  fyke- 
gate;  and  all  pounds  to  take  fish  or  brush  walls,  or  other  like  contrivances  to 
divert  them  from  their  natural  course  up  or  down  stream,  are  hereby  declared 
to  be  illegal,  and  shall  be  removed  under  the  direction  of  the  local  fishery 
officer,  and  should  the  owner  or  owners  thereof  neglect  or  refuse  to  remove  the 
same  within  forty-eight  hours  after  due  notice  by  the  local  fishery  bfficer,  either 
written  or  verbal,  the  party  so  offending  shall  forfeit  a  penalty  of  twenty  dollars, 
together  with  the  amount  of  costs  incurred  in  the  necessary  removal  of  the  said 
obstruction  by  the  overseer  or  his  agent. 

(c)  Square-nets  shall  not  be  fished  from  sunset  until  sunrise  of  each  day,  nor 
from  Friday  at  sunset  of  each  week  until  Monday  at  sunrise,  and  after  June 
fifteenth  of  each  year,  all  square-nets  and  fixtures  must  be  removed  from  the 
water. 

(d)  The  mesh  of  any  seine  used  below  Fuller's  bridge  shall  not  be  less  than 
two  and  a  half  inches  extension  measure,  and  nothing  shall  be  done  to  practically 
diminish  the  size  of  the  mesh. 
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(e)  No  net  fishing  shall  be  permitted  in  any  brook  tributary,  to  the  Gaspereau 
River,  nor  shall  any  be  set  or  placed  within  two  hundred  yards  from  the  place 
where  any  other  net  w^as  first  so  set  or  placed,  nor  within  a  like  distance  of  any 
brook  or  stream,  nor  within  a  like  distance  of  any  mill-dam  erected  across  or  par- 
tially across  the  said  river,  or  any  of  its  branches. 

2.  Salmon — (a)  Angling. — On  the  Gaspereau  River,  salmon  shall  be 
allowed  to  be  taken  only  by  angling. 

(6)  All  salmon  caught  in  square-nets,  or  in  dip-nets  must  be  liberated,  if 
alive. 

(c)  No  fishing  of  any  kind  shall  be  permissible  within  two  hundred  yards 
below  the  fishway  of  the  Power  Company  at  White  Rock  on  the  Gaspereau 
River. 

3.  No  eel-pot  shall  be  set  in  any  river  or  stream  between  the  first  day  of 
July  and  the  fifteenth  day  of  October,  and  every  owner  or  occupier  of  a  mill, 
when  so  directed  by  the  Fishery  Officer,  shall  securely  fasten  to  the  mouth  of 
every  flume  connected  therewith  a  good  and  sufficient  wire  netting,  and  shall 
keep  the  same  in  good  repair,  so  that  young  fish  may  be  prevented  from  getting 
crushed  by  the  wheel,  and  every  such  owner  or  occupier  of  a  mill,  when  so  directed 
by  the  Fishery  Officer  shall  keep  open  the  wasteway  of  such  mill  beween  the  hours 
of  six  p.m.  on  Saturda^^  and  six  a.m.  on  Monday  from  the  fifteenth  of  May  until 
the  fifteenth  of  October  in  each  year. 

4.  No  seine  or  net  shall  be  set,  drawn  or  used  as  a  stake-net  in  any  river  nor 
in  any  part  of  the  Gaspereau  River  or  branch  thereof,  except  in  that  part  of  the 
river  between  the  division  line  of  the  properties  of  Wm.  Stewart  and  Fredk. 
Annand,  situated  about  three-quarters  of  a  mile  above  Fuller's  bridge  and  the 
basin  of  Minas;  but  stake-nets  may  be  set  in  the  Annapolis  River  below  Gate's 
mill  and  the  Cornwallis  River  below  the  confluence  of  the  Cornwallis  and  Brandy- 
wine. 

Such  stake  nets  shall  in  no  case  be  less  than  four  hundred  and  forty  yards 
distant  from  each  other  and  the  mesh  shall  not  be  less  than  five  inches,  and  shall 
be  legibly  marked  with  the  owner's  name. 

5.  The  distance  between  each  square  net  and  that  next  adjoining  it  shall  not 
be  less  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  yards. 

6.  No  person  or  persons  shall  set  any  seine  or  weir  between  grounds  already 
taken  up  on  the  shore. 

7.  In  the  herring  fishery  of  Medford  and  Peraux,  each  brush  weir  shall  have 
at  least  two  hundred  feet  of  seine,  or  not  less  than  two  inches  straight  mesh  in  the 
''bunt",  to  allow  the  small  fish  to  escape;  and  no  seine  or  weir  shall  be  so  far 
finished  as  to  catch  before  the  first  day  of  May  in  each  year. 

8.  The  north  or  shore  wing  of  each  weir  or  seine  shall  not  run  nearer  the 
shore  than  the  fishery  officer  shall  prescribe.

His  Excellency  the  Governor  General  in  Council 

His  Excellency  the  Governor  General  in  Council  is  pleased  to  repeal  the 
regulations  established  by  the  Order  in  Council  of  the  6th  April,  1915,  in  respect 
of  steam  trawlers  clearing  from  ports  on  the  Atlantic  seaboard  of  Canada,  and 
the  same  are  hereby  repealed  accordingly,  from  the  1st  January,  1917. 

His  Excellency  in  Council  is  further  pleased  to  make  the  following  regula- 
tions, in  respect  of  steam  t*rawlers  clearing  from  ports  on  the  Atlantic  seaboard 
of  Canada,  and  the  same  are  hereby  made  and  established,  to  come  into  effect 
.on  and  from  the  1st  January,  1917,  viz.: — 

REGULATIONS 

The  master  of  every  steam  trawler,  at  any  port  on  the  Atlantic  seaboard  of 
Canada,  shall,  before  departure,  come  before  the  Collector  of  Customs  or  other 
proper  officer  and  deliver  to  him  a  report  outwards  under  his  hand  of  the  destina- 
tion of  such  vessel,  stating  her  name,  country  and  tonnage,  the  port  of  registry, 
the  name  of  the  master,  the  country  of  the  owners  and  the  number  of  the  crew, 
and  such  other  particulars  as  are  demanded  by  such  officer. 

The  report  outwards  shall  also  contain  a  declaration  to  the  effect  that  the 
master  of  the  steam  trawler  in  consideration  of  the  clearance  granted  by  the 
officer  of  Customs,  undertakes  and  agrees,  for  one  year  after  clearance,  (a)  to 
restrict  all  fishing  operations  by  such  steam  trawler  to  waters  which  are  at  least 
twelve  miles  distant  from  the  nearest  shore  on  the  Atlantic  seaboard  of  Canada, 
between  the  first  day  of  May  and  the  thirty-first  day  of  December;  (b)  and  also 
to  refrain  from  all  fishing  operations  by  such  trawler  in  waters  of  Chedabucto 
and  St.  Peter's  Bay  within  a  line  drawn  from  Cranberry  Island  Light  to  Green 
Island  Light  during  the  month  of  January. 

The  penalties  and  procedure  prescribed  for  contravention  of  Customs 
Regulations  made  by  the  Governor  in  Council  shall  apply  in  respect  of  such 
steam  trawler  and  the  master  thereof,  for  non-compliance  with  the  undertaking 
prescribed  by  this  regulation.

SPECIAL  FISHERY  REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  PROVINCE  OF  NEW 

BRUNSWICK 

(Extract  from  Canada  Gazette  of  April  29,  1922) 

(Adopted  by  Order  in  Council  of  April  26,  1922.    P.C.  895) 

DEFINITIONS 

''Mirister"  shall  mean  the  Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries. 

''Angling''  shall  mean  the  taking  of  fish  with  hook  and  line  held  in  the 
hand,  or  hook  and  line  and  rod,  the  latter  held  in  the  hand,  but  shall  not  include 
set  lines  or  lines  tied  to  a  boat. 

''One  day"  shall  mean  from  sunrise  to  sunset. 

"Non-resident"  shall  mean  any  person  domiciled  in  the  Province  for  a 
period  of  less  than  six  months. 
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"Gill-net"  shall  mean  a  net  that  catches  fish  by  enmeshing  them,  but 
which  does  not  enclose  an  area  of  water. 

"Trap-net"  shall  mean  an  apparatus  that  is  so  set  as  to  enclose  an  area  of 
water,  into  which  area  fish  are  guided  by  a  leader  and  find  entrance  through  an 
opening  or  openings. 

"Weir"  differs  from  a  "Trap-net"  in  that  it  is  constructed  of  brush  and 
twine  or  wire  netting. 

"Bag-net"  is  an  apparatus  that  catches  fish  without  enmeshing  them.  It 
consists  of  a  bag  attached  to  stakes,  and  floats  with  the  tide  or  current. 

"Drag-seine"  is  a  net  weighted  at  the  bottom  and  floated  at  the  top,  cast 
from  a  boat  so  as  to  enclose  a  space  of  water  between  it  and  the  shore,  and  is 
then  drawn  towards  shore. 

"Purse-seine"  is  a  net  weighted  at  the  bottom  and  mounted  with  rings 
through  which  a  line  is  run;  also  it  is  floated  at  the  top  and  cast  from  a  boat  so  as 
to  enclose  an  area  of  water.  It  is  then  closed  at  the  bottom  by  the  aforesaid 
line  through  the  rings,  so  as  to  form  a  purse  or  bag. 

"Fishery  Officer"  shall  mean  such  officer  having  authority  from  the  Depart- 
ment of  Marine  and  Fisheries. 

"Fishery  Guardian"  shall  mean  a  guardian  employed  by  authority  of  the 
Minister. 

"Close  season"  shall  mean  a  specified  period  in  which  fish  may  not  legally  be 
taken. 

"Trout"  shall  include  char,  speckled  trout,  salmon  trout,  gray  trout,  and 
ouananiche  or  landlocked  salmon. 

Sec.  1. — Bass 

1.  No  person  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  striped  bass  from  the  last  day  of 
February  to  the  thirtieth  day  of  November  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive; 
always  provided  that  nothing  contained  in  this  regulation  shall  prevent  any 
person  from  catching  or  killing  bass  by  means  of  angling,  at  any  time.  The 
burden  of  proof  of  lawful  capture  by  angling  during  the  closed  season  for  other 
methods  of  bass  fishing  shall  devolve  on  the  possessor  or  seller  of  any  such  fisH. 

(a)  Bass  shall  not  be  fished  for,  caught  or  killed  by  means  of  seines,  nor  by 
means  of  any  other  kind  of  net  having  meshes  of  a  less  size  than  five  inches 
extension  measure ;  and  no  bass  measuring  less  than  twelve  inches  in  length  from 
the  tip  of  the  nose  to  the  end  of  the  tail  shall  be  retained.  All  such  bass  under 
twelve  inches  in  length  shall  be  immediately  returned  to  the  water  alive,  and,  if 
possible,  uninjured,  by  the  person  catching  it. 

(b)  No  person  shall  fish  for  bass  with  a  net  or  nets  without  a  license  from 
the  Minister. 

(c)  The  fee  for  such  license  shall  be  one  dollar. 

2.  All  persons  opening  holes  through  the  ice  for  the  purpose  of  taking  bass 
shall  cause  the  same  to  be  marked  with  four  evergreen  bushes,  each  six  feet  in 
height. 

3.  From  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  o'clock  on  Saturday  afternoon,  of 
each  week,  to  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  o'clock  on  Monday  morning 
following,  all  bass  nets  shall  be  so  raised  or  adapted  as  to  permit  of  the  free 
passage  of  fish  through,  by  or  out  of  the  same. 

Sec.  2. — Certificates 

1.  All  packages  of  fish  legally  taken  during  the  l^gal  fishing  season  for  such 
fish,  and  offered  for  shipment  during  the  close  season  for  catching  such  fish,  shall 
be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  from  a  Fishery  Officer,  or  by  a  statutory  declara- 
tion by  the  shipper  certifying  that  such  fish  were  legally  taken,  or  such  certificate 
or  declaration  may  be  attached  to  the  shipper's  Way-bill.    Such  certificate  or 
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declaration  shall  state  the  number  of  packages  in  the  shipment,  together  with 
the  name  or  names  of  the  kind  or  kinds  of  fish  contained  in  such  shipment. 

Sec.  3.— Clams — Soft-shell,  Long-neck  or  Squirt  Clams 

1.  The  export  of  soft-shell,  long-neck  or  squirt  clams  (Mya  Arenaria)  in  a 
raw  state  taken  in  the  Provinces  of  Quebec,  New  Brunswick,  Nova  Scotia,  or 
Prince  Edward  Island,  from  the  first  day  of  May  to  the  thirtieth  day  of  June  in 
each  year,  both  days  inclusive,  is  prohibited. 

2.  In  the  Counties  of  Charlotte  and  St.  John  no  one  shall  dig  for  such  clams 
without  a  permit  issued  by  authority  of  the  Minister. 

Sec.  4. — Cod 

No  person  shall  carry  on  codfishing  with  seines  at  a  less  distance  than  one- 
half  mile  from  any  fishing  grounds  where  fishing  boats  are  anchored,  and  where 
fishermen  are  actually  engaged  fishing  for  codfish  with  hooks  and  lines. 

Sec.  5. — Eel  Fishing 

During  the  months  of  September,  October  and  November,  in  each  year,  no 
one  shall  fish  for  eels,  with  a  spear  and  torch  or  other  artificial  light,  in  any 
waters  frequented  by  salmon  or  trout. 

Sec.  6. — Explosives  Prohibited 

1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  procure  or  have  in  his 
possession  on  board  of  any  boat  or  vessel  or  elsew^here  any  dynamite  or  other 
explosive  material  with  the  intention  of  using  or  attempting  to  use  or  allowing 
or  permitting  the  same  to  be  used  or  attempted  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of 
catching  or  killing  or  attempting  to  catch  or  kill  any  kind  of  fish. 

2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  put  or  place  or  have 
upon  or  in  any  boat  or  vessel  engaged  or  employed  or  intended  to  be  engaged 
or  employed  in  fishing  any  dynamite  or  other  explosive. 

3.  In  case  any  such  dynamite  or  other  explosive  shall  be  found  or  proved 
to  be  or  to  have  been  in  or  upon  any  such  boat  or  vessel,  the  mr  ster  and  the 
owner  thereof  shall  each  be  liable  to  the  penalty  provided  for  a  breach  of  the 
last  preceding  regulation,  as  well  as  any  other  person  or  persons  who  may  have 
put  or  placed  such  dynamite  or  other  explosive  upon  or  in  the  said  boat  or  vessel 
or  had  the  same  in  possession  therein. 

4.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons,  at  any  time,  to  have  in 
possession  any  fish  or  portions  of  any  fish,  that  have  been  killed  by  means  of 
explosives. 

Sec.  7. — Fines  and  Forfeitures. — Disposal  of 

1.  When  penalties  are  imposed,  or  articles  are  confiscated  following  a  prose- 
cution by  a  Fishery  Officer  employed  by  the  Department  of  Marine  and  Fisheries, 
the  whole  of  the  proceeds  of  such  prosecution  and  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of 
such  confiscated  articles  shall  be  paid  to  the  Receiver  General  for  Canada, 
through  the  Department  of  Marine  and  Fisheries. 

2.  When  penalties  are  imposed  and  when  articles  are  confiscated  under 
the  Fisheries  Act  following  complaints  laid  by  Fishery  Officers  whose  salaries 
and  expenses  are  paid  by  the  Provincial  Government,  the  proceeds  of  such 
penalties  and  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  such  confiscated  articles  shall  be  paid 
to  the  Provincial  Government,  on  the  understanding  that  all  expenses  incurred 
in  such  prosecutions  that  are  not  paid  by  the  defendants,  shall  be  paid  by  the 
Provincial  Government. 
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3.  When  the  prosecutor  is  not  a  Fishery  Officer  of  any  Government,  a 
moiety  of  the  penalty  levied  together  with  the  costs  taxed  to  him  in  respect 
thereof,  shall  be  paid  to  him,  and  the  other  moiety  shall  be  paid  to  the  Receiver 
General  for  Canada  through  the  Department  of  Marine  and  Fisheries. 

Sec.  8.^ — Gaspereau 

1.  Gaspereau  fishing  by  means  of  gill-nets  and  pound-nets  or  trap-nets 
shall  be  permissible  from  the  first  day  of  March  until  the  twenty-fifth  day  of 
June  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive,  except  in  the  Miramichi  River,  where 
such  fishing  shall  be  permissible  from  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  May  to  the  twenty- 
fifth  day  of  June  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive. 

2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  gaspereau  from  the  time  of 
low  water  nearest  six  o'clock  of  the  afternoon  of  Friday  of  each  week  to  the  time 
of  low  water  nearest  six  o'clock  of  the  morning  of  the  Monday  following,  except 
in  the  waters  of  St.  John  Harbour,  where  such  fishing  shall  be  unlawful  from  the 
time  of  low  w^ater  nearest  six  o'clock  Saturday  afternoon  of  each  week,  until 
the  tim.e  of  low  water  nearest  six  o'clock  of  the  morning  of  the  Monday  following. 

3.  The  mesh  of  nets  to  be  used  for  the  catching  of  gaspereau  shall  not 
exceed  three  and  one-half  inches  extension  measure,  when  in  use. 

4.  When  in  the  opinion  of  the  Fishery  Officer  for  any  district,  gaspereau 
fishing  is  unduly  harmful  to  any  other  fishery,  he  may  prohibit  gaspereau  fishing 
operations  at  an^^  time  before  the  closing  date  set  forth  in  these  regulations. 

Sec.  9. — Herring 

1.  No  net  or  nets  of  any  kind  or  description  for  the  capture  of  herring  shall 
be  set  or  used  within  one  thousand  feet  of  any  weir  under  license. 

2.  Fishing  for  herrings  in  the  manner  known  as  ^'driving"  with  torches, 
flambeaux  or  other  artificial  lights  is  prohibited. 

3.  No  weir  shall  be  built,  set  or  used  for  the  purpose  of  catching  herring 
except  under  the  authority  of  an  annual  license  from  the  Minister,  and  before 
a  license  shall  be  granted  the  applicant  therefor  shall  make  a  statutory  decla- 
ration, setting  forth  the  name  or  names  of  the  actual  owner  or  owners  of  such 
weir,  or  of  the  person  or  persons  for  whose  benefit  such  weir  is  to  be  operated, 
as  well  as  to  the  nationality  of  such  owner  or  owners,  or  person  or  persons. 

4.  From  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  every 
Saturday  to  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  of  every 
Monday,  all  herring  weirs,  seines  or  set-nets  or  other  apparatus  used  for  catching 
herring,  whether  under  license  or  not,  shall  be  so  raised  or  adapted  as  to  admit 
of  the  free  passage  of  fish  l^hrough,  by  or  out  of  such  apparatus,  or  shall  be  so 
effectively  closed  as  to  completely  obstruct  and  prevent  the  entrance  of  fish 
into  such  apparatus,  whether  under  license  or  not;  provided  that  herring  gill- 
nets  for  the  taking  of  bait  for  bona  fide  purpose  of  deep  sea  fishing  may  be  set, 
under  permission  of  the  Fishery  Officer,  for  a  specified  time  during  the  weekly 
close  period. 

Sec.  10. — Lobsters 

{See  special  Lobster  Fishery  Regulations) 

Sec.  11. — Non-tidal  Waters 

The  use  of  nets  in  non-tidal  waters,  except  under  a  permit  from  the  Minister, 
is  prohibited. 

Sec.  12.  Oysters 

1.  No  person  shall  fish  for  or  catch  oysters  on  public  beds  except  under 
license  from  the  Minister.    The  fee  for  such  license  shall  be  fifty  cents. 
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2.  All  boats  fishing  for  oysters  on  public  beds  shall  have  a  registration 
number  corresponding  with  that  of  the  license  legibly  marked  or  painted  on 
the  bow  of  the  boat,  in  white  letters  on  a  black  ground,  and  the  initial  letter  of 
the  port  to  which  such  boat  belongs,  such  letters  to  be  at  least  eight  inches  in 
length. 

3.  From  the  first  day  of  December  to  the  twenty-fourth  day  of  September 
in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  fish  for,  catch  or  kill 
oysters  on  public  beds,  and  from  the  first  day  of  July  to  the  thirty-first  day  of 
August  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  fish  for,  catch 
or  kill  oysters  on  leased  areas. 

4.  (a)  No  person  shall,  on  public  beds,  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  round 
oysters  of  a  less  size  than  three  inches  in  diameter  of  shell,  nor  any  long  oysters 
measuring  less  than  three  and  one-half  inches  on  the  outer  shell. 

(6)  Round  oysters  of  a  less  size  than  three  inches  in  diameter,  and  long 
oysters  measuring  less  than  three  and  one-half  inches  on  the  outer  shell,  that 
may  be  accidentally  caught  on  public  beds,  shall  be  returned  alive,  to  the  bed 
from  which  they  were  taken  at  the  cost  and  risk  of  the  person  so  fishing,  on  whom, 
in  every  case,  shall  devolve  the  proof  of  actual  liberation. 

(c)  The  Minister  may  grant  permission  to  the  lessees  of  private  oyster  areas 
to  fish  for  and  catch  at  any  season  of  the  year,  on  certain  natural  reefs,  to  be 
specified  in  said  permission,  a  designated  quantity  of  unculled  oysters,  for  the 
purpose  of  stocking  leased  areas. 

5.  Fishing  for  oysters  is  prohibited  on  Sunday,  and  from  sunset  to  sunrise 
on  any  other  day  of  the  week. 

6.  No  person  shall  dig  mussel-mud  within  two  hundred  yards  from  any 
live  oyster  bed,  and  then  only  at  such  place  or  places  as  are  prescribed  in  writing 
by  a  Fishery  Officer. 

7.  The  use,  for  taking  oysters  on  public  oyster  beds  of  quahaug  rakes,  tongs 
operated  by  purchase  power,  or  tongs  or  rakes  other  than  the  ordinary  ones 
now  in  use  in  oyster  fishing  is  prohibited. 

8.  That  portion  of  the  Narrows  at  the  back  of  Indian  Island,  Richibucto 
Bay,  extending  from  a  line  drawn  across  the  Narrows  at  right  angles,  from  the 
cattle  fence  on  the  mainland  shore  near  Gaspereau  Creek  northwardly  to  a 
straight  line  drawn  across  the  said  Narrows  at  right  angles  from  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church  on  the  mainland  shore,  covering  a  linear  distance  of  approxim- 
ately four  hundred  yards  is  set  apart  for  the  natural  and  artificial  propagation  of 
oysters. 

Sec.  13 — Pollock 

1.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  pollock  by  means  of  spears  or  grapnel 
or  gaff  hooks;  provided  that  the  use  of  a  gaff  in  hook  and  line  fishing,  is  per- 
missible. 

2.  The  capture  of  young  pollock,  less  than  eighteen  inches  in  length,  mea- 
sured from  the  point  of  the  nose  to  the  end  of  the  tail,  in  herring  weirs  is  prohibited 
and  all  such  young  pollock  that  may  be  accidentally  taken  in  such  weirs  shall  be 
liberated  therefrom  alive  and  uninjured. 

3.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  or  catch  pollock  with  gill-nets  having  meshes  less 
than  five  inches  extension  measure,  when  in  use. 

4.  From  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  o'clock  hi  the  afternoon  of  every 
Saturday,  to  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  of  every 
Monday,  all  pollock  nets  shall  be  so  raised  or  adapted  as  to  permit  the  free 
passage  of  fish  through,  by  or  out  of  the  same. 

5.  The  use  of  purse-seines  having  meshes  of  not  less  than  two  inches  exten- 
sion measure  is  permitted  for  the  capture  of  pollock;  provided  that  no  such 
purse-seine  fishing  operations  shall  be  permissible  within  one  mile  of  any  weir, 
trap-net  or  other  stationary  fishing  appli-ance  operated  under  license. 
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Sec.  14 — Possession  of  Fish  in  Close  Season 

1.  No  one,  without  lawful  excuse,  the  proof  whereof  shall  lie  on  him,  shall 
fish  for,  buy,  sell  or  have  in  his  possession,  any  fish,  or  portion  of  any  fish  during 
a  time  when  fishing  for  such  fish  is  prohibited  by  law.  (See  section  29  of  the 
Fisheries  Act.) 

2.  Any  violation  of  the  above  regulation  shall  render  the  offender  liable  to 
a  penalty  of  not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  or  in  default  of  payment  to 
imprisonment  for  a  term  not  exceeding  twelve  months,  or  to  both.  (See  section 
82  of  the  Fisheries  Act.) 

Sec.  15 — Prohibitions 

Angling  through  the  ice  in  the  non-tidal  waters  is  prohibited  except  under 
a  permit  from  the  Minister. 

Sec.  16 — Quahaugs  or  Hard-Shell  Clams 

1.  No  one  shall  fish  for  or  catch  hard-shell  clams  or  quahaugs  except  under 
license  from  the  Minister.  The  fee  for  each  such  license  shall  be  one  dollar. 

2.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  hard-shell  clams  or  quahaugs  from  the 
twenty-fifth  day  of  September  in  each  year  to  the  tenth  day  of  May  following, 
both  days  inclusive,  and  from  the  first  day  of  July  to  the  thirtj^-first  day  of 
August  in  each  year  both  days  inclusive. 

3.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  hard-shell  calm  or  quahaug  of  a 
less  size  than  one  and  three-quarter  inches  in  length  on  the  outer  shell,  and  any 
hardshell  clam  or  quahaug  of  a  less  size  than  one  and  three-quarter  inches  in 
length  that  may  be  accidentally  caught  shall  be  forthwith  returned  to  the  water 
alive  and  uninjured  by  the  person  catching  it;  provided  that  the  Minister  may 
authorize  the  taking  of  hardshell  clams  or  quahaugs  of  a  less  size  for  the  purposes 
of  replanting  for  the  development  of  hard-shell  clam  or  quahaug  culture. 

4.  The  use  of  rakes  for  catching  hard-shell  clams  or  quahaugs,  having  teeth 
less  than  one  and  one-quarter  inches  apart,  is  prohibited. 

5.  Fishing  for  hard-shell  clams  or  quahaugs  in  bays,  harbours  and  other 
waters  where  oysters  are  taken,  shall  be  permitted  only  on  areas  set  apart  and 
marked  out  by  the  local  Fishery  Officers  for  the  respective  districts  in  which 
such  fishing  is  prosecuted. 

6.  Fishing  for  hard-shell  clams  or  quahaugs  on  Sunday  is  prohibited. 

Sec.  17 — Salmon 

1.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  salmon  otherwise  than  with  gill-nets, 
drift-nets,  trap-nets  or  pound  nets  or  by  angling. 

2.  The  mesh  of  salmon  drift-nets,  gill-nets  and  the  leaders  of  salmon  trap 
or  pound-nets,  shall  not  be  less  than  five  inches  extension  measure,  when  in  use; 
provided  that  after  the  fishing  season  of  1924,  the  mesh  of  such  nets  and  leaders 
shall  not  be  less  than  six  inches  extension  measure,  when  in  use. 

3.  No  one  shall  engage  in  salmon  net  fishing,  nor  shall  any  one  leave  an^^ 
port  or  place  in  Canada  to  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  salmon  with  a  gill-net,  drift-net, 
or  trap-net  or  pound-net,  either  inside  or  outside  territorial  waters  adjacent  to  the 
province  of  New  Brunswick,  except  under  license  from  the  Minister. 

4.  The  fee  for  a  gill-net  or  drift-net  license  shall  be  one  dollar  for  the  first  ten 
fathoms,  and  three  cents  for  each  additional  fathom.  The  fee  for  a  trap-net  or 
pound-net  license  shall  be  five  dollars  for  the  first  ten  fathoms  of  leader,  and  ten 
cents  for  each  additional  fathom. 

5.  Before  any  salmon  net  license  is  granted,  the  owner  or  person  interested 
in  such  net  shall  make  a  statutory  declaration,  setting  forth  the  name  of  the  owner^ 
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the  length  of  the  net,  and  its  intended  lociition,  to  be  filed  with  the  local  fishery 
officer,  who,  if  no  valid  objection  exists,  may,  in  accordance  with  instructions 
from  the  Minister  issue  a  fishery  license  for  the  same. 

6.  All  salmon  nets  shall  have  the  name  of  the  owner  or  owners,  and  the 
number  of  the  license  legibly  marked,  on  tags  of  wood  or  metal,  one  tag  shall  be 
attached  to  each  end  of  each  net,  and  such  tag  shall  be  preserved  on  such  nets 
during  the  fishing  season,  in  such  manner  as  to  be  visible  without  taking  up  the 
net  or  nets:  and  any  net  used  without  such  tag  shall  be  liable  to  forfeiture. 

7.  No  one  shall  fish  for,*  catch  or  kill  salmon  with  nets  of  any  kind,  from  the 
sixteenth  day  of  August  in  each  year  to  the  last  day  of  February  following, 
both  days  inclusive;  provided  that  in  the  Petitcodiac  River  below  the  Moncton 
highway  bridge,  the  use  of  drift-nets  shall  be  permissible  until  the  thirty-first  day 
of  August  in  each  year. 

8.  From  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  of  the  clock  in  the  afternoon  of 
every  Saturday  to  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon 
of  every  Monday  all  salmon  fishing  gill-nets,  drift-nets,  pound  or  trap-nets  or 
weirs  shall  be  so  raised  or  adapted  as  to  admit  of  the  free  passage  of  fish  through, 
by,  or  out  of  such  apparatus,  or  be  so  effectively  closed  as  to  completely  obstruct 
and  prevent  the  entrance  of  fish  into  such  apparatus;  except  in  the  St.  John 
River  and  tributaries,  where  such  nets  shall  be  raised  from  six  o'clock  Saturday 
afternoon  until  six  o'clock  Monday  morning  following. 

9.  Fishing  for  and  catching  salmon  by  angling  shall  be  permissible  from  the 
twenty-fourth  day  of  May  to  the  thirty-first  day  of  August  in  each  year,  both 
days  inclusive,  except  in  the  waters  of  the  Restigouche  River  and  its  tributaries, 
where  such  fishing  shall  be  permissible  from  the  first  day  of  April  to  the  fifteenth 
day  of  August  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive. 

10.  The  number  of  salmon  to  be  taken  in  any  one  day  by  an  angler  shall  not 
exceed  five. 

11.  In  angling  for  salmon  no  one  shall  use  any  kind  of  bait  other  than  arti- 
ficial flies. 

12.  No  person  shall  use  a  dam  for  the  purpose  of  so  regulating  the  retention 
or  discharge  of  water  as  to  facilitate  the  catching  of  salmon  either  by  suddenly 
closing  or  opening  the  dam,  or  in  any  other  manner  whatsoever. 

13.  No  salmon  or  grilse  weighing  less  than  three  pounds,  round  weight,  nor 
any  * 'spent"  salmon,  so-called,  shall  be  retained  or  kept  out  of  the  water.  If 
such  undersized  salmon,  grilse,  or  ''spent"  salmon,  be  caught  inadvertently,  it 
shall,  if  possible,  be  returned  alive  and  uninjured  to  the  water  from  which  it  was 
taken  by  the  person  catching  it. 

14.  The  use  of  torches  or  other  artificial  lights  in  fishing  for  or  catching 
salmon  is  prohibited. 

Sec.  18 — Salmon  Net  Fishing  St.  John  Rivek  and  Southw^est  Miramichi 

River 

(a)  During  the  legal  fishing  season  for  salmon,  it  shall  be  lawful  under  the 
following  restrictions  and  conditions,  to  fish  for  and  catch  salmon  by  means  of 
ordinary  salmon  gill-nets  (such  as  are  used  in  the  tidal  waters  of  the  rivers)  in 
that  part  of  the  St.  John  River  which  extends  from  the  head  of  tide  up  to  Grand 
Falls,  and  in  that  part  of  the  Southwest  Miramichi  River  from  the  head  of  tide 
at  Renouse  River  to  Hayes  Bar,  in  York  County. 

(6)  A  special  permit  must  first  be  obtained  from  the  Minister. 

(c)  Such  special  permit  shall  be  issued  only  to  such  applicants  as  are  British 
subjects,  who  are  settlers  occupying  lands  along  the  shores  of  the  portion  of  the 
St.  John  River  and  the  Southwest  Miramichi  River  above  described. 

{d)  Such  special  permit  shall  convey  to  the  authorized  holder  thereof  from 
the  first  day  of  June  to  the  fifteenth  day  of  August,  in  each  year,  both  days 
inclusive,  the  privilege  of  limited  net  fishing  for  salmon  during  each  alternate 
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fortnight,  that  is  to  say,  two  weeks  fishing,  computed  from  the  said  first  day  of 
June,  to  be  permitted  (subject  to  the  regular  weekly  close  time)  to  be  followed 
by  two  weeks  prohibition  of  such  fishing,  and  thence  forward  in  like  manner 
until  the  fifteenth  day  of  August,  when  all  salmon  net  fishing  shall  cease. 

(e)  The  length  of  net  used  shall  not  exceed  thirty  fathoms. 

(/)  The  fee  payable  for  such  special  permit  shall  be  one  dollar. 

(g)  The  holder  of  such  special  permit  shall  also  be  subject  to  any  conditions 
which  may  from  time  to  time  be  embodied  therein. 

(g)  The  said  special  permits  shall  be  accepted  by  the  residents  occupying 
lands  on  the  portion  of  the  river  described,  on  the  distinct  understanding  that 
a  violation  of  any  of  the  above  regulations  or  conditions  embraced  in  the  said 
special  permits,  will  involve  immediate  cancellation  of  the  permit,  and  ineligi- 
bility of  the  offender  for  a  similar  permit  for  a  period  of  one  year. 

(h)  All  salmon  nets  shall  have  the  name  of  the  owner  or  owners,  and  the 
number  of  the  license  legibly  marked,  on  tags  of  wood  or  metal,  one  tag  shall  be 
attached  to  each  end  of  each  net,  and  such  tag  shall  be  preserved  on  such  nets 
during  the  fishing  season,  in  such  manner  as  to  be  visible  without  taking  up  the 
net  or  nets;  and  any  net  used  without  such  tag  shall  be  liable  to  forfeiture. 

Sec.  19 — Scallops* 

1.  No  one  shall  fish  for  scallops  except  under  license  from  the  Minister. 
The  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  one  dollar. 

2.  No  one  shall  fish  for  scallops  from  the  first  day  of  June  to  the  fifteenth  day 
of  October,  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive. 

3.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  scallops  measuring  less  than  four 
inches  in  diameter  across  the  widest  portion  of  the  outer  shell,  and  any  scallop 
of  a  less  size  that  may  be  taken  accidentally  shall  be  returned  alive  and  uninjured 
to  the  bed  from  which  it  was  taken  by  the  person  catching  it. 

4.  The  waste  portion  of  scallops  shall  not  be  thrown  overboard  from  boats 
on  the  scallop  fishing  grounds. 

5.  The  practice  known  as  ''floating"  or  ''soaking"  scallop  meat  in  fresh 
water  is  prohibited. 

6.  None  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  apply  to  fishing  for  scallops 
beyond  territorial  waters. 

Sec.  20— Shad 

1.  No  one  shall  fish  for  shad  except  under  license  from  the  Minister.  The 
fee  for  such  a  license  shall  be  one  dollar. 

2.  (a)  In  tidal  waters  shad  fishing  shall  be  permissible  from  the  sixteenth 
day  of  May  until  the  twentieth  day  of  June  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive; 
provided  that  in  the  waters  of  the  Bay  of  Fundy  above  Chignecto  Cape,  Cumber- 
land County,  Nova  Scotia,  and  of  the  Petitcodiac  River  below  the  Moncton 
Highway  Bridge,  fishing  for  shad  shall  be  permissible  from  June  sixteenth  to  July 
twentieth  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive. 

(c)  In  the  tidal  waters  of  the  St.  John  River  and  its  tributaries,  no  shad 
net  shall  exceed  thirty  fathoms  in  length,  and  in  these  waters  not  more  than  two 
nets  shall  be  licensed  in  any  one  family. 

3.  Except  in  that  portion  of  the  St.  John  River  below  Grand  Falls  where 
shad  fishing  shall  be  permissible  from  the  sixteenth  day  of  May  to  the  twentieth 
day  of  June  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive,  fishing  for  shad  is  prohibited  in  all 
non-tidal  waters. 

4.  From  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  of  the  clock  in  the  afternoon  of 
Friday  in  each  week  to  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  of  the  clock  in  the  fore- 
noon of  each  Monday  following  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  shad 
except  in  the  waters  of  St.  John  Harbour,  where  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  fish  for, 
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catch  or  kill  shad  from  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  of  the  clock  in  the  after- 
noon of  Saturday  in  each  week  to  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  of  the  clock 
in  the  forenoon  of  each  Monday  following. 

5.  The  mesh  of  shad  gill-nets  or  drift-nets  shall  not  be  less  than  four  and 
one-half  inches  extension  measure,  when  in  use,  provided  that  after  the  close  of 
the  fishing  season  of  1924  the  mesh  of  such  nets  shall  not  be  less  than  five  inches 
extension  measure,  when  in  use. 

6.  In  the  non-tidal  waters  of  the  St.  John  River  no  gill-net  shall  exceed 
fifty  fathoms  in  length,  nor  shall  any  such  net  extend  more  than  one-third  of  the 
distance  across  the  river,  at  the  place  where  it  is  set.  The  number  of  nets  in  such 
waters  shall  be  limited  to  one  to  each  family. 

7.  In  the  tidal  waters  of  the  Miramichi  River,  no  gill-net  shall  exceed  thirty 
fathoms  in  length,  nor  shall  any  such  net  extend  more  than  one-third  of  the 
distance  across  the  river,  at  the  place  at  which  it  is  set. 

8.  The  use  of  seines  for  the  catching  of  shad  is  prohibited. 

9.  All  shad  nets  must  have  attached  thereto  a  wood  or  metal  tag  on  which 
the  number  of  the  license  and  name  of  the  licensee  shall  be  plainly  marked  in 
such  manner  as  to  be  readily  examined  by  a  Fishery  Officer. 

10.  When  in  the  opinion  of  the  Fishery  Officer,  for  the  district,  shad  fishing 
is  unduly  harmful  to  any  other  fishery,  he  may  prohibit  shad  fishing  operations 
at  any  time  before  the  closing  date  specified  in  these  regulations. 

Sec.  21 — Smelts 

1.  Fishing  for  smelts  otherwise  than  with  gill-nets,  bag-nets,  hook  and  line 
or  spearing  is  prohibited. 

2.  (a)  No  one  shall  fish  for  smelts  with  a  gill-net  or  bag-net,  except  under 
license  from  the  Minister. 

(6)  The  fee  for  a  smelt  gill-net  shall  be  one  dollar  for  the  first  ten  fathoms  of 
net  used,  and  one  cent  for  each  additional  fathom. 

(c)  The  fee  for  a  smelt  bag-net  shall  be  two  dollars. 

3.  Sm^elt  gill-nets  and  bag-nets  shall  have  a  mesh  of  not  less  than  one  and 
one-quarter  inches  extension  measure  when  in  use.  The  use  of  leaders  on  bag- 
nets  is  prohibited. 

4.  Smelt  gill-net  fishing  shall  be  permissible  only  from  the  fifteenth  of 
October,  in  each  year  to  the  fifteenth  of  February  following,  both  days  inclusive. 

5.  Smelt  bag-net  fishing  shall  be  permissible  from  the  first  of  December  in 
each  year  to  the  fifteenth  of  February  following,  both  days  inclusive. 

6.  Smelt  bag-nets  or  gill-nets  shall  not  be  set  or  used  within  fifty  yards  from 
each  other  across  a  river,  nor  within  one  hundred  yards  of  each  other  up  and  down 
a  river,  but  the  local  Fishery  Officer  may  in  any  instance  require  such  greater 
distance  between  either  nets  across  or  up  and  down  a  river  as  he  may  consider 
necessary. 

7.  Smelt  gill-nets  or  bag-nets  shall  not  be  set  in  the  spans  of  bridges,  nor 
within  one  hundred  yards  of  such  spans. 

8.  From  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  o'clock  on  Saturday  afternoon, 
in  each  week,  to  the  time  of  low  water  nearest  six  o'clock  on  Monday  morning 
following,  smelt  gill-nets  and  bag-nets  shall  be  so  raised  or  adapted  as  to  admit 
of  the  free  passage  of  smelts  through,  by  or  out  of  such  gill-nets  or  bag-nets. 
During  this  weekly  close  season  smelt  fishing  by  any  means  for  purposes  of  trade 
or  barter  is  prohibited. 

9.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill  or  sell  smelts  from  the  first  day  of  March 
to  the  thirtieth  day  of  June,  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive. 

10.  The  mouths  of  smelt  bag-nets  used  in  that  portion  of  the  Miramichi 
River  above  a  straight  line  drawn  across  the  river  from  Oak  Point  Wharf 
on  the  north  side  to  the  eastern  boundary  of  Peter  Loggie's  property  at  Point  au 
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Car  on  the  south  side,  shall  not  be  wider  than  thirty-three  feet.  The  mouths 
of  such  nets  used  below  the  said  line  shall  not  be  wider  than  one  hundred  feet. 

11.  No  one  shall  prepare  to  fish  with  bag-nets  by  either  cutting  holes  in  the 
ice  for,  or  in  connection  with  fishing  purposes,  or  by  placing  rigging  of  any  kind 
for  fishing,  before  eight  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  the  day  on  which  bag-net 
fishing  may  legally  begin. 

12.  All  persons  opening  holes  through  the  ice  for  the  purpose  of  taking 
smelts  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  marked  with  four  evergreen  bushes  at  least 
six  feet  in  height,  when  the  holes  are  not  in  use. 

13.  When  considered  advisable  by  the  Fishery  Oflicer  for  any  smelt  fishing 
district,  he  may  specify  the  location  of  each  net. 

14.  All  smelt  bag-nets,  when  set,  shall  have  a  wood  or  metal  tag  so  attached 
as  to  be  plainly  visible,  and  marked  with  the  license  number  and  name  of  the 
licensee. 

Sec.  22. — Sturgeon 

1.  No  one  shall  fish  for  sturgeon  except  under  license  from  the  Minister. 
The  fee  for  such  license  shall  be  fifteen  dollars. 

2.  No  other  than  a  British  subject  shall  be  eligible  for  a  license. 

3.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  or  kill  any  sturgeon  from  the  first  day  of 
June  to  the  first  day  of  July  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive. 

4.  The  meshes  of  all  nets  used  for  catching  sturgeon  shall  not  be  less  than 
thirteen  inches  extension  measure,  when  in  use. 

5.  All  sturgeon  nets  shall  have  attached  thereto  a  wood  or  metal  tag  on 
which  the  number  of  the  license  and  the  name  of  the  licensee  shall  be  legibly 
marked  in  such  manner  as  to  be  readily  examined  by  a  Fishery  Officer. 

6.  No  sturgeon  measuring  under  four  feet  in  length,  shall  be  fished  for, 
caught  or  killed,  but  if  caught,  shall  be  liberated  alive.  The  measurement 
shall  be  made  from  the  extreme  point  of  the  nose  to  the  tip  of  the  tail. 

Sec.  23. — Trawlers  Prohibited 

The  use  or  operation  of  vessels  known  as  trawlers  operating  ''beam'',  ''otter" 
or  other  trawls  of  a  similar  nature  for  the  purpose  of  catching  fish,  is  prohibited 
within  the  territorial  waters  of  Canada. 

Sec.  24. — Trap-Nets  or  Pound-Nets 

1.  No  seine  shall  be  drawn  nor  any  net  set  within  two  hundred  and  fifty 
yards  of  any  trap-net  or  pound-net,  nor  shall  any  trap-net  or  pound-net  be  set 
or  placed  nearer  to  another  trap-net  or  pound-net  under  license  than  two  hundred 
and  fifty  yards. 

2.  All  trap-nets  or  pound-nets  shall  have  a  tag  so  attached  as  to  be  plainly 
visible,  bearing  the  name  of  the  licensee  and  the  number  of  his  license.  Any 
such  nets  not  so  marked  shall  be  subject  to  seizure  and  confiscation. 

3.  The  distance  to  obtain  between  trap-nets  or  pound-nets  shall  be  measured 
from  the  trap-net  or  pound-net  twine  nearest  the  next  adjoining  trap-net  or 
pound-net  twine. 

4.  No  trap-net  or  pound-net  shall  be  operated  except  under  license,  the  fee 
for  which  shall  be  five  dollars  for  the  first  ten  fathoms  and  ten  cents  for  each 
additional  fathom. 

Sec.  25. — Trout  and  Land-locked  Salmon 

1.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  trout  of  any  kind,  or  land-locked 
salmon  from  the  first  day  of  October  in  each  year  to  the  thirty-first  day  of 
March  following,  both  days  inclusive. 
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2.  No  one  shall  at  any  time  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  trout  by  other  means  than 
angling.    Jigging  for  trout  is  strictly  prohibited. 

3.  Fishing  for  trout  of  any  kind,  or  for  land-locked  salmon  through  the  ice 
is  prohibited. 

4.  Except  in  Loch  Lomond,  St.  John  County,  no  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or 
kill,  in  any  of  the  waters  of  the  province,  in  one  day,  by  angling,  or  shall  carry 
away  a  greater  number  of  trout  than  in  the  aggregate  shall  weigh  more  than  ten 
pounds,  and  no  greater  number  than  thirty  trout,  though  said  number  weigh 
less  than  ten  pounds. 

5.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  in  Loch  Lomond,  St.  John  County,  in 
one  day,  by  angling  or  shall  carry  away  a  greater  number  of  brown  or  eastern 
speckled  trout  than  twelve  in  the  aggregate,  and  no  one  shall  retain  any  brown 
trout  that  is  less  than  twelve  inches  in  length.  Any  brown  trout  that  is  less  than 
twelve  inches  in  length  that  may  be  caught,  shall  be  immediately  returned  to 
the  water  alive  and  uninjured  by  the  person  catching  it. 

6.  (a)  No  one  shall  receive,  ship,  transport  or  have  in  possession  for  the 
purpose  of  shipping  or  transporting  out  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  any  trout; 
provided  that  any  person  may  so  ship  such  trout  caught  by  him  for  sport,  to  the 
extent  of  twenty-five  pounds  in  weight,  if  the  shipment  is  accompanied  by  a 
certificate  to  that  effect  from  either  the  local  Fishery  Officer  in  whose  district 
the  fish  were  caught,  or  from  the  local  station  agent  adjacent  to  the  locality  in 
which  they  were  caught,  or  is  accompanied  by  a  copy  of  the  official  hcense  or 
permit  issued  to  the  person  making  the  shipment. 

(b)  No  single  package  of  such  trout  shall  exceed  twenty-five  pounds  in 
weight,  nor  shall  any  person  be  permitted  to  ship  more  than  one  package  during 
the  season. 

7.  The  use  of  a  torch  or  other  artificial  light  in  fishing  for  or  catching  trout 
is  prohibited. 

Sec.  26.— Weirs 

1.  The  distance  between  weirs  shall  not  be  less  than  one  thousand  feet. 

2.  No  herring  or  other  weir  shall  be  operated  except  under  license  from  the 
Minister,  the  fee  for  which  shall  be  five  dollars. 

Sec.  27. — Whitefish — Baker  Lake 

1.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  whitefish  in  Baker  Lake  otherwise  than 
with  gill-nets. 

2.  The  length  of  a  whitefish  gill-net  shall  not  exceed  thirty-five  fathoms, 
and  the  mesh  thereof  shall  not  be  less  than  three  inches  extension  measure. 
The  depth  of  such  net  shall  not  be  more  than  six  feet. 

3.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  whitefish  in  Baker  Lake  with  a  gill-net, 
except  under  license  from  the  Minister.  The  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  one 
dollar. 

4.  Every  whitefish  gill-net  shall  have  the  name  of  the  licensee,  and  the 
number  of  the  license  legibly  marked  on  a  piece  of  wood  or  metal,  which  shall 
be  attached  to  one  end  of  the  net. 

5.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  whitefish  from  the  first  day  of  October 
in  each  year  to  the  fourteenth  day  of  May  following,  both  days  inclusive. 

6.  The  use  of  nets  for  the  capture  of  fish  other  than  whitefish  shall  not  be 
permitted. 

7.  Whitefish  gill-nets  shall  be  so  set  that  cork-lines  thereof  shall  remain 
floating  on  the  surface  of  the  water,  or  the  same  to  be  marked  by  a  buoy. 

8.  The  use  of  gill-nets  shall  be  permitted  from  six  o'clock  Tuesday  morning 
to  noon  on  Friday  of  each  week,  during  the  lawful  fishing  season. 
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9.  Only  permanent  residents  owning  or  renting  land  fronting  Baker  Lake 
shall  be  eligible  for  licenses  and  then  only  one  person  in  each  family  shall  be  so 
eligible. 

10.  Nets  shall  not  be  set  or  operated  in  water  that  is  les^  than  eight  feet 
deep,  nor  shall  any  net  be  set  nearer  to  another  than  fifty  fathoms. 

11.  Should  trout  be  unavoidably  caught  in  a  whitefish  gill-net,  they  shall 
be  liberated  alive  and  uninjured  in  the  waters  from  which  they  were  taken. 

COUNTY  FISHERY  REGULATIONS 
Fisheries  District  No.  1. — Bay  of  Fundy  Portion  of  Province 
Sec.  28 — County  of  Charlotte 
Herring  Fishing 

1 .  No  weir  shall  be  set  or  placed  on  either  side  of  Cow  Passage  or  Cheney's 
Passage,  in  the  Island  of  Grand  Manan,  without  leaving  a  continuous  clear  pass- 
age or  channel  of  the  width  of  five  hundred  feet,  following  the  deepest  water  of 
the  same;  and  no  wing  belonging  to  or  used  therewith,  or  attached  to  any  such 
weir,  shall  extend  beyond  or  into  channels  of  the  said  passage,  or  either  of  them 
so  as  to  diminish  the  said  width  of  five  hundred  feet. 

2.  In  no  case  shall  weirs  be  placed  nearer  each  other  than  one  thousand  feet, 
measured  in  a  straight  line  between  the  weirs. 

3.  The  Fishery  Officers  for  the  County,  or  any  of  them,  as  the  case  may  be, 
are  authorized  and  required,  in  the  event  of  a  violation  of  either  of  these  regula- 
tions, in  addition  to  the  penalties  imposed,  when  it  is  thought  necessary  by  the 
said  officers  in  their  respective  districts,  to  destroy  the  said  weirs,  or  wings 
belonging  to  them,  or  used  therewith  or  attached  to  them,  or  each  or  any  of  them 
or  such  portions  thereof  as  the  said  officers  in  their  respective  districts  may  deem 
necessary. 

4.  Herrings  shall  not  be  fished  for,  caught  or  killed  by  means  of  seines 
within  three  miles  of  shore. 

Fisheries  District  No.  2 — Eastern  Portion  of  Province 

Sec.  29 — County  of  Restigouche 

1.  The  extent,  position  and  usage  of  salmon  nets  set  from  middle  grounds  or 
islands  in  the  Restigouche  River,  below  Campbellton,  shall  be  determined  by  the 
local  Fishery  Officers,  in  such  manner  as  not  to  unduly  interfere  with  or  impede 
the  running  of  salmon. 

2.  No  one  shall  fish  for  salmon  by  angling  from  nine  o'clock  in  the  evening 
of  every  Saturday  to  six  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  every  Monday. 

3.  No  fishing  stand  in  any  of  the  bays,  coves  and  harbours,  at  and  between 
Bontroming's  Rocks  and  the  eastern  boundary  line  of  the  County  of  Restigouche 
shall  exceed  two  hundred  fathoms  of  bar-net,  nor  have  side-nets  of  greater  length 
than  twenty  fathoms. 

4.  Salmon  net  fishing  shall  not  be  permissible  in  the  Restigouche  River 
above  a  straight  line  drawn  from  the  Ferry  wharf  at  Campbellton,  New  Bruns- 
v/iek,  to  the  Ferry  wharf  at  Cross  Point,  Quebec. 

Sec.  30 — County  of  Gloucester 

1.  No  net  for  the  catching  of  any  kind  of  fish  shall  be  set  at  Tracadie  South 
Gully,  commonly  called  Young's  Gully,  below  Daniel  Cobb's  lower  line,  towards 
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Peter  Ferguson's,  at  the  opposite  side;  and  no  such  net  shall  be  set  on  the  north- 
ern side  of  the  same  gully,  below  Thistle  Point  and  John  McLaughlin's  shore, 
opposite  his  house  on  the  other  side. 

2.  No  net  whatever  shall  be  set,  nor  any  seine  or  drift-net  used  in  any  way 
to  impede  or  obstruct  the  free  passage  of  fish  into  the  Grand  Lake,  so-called,  at 
Shippegan  Island. 

3.  No  net  shall  be  set  or  seine  used  within  two  hundred  yards  on  cither  side 
of  the  Little  Tracadie  River  Bridges,  nor  within  two  hundred  yards  on  either 
side  of  the  bridges  over  the  South  River  of  Pokemouche. 

4.  All  nets  shall  be  set  from  the  shore  or  edge  of  the  channel  towards  the 
thread  of  the  river,  and  none  shall  be  set  upon  any  middle  ground. 

5.  When  any  fish  weir,  trap  or  other  stationary  device  shall  be  erected  con- 
trary to  any  regulation,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Fishery  Overseer  to  pull  down 
and  demolish  such  weir,  trap  or  other  stationary  device. 

6.  No  net  shall  be  used  for  the  catching  of  salmon  or  any  other  fish  in  the 
Big  Nipisiguit  River,  above  John  Swanton  Bateman's  Brook,  or  in  any  of  the 
tributaries  of  the  Big  Nipisiguit  River,  or  in  the  Tetagouche  River,  or  in  the 
Middle  River,  or  in  the  Little  River. 

7.  No  net  with  the  exception  of  smelt  bag-nets  shall  be  set  within  the  Har- 
bour of  Bathurst,  or  on  any  middle  ground,  flat  or  channel  between  the  forks  of 
the  Big  River  Channel  and  Allston  and  Carron  Points,  or  within  fifty  fathoms 
on  either  side  of  the  Big  River  bridge. 

GASPEREAU  FISHING 

8.  All  nets  for  the  catching  of  gaspereau  in  the  Rivers  of  Pokemouche  and 
Tracadie,  and  their  several  branches,  shall  be  set  with  the  stream  up  and  down 
the  river,  and  not  at  an  angle  with  the  stream;  provided,  nevertheless,  that  from 
the  ^  st  day  of  August  until  the  first  day  of  December,  in  each  year,  nets  for  the 
catching  of  bass  may  be  set  at  an  angle  with  the  stream  or  current  of  such  rivers. 

9.  In  the  River  Pokemouche  no  nets  for  the  catching  of  gaspereau  shall  be 
set  from  Etienne  Arseneau's  shore  to  River's  shore  so  as  to  impede  th€  free 
course  of  fish  going  up  the  South  river. 

10.  Bass  or  gaspereau  shall  not  be  taken  in  the  River  of  Caraquet,  or  in 
Saint  Simon's  Inlet,  by  seining;  and  no  seine  shall  be  used  for  the  catching  of 
bass  or  gaspereau  in  the  said  river  or  inlet. 

HERRING  FISHING 

11.  Between  the  first  day  of  July  and  the  first  day  of  November  in  each  and 
every  year  no  net  for  the  catching  of  herring,  or  any  other  fish,  shall  be  moored 
or  anchored  on  any  bank  or  shore,  or  any  part  of  any  bank  or  shore,  in  the  Bay 
Chaleur,  situate  between  Mizzonette  Point  and  Point  Miscou.  All  nets  used 
upon  these  banks,  or  any  part  of  them,  shall  be  fastened  to  boats  or  other  crafts, 
and  not  otherwise. 

Sec.  31 — County  of  Northumberland 

1.  No  person  or  persons  shall,  under  any  pretence  whatsoever,  build,  make 
or  set  up,  or  make  use  of  in  the  bay,  harbour  or  river  Miramichi,  or  any  of  its 
branches,  or  in  any  other  river  within  the  said  districts,  any  brush  or  wooden 
weir  or  weirs,  trap  or  traps,  for  the  purpose  of  taking  any  kind  of  fish. 

2.  No  net  whatever  shall  be  set  off  Fox  or  Portage  Islands,  except  under 
special  license  from  the  Minister,  nor  off  any  island,  middle  ground  or  shoal  in 
the  bay,  harbour  or  river  Miramichi  and  its  branches,  excepting  as  hereinafter 
permitted;  no  net  shall  be  set  from  the  western  extremity  of  Huckleberry  Island 
to  the  lot  formerly  owned  by  Thomas  Inn,  now  or  lately  owned  by  the  estate  of 
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Joseph  Cunard;  no  net  shall  be  set  along  the  south  shore,  in  the  said  space,  to 
extend  into  the  bay  more  than  two  hundred  fathoms  from  three  feet  water  at 
low  water.    From  the  lower  line  of  the  Lacey  lot,  to  the  eastern  line  of  the  lot 
lately  owned  by  John  Mark  Crank  Delesdernier,  at  the  mouth  of  Black  River, 
no  net  shall  extend  into  the  bay  more  than  two  hundred  fathoms;  from  thence 
to  the  Point  au  Car  no  net  shall  extend  into  the  bay  more  than  two  hundred 
fathoms;  from  Point  au  Car  to  the  lot  owned  by  Alexander  McDonald  no  net 
shall  extend  into  the  bay  more  than  three  hundred  fathoms  from  low  water;

George  Murdoch's  marsh;  no  net  shall  extend  into  the  bay  more  than  two 
hundred  fathoms  from  the  said  line;  and  no  net  set  from  the  said  line  to  be 
nearer  than  one  hundred  fathoms  to  the  said  Green  Point;  from  the  said  Green 
Point  to  within  forty  rods  of  the  site  of  the  fish  shed,  formerly  occupied  by 
James  Anderson,  and  now  or  formerly  occupied  by  Murdoch,  no  net  shall  be 
set  to  extend  into  the  bay  more  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  fathoms  from  low

Branch,  or  any  of  its  branches,  from  the  mouth  of  Indian  Town  Brook  to  the 
head  of  the  Miramichi  River  and  its  branches,  to  extend  more  than  one-third 
part  across  the  said  river  or  its  branches;  no  net  shall  be  set  off  or  from  any  island, 
middle  ground  or  bar  in  the  said  Southwest  Branch  of  the  River  Miramichi  and 
its  branches;  no  net  shall  be  set  off  the  bar  beginning  at  Knight's  Cove  and 
extending  up  stream ;  Provided  always,  that  no  net  is  to  be  set  in  any  branclies  of  t  he 
River  Miramichi,  by  virtue  of  these  regulations,  or  in  any  other  river  within 
the  said  districts;  not  hereinbefore  provided  for,  shall  extend  more  than  one- 
third  part  across  the  said  branch  or  river  anything  herein  contained  to  the  con- 
trary notwithstanding;  and  provided  always,  that  where  one-third  part  shall 
include  or  take  in  more  than  one-third  of  the  main  channel,  or  any  of  the  said 
branches,  or  other  rivers  as  aforesaid,  no  net  whatever  shall  be  set  on  the  channel 
side  of  the  river;  and  no  nets  whatever  shall  be  set  inside  of  any  base  lines  allowed 
in  the  bay,  harbour,  river  or  branches  of  the  Miramichi,  excepting  in  front  of 
lot  formerly  owned  by  Robert  England,  deceased,  in  Nappan  Bay,  where  the 
net  may  extend  into  the  river  in  front  of  the  said  lot  two  hundred  fathoms  from 
low  water,  and  the  lot  formerly  owned  by  Richard  Home,  deceased,  where  the 
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net  may  extend  two  hundred  fathoms  from  low  water.  The  violation  of  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  regulation  shall  subject  the  party  offending  to  a  penalty  as 
provided  by  the  ''Fisheries  Act." 

3.  Net  fishing  for  herring  is  prohibited  within  three-quarters  of  a  mile  to  the 
westward  of  Lower  Neguac  Gully  and  extending  down  three-quarters  of  a  mile 
to  the  eastward  of  Lower  Neguac  Gully,  nor  within  three-quarters  of  a  mile  from 
the  shore  within  these  points.  No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  set  any  nets  in 
Neguac  Bay  within  twenty  fathoms  of  any  other  net  set  for  the  taking  of  her- 
rings in  Neguac  Bay. 

FISHERIES  DISTRICT  NO.  3.— INTERIOR  PORTION  OF  PROVINCE 

Sec.  32. — Counties  of  St.  John,  Kings,  Queens,  Sunbury,  York,  Carleton 

AND  Victoria 

1.  Except  in  that  portion  of  the  River  St.  John  extending  from  the  City  of 
St.  John  to  the  mouth  of  Belle  Isle  Bay,  no  net  shall  exceed  thirty  fathoms  in 
length  and  sixty  meshes  in  depth,  nor  extend  more  than  thirty  fathoms  into  any 
river,  cove  or  creek,  nor  more  than  one-fourth  part  of  the  width  of  the  water 
between  the  shore  on  either  side  of  such  river,  cove  or  creek,  and  any  island  or 
sand  bar  in  such  river,  cove  or  creek. 

2.  The  width  of  all  such  rivers,  coves  or  creeks,  where  there  are  any  islands 
or  sand  bars  shall  be  computed  from  the  opposite  shore  to  the  island  or  sand 
brr  to  where  the  waters  surrounding  the  said  islands  or  bars  are  three  feet  deep. 

3.  In  case  of  shallow  rivers,  where  the  water  is  not  three  feet  deep  or  more, 
no  net  or  other  encumbrance  shall  extend  more  than  one-fourth  of  the  width 
of  the  river  or  stream,  such  width  to  be  computed  from  the  one  shore  of  such 
river  or  stream  to  the  opposite  shore. 

4.  Each  weir  used  for  fishing  purposes  within  the  limits  of  the  Harbour  of 
St.  John  shall  be  provided  with  a  fish-escape  of  such  pattern  as  may  be  approved 
by  the  Minister. 

5.  The  tidal  boundary  of  the  St.  John  River  is  hereby  defined  as  at  a  line 
drawn  from  Crock's  Point  or  Lunt's  Ferry,  to  the  opposite  shore. 

6.  No  drift-nets  for  the  taking  of  salmon  shall  be  permitted  in  the  St.  John 
River,  and  tributaries,  above  the  limits  of  the  City  of  St.  John.

His  Excellency  the  Governor  General  in  Council: 

His  Excellency  the  Governor  General  in  Council  is  pleased  to  repeal  the 
regulations  estabhshed  by  the  Order  in  Council  of  the  6th  April,  1915,  in  respect 
of  steam  trawlers  clearing  from  ports  on  the  Atlantic  seabord  of  Canada,  and  the 
same  are  hereby  repealed  accordingly,  from  the  1st  January,  1917. 

His  Excellency  in  Council  is  further  pleased  to  make  the  following  regu- 
lations, in  respect  of  steam  trawlers  clearing  from  ports  on  the  Atlantic  seaboard 
of  Canada,  and  the  same  are  hereby  made  and  established,  to  come  into  effect 
on  and  from  the  1st  January,  1917,  viz. : — 

regulations 

The  master  of  every  steam  trawler,  at  any  port  on  the  Atlantic  seaboard  of 
Canada,  shall,  before  departure,  come  before  the  Collector  of  Customs  or  other 
proper  officer  and  deliver  to  him  a  report  outwards  under  his  hand  of  the  desti- 
nation of  such  vessel,  stating  her  name,  country  and  tonnage,  the  port  of  registry, 
the  name  of  the  master,  and  country  of  the  owners  and  the  number  of  the  crew, 
and  such  other  particulars  as  are  demanded  by  such  officer. 

The  report  outwards  shall  also  contain  a  declaration  to  the  effect  that  the 
master  of  the  steam  trawler  in  consideration  of  the  clearance  granted  by  the 
officer  of  Customs,  undertakes  and  agrees,  for  one  year  after  clearance,  (a)  to 
restrict  all  fishing  operations  by  such  steam  trawler  to  waters  which  are  at  least 
twelve  miles  distant  from  the  nearest  shore  on  the  Atlantic  seaboard  of  Canada, 
between  the  first  day  of  May  and  the  thirty-first  day  of  December ;  (h)  and  also 
to  refrain  from  all  fishing  operations  by  such  trawler  in  waters  of  Chedabucto 
and  St.  Peter's  Bay  within  a  fine  drawn  from  Cranberry  Island  Light  to  Green 
Island  Light  during  the  month  of  January. 

The  penalties  and  procedure  prescribed  for  contravention  of  Customs  Regu- 
lations made  by  the  Governor  in  Council  shall  apply  in  respect  of  such  steam 
trawler  and  the  master  thereof,  for  non-comphance  with  the  undertaking  pre- 
scribed by  this  regulation.

SPECIAL  FISHERY  REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  PROVINCE  OF 

ONTARIO 

{Extract  from  Canada  Gazette  of  April  29,  1922) 
{Adopted  by  Order  in  Council  of  April  26,  1922.    P.C.  895) 
inter^pretations 

"AngUng'^  shall  mean  the  taking  of  fish  with  hook  and  line  held  in  the 
hand,  or  hook  and  line  and  rod,  the  latter  held  in  the  hand,  but  shall  not  include 
set  lines  or  lines  tied  to  a  boat. 

''One  day"  shall  mean  from  sunrise  to  sunset. 

''Non-resident"  shall  mean  any  person  domiciled  in  the  Province  of  Ontario 
for  a  period  of  less  than  twelve  months. 
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"Snare"  shall  mean  any  instrument  other  than  line,  rod  and  line,  night 
line,  spear  and  the  following  forms  of  net,  namely,  seine,  pound-net,  gill-net, 
hoop-net,  roll-net  and  dip-net. 

''Fishery  Officer"  shall  mean  any  officer  having  authority  from  the  Depart- 
ment of  Game  and  Fisheries  of  the  Province  of  Ontario  or  of  the  Dominion  of 
Canada. 

''Game  Fish"  shall  mean  large  and  small  mouthed  blackbass,  maskinonge, 
salmon  speckled  trout,  brown  trout,  rainbow  and  all  Pacific  trouts. 

"Close  Season"  shall  mean  specified  period  in  which  fish  may  not  legally  be 
taken. 

"Commercial  Fishing"  shall  mean  the  taking  of  fish  for  sale  as  food. 

"Salmon  Trout"  shall  mean  Cristivomer  namaycush,  Great  Lake  Trout, 
Gray  trout,  or  Mackinaw  trout. 

"Salmon"  mean  salmo  solar,  the  Atlantic  salmon,  ouananiche  or  sebago 
salmon. 

Sec.  1 — Angling 

In  angling  no  one  shall  use  more  than  one  fishing  line,  and  such  fishing  line 
shall  not  be  provided  with  more  than  three  hooks. 

Sec.  2 — Anglers'  License  or  Permit 

(a)  Non-residents  of  the  Province  shall  not  angle  for  or  take  any  fish  without 
first  having  obtained  an  anglers'  permit  from  a  duly  authorized  officer  of  the 
Department  of  Game  and  Fisheries  of  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

(6)  An  anglers'  license  or  permit  shall  be  non-transferable  and  shall  be  used 
only  by  the  person  whose  name  appears  thereon.  Each  holder  of  an  anglers' 
permit  shall,  when  angling  have  such  permit  on  his  or  her  person  and  exhibit 
permit  when  called  upon  to  do  so  by  any  fishery  officer. 

Sec.  3 — Licenses  and  Permits 

No  one  shall  fish  by  means  other  than  by  angling  or  trolling  excepting  under 
license  or  permit  from  a  duly  authorized  officer  of  the  Department  of  Game  and 
Fisheries  of  the  Province  of  Ontario,  but  this  shall  not  apply  to  the  taking  of 
coarse  fish  by  residents  during  the  months  of  April  and  May,  between  sunrise 
and  sunset  by  means  of  dip-net  and  spear,  provided  that  fish  so  taken  shall  not 
be  for  sale  or  barter.  (See  also  Section  2). 

Sec.  4 — Bass 

(a)  No  one  shall  fish  for,  or  take  large  mouthed  or  small  mouthed  black 
bass  otherwise  than  by  angling. 

(6)  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  large  mouthed  or  small  mouthed 
black  bass  from  the  first  day  of  December  to  the  fifteenth  daj^  of  June  following, 
both  days  inclusive,  provided  that  the  close  season  for  black  bass  in  the  waters  of 
the  west  end  of  Lake  Erie  west  of  a  line  drawn  due  south  from  Point  Pelee  to 
the  International  Boundary,  shall  be  from  the  twentj^-fourth  day  of  May  to  the 
fifteenth  day  of  July  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive,  and  provided  further  that 
in  the  waters  west  of  the  boundary  line  between  the  Districts  of  Algoma  and 
Thunder  Bay,  the  close  season  for  black  bass  shall  be  from  December  first  to 
June  thirtieth  following,  both  days  inclusive. 

(c)  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  in  any  of  the  waters  of  the  Province 
in  one  day  by  angling,  or  shall  carry  away  a  greater  number  than  eight  large 
mouthed  or  small  mouthed  black  bass. 

{d)  No  small  or  large  mouthed  black  bass  less  than  ten  inches  in  length  shall 
be  retained  or  kept  out  of  the  water,  or  had  in  possession,  without  lawful  excuse, 
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but  any  one  who  takes  or  catches  any  such  fish  of  less  than  the  minimum  measure- 
ment (which  measurement  shall  be  from  the  point  of  the  nose  to  the  centre  of 
the  tail)  shall  immediately  return  such  fish  to  the  water  from  which  it  was  taken, 
alive  and  uninjured. 

(e)  The  sale,  purchase  or  export  of  large  mouthed  or  small  mouthed  black 
bass,  no  matter  where  procured,  is  hereby  prohibited,  provided,  however,  any 
non-resident  angler  fishing  in  the  waters  of  the  province  under  a  permit  may 
upon  leaving  the  province  take  away  the  lawful  catch  of  two  days'  fishing,  such 
catch  to  be  accompanied  by  the  shipping  coupon  furnished  with,  and  detached 
from  his  or  her  permit. 

Sec.  5 — Maskinonge 

(a)  No  one  shall  fish  for  or  take  maskinonge  otherwise  than  by  angling. 

(b)  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  or  kill  any  maskinonge  from  the  first  day  of 
December  to  the  fifteenth  day  of  June  following,  both  days  inclusive. 

(c)  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  in  any  of  the  waters  of  the  province  in 
one  day  by  angling,  or  shall  carry  away  a  greater  number  than  four  maskinonge. 

(d)  The  sale,  purchase  or  export  of  maskinonge  no  matter  where  procured,  is 
hereby  prohibited,  provided,  however  that  any  non-resident  angler  fishing  in  the 
waters  of  the  province  under  a  permit,  may  upon  leaving  the  province  take 
away  the  lawful  catch  of  two  days'  fishing,  such  catch  to  be  accompanied  by  the 
shipping  coupon  furnished  with,  and  detached  from  his  or  her  permit. 

Pacific  Trouts 

Sec.  6. — Speckled  Trout,  Brown  Trout,  Rainbow  and  other  Pacific 

Trouts 

(a)  No  one  shall  fish  for  or  take  speckled  trout,  brown  trout,  rainbow  trout 
or  other  Pacific  trouts,  otherwise  than  by  angling. 

(b)  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  speckled  trout  {salvelinus  fonti- 
nalis)  or  brown  trout  {salmo  fario)  from  the  fifteenth  day  of  September  in  each 
year  to  the  thirtieth  day  of  April  next  following,  both  days  inclusive. 

(c)  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  in  any  of  the  waters  of  the  province 
in  one  day  or  shall  carry  away  a  greater  number  of  speckled  trout  or  brown 
trout  than  in  the  aggregate  shall  weigh  more  than  ten  pounds,  and  no  greater 
number  than  twenty  speckled  trout  or  brown  trout,  though  said  number  weigh 
less  than  ten  pounds. 

(d)  No  speckled  trout  or  brown  trout  less  than  seven  inches  in  length  shall 
be  retained  or  kept  out  of  the  water  or  had  in  possession  without  lawful  excuse 
but  any  one  who  takes  or  catches  any  such  fish  of  less  than  the  minimum  measure- 
ment (which  measurement  shall  be  from  the  point  of  the  nose  to  the  centre  of 
the  tail)  shall  immediately  return  such  fish  to  the  water  from  which  it  was  taken, 
ahve  and  uninjured. 

(e)  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  rainbow  trout  or  other  Pacific  trouts 
from  the  fifteenth  day  of  September  in  each  year  to  the  thirtieth  day  of  June 
next  following,  both  days  inclusive. 

(/)  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  in  any  waters  of  the  province  in  one 
day  or  shall  carry  away  a  greater  number  than  six  rainbow  or  other  Pacific 
trouts. 

(g)  The  sale,  purchase  or  export  of  speckled  trout,  brown  trout,  rainbow  or 
other  Pacific  trouts,  no  matter  where  procured  is  hereby  prohibited,  provided, 
however,  that  any  non-resident  fishing  in  waters  of  the  province  under  a  permit, 
may  upon  leaving  the  province  take  away  the  lawful  catch  of  two  days'  fishing 
such  catch  to  be  accompanied  by  the  shipping  coupon  furnished  with,  and 
detached  from  his  or  her  permit. 
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Sec.  7. — Salmon  Trout,  Limit  of  Catch 

No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  in  any  waters  of  the  province  in  one  day, 
by  angling,  or  shall  carry  away  a  greater  number  than  five  salmon  trout. 

Sec.  8. — Ciscoes  or  Lake  Herring 

(a)  No  Cisco  or  lake  herring  of  a  less  weight  than  eight  ounces,  round  weight, 
shall  be  retained  or  taken  out  of  the  waters  of  Lake  Erie  and  Lake  Ontario 
A\ithout  lawful  excuse. 

(6)  In  other  waters  of  the  province,  no  cisco  or  lake  herring  of  a  less  weight 
than  six  ounces,  round  weight,  shall  be  retained  or  taken  out  of  the  waters  without 
lawful  excuse. 

(c)  Any  one  who  catches  such  fish  less  than  the  said  minimum  weights  shall 
hberate  them  in  the  water  alive  and  uninjured,  and  in  order  to  assure  that  the 
fish  shall  not  be  injured  during  the  sorting  of  the  different  sizes,  all  such  sorting 
of  ciscoes  or  lake  herring  shall  be  done  in  the  water  and  before  the  said  fish  are 
removed  from  the  fishing  implement  in  which  they  may  have  been  captured. 

Sec.  9. — Pickerel  (Dore) 

(a)  In  the  waters  of  the  Great  Lakes,  Georgian  Bay,  North  Channel  and 
connecting  waters,  there  shall  be  no  close  season  for  pickerel  (dore). 

(6)  In  the  other  waters  of  the  province  to  the  southward  of  but  not  including 
French  River,  Lake  Nipissing,  and  Mattawa  River,  no  one  shall  fish  for,  catch 
or  kill  any  pickerel  (dore)  from  the  first  to  the  thirtieth  day  of  April,  in  each 
year,  both  days  inclusive  and  in  the  other  waters  of  the  province  to  the  north 
and  northwest  of,  and  including  the  said  French  River,  Lake  Nipissing  and 
Mattawa  River,  no  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  pickerel  (dore)  from  the 
fifteenth  day  of  April  to  the  fifteenth  day  of  May  in  each  year,  both  days  inclu- 
sive. 

(c)  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  in  any  of  the  waters  of  the  province 
in  one  day  by  angling,  a  greater  number  than  twelve  pickerel  (dore). 

(d)  The  sale,  purchase  or  export  of  any  pickerel  (dore)  less  than  fifteen 
inches  in  length  (which  measurement  shall  be  from  the  point  of  the  nose  to  the 
centre  of  the  posterior  margin  of  the  tail)  is  hereby  prohibited. 

Sec.  10. — Whitefish  and  Salmon  Trout 

(a)  In  the  Great  Lakes,  Georgian  Bay,  North  Channel,  Bay  of  Quinte  and 
connecting  waters,  there  shall  be  no  close  season  for  whitefish  or  salmon  trout. 

(b)  In  all  the  waters  of  the  province  other  than  those  specified  in  clause  (a) 
of  this  section,  no  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  whitefish  or  salmon  trout 
from  October  twenty-fifth  to  November  fifteenth  in  each  year,  both  days  inclu- 
sive. 

Provided  that  none  of  the  close  seasons  specified  in  this  section  shall  apply 
to  angling. 

Sec.  1L — Sturgeon 

No  sturgeon  less  than  forty-two  inches  in  length  shall  be  retained  or  kept 
out  of  the  water,  or  had  in  possession,  without  lawful  excuse,  but  any  one  who 
takes  or  catches  any  such  fish  of  less  than  the  minimum  measurement  (which 
measurement  shall  be  from  the  point  of  the  nose  to  the  centre  of  the  tail)  shall 
immediately  return  such  fish  to  the  water  from  which  it  was  taken,  alive  and 
uninjured.

Sec.  12. — Restriction 

No  one  shall  retain  or  take  out  of  the  water  without  lawful  excuse,  any 
species  of  fish  named  in  this  section,  below  the  minimum  stated  herein: — 

Blue  Pickerel,  less  than  eleven  inches  in  length. 
Yellow  Perch,  less  than  nine  inches  in  length. 
White  Bass,  less  than  nine  inches  in  length. 
Sheep-Heads,  less  than  twelve  inches  in  length. 
Whitefish,  less  than  two  pounds  in  the  round. 
Carp,  less  than  three  pounds  in  the  round. 
Trout,  less  than  two  pounds  in  the  round. 

For  the  purpose  of  measurement,  length  shall  mean  the  measurement  from 
the  point  of  the  nose  to  the  centre  of  the  tail  and  any  one  who  catches  fish  of  less 
weight  or  length  than  stated  herein,  shall  immediately  liberate  them  in  the  water, 
alive  and  uninjured. 

Sec.  13. — Restriction,  Bay  of  Quinte 

No  one  shall  fish  with  gill-nets  in  the  waters  of  Hay  Bay  from  April  first  to 
twenty-first,  both  days  inclusive,  and  from  October  twenty-fifth  to  November 
fifteenth,  both  days  inclusive,  and  the  waters  of  the  Bay  of  Quinte  lying  west  of 
the  Belleville  Highway  Bridge  from  October  twenty-fifth  to  Novem.ber  fifteenth, 
both  days  inclusive.  No  one  shall  fish  with  nets  during  the  months  of  June, 
July  and  August  in  that  portion  of  the  waters  of  the  Bay  of  Quinte  lying  west- 
ward of  a  line  drawn  from  Green  Point,  in  the  County  of  Prince  Edward,  to  the 
eastern  limit  of  the  Town  of  Deseronto,  in  the  County  of  Hastings.  That  portion 
of  the  Bay  of  Quinte  westward  of  a  line  drawn  across  the  bay  from  Horse  Point 
on  the  southern  shore  to  the  Lehigh  Cement  Works  Wharf  opposite  on  the 
northern  shore  to  the  Belleville  Highway  Bridge,  is  hereby  set  apart  and  reserved 
for  fishing  for  hatchery  purposes. 

Sec.  14. — Restriction,  Fleming  River  and  Connecting  Waters 

No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  fish  in  the  waters  of  Fleming  Lake, 
Fleming  River  and  Kawashkagama  Lake  situated  in  the  District  of  Thunder 
Bay  until  the  regular  open  seasons  in  the  year  1925,  excepting  for  the  purposes  of 
artificial  propagation  of  fish  and  under  the  authority  given  by  the  Department  of 
Game  and  Fisheries  for  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

Sec.  15. — Restriction,  Portion  of  Lake  of  the  Woods  and 
Connecting  Waters 

No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  fish  in  the  waters  of  that  portion  of  the 
Lake  of  the  Woods  in  the  District  of  Kenora  lying  north  and  east  of  a  line  drawn 
from  the  most  southerly  point  of  Sultana  Island  to  Fish  Island  in  Big  Stone  Bay 
including  BUndfold  Lake  and  Long  Lake,  until  the  regular  open  seasons  in  the 
year  1925. 

Sec.  16. — Prohibitions 

(a)  No  one  shall  kill,  take  or  capture  fish  by  means  of  snares  or  trap-nets  of 
any  kind,  or  use  artificial  fights  for  the  taking  of  fish  by  any  means. 

(6)  No  one  shall  fish  with  gill-nets  in  the  waters  of  Lake  Erie  westward  of  an 
imaginary  line  coinciding  with  longitude  80°  30'  west,  from  the  fifteenth  day  of 
December  in  each  year,  to  the  fifteenth  day  of  March  next  following,  both  days 
inclusive. 
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(c)  Ko  one  shall  set  or  place  nets  other  than  hoop-nets,  dip-nets  or  roll-nets, 
in  any  rive .  cr  creek,  or  within  one  thousand  yards  of  either  side  of  the  entrance 
thereto,  provided  that  this  prohibition  shall  not  apply  to  carp  and  sucker  fishing. 

(d)  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  an}^  small  mouthed  black  bass  in  Fox 
Lake  and  the  Smith  Lake  district  of  Kenora,  before  the  first  day  of  July  excepting 
for  purposes  of  fish  culture  and  then  only  under  the  authority  of  a  permit  from  a 
duly  authorized  officer  of  the  Department  of  Game  and  Fisheries  for  the  Province 
of  Ontario. 

(e)  In  fishing  no  one  shall  use  a  gill-net  of  greater  depth  or  vertical  width 
than  thirty-six  meshes  after  the  thirty-first  day  of  December,  1922. 

Sec.  17. — Mesh  of  Gill-nets 

(a)  The  mesh  of  gill-nets  used  for  the  catching  of  herring  shall  not  be  less 
than  three  inches,  extension  measure,  when  in  use,  except  that  in  the  portion  of 
Lake  Erie  eastward  of  80°  30'  west  longitude,  herring  nets  now  in  possession  of 
the  licensees,  and  having  meshes  not  less  than  two  and  three-quarter  inches 
extension  measure,  when  in  use,  may  be  permitted  until  December  thirty-first, 
1922;  provided  in  Lake  Ontario  from  Port  Union  to  the  mouth  of  the  Niagara 
River,  where  the  taking  of  herring  by  nets  of  a  mesh  of  not  less  than  two  and  one- 
half  inches  extension  measure,  when  in  use,  may  be  permitted,  until  the  thirtieth 
of  September,  1923,  and  in  Lake  Superior,  Georgian  Bay,  North  Channel  and  Lake 
Huron,  where  the  mesh  of  such  nets  shall  not  be  less  than  two  and  one-half 
inches  extension  measure,  when  in  use,  provided  that  in  waters  not  more  than 
eight  fathoms  deep  the  use  of  nets  having  meshes  not  less  than  two  and  one-quar- 
ter inches  extension  measure,  when  in  use,  may  be  permitted;  provided  further 
that  in  Georgian  Bay  waters  not  more  than  eight  fathoms  deep  the  use  of  nets 
having  meshes  of  not  less  than  two  and  one-eighth  inches  extension  measure,  when 
in  use,  may  be  permitted  for  the  capture  of  fish  for  bait  purposes. 

Sec.  18. — Exception 

None  of  the  foregoing  regulations  shall  apply  to  fish  taken  by  any  means 
under  the  authority  given  by  the  Department  of  Game  and  Fisheries  for  the 
Province  of  Ontario  for  the  purpose  of  natural  or  artificial  rearing  of  fish  for 
stocking  public  waters. 

SPECIAL  FISHERY  REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  PROVINCE  OF 

MANITOBA 

{Extract  from  Canada  Gazette  of  April  29,  1922) 

{Adopted  hy  Order  in  Council  of  April  26,  1922.    P.C.  896) 

The  following  regulations  shall  not  apply  to  waters  within  Forest  Reserves, 
which  waters  are  under  the  control  of  the  Minister  of  the  Interior. 

1.  No  one  shall  fish  by  means  other  than  by  angling  for  sport  purposes  and 
not  for  sale  or  barter,  excepting  under  license  or  permit  from  the  Minister  of 
Marine  and  Fisheries. 

''Angling"  shall  include  trolling  and  shall  mean  the  taking  of  fish  with  hook 
and  line  held  in  the  haind,  or  hook  and  line  and  rod,  the  latter  held  in  the  hand, 
but  shall  not  include  set  lines  or  lines  fastened  to  a  boat. 

2.  (a)  Anyone  other  than  a  British  subject  resident  in  the  Province,  or  a 
resident  settler  including  Indians,  shall  not  fish  by  means  of  angling  except  under 
permit  from  the  Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries.  The  annual  fee  on  such  permit 
shall  be  five  dollars. 

{h)  P-ermittees  must  carry  their  permits  with  them  w^hen  they  are  engaging 
in  angling  and  produce  them  at  the  request  of  any  fishery  officer  or  fishery 
guardian. 
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3.  No  one  other  than  a  British  subject  or  a  bona  fide  homesteader  in  Mani- 
tona,  Saskatchewan  or  Alberta,  or  in  the  Territories  north  thereof,  or  a  Cana- 
dian company  or  firm  having  its  head  office  in  any  of  the  said  provinces  or  terri- 
tories, shall  be  eligible  for  a  license. 

4.  Any  resident  settler,  including  Indian,  shall  be  ehgible  for  an  annual 
fishing  permit  to  fish  with  not  more  than  one  hundred  yards  of  gill-net  or  with  a 
dip-net,  or  with  not  more  than  fifty  baited  hooks,  for  domestic  use,  but  not  for 
sale  or  barter.  Such  permit  shall  be  issued  free. 

5.  No  license  shall  be  transferable  except  by  special  written  permission  of  • 
the  Inspector  of  Fisheries  for  the  district. 

6.  All  boats,  buoys  and  gangs  of  nets  shall  be  legibly  numbered,  by  means  of 
tags  or  otherwise.  Every  boat  shall  have  its  number  painted  in  black  on  a  white 
ground  on  either  side  of  the  bow,  the  figure  or  figures  to  be  not  less  than  six  inches 
in  height  and  the  number  on  the  buoys  shall  be  so  placed  as  to  be  readily  seen 
without  raising  them  from  the  water,  and  the  numbered  tags  on  the  gangs  of  nets 
shall  be  so  attached  as  to  be  visible  when  the  nets  are  in  boxes  or  on  the  net 
reel.  The  numbers  for  all  such  boats,  buoys  and  gangs  of  nets  shall  be  furnished 
by  the  Inspector  of  Fisheries  for  the  District  at  the  time  of  the  issue  of  the 
Ucense. 

7.  Fishing  with  apparatus  other  than  gill-nets,  dip-nets  or  baited  hooks,  or 
hoop-nets,  or  by  angling  shall  not  be  permitted. 

8.  A  commercial  Hcense  for  dip-net  fishing  shall  authorize  the  use  of  one 
dip-net  for  the  capture  of  suckers  and  other  coarse  fish  not  protected  by  a  close 
season.    The  fee  on  such  Ucense  shall  be  two  dollars. 

9.  (a)  During  the  winter  fishery,  every  fisherman  who  ships  his  fish  in 
boxes  or  other  packages,  shall  place  the  number  of  his  fishery  license,  in  a  clear, 
conspicuous  and  indelible  manner,  on  the  outside  of  such  boxes  or  packages. 

(b)  Any  fisherman  who  may  be  found  to  have  packed  or  shipped  fish  in 
boxes  or  other  enclosures,  which  fish  were  not  in  a  fit  and  satisfactory  condition 
for  food  when  they  were  so  packed  or  shipped,  shall  have  his  fishery  license 
cancelled,  and  he  shall  not  be  eligible  for  a  fishery  license  during  the  next  ensuing 
winter  fishing  season,  in  addition  to  being  liable  to  the  penalties  provided  by  the 
Fisheries  Act. 

Lake  Winnipeg 

10.  (a)  Summer  Fishing  for  Whitefish. — Summer  fishing  for  whitefish  shall 
be  allowed  under  tug  and  sail-boat  license  only,  and  may  begin  on  June  first  and 
continue  until  a  total  quantity  of  three  million  pounds  of  dressed  whitefish  shall 
be  taken,  or  until  August  fifteenth  inclusive  in  each  year.  If  this  total  quantit}^ 
of  dressed  whitefish  be  taken  before  August  fifteenth  in  any  year,  the  Inspector 
of  Fisheries  for  the  district  shall  forthwith  order  that  all  whitefish  nets  be  taken 
out  of  the  water,  and  all  nets  not  removed  immediately  following  such  order,  or 
in  the  absence  of  such  order,  on  August  fifteenth,  will  be  seized  and  confiscated 
and  the  Hcensees  shall  be  liable  to  the  penalties  provided  by  the  Fisheries  Act. 

(1)  A  tug  license  shall  authorize  the  use  of  not  more  than  five  thousand  yards 
of  gill-net  and  the  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  fifty  dollars. 

(2)  A  sail-boat  license  shall  authorize  the  use  of  not  more  than  three  thousand 
yards  of  gill-net,  and  the  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  ten  dollars. 

(5)  The  mesh  of  such  net  shall  not  be  less  than  five  and  one-quarter  inches, 
extension  measure,  when  in  use. 

(c)  No  tullibee  nets  shall  be  set  or  fished  from  June  first  to  August  fifteenth, 
in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive;  provided  that  under  permit  to  fish  for  domestic 
purposes  only,  such  nets  may  be  used  from  June  first  to  August  thirty-first,  in 
each  year,  both  days  inclusive. 

11.  (a)  Summer  and  Fall  Pickerel  Fishing — Pickerel  gill-net  fishing  in 
Lake  Winnipeg  may  begin  on  June  first  in  each  year,  and  may  be  carried  on  in 
any  portion  of  the  lake  not  herein  otherwise  excepted  until  summer  fishing  for 
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whitefish  is  ended  as  provided  for  in  section  10,  and  thereafter,  and  until  Novem- 
ber fifteenth  inckisive  in  each  year,  pickerel  gill-net  fishing  with  skiffs  only  may 
be  continued  in  that  portion  of  the  lake  south  of  a  line  drawn  east  and  west 
magnetic  across  the  lake  from  the  north  point  of  Black  Bear  Island.  Any  white- 
fish  that  may  be  accidentally  taken  in  this  pickerel  gill-net  fishing  with  skiffs 
may  be  retained  and  marketed. 

(b)  In  summer  and  fall  pickerel  gill-net  fishing  not  more  than  fifteen  hundred 
yards  of  net  shall  be  used  by  each  licensee.  The  mesh  of  such  net  shall  not  be 
less  than  four  and  one-quarter  inches  extension  measure,  when  in  use.  The  fee 
on  such  license  shall  be  five  dollars. 

12.  Summer  Catfish  Fishing — In  summer  catfish  fishing  not  more  than  five 
hundred  yards  of  net  or  five  hundred  baited  hooks  may  be  used  by  each  licensee. 
The  mesh  of  such  net  shall  not  be  less  than  five  and  one-half  inches,  extension 
measure,  when  in  use.    The  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  three  dollars. 

13.  Winter  Fishing^  Lake  Winnipeg — The  use  of  gill-nets  for  winter  fishing 
shall  be  permissible  from  the  fifteenth  November  in  each  year  to  the  last  day  of 
February  following,  both  days  inclusive. 

14.  A  whitefish  gill-net  license  shall  authorize  the  use  of  not  more  than  one 
thousand  five  hundred  yards  of  net,  and  the  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  five 
dollars.  The  mesh  of  such  net  shall  not  be  less  than  five  and  one-quarter  inches, 
extension  measure,  when  in  use. 

15.  A  pickerel,  goldeye,  or  jackfish  gill-net  license  shall  authorize  the  use  of 
not  more  than  fifteen  hundred  yards  of  net  and  the  fee  on  such  license  shall  be 
five  dollars.  The  mesh  of  such  net  shall  not  be  less  than  four  and  one-quarter 
inches  extension  measure,  when  in  use. 

16.  (a)  A  tullibee  gill-net  license  shall  authorize  the  use  of  not  more  than 
fifteen  hundred  yards  of  net,  and  the  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  five  dollars 
The  mesh  of  such  nets  shall  not  be  less  than  three  and  one-half  inches  extension 
measure,  when  in  use. 

(b)  Tullibee  nets  shall  be  set  or  fished  only  in  areas  specified  by  the  Inspector 
of  Fisheries  for  the  district. 

Red  River 

17.  A  jackfish  or  grass-pike  gill-net  license  shall  authorize  the  use  of  not 
more  than  five  hundred  yards  of  net,  from  November  twentieth,  in  each  year,  to 
the  last  day  of  February  following,  both  days  inclusive,  and  the  fee  on  such  license 
shall  be  two  dollars. 

The  mesh  of  such  net  shall  not  be  less  than  three  and  three-quarter  inches, 
extension  measure,  when  in  use. 

Lake  Winnipegosis  and  Water  Hen  Lake 

18.  Winter  Fishing — The  use  of  gill-nets  for  winter  fishing  in  Lake  Winni- 
pegosis and  Water  Hen  Lake  shall  be  permissible  from  the  fifteenth  November  in 
each  year  to  the  last  day  of  February  following,  both  days  inclusive. 

19.  A  whitefish  gill-net  license  shall  authorize  the  use  of  not  more  than  one 
thousand  five  hundred  yards  of  net,  and  the  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  five 
dollars. 

The  mesh  of  such  net  shall  not  be  less  than  five  inches  extension  measure, 
when  in  use. 

20.  A  pickerel  gill-net  license  shall  authorize  the  use  of  not  more  than  one 
thousand  five  hundred  yards  of  net,  and  the  fee  on  such  Hcense  shall  be  five 
dollars. 

The  mesh  of  such  net  shall  not  be  less  than  four  and  one-quarter  inches, 
extension  measure,  when  in  use. 
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21.  Summer  Fishing  for  Whitefish  in  Lake  Winnipegosis. — (a)  Summer 
fishing  for  whitefish  shall  be  allowed  in  Lake  Winnipegosis  under  sail-boat  and 
motor  boat  licenses  only  and  may  begin  at  the  opening  of  navigation  and  con- 
tinue until  one  million  pounds  of  dressed  whitefish  have  been  taken  or  until 
August  fifteenth  in  each  year.  If  this  total  quantity  of  dressed  whitefish  is  taken 
before  August  fifteenth,  the  fishery  officer  for  the  district  shall  forthwith  order 
that  all  nets  be  taken  out  of  the  water,  and  all  nets  not  immediately  removed 
following  such  order,  or  in  the  absence  of  such  order  on  August  fifteenth,  will  be 
seized  and  confiscated,  and  the  hcensee  shall  be  Uable  to  the  penalties  provided  by 
the  Fisheries  Act. 

(b)  A  sail-boat  or  motor  boat  license  shall  authorize  the  use  of  not  more  than 
three  thousand  yards  of  gill-net.    The  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  ten  dollars. 

(c)  The  mesh  of  whitefish  gill-nets  shall  not  be  less  than  five  inches,  extension 
measure,  when  in  use. 

22.  Fall  Fishing  for  Pickerel  in  Lake  Winnipegosis. — (a)  Fall  fishing  for 
pickerel  in  Lake  Winnipegosis  may  begin  on  the  last  Monday  in  August  and 
continue  until  the  first  Saturday  in  October  inclusive  in  each  year,  and  may  be 
carried  on  under  sail-boat,  motor  boat  or  skiff  license  only. 

{h)  A  sail-boat  or  motor  boat  license  shall  authorize  the  use  of  not  more 
than  three  thousand  yards  of  gill-net  and  the  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  ten 
dollars. 

(c)  A  skiff  license  shall  authorize  the  use  of  not  more  than  fifteen  hundred 
yards  of  gill-net.    The  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  five  dollars. 

(d)  The  mesh  of  pickerel  gill-nets  shall  not  be  less  than  four  and  a  quarter 
inches,  extension  measure,  when  in  use. 

23.  Whitefish  Fishing  Area,  Lake  Winnipegosis. — That  portion  of  Lake 
Winnipegosis  northward  of  a  straight  line  drawn  across  the  lake  from  Fox  Point 
to  Pickerel  Creek  to  a  straight  line  drawn  from  the  north  end  of  Channel  Island 
to  Grassy  Point  shall  be  regarded  as  a  whitefish  area,  and  none  other  than  white- 
fish  nets  shall  be  allowed  to  be  used  therein,  excepting  under  special  written 
permission  from  the  local  fishery  officer. 

Lakes  Manitoba  and  St.  Martin 

24.  (a)  The  use  of  gill-nets  for  winter  fishing  in  Lake  Manitoba  and  Lake 
St.  Martin  shall  be  permissible  from  the  fifteenth  day  of  November  in  each  year, 
to  the  last  day  of  February,  following,  both  days  inclusive. 

(6)  A  whitefish  gill-net  license  shall  authorize  the  use  of  not  more  than  one 
thousand  five  hundred  yards  of  net,  and  the  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  five 
dollars. 

The  mesh  of  such  net  shall  not  be  less  than  five  and  one-quarter  inches, 
extension  measure,  when  in  use. 

(c)  A  pickerel,  jackfish  or  coarse  fish  gill-net  license  shall  authorize  the  use 
of  not  more  than  one  thousand  five  hundred  yards  of  net,  and  the  fee  on  such 
license  shall  be  five  dollars. 

The  mesh  of  such  net  shall  not  be  less  than  three  and  three-quarter  inches, 
extension  measure,  when  in  use. 

Lake  Dauphin 

25.  (a)  The  use  of  gill-nets  for  winter  fishing  in  Lake  Dauphin  shall  be 
permissible  from  the  fifteenth  November  in  each  year  to  the  last  day  of  February 
following,  both  days  inclusive. 

(b)  A  pickerel,  jackfish  or  coarse  fish  gill-net  license  shall  authorize  the  use 
of  not  more  than  one  thousand  five  hundred  yards  of  net,  and  the  fee  on  such 
license  shall  be  five  dollars. 

The  mesh  of  such  net  shall  not  be  less  than  four  inches,  extension  measure, 
when  in  use. 
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Moose  Lake 

26.  (a)  Summer  Fishing. — Summer  gill-net  fishing  with  skiffs  only  shall  be 
allowed  in  Moose  Lake  from  June  first  inclusive  in  each  year  until  a  total  quan- 
tity of  two  hundred  thousand  pounds  of  dressed  fish  of  all  kinds  is  taken  or  until 
September  fifteenth.  If  this  total  quantity  of  dressed  fish  of  all  kinds  be  taken 
1  <  -  September  fifteenth  in  any  year,  the  local  Fishery  Officer  shall  forthwith 
orucr  that  all  nets  be  forthwith  taken  out  of  the  water,  and  all  nets  not  removed 
immediately  following  such  order,  or  in  the  absence  of  such  order  on  September 
fifteenth  will  be  seized  and  confiscated  and  the  licensees  will  be  liable  to  the 
penalties  provided  by  the  Fisheries  Act. 

(5)  A  License  shall  authorize  the  use  of  not  more  than  one  thousand  five 
hundred  yards  of  gill-net,  and  the  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  five  dollars. 

The  mesh  of  such  net  shall  not  be  less  than  five  and  one-quarter  inches, 
extension  measure,  when  in  use. 

27.  (a).  Winter  Fishing. — Winter  fishing  in  Moose  Lake  with  gill-nets 
shall  be  permissible  from  November  tenth  in  each  year  to  the  last  day  of  February 
following,  both  days  inclusive. 

(6)  A  gill-net  license  shall  authorize  the  use  of  not  more  than  one  thousand 
five  hundred  yards  of  net,  and  the  fee  thereon  shall  be  five  dollars. 

The  mesh  of  such  net  shall  not  be  less  than  five  and  one-quarter  inches, 
extension  measure,  when  in  use. 

(c)  Only  residents  living  along  the  lake  shores  shall  be  eligible  for  licenses 
for  winter  fishing. 

Buffalo  Bay 

28.  The  use  of  hoop-nets  shall  be  permissible  in  fishing  in  Buffalo  Bay, 
Lake  of  the  Woods.  The  leader  of  a  hoop-net  shall  not  exceed  eight  rods  in 
length.    The  fee  on  a  hoop-net  license  shall  be  ten  dollars. 

Other  Waters 

29.  (a)  Whether  summer  or  winter  gill-net  fishing  or  both  shall  be  permit' 
ted  in  any  year  in  any  or  all  northern  lakes,  may  be  determined  from  year  to 
year  by  the  Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries,  and  if  such  fishing  be  permitted, 
the  said  Minister  may  also  determine  the  total  quantity  of  fish  that  may  be 
taken  from  each  lake  during  each  season. 

(6)  When  summer  fishing  in  any  such  lake  is  permitted  it  may  begin  on 
June  first  and  be  continued  until  the  quantity  of  fish  that  may  be  authorized 
to  be  taken  is  procured,,  or  until  September  fifteenth  inclusive.  If  the  total 
quantity  specified  be  taken  before  September  fifteenth  in  any  year,  the  local 
Fishery  Officer  shall  forthwith  order  that  all  nets  be  forthwith  taken  out  of  the 
water,  and  all  nets  not  removed  immediately  following  such  order,  or  in  the 
absence  of  such  order,  on  September  fifteenth,  will  be  seized  and  confiscated  and 
the  licensees  will  be  liable  to  the  penalties  provided  by  the  Fisheries  Act. 

(c)  When  winter  fishing  in  any  such  lake  is  permitted,  it  may  begin  on 
Nov^ber  tenth  and  continue  until  the  last  day  of  February  following,  inclusive. 

(d)  A  gill-net  license  for  summer  or  winter  fishing  in  any  such  lake  shall 
authorize  the  use  of  not  more  than  one  thousand  five  hundred  yards  of  net,  and 
the  fee  thereon  shall  be  five  dollars  for  a  license  for  either  season. 

The  mesh  of  such  net  shall  not  be  less  than  five  and  one-quarter  inches 
extension  measure,  when  in  use. 

(e)  The  Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries  may  authorize  the  issue  of 
Hcenses  for  tug  fishing  in  such  other  northern  waters.  A  license  shall  authorize 
the  use  of  not  more  than  five  hundred  yards  of  sturgeon  gill-net  and  fifteen 
hundred  yards  of  whitefish  gill-net.    The  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  fifty  dollars. 
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The  mesh  of  a  sturgeon  gill-net  shall  not  be  less  than  eleven  inches  extension 
measure,  when  in  use,  and  of  a  whitefish  gill-net  not  less  than  five  and  one- 
quarter  inches  extension  measure,  when  in  use. 

GENERALLY 

30.  Sturgeon. — (a)  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  sturgeon  otherwise 
than  by  means  of  gill-nets  or  baited  hooks. 

(6)  A  sturgeon  fishing  license  for  commercial  fishing  shall  authorize  the  use 
'^f  not  more  than  five  hundred  yards  of  gill-net  or  five  hundred  baited  hooks. 
The  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  five  dollars. 

(c)  A  sturgeon  fishing  permit  for  domestic  fishing  shall  authorize  the  use  of 
not  more  than  one  hundred  yards  of  gill-net  or  fifty  baited  hooks. 

(d)  The  mesh  of  a  sturgeon  gill-net  used  in  Lake  Winnipeg  shall  not  be 
less  than  twelve  inches,  extension  measure,  and  the  mesh  of  such  net  used  for 
fishing  in  any  other  waters  shall  not  be  less  than  eleven  inches,  extension  measure, 
when  in  use. 

The  lines  to  which  baited  hooks  are  attached  shall  be  fastened  to  the  back 
line  at  intervals  of  not  less  than  three  feet. 

(e)  No  sturgeon  fishing  for  commercial  purposes  shall  be  allowed  in  the 
Winnipeg  river,  above  a  line  drawn  across  it  from  Papineau's  mill  to  Sproule's' 
Point,  which  line  is  about  one-half  mile  below  Pine  Falls. 

(/)  No  sturgeon  weighing  less  than  eighteen  pounds  undressed  shall  be 
retained,  and  any  sturgeon  weighing  less  than  eighteen  pounds  undressed  shall 
be  immediately  returned  alive  and,  if  possible,  uninjured  to  the  waters  from 
which  it  was  taken  by  the  person  catching  it. 

(g)  Penning,  tying  up,  or  tethering  sturgeon  is  prohibited. 

(h)  Under  a  sturgeon  fishing  permit  for  domestic  use,  not  more  than  three 
sturgeon  per  week  may  be  taken.  When  such  number  has  been  captured  under 
any  one  permit  in  any  one  week,  the  gill-net  or  baited  hooks,  as  the  case  may 
be,  authorized  by  it  to  be  used  shall  be  removed  from  and  kept  out  of  the  water 
for  the  remainder  of  that  week. 

{i)  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill  or  sell  any  sturgeon  from  the  sixteenth 
day  of  October  in  any  year  to  the  fifteenth  day  of  June  following,  both  days 
inclusive;  Provided  that  in  the  Nelson  nver,  and  in  its  lake  expansions,  and  in 
Cumberland  and  Namew  lakes,  and  other  lake  expansions  of  the  Big  Saskatche- 
wan river,  fishing  for  sturgeon  may  begin  on  June  first,  but  the  total  quantity 
of  sturgeon  that  may  be  taken  for  commercial  purposes,  in  the  Nelson  river  and 
its  lake  expansions,  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  thousand  pounds  dressed 
weight,  in  any  one  year,  and  in  Cumberland  and  Namew  lakes  and  other  lake 
expansions  of  the  Big  Saskatchewan  river,  the  quantity  of  sturgeon  that  shall  be 
taken  for  commercial  purposes  shall  not  exceed  fifty  thousand  pounds,  dressed 
weight,  in  any  one  year.  If,  in  either  instance,  the  total  quantity  of  sturgeon 
specified  is  taken  before  the  fishing  season  expires,  the  fishery  officer  for  the 
district  shall  forthwith  order  that  all  sturgeon  nets  and  hooks  be  taken  out  of  the 
waters  affected,  and  all  nets  or  hooks  not  removed  immediately  following  such 
order,  or  in  the  absence  of  such  order  on  October  fifteenth,  will  be  seized  and 
confiscated  and  the  licensee  will  be  Uable  to  the  penalties  provided  by  the  Fish- 
eries Act; 

Providing  further  that  in  the  lake  expansions  of  the  portion  of  the  Churchill 
River  that  is  in  Manitoba,  fishing  for  sturgeon  may  be  permitted  from  November 
tenth  in  each  year  until  such  quantity  of  sturgeon  as  may  be  specified  by  the 
Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries,  for  such  season  is  taken,  or  until  January 
tenth  following.  If  the  total  quantity  of  sturgeon  specified  by  the  said  Minister 
for  any  season  is  taken  before  January  tenth,  in  such  season  the  fishery  overseer 
for  the  district  shall  forthwith  order  that  all  sturgeon  nets  be  removed  from  the 
water  and  all  nets  not  removed  immediately  following  such  order  or  in  the 
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absence  of  such  order  on  January  tenth  will  be  seized  and  confiscated,  and  the 
licensee  will  be  liable  to  the  penalties  provided  for  by  the  Fisheries  Act. 

CLOSE  SEASON 

31.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill  or  sell  any  pickerel  (dore),  goldeyes, 
pike  or  jackfish  from  the  fifteenth  day  of  April  to  the  last  day  of  May,  both  days 
inclusive  in  each  year  (possession  in  close  season  without  lawful  excuse  pro- 
hibited,— see  Fisheries  Act,  Section  29). 

32.  Except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  no  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill 
or  sell  any  whitefish  or  lake  trout  from  the  fifteenth  day  of  September  to  the 
nineteenth  day  of  November,  both  days  inclusive,  in  each  year.  (Possession  in 
close  season  without  lawful  excuse  prohibited — see  Fisheries  Act,  Section  29). 

WEEKLY  CLOSE  TIME 

33.  Excepting  during  the  winter  season,  nets  or  baited  hooks  used  for  catch- 
ing fish  shall  be  so  raised  or  adapted  as  to  admit  of  the  free  passage  of  fish  through, 
by  or  out  of  the  same,  from  six  o'clock  on  every  Saturday  afternoon  to  six  o'clock 
on  every  following  Monday  forenoon. 

PROHIBITIONS 

34.  Fishing  is  prohibited  in  Lakes  Manitoba  and  Dauphin  from  March 
first  to  November  fourteenth  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive. 

35.  Pound-nets,  trap-nets,  spears  and  bare  unbaited  hooks  or  grapnels  for 
fishing  purposes  are  prohibited. 

36.  No  fishing  of  any  kind  is  permissible  in  the  portion  of  the  Red  River 
between  the  protection  boom  and  the  locks,  on  the  upper  or  south  side  of  the 
locks,  and  between  the  locks  and  a  straight  line  drawn  across  the  river  from  the 
lower  end  of  the  west  shore  pier  of  the  locks  to  the  opposite  shore,  and  no  fishing 
of  any  kind,  other  than  anghng,  is  permitted  within  a  distance  of  five  hundred 
yards  from  the  entrance  piers  at  the  lower  end  of  the  lock  and  the  upper  end  of 
the  loek  canal,  St.  Andrews'  Rapids 

37.  Commercial  summer  fishing  is  prohibited  in  the  following  areas  in 
Lake  Winnipeg,  and  waters  tributary  to  such  areas: — 

(a)  East  of  a  line  drawn  across  the  exit  of  Cross  Lake  to  a  line  drawn  across 
the  mouth  of  the  Great  Saskatchewan  River. 

(6)  The  waters  of  Limestone  Bay  inside  of  a  line  drawn  across  the  entrance 
of  the  iDay  from  Limestone  Point  to  the  west  shore  of  the  lake. 

(c)  The  following  area  is  reserved  for  hatchery  purposes,  and  no  commer- 
cial fishing  shall  be  allowed  therein  at  any  time: — 

West  and  south  of  a  line  drawn  from  Saskatchewan  Point  to  the  southwest 
point  of  Reindeer  Island  and  thence  direct  west  to  the  shore  of  the  lake. 

SPECIAL  FISHERY  REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  PROVINCES  OF  SAS- 
KATCHEWAN AND  ALBERTA,  AND  THE  TERRITORIES 
NORTH  THEREOF 

(Extract  from  Canada  Gazette  of  April  29,  1922) 

{Adopted  hy  Order  in  Council  of  April  26,  1922.    P.C.  895) 

The  following  regulations  shall  not  apply  to  waters  within  the  forest  reserves, 
which  waters  are  under  the  control  of  the  Minister  of  the  Interior. 

1.  No  one  shall  fish  by  any  means,  other  than  by  angling  for  sport  purposes 
but  not  for  sale  or  barter,  except  under  license  or  permit  from  the  Minister  of 
Marine  and  Fisheries. 
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"Angling"  shall  include  trolling  and  shall  mean  the  taking  of  fish  with  hook 
and  line  held  in  the  hand,  or  hook  and  line  and  rod,  the  latter  held  in  the  hand, 
but  shall  not  include  set-lines  or  lines  fastened  to  a  boat. 

2.  Any  Indian  or  half-breed  resident  in  either  of  these  provinces  shall  be 
eligible  for  an  annual  fishing  permit  to  fish  not  more  than  sixty  yards  of  gill-net 
for  domestic  use,  but  not  for  sale  or  barter.  Fishing  under  this  permit  for 
necessary  daily  consumption,  but  not  for  curing  or  hanging,  may  be  carried  on 
during  the  close  seasons  hereinafter  provided.  Such  permit  shall  be  issued 
free. 

3.  No  license  shall  be  granted  to  any  person  other  than  a  British  subject, 
or  a  bona  fide  homesteader  of  Saskatchewan,  Alberta  or  Manitoba  or  the  terri- 
tories north  thereof,  or  a  Canadian  company  or  firm  having  its  head  office  in 
any  one  of  the  said  provinces  or  territories. 

4.  Fishing  under  a  Hcense  is  permitted  only  in  the  water  area  specified 
therein. 

5.  There  shall  be  four  classes  of  licenses  issued  in  these  provinces,  namely, 
domestic  licenses,  fisherman's  licenses,  commercial  licenses  and  sturgeon  licenses. 

DOMESTIC  LICENSE 

6.  (a)  Any  resident  who  is  a  British  subject  or  a  bona  fide  homesteader 
shall  be  eligible  for  a  domestic  license,  which  will  entitle  him,  or  a  member  of  his 
family  to  fish  with  not  more  than  sixty  yards  of  gill-net  or  with  one  hoop-net 
afnd  a  set  line  of  not  more  than  twenty  baited  hooks. 

(6)  Fish  caught  under  this  license  shall  be  for  home  consumption  only, 
and  not  for  sale  or  barter.    The  annual  fee  for  this  license  shall  be  two  dollars. 

Fisherman's  License 

7.  A  fisherman's  license  will  entitle  the  hcensee  to  fish  with  not  more  than 
three  hundred  yards  of  gill-net  in  the  waters  stated  in  the  license,  or  two  hoop- 
nets  or  a  set  line  having  not  more  than  two  hundred  hooks.  These  hooks  must  be 
baited.  The  fee  for  this  license  shall  be  five  dollars. 

Commercial  License 

8.  A  commercial  license  will  entitle  the  licensee  to  fish  with  not  more  than  six 
hundred  yards  of  gill-net  in  the  waters  stated  in  the  license.  The  fee  for  this 
license  shall  be  ten  dollars.  Such  license  will  be  issued  for  the  larger  lakes  only, 
and  will  be  good  for  the  season, — summer  or  winter  only, — for  which  it  is  issued. 

License  or  Permit  Covers  Different  Kinds  of  Fish 

9.  An  Indian  or  half-breed  permit,  domestic  license,  fisherman's  license  or 
commercial  license  shall  authorize  the  taking  of  all  kinds  of  fish,  except  sturgeon. 

10.  (a)  During  the  winter  fishery,  every  fisherman  who  ships  his  fish  in 
boxes  or  other  packages,  shall  place  the  number  of  his  fishery  license,  in  a  clear 
conspicuous  and  indelible  manner,  on  the  outside  of  such  boxes  or  packages. 

(6)  Any  fisherman  who  may  be  found  to  have  packed  or  shipped  fish  in 
boxes  or  other  enclosures,  which  fish  were  not  in  a  fit  and  satisfactory  condition 
for  food  when  they  were  so  packed  or  shipped,  shall  have  his  fishery  license 
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cancelled,  and  he  shall  not  be  eligible  for  a  fishery  license  during  the  next  ensuing 
winter  fishing  season,  in  addition  to  being  liable  to  the  penalties  provided  by  the 
Fisheries  Act. 

Sturgeon 

11.  (a)  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  sturgeon  otherwise  than  by 
means  of  gill-nets  or  baited  hooks. 

(h)  A  sturgeon  fishing  license  for  commercial  fishing  shall  authorize  the 
use  of  not  more  than  five  hundred  yards  of  gill-net  or  five  hundred  baited  hooks. 
The  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  five  dollars. 

(c)  A  sturgeon  fishing  permit  for  domestic  fishing  shall  authorize  the  use  of 
not  more  than  one  hundred  yards  of  gill-net  or  fifty  baited  hooks. 

(d)  The  mesh  of  a  sturgeon  gill-net  shall  not  be  less  than  eleven  inches,  exten- 
sion measure,  when  in  use. 

(e)  The  lines  to  which  baited  hooks  are  attached  shall  be  fastened  to  the  back 
line  at  intervals  of  not  less  than  three  feet. 

(/)  No  sturgeon  weighing  less  than  eighteen  pounds  undressed  shall  be 
retained,  and  any  sturgeon  weighing  less  than  eighteen  pounds  undressed  shall  be 
immediately  returned  alive  and,  if  possible,  uninjured  to  the  waters  from  which  it 
was  taken  by  the  person  catching  it. 

(g)  Penning,  tying  up,  or  tethering  sturgeon  is  prohibited. 

(h)  Under  a  sturgeon  fishing  permit  for  domestic  use,  not  more  than  three 
sturgeon  per  week  may  be  taken.  When  such  number  has  been  captured  under 
any  one  permit  in  any  one  week,  the  gill-net  or  baited  hooks,  as  the  case  may  be, 
authorized  by  it  to  be  used,  shall  be  removed  from  and  kept  out  of  the  water  for 
the  remainder  of  that  week. 

(i)  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill  or  sell  any  sturgeon  from  the  sixteenth 
day  of  October  in  any  year  to  the  fifteenth  day  of  June  following  both  days  in- 
clusive. 

Provided  that  in  the  Nelson  river  and  in  its  lake  expansions,  and  in  Cum- 
berland and  Namew  lakes,  and  other  lake  expansions  of  the  Big  Saskatchewan 
river  fishing  for  sturgeon  may  begin  on  June  first,  but  the  total  quantity  of 
sturgeon  that  may  be  taken  for  commercial  purposes  in  the  Nelson  river  and  its 
lake  expansions  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  thousand  pounds  dressed  weight,  in 
any  one  year,  and  in  Cumberland  and  Namew  lakes  and  other  lake  expansions  of 
the  Big  Saskatchewan  river,  the  quantity  of  sturgeon  that  shall  be  taken  for 
commercial  purposes  shall  not  exceed  fifty  thousand  pounds,  dressed  weight,  in 
any  one  year.  If,  in  either  instance  the  total  quantity  of  sturgeon  specified  is 
taken  before  the  fishing  season  expires,  the  fishery  officer  for  the  district  shall 
forthwith  order  that  all  sturgeon  nets  and  hooks  be  taken  out  of  the  waters 
affected,  and  all  nets  or  hooks  not  removed  immediately  following  such  order, 
or  in  the  absence  of  such  order  on  October  fifteenth,  will  be  seized  and  confiscated, 
and  the  licensee  will  be  liable  to  the  penalties,  other  conditions  and  requirements 
provided  by  the  Fisheries  Act. 

12.  In  the  issue  of  permits  and  licenses,  preference  will  be  given  in  the 
following  order:  1.  Indian  or  half-breed  permits.  2.  Domestic  licenses.  3. 
Fishermen's  and  Sturgeon  licenses.  4.  Commercial  licenses. 

13.  No  license  shall  be  transferable,  except  by  special  written  permission  of 
the  Inspector  of  Fishepies  for  the  district. 

14.  No  one  other  than  the  licensee  shall  operate  a  gill-net,  hoop-net  or  baited 
hooks,  except  as  provided  in  section  6. 

15.  All  nets,  buoys  and  boats  shall  be  legibly  numbered  by  means  of  tags  or 
otherwise.  The  numbered  tags  on  the  nets  shall  be  so  attached  as  to  be  visible 
when  the  nets  are  in  boxes,  or  on  the  net  reels.  In  winter  fishing  the  numbers 
shall  be  placed  on  the  stakes  to  which  the  nets  are  attached.  The  numbers  for  all 
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such  nets,  buoys  and  boats  shall  be  indicated  by  the  Inspector  of  Fisheries  for  the 
district  at  the  time  of  the  issue  of  the  license. 

16.  Should  a  fishery  officer  at  any  time  find  that  all  the  fish  being  produced 
in  any  lake  cannot  be  sold  in  the  fish  markets  or  placed  in  efficient  cold  storage 
he  may  stop  all  fishing  in  such  lake  for  such  time  as  he  deems  necessary  to  enable 
the  fish  that  may  thereafter  be  taken  to  be  sold  in  the  fish  markets  or  placed 
in  efficient  cold  storage. 

MESH  OF  NETS 

17.  The  mesh  of  whitefish,  tullibee  or  lake  trout  gill-nets  shall  not  be  less 
than  five  and  one-half  inches  extension  measure,  provided,  that  in  lakes  where 
the  fish  are  small,  owing  to  overcrowding,  the  Minister  may  authorize  the  use  of 
nets  of  smaller  mesh  until  the  fish  improve  in  size. 

18.  In  lakes  where  fish  other  than  whitefish  or  lake  trout  largely  predomi- 
nate, gill-nets  having  meshes  of  not  less  than  four  and  one-half  inches,  extension 
measure,  may  be  used. 

19.  The  mesh  of  hoop-nets  shall  not  be  less  than  two  and  one-half  inches, 
extension  measure,  and  the  wings  or  leaders  to  such  nets  shall  not  be  more  than 
three  feet  long. 

CLOSE  SEASONS 

Whitefish,  Tullibee  and  Lake  Trout 

20.  (a)  In  water  north  of  or  intersected  by  the  54th  parallel  of  north  latitude 
between  the  eastern  boundary  of  Saskatchewan  and  the  109th  meridian,  and  in 
waters  north  of  or  intersected  by  the  55th  parallel  of  north  latitude  between 
the  109th  meridian  and  the  western  boundary  of  Alberta,  no  one  shall  fish  for, 
catch  or  kill  any  whitefish,  tullibee  or  lake  trout  from  the  first  day  of  October 
to  the  thirtieth  day  of  November  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive,  provided 
that  in  unsettled  districts  where  no  fishing  is  done  for  purposes  other  than  local 
consumption,  this  close  season  may  by  direction  of  the  Minister  be  modified  to 
meet  changing  conditions. 

(6)  In  all  other  portions  of  these  Provinces,  no  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill 
any  whitefish,  tullibee  or  lake  trout  from  the  fifteenth  day  of  September  to  the 
fifteenth  day  of  December  following  in.  each  year,  both  days  inclusive;  provided 
that  in  the  Fishing  Lakes,  including  Long  Lake,  Qu'Appelle  River,  this  close 
season  shall  be  from  the  fifteenth  day  of  September  in  each  year  to  the  thirty- 
first  day  of  January  following,  both  days  inclusive. 

Pike  (jackfish),  Pickerel  (dore),  Perch  and  Goldeyes 

21.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  pike  (jackfish),  pickerel  (dore), 
perch  or  goldeyes  from  the  first  day  of  April  to  the  fifteenth  day  of  May  following 
in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive,  except  in  the  northern  district  specified  in 
section  20. 

FISHING  SEASONS 

Winter  Fishing 

22.  Winter  fishing,  under  other  than  Indian  or  half-breed  permits  and 
domestic  licenses  shall  cease  on  t!he  fifteenth  day  of  February  in  each  year, 
provided  that  in  the  northern  district  specified  in  section  20  those  holding  a 
fisherman's  license  may  continue  fishing  for  home  consumption  after  that  date. 
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Summer  Fishing 

23.  Except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  the  summer  fishing  season  shall 
extend  from  the  sixteenth  day  of  May  to  the  fourteenth  day  of  September  in 
each  year,  both  days  inclusive. 

Lesser  Slave  Lake 

24.  (a)  Summer  fishing  in  Lesser  Slave  Lake  shall  be  permissible  from  July 
fifteenth  to  September  thirtieth  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive. 

(6)  During  the  summer  fishing  season  not  more  than  one  million  five  hundred 
thousand  pounds  of  whitefish,  dressed  weight,  shall  be  taken,  fished  for  or  pro- 
cured in  Lesser  Slave  Lake  or  in  waters  within  a  sixty-mile  radios  thereof  under 
fishermen's  or  commercial  licenses,  and  as  soon  as  this  quantity  is  taken,  caught 
or  procured  under  such  licenses  the  local  Fishery  Officer  shall  order  that  all  nets 
fished  under  such  licenses  be  forthwith  taken  out  of  the  water,  and  all  such  nets 
not  removed  immediately  following  such  order  shall  be  seized  and  confiscated, 
and  the  licensees  will  be  liable  to  the  penalties  provided  by  the  Fisheries  Act. 

(c)  During  the  winter  fishing  season,  fishing  shall  be  permissible  in  the 
following  areas  only: — 

(1)  Auger  Bay, — inside  of  a  straight  line  drawn  from  the  mouth  of 
Assineau  River  to  a  point  one  mile  south  from  the  mouth  of  Swan  River. 

(2)  GiroUx  Bay, — inside  of  a  straight  line  drawn  from  Spruce  Point 
to  the  Swanson  Homestead. 

(3)  Sucker  Creek  Bay, — inside  of  a  straight  line  drawn  from  Shaw's 
Point  to  the  mouth  of  Sucker  Creek. 

The  mesh  of  nets  used  during  the  winter  fishery  shall  not  be  less  than  five  and 
one-half  inches  extension  measure,  when  in  use.  Also  lines  having  not  more 
than  two  hundred  baited  hooks  each  may  be  permitted. 

Lac  LaBiche 

25.  (a)  Summer  fishing  in  Lac  LaBiche  shall  be  permissible  from  July 
fifteenth  to  September  thirtieth  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive. 

(6)  During  the  summer  fishing  season  not  more  than  five  hundred  thousand 
pounds  of  whitefish,  dressed  weight,  shall  be  taken,  fished  for  or  procured  in  Lac 
LaBiche  under  fishermen's  or  commercial  licenses,  and  as  soon  as  this  quantitj^ 
is  taken,  caught  or  procured  under  such  licenses  the  local  Fishery  Officer  shall 
order  tliat  all  nets  fished  under  such  licenses  be  forthwith  taken  out  of  the  water, 
and  all  such  nets  not  removed  immediately  following  such  order  shall  be  seized 
and  confiscated  and  the  licensees  will  be  liable  to  the  penalties  provided  by  the 
Fisheries  Act. 

(c)  During  the  winter  fishing  season  gill-nets  having  meshes  of  not  less  than 
five  and  one-half  inches  extension  measure,  when  in  use,  and  lines  with  not 
more  than  two  hundred  baited  hooks  each,  may  be  permitted. 

Lake  Athabasca 

26.  (a)  Summer  fishing  shall  be  permissible  in  the  portion  of  Lake  Atha- 
basca, eastward  from  a  straight  line  drawn  from  Big  Point  on  the  north  side  to 
Burnt  or  Brule  Point  on  the  south  side,  from  June  first  to  September  twentieth 
in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive,  and  in  the  remainder  of  the  lake  from  June 
first  to  October  fifteenth  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive. 

(6)  Winter  fishing  in  Lake  Athabasca  shall  be  permissible  from  November 
first  in  each  year  to  the  fifteenth  day  of  February  following,  both  days  inclusive; 
but  during  the  winter  fishing  season,  fishing  shall  not  be  carried  on  in  that  portion 
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of  the  lake  westward  of  a  straight  line  drawn  from  Big  Point  on  the  north  side 
to  Burnt  or  Brule  Point  on  the  south  side. 

(c)  The  use  of  nets  having  meshes  of  less  than  five  and  one-half  inches 
extension  measure,  when  in  use  shall  not  be  permissible  in  the  portion  of  the  lake 
westward  of  a  straight  line  drawn  from  Big  Point  on  the  north  side  to  Burnt  or 
Brule  Point  on  the  south  side. 

(d)  The  use  of  nets  having  meshes  of  less  than  four  and  one-half  inches 
extension  measure,  when  in  use,  shall  not  be  permissible  in  any  portion  of  the 
lake. 

Provided  that  none  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  apply  to  fishing 
operations  carried  on  by  the  local  permanently  resident  population  for  their 
food  requirement's,  but  not  for  shipping  out  of  the  district. 

PROHIBITIONS 

27.  — Fishing  with  apparatus  other  than  gill-nets,  hoop-nets  or  baited  hooks 
is  prohibited. 

28.  — The  introduction  of  non-indigenous  fish  alive  into  the  waters  of 
tliese  provinces,  except  by  special  permission  of  the  Minister,  is  prohibited. 

29.  — The  use  of  spears,  lights,  firearms,  dynamite  or  other  explosive  material 
in  killing  fish  is  prohibited. 

30.  — The  use  of  bare  unbaited  hooks  or  grapnels  is  prohibited. 

31.  ' — No  river  or  creek  shall  be  obstructed  by  any  kind  of  dam  or  trap  for 
the  purpose  of  catching  or  killing  fish. 

SPORTING  FISH 

32.  — (a)  Angling  or  trolling  in  waters  frequented  by  trout,  grayling  or 
Rocky  Mountain  whitefish  is  prohibited,  except  under  permit.* 

(b)  Every  British  subject  in  the  Province  for  which  it  is  issued  shall  be  eligi- 
ble for  an  angling  and  trolling  permit.  The  fee  for  such  permit  shall  be  two 
dollars. 

(c)  Every  non-resident  shall  be  eligible  for  an  angling  and  trolling  permit, 
the  fee  on  which  shall  be  one  dollar  for  a  single  day,  or  five  dollars  for  the  season. 

(d)  In  waters  not  frequented  by  trout,  grayling  or  Rocky  Mountain  white- 
fish,  angling  or  trolling  may  be  carried  on  by  resident  British  subjects  without  a 
permit. 

(e)  Permittees  must  carry  their  permits  with  them  and  produce  them  at 
the  request  of  any  Fishery  Officer  or  Forestry  Officer. 

33.  — (a)  In  waters  in  that  portion  of  Alberta  northward  from  the  Inter- 
national boundary  line  to  and  including  the  Bow  River  and  its  tributaries,  no 
one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  trout  (other  than  lake  trout)  or  grayling 
(Rocky  Mountain  whitefish)  from  the  sixteenth  day  of  October  in  each  year  to 
the  fourteenth  day  of  June  following,  both  days  inclusive. 

(h)  In  the  Red  Deer  River  and  its  tributaries,  and  the  North  Saskatchewan 
River  and  its  tributaries,  no  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  trout,  grayling 
or  Rocky  Mountain  whitefish  from  the  first  day  of  September  in  each  year  to  the 
thirtieth  day  of  April  following,  both  days  inclusive. 

(c)  In  the  Athabasca  River  and  its  tributaries,  no  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or 
kill  any  trout,  grayling  or  Rocky  Mountain  whitefish  from  the  first  day  of 
November  in  each  year  to  the  thirty-first  day  of  May  following,  both  days 
inclusive. 

*By  arrangement  with  the  Department  of  the  Interior  permits  issued  by  authority  of  the  Minister  of 
Marine  and  Fisheries  will  be  recognized  as  allowing  fishing  in  Forest  Reserve  waters,  and  conversely, 
permits  issued  by  authority  of  the  Minister  of  the  Interior  will  be  recognized  as  allowing  fishing  outside 
such  reserves. 
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(d)  In  waters  frequented  by  lake  trout,  and  in  which  no  netting  is  allowed, 
no  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  such  trout  from  the  first  day  of  September  in 
each  year  to  the  thirtieth  day  of  April  following,  both  days  inclusive. 

SIZE  LIMIT 

34.  (a)  No  cutthroat  trout,  rainbow  trout,  grayling  or  Rocky  Mountain 
whitefish,  less  than  nine  inches  in  length  shall  be  retained  or  kept  out  of  the 
water,  and  any  one  who  takes  or  catches  such  fish  of  less  than  the  minimum 
measurement  named — which  measurement  shall  be  from  the  point  of  the  nose 
to  the  centre  of  the  tail — shall  return  such  fish  to  the  water  from  which  it  was 
taken,  alive  and  uninjured. 

(b)  No  lake  trout  less  than  fifteen  inches  in  length  shall  be  retained  or 
kept  out  of  the  water  and  any  one  who  takes  or  catches  such  fish  of  less  than  the 
minimum  measurement  named — which  measurement  shall  be  from  the  point  of 
the  nose  to  the  centre  of  the  tail — shall  return  such  fish  to  the  water  from  which 
it  was  taken  ahve  and  uninjured.. 

PER  DIEM  CATCH 

35.  (a)  No  one  shall,  in  one  day,  catch  and  retain  more  than  twenty-five 
cutthroat  trout,  rainbow  trout  or  Rocky  Mountain  whitefish,  or  of  the  different 
species  named,  than  will  in  the  aggregate  amount  to  more  than  twenty-five 
fish. 

(h)  No  one  shall  catch  and  retain  more  than  ten  lake  trout  in  one  day. 

(c)  No  one  shall,  in  one  day,  by  angling  or  trolling,  catch  and  retain  more 
than  fifteen  pike  (jackfish),  pickerel  (dore),  goldeyes,  or  of  either  of  these  species 
than  will,  in  the  aggregate,  amount  to  more  than  fifteen  fish. 

FISHING  GEAR 

36.  In  angling  or  trolling  for  cutthroat  or  rainbow  trout  a  gang  of  hooks 
shall  not  be  used,  nor  shall  more  than  three  hooks  be  used  on  any  line,  and  such 
hooks  shall  be  a  suflScient  distance  apart  to  prevent  a  fish  being  hooked  on  more 
than  one  at  the  same  time. 

SPECIAL  FISHERY  REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  PROVINCE  OF  BRITISH 

COLUMBIA 

(Extract  from  Canada  Gazette  of  April  29,  1922) 

{Adopted  hy  Order  in  Council  of  April  26,  1922.    P.C.  895) 

The  following  regulations  shall  not  apply  to  waters  in  Forest  Reserves, 
which  are  under  the  control  of  the  Minister  of  the  Interior. 

DEFINITIONS 

"Minister"  shall  mean  the  Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries. 

''Angling"  shall  mean  the  taking  of  fish  with  hook  and  line  held  in  the  hand 
or  hook  and  line  and  rod,  the  latter  held  in  the  hand,  but  shall  not  include  set- 
lines  or  Hnes  tied  to  a  boat  or  jigging. 

* 'One-day"  shall  mean  from  sunrise  to  sunset. 

"Non-resident"  shall  mean  any  person  domiciled  in  the  Province  of  British 
Columbia  for  a  period  of  less  than  six  months. 

"Gill-net"  or  "drift-net"  shall  mean  a  floating  gill-net  that  is  neither  anchored 
nor  staked,  but  that  floats  freely  with  the  tide  or  current. 
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*'Drag-seine"  is  a  net  weighted  at  the  bottom  and  floated  at  the  top,  cast 
from  a  boat  so  as  to  enclose  a  space  of  water  between  it  and  the  shore,  and  then 
drawn  ashore. 

'Turse-seine"  is  a  net  weighted  at  the  bottom  and  mounted  with  rings 
through  which  a  line  is  run;  also  it  is  floated  at  the  top  and  cast  from  a  boat  so  as 
to  enclose  an  area  of  water.  It  is  then  closed  at  the  bottom  by  the  aforesaid 
line  through  the  rings,  so  as  to  form  a  purse  or  bag. 

*'Trap-net"  or  'Tound-net"  shall  mean  an  apparatus  that  catches  fish 
without  enmeshing  them.  It  consists  of  a  leader  and  an  enclosure  with  a  bottom, 
into  which  enclosure  the  fish  are  guided  by  the  leader.  It  may  be  either  staked 
or  floating. 

^'Chief  Inspector"  shall  mean  the  Chief  Inspector  of  Fisheries  for  British 
Columbia,  of  the  Department  of  Marine  and  Fisheries. 

^'Fishery  Officer"  shall  mean  such  oflScer  having  authority  from  the  Depart- 
ment of  Marine  and  Fisheries. 

''Fishery  Guardian"  shall  mean  such  guardian  employed  by  authority  of  the 
Department  of  Marine  and  Fisheries. 

''Close  Season"  shall  mean  a  specified  period  in  which  fish  may  not  legally 
be  taken. 

Sec.  1 — Angler's  Permits 

*(a)  Non-residents  of  the  Province  shall  not  angle  or  troll  for,  or  take  any 
sporting  fish  in  the  waters  of  the  Railway  Belt  without  first  having  obtained 
therefor  an  Anglers'  Permit,  issued  by  authority  of  the  Minister  of  Marine  and 
Fisheries. 

(6)  The  annual  fee  on  such  permit  shall  be  five  dollars  for  the  year  1922  and 
thereafter  it  shall  be  ten  dollars. 

(c)  One  Angler's  Permit  only  shall  be  issued  to  an  applicant.  Such  permit 
shall  not  be  transferable  and  can  be  legally  used  only  by  the  person  whose  name 
appears  thereon. 

{d)  A  Permittee  shall  be  required  to  carry  his  permit  with  him  when  fishing 
thereu-ftder,  and  to  exhibit  the  permit  when  called  upon  to  do  so  by  a  Fishery 
Officer  or  Guardian. 

(e)  No  one,  whether  a  resident  or  non-resident,  shall  take  in  one  day  by 
angling  or  trolling  or  by  both  means,  more  than  twenty-five  cutthroat,  rainbow 
or  dolly  varden  trout,  salmon  trout  or  Rocky  Mountain  whitefish,  or  of  the 
different  species  named  than  will  in  the  aggregate  amount  to  more  than  twenty- 
five  fish. 

Sec.  2 — Abalone 

(a)  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill,  buy  or  sell  any  abalone  that  shall 
measure  less  than  three  and  one-half  inches  across  the  shortest  diameter  of  the 
shell. 

(6)  The  year  1923,  and  every  third  year  thereafter,  shall  be  closed  years  for 
abalone  fishing. 

(c)  The  fee  for  an  abalone  license  shall  be  ten  dollars. 

Sec.  3 — Bass 

No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  bass  in  Christina  Lake  or  Christina 
Creek,  from  the  first  day  of  April  to  the  twenty-fourth  day  of  June  in  each  year, 
both  days  inclusive. 

*By  arrangement  with  the  Department  of  the  Interior  and  with  the  Provincial  Department  of  Fish- 
eries of  British  Columbia,  permits  issued  by  officers  of  the  Department  of  Marine  and  Fisheries  will  be 
recognized  as  allowing  fishing  in  Forest  Reserve  waters,  and  in  the  non-tidal  waters  of  the  Province  outside 
the  Railway  Belt,  and  conversely  permits  issued  by  Forest  Reserve  officers,  for  waters  in  such  reserves, 
or  by  Provincial  officers  for  non-tidal  waters  outside  the  Railway  Belt,  shall  be  recognized  as  allowing 
fishing  in  waters  of  the  Railway  Belt. 
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Sec.  4 — Clams 

No  one  shall  dig  for  or  take  clams,  except  for  use  as  bait,  in  deep  sea  fishing, 
or  for  domestic  use,  but  not  for  sale  or  barter,  from  the  first  day  of  June  to  the 
last  day  of  July,  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive. 

Sec.  5 — Cod 

No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  so-called  cod,  embraced  in  the  genus 
sehastodes,  in  the  waters  of  Districts  Nos.  1  and  3  from  the  first  day  of  January 
to  the  last  day  of  February,  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive. 

Sec.  6 — Crabs 

(a)  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill,  buy  or  sell  any  crab  measuring  less 
than  six  inches  across  the  diameter  or  greatest  breadth  of  the  shell. 

(b)  No  one  shall  fish  for,  kill,  or  injure  any  soft-shell  or  egg  bearing  crab, 
and  any  such  crab  that  may  be  accidentally  caught  shall  be  immediately  returned 
alive  and  uninjured  to  the  waters  from  which  it  was  taken  by  the  person  catching 
it. 

(c)  A  licensee  shall  at  all  times,  when  engaged  in  fishing,  carry  his  license 
with  him,  and  shall  on  demand  by  a  Fishery  Officer  or  Guardian  produce  his 
license  to  such  Fishery  Officer  or  Guardian. 

(d)  Each  line  of  crab  traps  shall  be  marked  with  a  floating  tag  or  buoy 
attached  to  each  end  of  the  line.  There  shall  be  legibly  painted  in  white  on  a  black 
ground  on  each  such  tag  or  buoy  the  initials  of  the  licensee,  and  the  number 
of  his  license. 

(e)  The  fee  for  a  crab  fishery  license  shall  be  at  the  rate  of  two  dollars  and 
fifty  cents  for  each  one  hundred  traps  or  fraction  thereof  authorized  to  be 
used;  but  no  license  shall  authorize  the  use  of  more  than  nine  hundred  traps. 

(J)  No  fisherman  shall  be  eligible  for  more  than  one  crab  fishery  license. 

Sec.  7 — Close  Season 
See  under  classes  of  fish  and  weekly  close  times. 

Sec.  8 — Districts 

For  the  purposes  of  administration  the  Province  shall  be  divided  into  three 
fisheries  districts,  viz. — 

District  No.  1 . — Embracing  that  portion  of  the  coast  of  the  mainland  from  the 
southern  boundary  line  northward  to  and  including  Howe  Sound  and  all  the 
waters  tributary  to  this  portion  of  the  coast. 

District  No.  2. — Embracing  the  coast  and  waters  tributary  thereto  of  the 
mainland  from  Cape  Caution  northward  to  the  northerly  boundary  of  the 
Province,  as  well  as  the  coasts  and  waters  of  the  islands  opposite  that  portion  of 
the  mainland  coasts. 

District  No.  3. — Embracing  the  remainder  of  the  Province. 

Sec.  9 — Export  of  Fish 

(a)  No  sockeye  salmon  shall  be  exported  from  the  Dominion  of  Canada, 
except  in  a  frozen,  canned,  salted,  smoked  or  cured  condition. 

(6)  The  export  of  fresh  herring  from  the  Province  of  British  Columbia  is 
prohibited,  or  of  herring  that  have  been  preserved  in  salt  for  a  period  of  less 
than  nine  days  or  of  herring  of  any  kind  intended  for  curing,  canning  or  otherwise 
preserving,  or  converting  into  guano,  fish  fertilizer  or  oil  outside  or  beyond  the 
boundaries  of  Canada:  Provided  always  that  fresh  herring,  taken  in  gill-nets  in 
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the  waters  of  British  Columbia  may  be  exported  in  a  fresh,  unsalted  condition 
for  immediate  consumption;  but  the  onus  of  proof  that  such  fish,  so  exported, 
were  taken  with  gill-nets,  shall  rest  on  the  possessor  or  possessors  of  such  fish; 
provided  further  that  fresh  or  frozen  herring  packed  in  boxes  containing  not 
more  than  two  hundred  pounds  may  be  exported. 

(c)  The  export  from  Canada  of  clams  in  a  raw  or  fresh  state  taken  in  the 
Province  of  British  Columbia  is  prohibited,  except  when  they  are  shipped  in 
packages  each  containing  not  more  than  eighty  pounds  of  clams  in  the  shell. 

Sec.  10 — Fraser  River  Channel 

No  net  shall  be  cast  or  allowed  to  drift  on  the  channel  side,  in  the  Fraser 
river,  within  one  hundred  yards  of  the  line  of  buoys  between  the  lightship  at  the 
Sandheads  and  Steveston;  and  in  any  other  portion  of  the  channel  of  the  river, 
any  net  in  the  water  must  be  hauled  in  to  allow  passage  to  a  steamer,  on  the 
steamer  giving  notice  to  the  operator  of  such  net  by  four  sharp  whistles,  of  the 
necessity  for  such  net  being  hauled  in. 

Sec.  11 — Crayfish 

The  fee  on  a  license  to  authorize  net  fishing  for  grayfish  shall  be  one  dollar. 

Sec.  12 — Herring  or  Pilchard 

1.  (a)  The  use  of  nets,  other  than  gill-nets^  drift-nets,  drag-seines  or  purse- 
seines  shall  not  be  permitted  in  the  capture  of  herring  or  pilchard. 

(h)  The  length  of  drift-nets  or  gill-nets  shall  not  be  limited  except  when 
operated  in  a  harbour,  when  not  more  than  a  total  length  of  two  hundred  fathoms 
shall  be  operated  under  any  one  license. 

(c)  The  fee  on  a  herring  pilchard  drift-net  or  gill-net  license  shall  be  one 
dollar. 

(d)  A  herring  or  pilchard  drag-seine  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  fathoms 
in  length,  and  the  mesh  thereof  shall  be  one  inch  extension  measure. 

(e)  The  fee  on  a  herring  or  pilchard  dfag-seine  license  shall  be  fifty  dollars. 
(/)  A  herring  or  pilchard  purse-seine  shall  not  exceed  two  hundred  fathoms 

in  length,  and  the  mesh  thereof  shall  be  one  inch  extension  measure. 

(g)  The  fee  on  a  herring  or  pilchard  purse-seine  shall  be  seventy-five  dollars. 

2.  The  Chief  Inspector  shall  have  authority  to  prohibit  fishing  for  herring 
in  any  water  area  in  which  he  has  ascertained  that  herring  are  spawning. 

3.  If  the  Captain  of  a  herring  or  pilchard  drag-seine  or  purse-seine  boat, 
that  is  being  used  in  operating  a  herring  or  pilchard  drag-seine  or  purse-seine,  is 
not  himself  the  licensee  of  the  said  drag-seine  or  purse-seine,  he  shall  require  a 
license  from  the  Minister  to  authorize  his  operation  of  the  said  drag-seine  or 
purse-seine;  and  no  other  than  a  British  subject  shall  be  eligible  for  such  license. 
The  fee  for  such  license  shall  be  one  dollar. 

Sec.  13 — Leases  or  Licenses 

1.  Fishing  with  nets  or  other  apparatus  and  the  taking  of  abalone  or  crabs,  is 
prohibited  except  under  license  from  the  Minister,  and  no  salmon  that  are  caught 
in  extra  territorial  waters,  except  by  a  licensed  fisherman,  nor  any  vessel,  boat  or 
fishing  equipment  that  has  been  used  in  catching  salmon  in  extra  territorial 
waters,  except  by  a  licensed  fisherman  or  fishermen  shall  be  brought  into  any 
port  or  place  in  Canada  or  into  the  territorial  waters  of  Canada. 

(a)  No  license  shall  be  granted  to  any  person,  company  or  firm,  unless  such 
person  is  a  British  subject  resident  in  the  Province  of  British  Columbia  or  is  a 
returned  soldier  who  has  served  in  His  Majesty's  Canadian  Navy  or  Army  over- 
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seas,  or  is  a  bona  fide  settler  who  has  pre-empted  or  purchased  land,  or  to  such 
company  or  firm  unless  it  is  a  Canadian  Company  or  firm  or  is  authorized  by  the 
Provincial  Government  to  do  business  in  the  Province. 

(h)  No  gill-net  or  drift-net  license  shall  be  transferable,  except  by  special 
written  permission  obtained  from  the  Chief  Inspector  and  in  the  case  of  all  other 
licenses  except  by  permission  of  the  Minister. 

(c)  Before  a  trap-net,  purse-seine  or  drag-seine  fishery  license  shall  be 
granted  the  applicant  therefor  shall  make  a  statutory  declaration  setting  forth, — 

The  name  or  names  and  nationality  or  nationalities  of  the  owner  or  owners 
of  such  trap-net,  purse-seine  or  drag-seine,  or  of  the  person  or  persons  for  whose 
benefit  such  trap-net,  purse-seine  or  drag-seine  is  to  be  operated. 

2.  An  Indian  may,  at  any  time,  with  the  permission  of  the  Chief  Inspector, 
catch  fish  to  be  used  as  food  for  himself  and  his  family,  but  for  no  other  purpose. 
The  Chief  Inspector  shall  have  the  power  in  any  such  permit, — 

(a)  to  limit  or  fix  the  area  of  the  waters  in  which  such  fish  may  be  caught; 

(b)  to  limit  or  fix  the  means  by  which  or  the  manner  in  which  such  fish 
may  be  caught;  and 

(c)  to  limit  or  fix  the  time  in  which  such  permission  shall  be  operative.  An 
Indian  shall  not  fish  for  or  catch  fish  pursuant  to  the  said  permit  except  in  the 
waters  by  the  means  or  in  the  manner  and  within  the  time  limit  expressed  in  the 
said  permit,  and  any  fi»h  caught  pursuant  to  any  such  permit  shall  not  be  sold  or 
otherwise  disposed  of  and  a  violation  of  the  provisions  of  the  said  permit  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  a  violation  of  these  regulations. 

(d)  Proof  of  a  sale  or  of  a  disposition  by  any  other  means  by  an  Indian  of 
any  fish  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  that  such  fish  was  caught  by  the  said 
Indian,  and  that  it  was  caught  for  a  purpose  other  than  to  be  used  as  food  for 
himself  or  his  family,  and  shall  throw  on  the  Indian  the  onus  of  proving  that 
such  fish  was  not  caught  under  or  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  any  such  permit. 

(e)  No  Indian  shall  spear,  trap  or  pen  fish  on  their  spawning  grounds,  or  in 
any  place  leased  or  set  apart  for  the  natural  or  artificial  propagation  of  fish, 
or  in  any  other  place  otherwise  specially  reserved. 

(/)  Any  person  buying  any  fish  or  portion  of  any  fish  caught  under  such 
permit  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence  against  these  regulations. 

3.  (a)  In  Fisheries  District  No.  2,  British  Columbia,  no  boat  shall  be 
allowed  to  engage  in  salmon  fishing,  except  when  licensed  to  do  so  by  the  Minister. 

(6)  For  the  purposes  of  the  Fisheries  Act,  the  following  named  district  shall 
be  taken  to  mean  and  include  the  areas  described  after  their  names. 

Naas  River,  The  estuary  of  the  Naas  River,  as  well  as  Observatory  Inlet 
to  a  straight  line  drawn  across  it  at  a  point  five  miles  up  said  inlet  from  North 
Point,  at  the  mouth  of  the  Naas  River,  as  well  as  Portland  Inlet  from  a  straight 
line  drawn  across  it  from  Tree  Point,  on  Pearse  Island  to  Dog-Fish  Bay,  on  the 
opposite  shore,  down  to  a  straight  line  drawn  from  the  north  end  of  Finlayson 
Island  to  Green  Island,  near  Dundas  Island,  thence  due  north  magnetic  to  the 
international  boundary  line. 

Skeena  River.  The  estuary  of  the  Skeena  River  and  the  adjacent  waters, 
inside  of  a  straight  line  drawn  from  Straight  Point,  on  Digby  Island,  to  Reil 
Point  on  Stephens  Island;  thence  along  the  eastern  shore  of  Stephens  and 
Prescott  Islands  to  western  side  of  Refuge  Bay,  on  Porcher  Island;  thence 
around  the  shore  of  said  Island  to  a  point  opposite  the  north  end  of  Elizabeth 
Island;  thence  to  the  northwest  end  of  Kennedy  Island;  thence  along  the  west- 
ern shore  of,  said  Island  and  of  Marrack  Island;  thence  in  a  southeasterly  direc- 
tion to  the  shore  of  the  mainland. 

Vutadale.    Gardner's  Canal. 

Bella  Coola.  North  Bentick  Arm,  South  Bentick  Arm  and  Burke  Channel 
down  to  an  imaginary  straight  line  drawn  across  the  ejitrance  to  Burke  Channel 
from  Edmund  Point  in  a  northerly  direction  to  Walker  Point. 
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Dean  Channel.  Dean  Channel,  down  to  a  straight  line  drawn  in  a  south- 
easterly direction  from  Sunny  Island  to  the  opposite  shore. 

Namu.  Fitz-hugh  sound  from  a  straight  line  drawn  across  it  from  the 
south  end  of  Addenbrooke  Island,  northwardly  to  a  straight  line  drawn  across 
Fisher  Channel  from  Charlie  Point  in  an  easterly  direction  to  the  opposite  shore, 
not  including  Burke  Channel. 

Rivers  Inlet.  Rivers  Inlet  down  a  straight  line  drawn  from  Swan  Rock  to 
Canoe  Rocks. 

Smith  Inlet.  Smith  Inlet  and  Smith  Sound,  down  to  a  straight  line  drawn 
from  False  Egg  Island  to  Ann  Island,  and  from  the  southern  shore  of  Table 
Island  to  Good  Shelter  Cove  on  the  mainland. 

4.  A  licensee  shall  at  all  times,  when  engaged  in  fishing,  carry  his  license 
with  him,  and  shall,  on  demand,  by  a  Fishery  Officer,  or  Fishery  Guardian 
produce  his  license  to  such  Fishery  Officer  or  Fishery  Guardian. 

5.  The  Chief  Inspector  is  hereby  empowered  to  cancel  a  fishery  license 
forthwith  for  a  violation  of  the  regulations  or  condition  of  the  license  by  the 
licensee  or  by  his  representative  who  may  be  operating  under  such  license  for 
him. 

Sec.  14. — Cannery  License  Requirements 

1.  Before  a  cannery  license  shall  be  granted  the  applicant  therefor  shall 
make  a  statutory  declaration  setting  forth,  in  the  case  of  an  existing  cannery, 
if  it  is  owned  by  a  company  or  firm,  the  name  of  such  company  or  firm,  whether 
it  is  a  Canadian  company  or  firm,  licensed  to  do  business  in  the  Province,  or  if 
not  owned  by  a  company  or  firm,  the  name  or  names  and  nationality  or  national- 
ities of  the  actual  owner  or  owners  of  such  cannery,  and  in  the  case  of  a  new  can- 
nery, if  it  will  be  owned  by  a  company  or  firm,  the  name  of  such  company  or 
firm  and  whether  it  is  a  Canadian  company  or  firm  licensed  to  do  business  in 
the  Province,  or  if  it  will  not  be  owned  by  a  company  or  firm,  the  name  or  names 
and  nationality  or  nationalities  of  the  person  or  persons  who  will  own  such 
cannery,  and  that  in  either  case  the  applicant  or  applicants  have  the  necessary 
capital  to  erect  and  operate  such  cannery. 

2.  A  new  salmon  cannery  shall  be  completed  and  ready  for  operation  within 
eighteen  months  after  the  date  of  the  issue  of  the  license  therefor. 

Sec.  15. — Marking  of  Boats  and  Nets 

1.  All  nets  and  fishing  boats  shall  bear  numbers  corresponding  with  those 
of  the  licenses  under  which  they  are  operated,  and  each  boat  shall  have  its  number 
and  the  initials  of  its  owner  painted  on  both  sides  of  the  bow  (on  the  boat  itself 
and  not  on  anything  affixed  thereto,  so  as  to  permit  it  being  removed  from  the 
boat)  in  black  on  a  white  ground,  the  figures  and  letters  to  be  not  less  than  six 
inches  in  height,  and  each  net  shall  have  its  number  and  the  initials  of  its  owner 
legibly  marked  on  buoys  of  wood  or  metal,  painted  white,  and  floating  in  the 
water  attached  to  each  end  of  the  net,  and  such  numbers  and  initials  shall  be 
permanently  kept  on  such  boats  and  nets  throughout  the  fishing  season,  and 
shall  be  so  placed  as  to  be  visible  without  taking  up  the  nets,  and  any  boat  or 
net  used  without  such  marks  shall  be  liable  to  seizure  and  confiscation.  Also 
on  each  net  buoy  shall  be  placed  a  flag,  the  top  of  which  shall  be  at  least  three  feet 
above  the  surface  of  the  water.  The  dimensions  of  such  flag  shall  not  be  less 
than  eighteen  inches  broad  by  twenty-two  inches  long. 

Sec.  16. — Other  Fish 

The  annual  fee  for  a  license  for  gill-nets  or  drift-n^ts,  for  catching  all  kinds 
of  fish  other  than  those  named  in  these  regulations,  shall  be  one  dollar. 
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Sec.  17. — Oysters 

No  one  shall  fish  for  or  take  oysters  during  the  months  of  May,  June,  July 
and  August  in  each  year. 

Sec.  18. — Pilchard 

(See  "Herring.") 

Sec.  19. — Prohibitions 

1.  No  salmon  gill-net  or  drift-net  shall  be  cast  from  a  boat  nearer  than  one 
hundred  yards  in  front  of  one  already  in  the  water. 

2.  No  sunk  salmon  nets  shall  be  used  in  salmon  rivers,  or  in  the  estuaries 
or  approaches  to  such  rivers. 

3.  No  one  shall  use  or  operate  more  than  one  net  under  any  license. 

4.  No  one,  ot^her  than  the  licensee,  shall  use  or  operate  a  gill-net. 

5.  No  nets  of  any  kind  shall  be  so  used  as  to  enclose  any  bay,  cove,  creek 
or  inlet;  and  in  all  cases  one  third  of  the  width  of  such  bay,  cove,  creek  or  inlet 
shall  remain  open  and  unobstructed  for  the  passage  of  fish. 

6.  No  salmon  purse-seine  shall  be  used  in  any  harbour,  nor  in  an  area 
specified  by  the  Chief  Inspector. 

7.  No  fishing  boat  shall  carry  a  greater  length  of  net  than  that  permitted 
by  the  license  of  the  licensee  in  charge  thereof,  provided  that  if  a  licensee,  when 
engaging  in  fishing,  finds  a  net,  he  may  take  it  into  his  boat,  but  he  shall  deliver 
it  to  the  first  fisheries  patrol  boat  that  may  visit  him,  or  at  the  cannerj^  in  con- 
nection with  which  he  is  fishing,  should  he  visit  such  cannery  before  the  arrival 
of  a  fisheries  patrol  boat.  In  either  instance  he  shall  procure  a  receipt  for  the 
net  on  delivering  it. 

8.  The  use  of  bare,  unbaited  hooks  or  grapnels  (cross  lines)  for  the  taking  of 
sturgeon  is  prohibited. 

9.  The  export  of  certain  kinds  of  fish  is  prohibited.    See  Section  9. 

10.  The  introduction  of  non-indigenous  or  non-native  fish  alive  into  the 
waters  of  British  Columbia,  except  by  special  permission  of  the  Minister,  is 
prohibited. 

11.  No  one  shall  use  a  motor  boat  or  a  boat  propelled  otherwise  than  by 
oars  or  sails  in  salmon  gill-net  or  drift-net  fishing  operations  in  District  No.  2. 

12.  (a)  No  one  shall  fish  with  nets  in  Saanich  Arm,  Vancouver  Island, 
inside  of  a  straight  line  drawn  fron^  Hatch  Point  to  James  Point,  nor  shall  any 
one  fish  with  any  implements  in  the  said  waters  for  commercial  purposes. 

(6)  No  one  shall  fish  with  nets  in  Cowichan  Bay  or  River  inside  of  a  straight 
line  drawn  from  Cowichan  Head  to  Separation  Point;  provided  that  the  Chief 
Inspector  may  grant  free  special  permits  to  Indians  resident  in  the  Indian 
Reserve  adjacent  to  Cowichan  River,  which  will  authorize  them  to  use  salmon 
gill-nets  or  drift-nets  in  this  bay  during  the  time  that  chum  salmon  are  therein, 
for  the  capture  of  Chum  salmon  for  food  for  themselves  and  their  families,  but 
not  for  trade  or  barter. 

13.  The  Chief  Inspector  may  prohibit  the  retention  of  live  fish  in  crates  or 
other  enclosures  in  any  area  where  he  finds  the  conditions  are  not  suitable  for 
the  retention  of  fish. 

14.  The  use  of  torches,  or  of  artificial  lights  of  any  kind,  or  of  spears,  jigs  or 
snares  in  the  capture  of  salmon  or  trout  of  any  kind,  or  of  steelhead,  is  pro- 
hibited. 

15.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  of  these  regulations,  no  Indian  or 
other  person  shall  send,  ship,  bring  or  carry,  or  cause  to  be  sent,  shipped,  brought 
or  carried,  any  sockeye,  spring  or  quinnat,  coho,  humpback  or  dog  salmon  which 
has  been  caught,  taken  or  removed  above  a  tidal  boundary,  to  any  place  below 
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such  boundary;  provided  that  when  such  salmon  is  in  a  cured  condition,  an 
Indian  may  bring  below  such  boundary  such  quantity  thereof  as  he  and  his 
family  may  require  for  their  actual  food  purposes,  but  not  for  sale  or  barter. 

16.  No  one  shall  fish  with  nets  of  any  kind  above  the  rapids  at  the  entrance 
to  Wyclese  lake,  which  is  tributary  to  Smith  Inlet. 

17.  No  one  shall  fish  with  gill-nets  in  Quashela  creek,  nor  in  the  entrance 
thereof  above  a  straight  line  drawn  from  a  white  flag  on  Tenas  Island  to  the 
southwestern  side  of  the  entrance  to  Quashela  Creek ;  thence  across  the  entrance 
to  the  said  Quashela  Creek  to  a  white  flag  placed  on  the  south  shore  of  Smith 
Inlet  about  four  hundred  yards  eastward  of  the  eastern  side  of  the  entrance 
to  the  said  Quashela  Creek.  The  said  white  flags  shall  be  placed  in  position 
by  a  Fishery  Officer  before  the  beginning  of  each  fishing  season. 

18.  No  one  shall  fish  for  or  catch  salmon  in  that  portion  of  Uchucklesit 
Harbour,  an  arm  of  Alberni  Canal,  above  an  imaginary  line  drawn  in  a  northerly 
and  southerly  direction  across  the  said  Uchucklesit  Harbour  from  Strawberry 
Point  on  the  one  side  to  a  post  painted  white  located  on  the  opposite  shore  by  the 
local  Fishery  Officer. 

19.  No  salmon  shall  be  fished  for,  caught  or  killed  otherwise  than  by  angling 
or  trolling  within  two  hundred  yards  of  the  mouth  of  any  stream  or  creek  up 
which  salmon  ascend  to  areas  on  which  they  spawn;  provided  that  this  pro- 
hibition shall  not  apply  to  the  Fraser,  Skeena  nor  Naas  River. 

20.  In  operating  a  salmon  purse-seine  the  net  may  not  be  transferred  from 
the  purse-seine  boat  proper  to  one  or  more  smaller  boats  to  be  cast  for  fishing 
from  such  smaller  boat  or  boats,  but  it  must  be  so  cast  directly  from  the  purse- 
seine  boat  proper;  but  the  use  of  a  rowboat  or  power  boat  to  assist  the  purse- 
seine  boat  proper  in  casting  the  purse-seine  for  fishing  is  permissible. 

21.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  Little  Redfish  (Kokanee)  in  any 
creek  or  stream  up  which  these  fish  ascend  to  spawn. 

22.  No  one  shall  buy,  sell  or  expose  for  sale  any  salmon  that  weighs  less 
than  three  pounds  undressed. 

Sec.  20. — Prohibited  Areas 

1.  Fishing  by  means  of  nets  of  any  kind  or  description  is  prohibited  in — 

(a)  The  waters  of  Victoria  Harbour,  inside  of  an  imaginary  line  drawn  from 
Macaulay  Point  to  Clover  Point,  and  embracing  all  the  waters  of  the  harbour  t© 
Victoria  Arm  and  including  the  inlet. 

(6)  The  waters  of  Nanaimo  Harbour  and  Departure  Bay;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  herring  gill-nets  may  be  permitted  in  these  waters;  provided  also  that 
in  the  waters  of  Departure  Bay  drag-seines  and  purse-seines  may  be  used  for  the 
purpose  of  catching  herring,  but  fishing  operations  with  such  drag-seines  and 
purse-seines  shall  be  restricted  to  the  hours  between  seven-thirty  a.m.  and  five 
p.m.,  and  a  weekly  close  time  from  five  p.m.  Saturday  to  seven-thirty  a.m.  the 
following  Monday  shall  be  observed. 

(c)  In  that  portion  of  the  Fraser  River  from  a  point  at  the  tunnel  board, 
marked  with  a  fishing  boundg^ry  sign,  on  the  southerly  side  of  the  Fraser  River,  in 
the  vicinity  of  Hell's  Gate  Canyon,  approximately  one  thousand  feet  from  the 
eastern  entrance  of  the  Canadian  National  Railway  tunnel  to  a  point  approxi- 
mately two  hundred  yards  west  of  the  mouth  of  Williams  Creek,  which  is  about 
one-quarter  mile  below  west  of  Hell's  Gate  Canyon,  which  point  is  marked 
with  a  fishing  boundary  sign.  Any  person  fishing  by  any  means  whatever  in 
this  portion  of  the  Fraser  River  will  be  liable  to  the  penalties  provided  by  the 
Fisheries  Act. 

2.  Fishing  by  any  means  is  prohibited  in  Blue  Lake,  near  Princeton,  until 
September  first,  192^3,  and  in  Silver  Springs  Lake,  Surveyor  Lake  and  Baynes 
Lake  until  April  first,  1924. 
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Sec.  21.— Smelt  and  Sardine 

1.  The  use  of  nets  other  than  gill-nets,  or  drift-nets,  drag-nets  or  purse- 
seines  for  the  catching  of  smelts  or  sardines  is  prohibited. 

2.  The  mesh  of  a  smelt  or  sardine  drift-ni»t  or  gill-net  shall  not  be  less  than 
one  inch  extension  measure  when  in  use. 

3.  The  fee  for  a  smelt  or  sardine  gill-net  or  drift-net  shall  be  one  dollar. 

4.  The  mesh  of  a  smelt  or  sardine  drag-seine  shall  not  be  less  than  one 
inch  extension  measure  when  in  use. 

5.  The  fee  for  a  smelt  or  sardine  drag-seine  shall  be  three  dollars. 

6.  A  smelt  or  sardine  purse-seine  shall  not  be  more  than  fifty  fathoms  in 
length,  and  the  mesh  thereof  shall  not  be  less  than  one  inch  extension  measure 
when  in  use. 

7.  The  fee  for  a  smelt  or  sardine  purse-seine  license  shall  be  five  dollars. 

Sec.  22. — Salmon 

1.  The  use  of  nets,  other  than  drift-nets,  or  gill-nets,  drag-seines,  purse- 
seines  and  trap-nets,  shall  not  be  permitted  in  the  capture  of  salmon. 

2.  (a)  A  gill-net  or  drift-net  for  taking  salmon  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred 
and  fifty  fathoms  in  length  and  the  depth  or  vertical  breadth  thereof  shall  not 
exceed  sixty  meshes  and  the  size  of  the  mesh  shall  not  be  less  than  six  and  one- 
half  inches,  extension  measure;  but  in  sockeye  salmon  nets  the  size  of  the  mesh 
shall  not  be  less  than  five  and  three-quarter  inches,  extension  measure,  and 
nothing  shall  be  done  in  either  instance  to  practically  diminish  the  size  of  the 
mesh ;  provided  that  in  the  waters  north  of  the  fifty-first  parallel  of  north  latitude 
salmon  drift-nets  or  gill-nets  of  a  length  not  exceeding  two  hundred  fathoms 
may  be  used,  but  the  depth  or  vertical  breadth  thereof  shall  not  exceed  fifty 
meshes;  provided  that  the  minister  may  authorize  the  use  of  longer  gill-nets  or 
drift-nets  for  catching  salmon  on  the  west  coast  of  Vancouver  Island. 

(5)  The  fee  for  a  salmon  drift-net  or  gill-net  license  shall  be  ten  dollars. 

3.  (a)  A  salmon  drag-seine  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  fathoms  in  length, 
and  one  hundred  and  eighty  meshes  in  depth,  and  the  mesh  thereof  shall  not  be 
less  than  three  inches  extension  measure,  when  in  use. 

(b)  The  fee  for  a  salmon  drag-seine  license  shall  be  one  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars,  and  in  addition  one-half  cent  for  each  salmon,  including  steelhead 
{salmo  rivularis),  taken  under  the  authority  of  the  said  license. 

The  said  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  shall  be  paid  before  the  license  is 
issued,  and  the  remainder  of  tiie  license  fee  shall  be  paid  as  the  Minister  may 
from  time  to  time  prescribe. 

4.  (a)  A  salmon  purse-seine  shall  not  exceed  five  hundred  fathoms  in 
length,  and  the  mesh  thereof  shall  not  be  less  than  three  inches,  extension  mea- 
sure. No  lead  or  additional  piece  of  net  shall  be  used  with  or  attached  to  a  salmon 
purse-seine  when  it  is  being  used  in  fishing. 

(b)  No  license  shall  be  issued  to  authorize  the  use  of  a  salmon  purse-seine  in 
any  harbour,  or  any  reserved  area  specified  by  the  Chief  Inspector. 

(c)  The  fee  for  a  salmon  purse-seine  license  shall  be  three  hundred  dollars 
and  in  addition  one-half  cent  for  each  salmon,  including  steel  head  (salmo  rivu- 
laris), taken  under  the  authority  of  the  said  license. 

The  said  three  hundred  dollars  shall  be  paid  before  the  license  is  issued,  and 
the  remainder  of  the  license  fee  shall  be  paid  as  the  Minister  may  from  time  to 
time  prescribe. 

(d)  If  the  captain  of  a  salmon  purse-seine  or  drag-seine  boat,  that  is  being 
used  in  operating  a  salmon  purse-seine  or  drag-seine  is  not  himself  the  licensee 
of  the  said  purse-seine  or  drag-seine  he  shall  require  a  license  from  the  Minister 
to  authorize  his  operation  of  the  said  purse-seine  or  drag-seine,  and  no  other  than 
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a  British  subject  shall  be  eligible  for  such  license.  The  fee  for  such  operating 
license  shall  be  one  dollar. 

5.  (a)  A  salmon  trap-net  shall  be  located  on  a  definite  site,  specified  in  the 
license,  and  shall  be  at  least  four  hundred  fathoms  distant  from  the  nearest 
adjacent  trap-net.  The  mesh  of  such  trap-net  shall  not  be  less  than  six  inches, 
extension  measure,  in  the  leader  or  lead,  nor  than  two  inches  extension  measure, 
in  the  heart,  crib  or  pot.  A  salmon  trap-net  may  be  either  staked  or  floating. 

(6)  The  fee  for  a  salmon  trap-net,  either  staked  or  floating,  shall  be  five 
hundred  dollars,  and  in  addition,  one-half  cent  for  each  salmon,  including  steel- 
head  {salmo  rivvlaris),  taken  under  the  authority  of  the  said  license. 

The  said  five  hundred  dollars  shall  be  paid  before  the  license  is  issued  and 
the  remainder  of  the  license  fee  shall  be  paid  as  the  Minister  may  from  time  to 
time  prescribe. 

(c)  The  operation  of  a  trap-net  for  the  capture  of  salmon  other  than  sock- 
eye  salmon  shall  not  be  begun  in  any  season  before  a  date  specified  in  writing  for 
that  season  by  the  Chief  Inspector;  but  should  it  be  found  at  any  time  after 
operation  is  permitted  that  sockeye  salmon  compose  more  than  ten  per  cent  of  the 
total  catch,  the  trap  shall  forthwith  be  closed  to  the  entrance  of  fish  and  shall 
remain  closed  until  the  District  Inspector  of  Fisheries  or  the  local  Fishery  Officer 
finds  that  the  sockeye  run  has  passed  and  gives  permission  in  writing  for  again 
operating  the  trap. 

6.  No  one,  other  than  a  British  subject,  actually  resident  on  either  side  of 
the  Fraser  River,  above,  that  is  east  of  the  New  Westminster  Bridge,  shall  be 
eligible  for  a  license  to  fish  for  sockeye  salmon  in  that  portion  of  the  Fraser  River 
above,  that  is  east  of  the  New  Westminster  Bridge,  and  no  sockeye  salmon 
fishing  shall  be  carried  on  in  such  portion  of  the  river  except  under  a  special 
Ucense  which  shall  have  conspicuously  stamped  across  its  face  the  words  ''This 
license  shall  be  valid  between  New  Westminster  Bridge  and  Mission  Bridge.'' 
Fishing  under  this  license  shall  not  be  conducted  in  any  other  portion  of  the  river 
than  that  specified. 

7.  (a)  No  one  shall  fish  for  salmon  for  commercial  purposes  by  means  of 
troUing,  except  under  Hcense  from  the  Minister.  Each  person  in  a  boat  that  is 
being  used  in  trolling  for  salmon  shall  be  required  to  have  a  license. 

(6)  The  fee  for  a  salmon  trolling  license  to  authorize  the  use  of  a  boat 
propelled  by  an  engine  shall  be  five  dollars  and  of  a  boat  otherwise  propelled 
shall  be  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents. 

CLOSE  SEASON  FOR  SALMON 

8.  No  one  shall  fish  for  or  take  sockeye  salmon  from  the  first  of  October  in 
each  year  to  the  thirtieth  of  June  following,  both  days  inclusive,  except  in  that 
portio^jL  of  British  Columbia  north  of  48.30  parallel  of  north  latitude  on  the  west 
coast  of  Vancouver  Island  and  north  49.30  parallel  in  the  Strait  of  Georgia,  and 
in  the  waters  north  thereof,  where  the  close  season  for  sockeye  salmon  shall  be 
from  the  first  of  October  in  each  year  to  the  nineteenth  of  June  following,  both 
days  inclusive,  and  during  such  close  time  no  salmon  bill-nets  or  drift-*iets  having 
meshes  of  less  than  six  and  one-half  inches,  extension  measure,  shall  be  used; 
provided  that  the  Chief  Inspector  may  prohibit  the  use  in  any  area  of  salmon  gill- 
nets  or  drift-nets  having  meshes  of  less  than  six  and  one-half  inches,-  extension 
measure,  at  an  early  date  should  he  find  that  any  of  the  species  of  salmon  being 
caught  in  such  nets  in  such  area  have  so  far  advanced  towards  spawning  as 
not  to  be  in  a  satisfactory  condition  for  food;  provided  also  that  sockeye  fishing 
in  that  portion  of  the  waters,  on  the  east  side  of  Vancouver  Island  between  the 
fiftieth  and  fifty-first  parallels  of  north  latitude,  as  well  as  fishing  with  drag- 
seines  on  all  parts  of  the  coast,  for  what  are  locally  known  as  ''Creek  Sockeye," 
may  commence  on  May  first  in  each  year. 
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9.  No  one  shall  fish  for  or  take  spring  salmon  or  quinnat  from  the  first  of 
October  to  the  fifteenth  of  November  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive. 

10.  In  the  Fraser  River,  and  in  the  waters  adjacent  thereto,  through  which 
coho,  pink  and  chum  salmon  making  for  the  Fraser  River  pass,  no  one  shall  fish 
for,  catch  or  kill  any  kind  of  salmon,  from  the  sixth  day  of  November  to  the 
thirty-first  day  of  December  in  each  year,  both  days  inclusive,  and  in  all  other 
waters  of  the  Province  no  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  kind  of  salmon,  from 
the  twentieth  day  of  November  to  the  thirty-first  day  of  December  in  each  year, 
both  days  inclusive,  and  during  the  close  time  for  any  area,  no  salmon  nets  of 
any  kind  may  be  placed  in  the  water  therein;  provided  that  the  Chief  Inspector 
msiy  prohibit  fishing  for  coho,  pink  or  chum  salmon  in  any  area  at  an  earlier  date 
than  the  beginning  of  the  close  time  specified  herein  therefor,  should  he  find  that 
any  one  or  more  of  these  species  of  salmon  in  such  area  have  so  far  advanced 
towards  spawning  as  not  to  be  in  a  satisfactory  condition  for  food;  provided  also 
that  the  Chief  Inspector  may  authorize  fishing  for  steelhead  and  spring  salmon 
or  quinnat  in  any  area  before  the  expiry  of  the  close  time  therefor,  if  he  has 
found  that  the  pink  and  chum  salmon  and  a  sufficient  proportion  of  coho  salmon 
have  passed  up  to  the  spawning  grounds  to  seed  them  adequatelv. 

SIZE  LIMIT  FOR  SALMON 

11.  No  salmon  under  two  and  one-half  pounds  in  weight  shall  be  taken  by 
means  of  nets,  and  if  taken  shall  be  returned  to  the  water  alive,  and  uninjured,  at 
the  place  it  was  taken  by  the  person  catching  it. 

Sec.  23. — Sturgeon 

1.  The  use  of  fishing  implements,  other  than  gill-nets  or  drift-nets  shall  not 
be  permitted  for  the  capture  of  sturgeon. 

(a)  A  sturgeon  gill-net  or  drift-net  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  and. fifty 
fathoms  in  length,  and  the  mesh  thereof  shall  not  be  less  than  twelve  inches, 
extension  measure. 

(b)  The  fee  for  a  sturgeon  gill-net  or  drift-net  license  shall  be  two  dollars  and 
fifty  cents. 

2.  No  one  shall  fish  for,  catch,  kill  or  sell  any  sturgeon  that  will  measure  less 
than  three  feet  in  length,  measuring  from  the  point  of  the  nose  to  the  tip  of  the 
tail,  and  if  any  such  sturgeon  is  taken  inadvertently,  it  shall  be  liberated  alive 
and  uninjured  at  the  place  it  was  taken  by  the  person  catching  it. 

Sec.  24.— Trout 

close  season 

1.  In  the  waters  of  the  mainland  west  of  the  121st  Meridian,  no  one  shall 
fish  for,  catch  or  kill  any  rainbow  or  cutthroat  trout  from  the  first  day  of  December 
in  each  year  to  the  last  day  of  February  following,  both  days  inclusive.  There 
shall  be  no  close  time  in  these  waters  for  steelhead  or  char.  In  the  waters  of  the 
mainland  east  of  the  121st  Meridian  no  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  trout  of 
any  kind  from  the  fifteenth  of  November  in  each  year  to  the  thirtieth  of  April 
following,  both  days  inclusive;  provided  that  these  close  seasons  shall  not  apply 
to  Seton  and  Anderson  Lakes  and  waters  tributary  thereto,  nor  to  dolly  varden 
trout  caught  in  tidal  waters  by  rod  and  line  in  Okanagan,  Kamloops,  Shuswap, 
Arrow  and  Kootenay  Lakes,  or  in  streams  tributary  thereto,  nor  to  land-locked 
salmon,  weighing  five  pounds,  undressed,  or  over;  provided  that  in  the  non- 
tidal  waters  of  Vancouver  Island,  no  one  shall  fish  for,  catch  or  kill  steelhead, 
from  the  twentieth  March  to  the  thirtieth  November,  in  each  year,  both  days 
inclusive;  provided  that  in  Six  Mile  and  Cottonwood  Lakes,  no  one  shall  fish 
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for,  catch  or  kill  trout  of  any  kind  from  the  fifteenth  day  of  November,  in  each 
year,  to  the  thirty-first  day  of  May  following,  both  days  inclusive;  provided 
also  that  the  Chief  Inspector  may  at  any  time  prohibit  all  trout  fishing  in  any 
stream  for  such  time  as  he  may  deem  necessary  for  the  proper  protection  of  the 
trout  therein. 

SIZE  LIMIT 

2.  (a)  No  trout  of  any  kind  under  eight  inches  in  length  shall  be  taken  from 
the  waters  of  British  Columbia,  and  if  taken  shall  be  immediately  returned  to 
the  water  alive  and  uninjured. 

(6)  No  trout  under  three  pounds  in  weight  shall  be  bought,  sold  or  exposed 
for  sale  in  the  Province  of  British  Columbia,  nor  shall  any  trout  be  bought,  sold 
or  exposed  for  sale  during  the  close  season  provided  therefor. 

3,  Fishing  for  trout  through  the  ice  is  prohibited. 

Sec.  25. — Tidal  Boundaries 

The  tidal  boundaries  for  the  purposes  of  the  Fisheries  Act  in  the  rivers 
specified  below  shall  be  defined  as  follows: — 

(a)  Fraser  River. — A  line  coinciding  with  Mission  Bridge. 

(6)  Naas  River. — A  line  drawn  across  the  river  from  Rocky  Point  to  a 
projecting  point  on  the  opposite  bank  of  the  said  river,  immediately  above 
Fishery  Bay. 

(c)  Rivers  Inlet. — A  line  drawn  from  the  Devil's  Slide  to  a  point  on  the 
opposite  shore  marked  by  a  post  bearing  a  white  flag,  placed  there  by  the  autho- 
rity of  the  Chief  Inspector  during  the  fishing  season. 

(d)  Skeena  River. — From  a  line,  marked  by  beacons,  to  be  placed  on  either 
side  of  the  river  by  authority  of  the  Chief  Inspector  at  the  beginning  of  each 
fishing  season,  drawn  across  the  Skeena  River  seven  miles  above  one  drawn  from 
the  northeast  point  of  Raspberry  Island,  along  an  imaginary  line  in  a  northwest 
direction  to  a  rocky  point  on  the  northwest  bank  of  the  Skeena  River  and  from 
the  said  northeast  point  on  Raspberry  Island  along  an  imaginary  line  in  a  south- 
east by  east  half  east  direction,  to  a  rocky  point  on  the  southeast  shore, — so  far 
as  the  sockeye  salmon  fishery  is  concerned;  and  from  a  line  drawn  across  the 
river  from  Sand  Island  on  the  right  bank  to  Rocky  Point  on  the  left,  so  far  as 
the  spring  salmon  fishery  is  concerned. 

(e)  Bella  Coola. — An  imaginary  straight  line  drawn  from  the  cannery  wharf 
on  the  southern  side  of  the  inlet  to  the  Government  wharf  on  the  northern  side 
of  the  inlet. 

(/)  Kimsquit. — An  imaginary  straight  line  drawn  from  the  beacon  painted 
white  on  the  eastern  shore,  to  a  red  flag  placed  on  the  western  shore  by  the  local 
Fishery  Ofiicer  before  the  beginning  of  each  fishing  season. 

Sec.  26.— Trawl-Net 

The  mesh  of  the  net  in  an  otter  or  beam-trawl  used  for  catching  soles  and 
flounders  shall  not  be  less  than  four  inches  extension  measure,  when  in  use. 

Sec.  27. — Weekly  Close  Times 

1.  (a)  The  weekly  close  time  for  salmon  fishing  shall  be  from  Friday  mid- 
night to  Sunday  at  six  P.M.  in  all  the  waters  of  British  Columbia  south  of  the 
fifty-first  parallel  of  north  latitude;  but  salmon  traps  located  west  of  Gonzales 
Point,  Vancouver  Island,  are  excluded  from  this  close  time;  provided  that  in 
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the  years  known  as  "small  run"  or  **off"  years,  this  weekly  close  time  shall  be 
six  hours  longer,  viz.,  from  Saturday  at  six  A.M.  to  Monday  following  at  six 
A.M.  in  that  part  of  the  Fraser  River  between  New  Westminster  bridge  and 
Mission  bridge. 

(6)  In  the  waters  north  of  the  fifty-first  parallel  of  north  latitude,  the  weekly 
close  time  for  salmon  fishing  shall  be  from  Friday  at  six  P.M.,  to  Sunday  at  six 
P.M.;  provided  that  in  the  waters  of  District  No.  3  the  weekly  close  time  for 
purse-seine  and  drag-seine  fishing  shall  be  from  Saturday  noon  to  Sunday  noon. 

(c)  The  weekly  close  time  for  salmon  traps  located  west  of  Gonzales  Point, 
Vancouver  Island,  shall  be  from  Friday  at  six  P.M.  to  Sunday  following  at  six 
A.M. 

(d)  The  weekly  close  times  for  salmon  fishing  provided  by  paragraphs  (a) 
and  (b)  shall  not  apply  to  trolling  for  salmon  for  commercial  purposes. 

(e)  If  the  local  Fishery  Officer  for  any  area  finds  that  sufficient  salmon  are 
not  passing  beyond  the  nets  in  such  area  to  sufficiently  seed  the  spawning  grounds 
adjacent  thereto,  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  require  and  enforce  such  longer 
close  time  any  week,  or  from  week  to  week  in  such  area  as  he  may  deem  neces- 
sary for  such  purpose. 

2.  During  the  weekly  close  times  above  specified  salmon  fishing  with  nets 
shall  be  strictly  prohibited. 

3.  From  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  of  Saturday  in  each  week  to  three  o'clock 
in  the  afternoon  of  Monday  following,  no  one  shall  fish  for  or  catch  herring  with 
nets  of  any  kind  in  Pender  Harbour, 

4.  During  the  weekly  close  time  for  trap-net  fishing  each  trap-net  shall  be 
closed  by  an  apron  placed  across  the  outer  entrance  to  the  heart  of  the  trap, 
which  apron  shall  extend  from  the  surface  to  the  bottom  of  the  water  and  shall 
be  securely  connected  to  the  piles  on  either  side  of  the  heart  of  the  trap-net, 
fastened  by  rings  not  more  than  two  feet  apart  on  taut  wires  stretched  from  the 
top  to  the  bottom  of  the  piles,  and  such  apron,  or  the  appliance  by  which  it  is 
raised  and  lowered,  shall  be  provided  with  a  signal  or  flag,  which  shall  disclose 
whether  the  trap-net  is  closed,  and  which  shall  be  of  the  form  and  character 
approved  by  the  Chief  Inspector;  provided  that  in  addition  to  the  foregoing 
requirement,  such  trap-net  shall  be  equipped  with  a  V-shaped  opening,  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  said  Chief  Inspector,  in  the  lead  of  such  trap-net  next  to  the 
entrance  to  the  heart  and  immediately  adjacent  to  the  apron,  of  at  least  ten  feet 
in  width  at  the  top  and  extending  below  the  surface  at  least  four  feet  below  low 
water,  which  V-shaped  opening  shall  remain  open  and  unobstructed  during  the 
full  period  of  each  weekly  close  time  or  annual  close  season. 

Sec.  28. — Weekly  Close  Time  may  be  Added  to 

The  local  Fishery  OflScer  may  stop  all  salmon  fishing  by  purse-seines  or 
drag-seines  in  any  portion  of  his  district,  for  such  time  or  from  time  to  time  in 
addition  to  the  weekly  close  time  as  he  deems  necessary  to  enable  sufficient 
salmon  to  pass  to  assure  adequate  seeding  of  the  spawning  grounds  adjacent 
thereto. 

Sec.  29 — Net  Fishing  in  Certain  Non-Tidal  Waters 

(a)  Fishing  with  nets  in  non-tidal  waters,  outside  the  Railway  Belt,  specified 
in  this  section  is  permissible  under  license  from  the  Provincial  Commissioner  of 
Fisheries. 

(h)  Net  fishing  in  such  waters  shall  be  confined  to  the  use  of  gill-nets  and 
drag-seines. 

(c)  In  the  freshwater  lakes  of  the  Fort  George,  Omineca  and  Cariboo  dis- 
tricts, and  in  Atlin,  Teslin,  Gladys,  Bennett,  Tagish,  Surprise  and  Tutshi  lakes 
in  the  Atlin  district,  gill-nets  may  be  authorized  for  the  capture  of  whitefish, 
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char,  and  lake  trout,  and  fish  of  ail  other  species  except  salmon  and  sturgeon; 
provided  that  in  any  of  the  said  lakes  that  are  less  than  four  miles  in  length,  no 
nets  shall  be  used;  and  provided  further  that  gill-nets  may  be  used  in  Babine, 
Fraser,  Stuart  and  Francois  lakes,  and  in  the  Nechaco  and  Stuart  rivers,  and 
that  portion  of  the  Fraser  river  between  Prince  George  and  the  head  of  Naviga- 
tion, for  the  capture  of  sturgeon,  and  that  gill-nets  and  drag-seines  may  be  used 
for  the  capture  of  little  red-fish,  or  so-called  Kokanee  in  Okanagan,  Arrow  and 
Kootenay  lakes. 

(d)  A  gill-net  license,  for  the  capture  of  fish  other  than  sturgeon,  shall 
authorize  the  use  of  not  more  than  five  hundred  yards  in  length  of  gill-net.  The 
mesh  of  such  net  shall  not  be  less  than  three  inches  extension  measure  when  in 
use,  and  the  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  one  dollar. 

(e)  A  gill-net  license  for  the  capture  of  sturgeon  shall  authorize  the  use  of 
not  more  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  fathoms  in  length  of  gill-net.  The  mesh 
of  such  net  shall  not  be  less  than  twelve  inches  extension  measure,  when  in  use, 
and  the  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  two  dollars  and  fifty  dents. 

(/)  A  drag-seine  license  shall  aiithorize  the  use  of  not  more  than  two  hundred 
yards  in  length  of  net.  The  mesh  of  such  net  shall  not  be  less  than  two  inches 
extension  measure,  when  in  use,  and  the  fee  on  such  license  shall  be  one  dollar. 

(g)  No  lake  trout  weighing  less  than  two  pounds  dressed  shall  be  retained 
out  of  the  water  nor  shall  be  bought,  sold  or  exposed  for  sale. 

(h)  The  use  of  gill-nets  in  any  lake  in  the  Fort  George,  Omineca,  and 
Cariboo  districts  is  prohibited  during  the  months  of  March  and  April,  and  from 
the  first  day  of  July  to  the  fifteenth  day  of  October,  both  days  inciusiVe  in  each 
year. 

(i)  The  use  of  gill-nets  or  drag-seines  in  Okanagan,  Arrow  or  Kootenay 
Lake  is  prohibited  from  the  first  day  of  January  to  the  fifteenth  day  of  August, 
both  days  inclusive  in  each  year. 

{j)  The  weekly  close  time  for  gill-net  or  drag-seine  fishing  shall  be  from 
Sunday  at  six  o'clock  A.M.  to  Monday  noon,  during  which  time  no  nets  shall  be 
left  or  placed  in  any  of  the  waters  specified  in  this  section.

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UNITED  STATES  FISHING  VESSELS  ALLOWED  TO  LAND  FISH  IN 
B.C.  AND  TRANSHIP  SAME  IN  BOND 

P.C.  926— May  9,  1922— His  Excellency  the  Governor  General  in  Council, 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries,  is  pleased  to 
order  and  doth  hereby  order  as  follows,  with  reference  to  United  States  fishing 
vessels  visiting  ports  in  British  Columbia  during  the  calendar  year,  1922: 

During  the  present  calendar  year  (1922)  foreigners  or  foreign  corporations 
bringing  fresh  fish  in  vessels  registered  in  the  United  States  of  America  to  any 
port  in  British  Columbia,  shall  be  permitted  to  land  such  fresh  fish  at  such  port 
without  payment  of  duties,  and  tranship  the  same  in  bond  to  any  port  in  the 
United  States,  or  to  sell  such  fish  in  bond  to  such  local  dealer  or  dealers  as  may 
be  properly  and  duly  licensed  therefor  under  the  regulations  and  conditions 
hereinafter  mentioned,  which  dealer  or  dealers  shall  export  the  same  in  com- 
pliance with  the  bonding  requirements  (but  without  the  right,  however,  in 
either  instance,  to  sell  in  Canada  for  consumption  therein  or  otherwise,  except  in 
bond,  any  of  such  fresh  fish  so  landed),  or  to  sell  their  fish  for  use  in  Canada  on 
payment  of  the  duty;  and  such  foreigners  and  foreign  corporations  bringing 
fresh  fish  in  vessels  registered  in  the  United  States  of  America  to  any  port  in 
British  Columbia,  shall  be  permitted  to  purchase  bait,  ice  and  supplies,  and  ship 
crews  for  such  vessels  at  any  port  in  the  said  Province  of  British  Columbia — 
provided  also  that  such  foreigners  and  foreign  corporations  before  bringing 
fresh  fish  to  a  port  in  British  Columbia  may  be  permitted  to  purchase  bait  and 
ice  at  any  port  in  the  said  Province  of  British  Columbia  upon  an  undertaking  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Minister  of  Customs  and  Excise  that  catches  of  fish  made 
with  any  baiting  so  supplied  shall  be  landed  at  a  port  on  the  mainland  of  British 
Columbia — the  whole  under  such  regulations  and  conditions  as  the  Minister  of 
Customs  and  Excise  may  determine. 


SHAD  FISHING  SEASON  IN  BAY  OF  FUNDY. 

P.C.  1283— June  20,  1922— Whereas  the  Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries 
reports  that  the  fishery  regulations  for  Nova  Scotia  and  New  Brunswick  restrict 
the  shad  fishing  season  in  the  waters  of  the  Bay  of  Fundy  above  Cape  Chignecto 
to  the  period  from  the  16th  June  to  the  20th  July,  both  days  inclusive;  that  shad 
fishing  was  prohibited  in  all  these  waters  for  three  years  from  1918  inclusive, 
and  last  year  fishing  was  permitted  there  up  to  the  31st  July;  that  the  fishermen 
urge,  however,  that  the  fishery  cannot  be  carried  on  remuneratively  unless 
fishing  is  allowed  until  the  end  of  the  salmon  fishing  season  on  the  15th  of  August, 
and  it  is  further  urged  on  their  behalf  that  this  fishery  has  no  great  possibilities; 

Therefore,  His  Excellency  the  Deputy  Governor  General  in  Council,  on 
the  recommendation  of  the  Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries  acting  on  the 
advice  of  the  responsible  officers  of  the  Department  of  Marine  and  Fisheries, 
who  deal  with  the  administration  of  the  fisheries,  and  under  the  authority  of 
Section  45  of  the  Fisheries  Act,  Chapter  8  of  the  Statutes  of  1914,  is  pleased  to 
order  that  subsection  5  of  section  20  of  the  special  fishery  regulations  for  the 
Province  of  Nova  Scotia,  and  paragraph  (a)  of  subsection  2  of  section  20  of  the 
special  fishery  regulations  for  the  Province  of  New  Brunswick,  both  of  which 
were  adopted  by  Order  in  Council  of  the  26th  April,  1922,  shall  be  and  the  same 
are  hereby  amended  so  as  to  authorize  shad  fishing  in  the  tidal  portion  of  the 
Bay  of  Fundy,  and  its  tributary  waters,  above  a  straight  line  drawn  from  the 
southern  end  of  the  boundary  line,  between  the  Counties  of  St.  John  and  Albert, 
N.B.,  to  Cape  Chigtiecto,  Cumberland  County,  N.S.,  and  above  a  straight  line 
drawn  from  the  said  Cape  Chignecto  to  Long  Point,  King's  County,  N.S.,  from 
the  16th  day  of  June  to  the  15th  day  of  August,  following,  in  each  year,  both 
days  inclusive.

[Assented  to  28th  June,  1922]

1.  Part  IV  of  the  Canada  Temperance  Act,  chapter  one  Part  iv  to 
hundred  and  fifty-two  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Canada,  exportation 
1906,  as  enacted  by  chapter  eight  of  the  statutes  of  1919,  of  intoxicating 
second  session,  is  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word 
'^Importation''  in  the  heading  thereof  the  word  Expor- 
tation". 

2.  Said  Part  IV  is  further  amended  by  adding  imme-

"  157.  Upon  receipt  by  the  Secretary  of  State  of  Upon  receipt*

province  in  which  the  importation  of  intoxicating  liquors  oovernoHn 
into  the  province  has  been  prohibited  under  this  Part,  Council 
and  in  which  such  prohibition  is  still  in  force,  requesting  Reclamation, 
that  the  keeping  of  intoxicating  liquor  in  such  province 
for  export  and  the  exportation  of  intoxicating  liquor  there- 
from by  persons  other  than  brewers  and  distillers  duly 
licensed  by  the  Government  of  Canada,  be  forbidden, 
the  Governor  in  Council  may  by  order  in  council  declare 
that  such  prohibition  shall  come  into  force  in  such  province 
on  a  day  to  be  named  in  such  order:  Provided  that  such 
day  shall  not  be  prior  to  the  first  day  of  October,  1922.

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(h )  the  carriage  or  transportation  through  such  province 
of  intoxicating  liquor  which  may  lawfully  be  exported 
therefrom  shall  only  be  by  means  of  a  common  carrier 
by  water  or  by  railway  and  not  otherwise,  excepting 
for  delivery  direct  to  and  from  such  common  carrier, 
and  during  the  time  any  intoxicating  liquor  is  being  so 
transported  or  carried  no  person  shall  open  or  break 
or  allow  to  be  opened  or  broken  any  package  or 
vessel  containing  such  intoxicating  liquor,  or  drink 
or  use  or  allow  to  be  drunk  or  used  any  intoxicating 
liquor  therefrom. 

(2)  Every  person  who  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence  and  shall  be  liable 
on  summary  conviction  to  a  penalty,  for  the  first  offence, 
of  not  less  than  two  hundred  dollars  and  not  more  than  one 
thousand  dollars  and,  in  default  of  payment,  to  imprison- 
ment for  any  term  not  less  than  three  months  and  not  more 
than  six  months  and  for  each  subsequent  offence  to  imprison- 
ment for  any  term  not  less  than  six  months  and  not  more 
than  twelve  months.

"  159.  Upon  receipt  by  the  Secretary  of  State  of  a 
duly  certified  copy  of  an  order  in  council  passed  by  the 
Lieutenant  Governor  in  Council  of  any  province  requesting 
that  the  prohibitions,  mentioned  in  section  one  hundred 
and  fifty-seven  of  this  Part  at  the  time  in  force  in  such 
province,  be  revoked,  the  Governor  in  Council  may  by 
order  in  council  declare  that  such  prohibition  shall  be 
revoked  on  and  after  a  day  to  be  named  in  the  order  in 
council  and  not  to  be  less  than  three  months  after  the  date 
of  the  receipt  of  such  request  by  the  Secretary  of  State.

shall  thereupon  be  carried  out  by  the  constable  or  peace 
officer  who  executed  the  said  search  warrant  or  by  such 
other  person  as  may  be  thereunto  authorized  by  the  officer 
or  officers  who  have  made  such  conviction.

[Assented  to  28th  June,  1922.] 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  i909;  c.  68; 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  ^^^^^  ' 

as  follows : —  Sess.) ,  c.  101. 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  Canadian  Red  Cross  short  title. 
Society  Act, 

2,  Sections  two  to  seven,  both  inclusive,  of  chapter  sixty- 
eight  of  the  statutes  of  1909,  entitled  An  Act  to  incorporate 
the  Canadian  Red  Cross  Society,  chapter  fifty-eight  of  the 
statutes  of  1916,  and  chapter  one  hundred  and  one  of  the 
statutes  of  1919  (first  session)  are  repealed,  and  the  follow- 
ing sections  are  substituted  therefor: — 

*^2.  The  purposes  of  the  Society  shall  be: —  Purposes. 

(1)  To  furnish  volunteer  aid  to  the  sick  and  wounded  of  Aid  to  sicjc 
armies  in  time  of  war,  in  accordance  with  the  spirit  and 
conditions  of  the  conference  of  Geneva  of  October,  1863, 

and  also  of  the  treaty  of  the  Red  Cross  or  the  treaty  of 
Geneva  of  August  twenty-second,  1864,  to  which  Great 
Britain  has  given  its  adhesion; 

(2)  To  perform  all  the  duties  devolved  upon  a  national  National 
society  by  each  nation  which  has  acceded  to  said  treaty,  freatyof^^'^ 
but  in  affiliation  with  the  British  Red  Cross  Society;  Geneva. 

(3)  To  succeed  to  and  take  over  all  the  rights  and  property  succession 
heretofore  or  now  held  and  enjoyed  by  and  all  the  duties  ^JJ^Jj^i^ion 
heretofore  performed  by  the  unincorporated  association 
known  as  The  Canadian  Red  Cross  Society; 

(4)  In  time  of  peace  or  war  to  carry  on  and  assist  in  Work  in 
work  for  the  improvement  of  health,  the  prevention  of  1^^^^^^ 
disease  and  the  mitigation  of  suffering  throughout  the 
world. 

"3.  (1)  The  Society  shall  have  the  right  to  have  and  use  Emblem 
in  carrying  out  its  purposes  as  an  emblem  and  badge  a  badge. 
Red  Cross  on  a  white  ground  as  the  same  has  been  described 
in  the  treaty  of  Geneva  dated  the  twenty-second  day  of 
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August,  1864,  and  adopted  by  the  several  nations  accedhig 
thereto. 

(2)  The  Society  may  make  by-laws  and  regulations,  not 
inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  Canada  or  of  any  province 
thereof ;  and  may  appoint  such  officers  of  the  Society  as  it 
may  deem  proper,  and  generally  may  do  all  such  acts  and 
things  as  are  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions 
of  this  Act  and  promote  the  purposes  of  the  Society. 

(3)  The  Society  is  hereby  authorized  with  or  without  the 
co-operation  of  any  other  society,  association  or  organization 
which  has  been  accorded  similar  powers  by  Act  of  the 
Parliament  of  Canada,  to  act  in  matters  of  relief  under  the 
said  treaty. 

"4:.  (1)  From  and  after  the  passing  of  this  Act  it  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  person  or  corporation  within  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Parliament  of  Canada  to  falsely  and  fraudu- 
lently hold  himself  or  itself  out  as,  or  represent  or  pretend 
himself  or  itself  to  be  a  member  of,  or  agent  for.  The  Cana- 
dian Red  Cross  Society  for  the  purposes  of  soliciting, 
collecting  or  receiving  money  or  material. 

(2)  No  person  or  corporation  shall  wear,  use  or  display 
for  the  purposes  of  his  or  its  trade  or  business  or  for  the 
purpose  of  inducing  the  belief  that  he  or  it  is  a  member  of, 
or  agent  for  The  Canadian  Red  Cross  Society,  or  for  any 
other  purposes  whatsoever  without  the  written  consent 
and  authority  of  The  Canadian  Red  Cross  Society,  the 
heraldic  emblem  of  the  Red  Cross  on  a  white  ground,  or 
the  words  ^'Red  Cross"  or  the  Geneva  Cross  or  any  other 
word,  mark,  device  or  thing  hkely  to  be  mistaken  for  them 
or  either  of  them. 

(3)  Any  person  or  corporation  violating  the  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence,  and  shall  be 
hable  on  summary  conviction  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
one  or  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisonment 
for  a  term  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  both,  for  each  and 
every  offence,  and  shall  be  hable  to  forfeit  any  goods, 
wares  or  merchandise  upon  which,  or  in  connection  with 
which,  the  said  emblem  or  words  or  any  coloured  imitation 
thereof  were  used.  The  fine  so  collected  shall  be  paid  to 
The  Canadian  Red  Cross  Society. 

''5.  (1)  The  Society  may  purchase,  take,  have,  hold, 
possess,  retain  and  enjoy  any  property,  real  or  personal, 
corporeal  or  incorporeal,  whatsoever,  and  for  any  or  every 
estate  or  interest  therein  whatsoever,  given,  granted, 
devised,  or  bequeathed  to  it,  or  appropriated,  purchased, 
or  acquired  by  it  in  any  manner  or  way  whatsoever,  to, 
for,  or  in  favour  of  the  uses  and  purposes  of  the  Society. 

(2)  The  annual  value  of  the  real  estate  held  in  Canada 
by  or  in  trust  for  the  Society  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars.

[Assented  to  28th  June,  1922.] 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts 
as  follows: — 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  Canadian  Wheat  Board  Short  title. 
Act,  1922, 

2.  The  Governor  in  Council  may  appoint  a  Board  to  ^jJ^S^g  ^^^.^ 
be  known  as  'The  Canadian  Wheat  Board",  hereinafter  tot^* 
called  "the  Board",  \     A  shall  consist  of  not  more  than  appointed, 
ten  members,  one  of  whom  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Gover- 
nor in  Council  as  Chairman  of  the  Board,  who  shall  be  the 

chief  executive  officer,  and  another  member  shall  be 
nominated  by  the  Governor  in  Council  as  Assistant  Chair- 
man, who  shall  have  and  exercise  the  powers  and  duties  of 
the  Chairman  in  his  absence. 

3.  The  Chairman  and  Assistant  Chairman  shall  be  paid  Salaries, 
such  salaries  as  the  Governor  in  Council  may  direct,  and  and  expeSes. 
the  other  members  of  the  Board  shall  be  paid  such  allowances 

for  days  actually  engaged  in  the  duties  of  the  Board  as  the 
Governor  in  Council  may  direct;  also  travelling  and  living 
expenses  while  travelling  on  the  business  of  the  Board, 
but  otherwise  shall  receive  no  remuneration :  Provided  that 
such  salaries,  allowances  or  expenses  shall  be  payable  only 
out  of  the  proceeds  of  sales  as  hereinafter  authorized. 

4.  The  members  of  the  Board  shall  be  a  corporation  Corporation, 
under  the  corporate  name  aforesaid. 

5.  The  Board  may  from  time  to  time  appoint  an  executive  Executive 
conmiittee  of  not  less  than  three  of  its  members  of  whom  committee, 
the  Chairman  shall  be  one,  and  may  assign  to  such  executive 
conomittee  any  duties  or  powers  competent  to  the  Board. 
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General  6.  The  Board  shall  have  power  throughout  Canada  to 

Boar"  receive  and  take  delivery  of  wheat  for  marketing  as  offered 
by  the  producer  or  other  person  having  possession  of  or  being 
entitled  to  deliver  the  same;  to  buy  and  sell  wheat;  to 
store,  transport  and  market  wheat ;  and  moreover  the  Board 
may  sell  any  quantity  of  wheat  which  it  may  possess  in 
excess  of  domestic  requirements  to  purchasers  overseas  or 
in  foreign  countries  at  such  prices  as  may  be  obtainable. 

T.  Sales  of  wheat  to  Canadian  millers  and  other  cereal 
manufacturers  shall  be  on  the  same  basis  with  respect 
to  price,  terms  of  delivery,  etcetera,  as  sales  tq  foreign 
buyers,  either  for  immediate  or  future  delivery,  provided 
that  such  wheat  is  to  be  milled  or  manufactured  in  Canada 
and  the  purchaser  when  required  must  give  proof  of  ite 
manufacture. 

8.  The  Board  shall  have  power  to  take  such  steps  as, 
in  its  discretion,  it  may  deem  advisable  for  the  fulfilment 
of  bona  fide  contracts  for  the  sale  and  purchase  of  wheat 
outstanding  at  the  time  when  this  Act  shall  come  into 
operation;  such  outstanding  contracts  shall  be  intinaated 
to  the  Board  within  fifteen  days  of  said  date. 

O.  The  Board  shall  have  power  to  receive  advances  of 
money  for  the  general  purposes  of  the  Board  from  any 
province  or  from  any  bank,  corporation  or  individual 
upon  such  terms  as  may  be  stipulated  with  the  approval 
of  the  Governor  in  Council. 
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lO.  The  Board  shall  have  capacity  to  receive,  have, 
enjoy  and  exercise  such  further  powers  or  rights  as  may 
be  conferred  upon  it  by  the  legislature  of  any  province 
with  relation  to  any  matter  connected  with  the  purchase, 
acquisition,  sale  or  marketing  of  wheat  and  within  the 
legislative  authority  of  the  province. 
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11.  The  Board  may  at  the  time  of  delivery,  or  at  any 
time  thereafter,  make  advances  to  the  producers  or  other 
persons  delivering  wheat  to  the  Board  at  such  rate  per 
bushel  according  to  grade  or  quality  and  place  of  delivery 
as  shall  be  set  out  in  a  schedule  or  schedules  to  be  prepared 
by  the  Board  and  approved  by  the  Governor  in  Council 
or  by  such  other  authority  as  the  Governor  in  Council 
may  prescribe,  and  may  issue  to  such  persons  certificates 
of  participation  in  the  proceeds.

stipulated  to  possess  or  occupy  any  Dominion  Lands,  or  given, 
to  work  or  win  any  mines  or  minerals  therein,  or  to  cut 
and  take  any  wood  or  timber  growing  thereon,  it  is  in  effect 
provided  that  in  case  of  default  in  payment  of  the  rent

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as 
follows : — 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  Loan  Act,  1922.  Short  title. 

2.  The  Governor  in  Council  may,  in  addition  to  ^1^^  ^^^^^^.^^^  ♦ 
sums  now  remaining  unborrowed  and  negotiable  of  the  ^ 
loans  authorized  by  Parliament  by  any  Act  heretofore 
passed,  raise  by  way  of  loan,  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Consolidated  Revenue  and  Audit  Act,  by  the  issue  and  sale  R.s.c.  24. 
or  pledge  of  securities  of  Canada,  in  such  form,  for  such 
separate  sums,  at  such  rate  of  interest  and  upon  such  other 

terms  and  conditions  as  the  Governor  in  Council  may 
approve,  such  sum  or  sums  of  money  as  may  be  required, 
but  not  to  exceed  in  the  whole  the  sum  of  three  hundred 
and  fifty  million  dollars,  for  paying  maturing  loans  and 
obligations  of  Canada. 

3.  The  principal  raised  by  way  of  loan  under  this  Q^^g^f- 
Act  and  the  interest  thereon  shall  be  charged  upon  and  dat^ed  ^ 
payable  out  of  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund.

the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  ^" 
as  follows:-  — 

1.  Section  ten  of  The  Returned  Soldiers^  Insurance  Act,

An  Act  to  regulate  the  Sale  and  Inspection  of  Root 
Vegetables. 

[Assented  to  28th  June,  1922.] 

HIS  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as 
follows : — 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  The  Root  Vegetables  Act.       short  title. 


INTERPRETATION. 

2.  In  this  Act,  and  in  any  regulation  made  uiider  this  Definitions. 
Act,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires: — 

(a)  ''inspector"   means   any  person   charged   by  the 

Minister  with  the  enforcement  of  this  Act; 
(h )  ''Minister"  means  the  Minister  of  Agriculture; 
(c)  "grade"  means  a  grade  described  in  sections  three 

and  four  of  this  Act. 


GRADES. 

3.  (1)  The  following  shall  be  the  grades  for  potatoes  Potato 
offered  for  sale  in  Canada: —  graica. 

(a)  Canada  A  quality j  which  shall  include  only  sound, 
reasonably  mature  potatoes  of  similar  varietal  char- 
acteristics which  are  practically  free  from  dirt  or  other 
foreign  matter,  frost  injury,  sunburn,  abnormal  growth, 
growth  cracks,  cuts,  scab,  blight,  soft  roD,  dry  rot  or 
damage  caused  by  disease,  insects  or  mechanical  or 
other  means.  In  this  grade  the  diameter  of  potatoes 
of  the  round  varieties  shall  not  be  less  than  one  and 
seven-eighths  inches,  aiid  of  potatoes  of  the  long 
varieties  one  and  three-fourths  inches; 

(b)  Canada  B  quality,  which  shall  include  only  reasonably 
mature  potatoes  of  similar  varietal  characteristics, 
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which  are  practically  free  from  dirt  or  other  foreign 
matter,  frost  injury  and  soft  rot,  and  which  are  free 
from  serious  damage  caused  by  sunburn,  cuts,  scab, 
blight,  dry  rot  or  other  disease,  insects,  or  mechanical 
or  other  means.  The  diameter  of  potatoes  of  this 
grade  shall  be  not  less  than  one  and  one-half 
inches. 

In  order  to  allow  for  variations  incident  to  commercial 
grading  and  handling  in  each  of  above  two  grades  five  per 
cent  by  weight  of  any  lot  may  be  under  the  prescribed 
size,  and  in  addition  six  per  cent  by  weight  of  any  such 
lot  may  be  below  the  remaining  requirements  of  this  grade; 
but  not  more  than  one-third  of  such  six  per  cent,  that  is 
to  say,  not  more  than  two  per  cent  by  weight  of  the  entire 
lot,  may  have  the  flesh  injured  by  soft  rot. 

(c)  Canada  C  ungraded  quality  shall  include  only  potatoes 
of  one  and  one-half  inches  or  more  in  diameter. 
Definitions.       (2)  For  the  purposes  of  this  section, — 

(a)  ''practically  free"  means  that  the  appearance  shall 
not  be  injured  to  an  extent  readily  apparent  upon 
casual  examination  of  the  lot,  and  that  any  damage 
from  the  causes  mentioned  can  be  removed  by  the 
ordinary  processes  of  paring,  without  appreciable 
increase  in  waste  over  that  which  would  occur  if  the 
potato  were  perfect.  Loss  of  the  outer  skin  only  shall 
not  be  considered  as  an  injury  to  the  appearance; 
(h)  ''diameter"  means  the  greatest  dimension  at  right 
angles  to  the  longitudinal  axis; 

(c)  "free  from  serious  damage"  means  that  any  damage 
from  the  causes  mentioned  can  be  removed  by  the 
ordinary  processes  of  paring  without  increase  in  waste 
of  more  than  ten  per  cent  by  weight  over  that 
which  would  occur  if  the  potato  were  perfect; 

(d)  "soft  rot"  means  a  soft  mushy  condition  of  the 
tissue,  from  whatever  cause; 

(e)  "abnormal  growth"  means  excessive  or  second 
growth  to  the  detriment  of  quality. 

Onion  grades.     4.  (1)  The  following  shall  be  the  grades  for  onions 
offered  ior  sale  in  Canada: — 

(a)  Fancy  quality  shall  include  only  sound,  well  cured 
onions  of  similar  varietal  characteristics,  free  from 
doubles  and  scullions,  not  sprouted,  nor  peeled  nor 
with  root  growth,  not  less  than  three  inches  in  diameter 
and  practically  free  from  dirt,  leaves,  or  other  foreign 
matter,  and  without  damage  caused  by  disease,  insects, 
mechanical  or  other  means; 
(h )  Choice  quality^  shall  include  only  sound,  well  cured 
onions  of  similar  varietal  characteristics,  free  from 
doubles  and  scullions,  not  sprouted  nor  peeled  nor  with 
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root  growth,  and  not  less  than  two  inches  in  diameter, 
practically  free  from  dirt,  leaves  or  other  foreign 
matter,  and  without  damage  caused  by  disease,  insects, 
mechanical  or  other  means; 

(c)  Standard  quality  shall  include  only  sound,  well  cured 
onions  of  similar  varietal  characteristics,  free  from 
doubles  and  scullions,  not  sprouted  nor  peeled  nor 
with  root  growth,  and  not  less  than  one  and  one- 
quarter  inches  in  diameter,  practically  free  from  dirt, 
leaves  or  other  foreign  matter  and  without  damage 
caused  by  disease,  insects,  mechanical  or  other  means. 

In  order  to  allow  for  variations  incident  to  commercial 
grading  and  handling  in  each  of  the  said  three  grades  five 
per  cent  by  weight  of  any  lot  may  be  under  the  prescribed 
size,  and  an  additional  three  per  cent  by  w^eight  of  any 
lot  may  be  under  the  remaining  requirements  of  this  grade. 

(d)  Boilers  shall  include  only  sound,  well  cured  onions  of 
similar  varietal  characteristics,  free  from  doubles  and 
scullions,  not  sprouted  nor  peeled  nor  with  root  growth. 
The  onions  may  be  below  one  and  one-quarter  inches  in 
diameter  but  must  be  practically  free  from  dirt,  leaves 
or  other  foreign  matter,  and  damage  caused  by  disease, 
insects,  mechanical  or  other  means. 

In  order  to  allow  for  variations  incident  to  commercial 
grading  and  handling  three  per  cent  by  weight  of  any 
lot  of  this  grade  may  be  under  the  requirements  of  this 
grade. 

(e)  Sample  quality  shall  include  only  onions  which  con- 
form to  the  sample  submitted; 

(2)  For  the  purposes  of  this  section, —  Definitions. 

(a)  ^'sound"  means  free  from  decay; 

(b)  ^'well  cured"  means  an  onion  which  has  the  neck  well 
dried  out  and  is  free  from  damage  caused  by  moisture; 

(c)  doubles"  means  an  onion  which  has  the  outer  skin 
broken  by  splitting  in  two  parts; 

(d)  '^scullions"  means  an  onion  which  has  a  thick  neck 
and  does  not  have  a  normal  bulb; 

(e)  ''practically  free"  means  the  appearance  shall  not  be 
injured  to  an  extent  readily  apparent  on  casual  exam- 
ination; 

(f )  ''diameter"  means  the  greatest  dimension  at  right 
angles  to  a  straight  line  from  stem  to  root.

(b)  ii  the  potatoes  or  onions  are  sold  or  offered  for  sale 
packed  in  closed  barrels  or  closed  crates,  on  each 
barrel  in  letters  not  less  than  three-quarters  of  an  inch 
in  length,  and  on  each  crate  in  letters  not  less  than  one- 
half  inch  in  length; 

(c)  if  the  potatoes  or  onions  are  sold  or  offered  for  sale 
in  bulk  in  car  lots,  on  the  invoice  or  bill  of  lading 
covering  each  car  lot,  and  in  addition  to  the  particulars 
aforesaid  there  shall  be  marked  in  a  clear  manner  upon 
the  said  invoice  or  bill  of  lading  the  number,  of  the  car 
and  the  words,  initials  or  other  description  marked  on 
'the  car  indicating  by  whom  the  car  is  owned  or  con- 
trolled and  the  date  of  shipment  of  car.

Canada,  shall  contain  as  nearly  as  practicable  seven  thous- 
and and  fifty-six  cubic  inches. 

11.  The  Governor  in  Council  may  make  regulations  Form  and 
prescribing  the  quahty,  form  and  dimensions  of  all  contain-  etT^^or"^"^' 
ers  in  which  potatoes  shall  be  packed,  and  the  materials  of  packages 
which  such  containers  shall  be  made,  and  may  prescribe  iTy  Regulation, 
penalties  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  and  in  default  of 
payment  of  any  such  penalty  imprisonment  for  any  term 

not  exceeding  one  month,  for  the  violation  of  any  of  the 
provisions  of  any  such  regulations,  which  penalties  shall  be 
recoverable  upon  summary  conviction  under  Part  XV  of 
the  Criminal  Code.  The  regulations  so  made  shall  be 
published  in  the  Canada  Gazette,  and  shall  have  the  force 
of  law  from  the  date  of  such  publication. 

12.  No  person  shall  sell  or  offer,  expose  or  have  in  his  Barrels  to  be 
possession  any  potatoes  for  sale  by  the  closed  barresl  unless  prope^riy 
every  such  barrel  is  well  and  properly  filled.  fiHed. 


VEGETABLES  TO  BE  SOLD  BY  WEIGHT. 


13.  All  potatoes,  onions,  artichokes,  beets,  carrots.  Vegetables 
parsnips  and  turnips  offered  for  sale  shall  be  sold  by  weight,  by  weight, 
and  the  standard  pound  avoirdupois  shall  be  the  unit  of 
weight  used.  Provided  that  when  any  of  the  foregoing 
vegetables  are  offered  for  sale  with  the  top  leaves  attached, 
commonly  termed  by  the  trade  '^green  vegetables'^,  or  when 
potatoes  are  sold  or  offered  for  sale  by  the  closed  barrel, 
this  section  shall  not  apply  to  the  same.

exceed  ten  thousand  dollars  per  annum;  fertihzers; 
dried  beet  pulp;  and  the  Governor  in  Council  shall  have 
power  to  add  to  the  foregoing  list  of  articles  exempted 
from  the  excise  tax  on  sales,  as  he  may  deem  it  expedient 
or  necessary  to  exempt  from  the  said  excise  taxes. 

Provided  further  that  the  excise  taxes  specified  in  this 
section  shall  not  be  payable  on  goods  exported,  or  on  sales 
of  goods  made  to  the  order  of  each  individual  customer  by  a

sell  exclusively  by  retail. 

A  drawback  may  be  granted  of  ninety-nine  per  cent  of  Drawback, 
the  said  taxes  paid  on  materials  used,  wrought  into  or 
attached  to  articles  exported,  provided  that  payment  of  a 
specific  sum  in  lieu  of  such  drawback  may  be  authorized  by  r.s.  c.  48.  ' 
the  Governor  in  Council  in  cases  where  specific  rates  of 
drawback  of  Customs  duties  are  granted  under  the  provi- 
sions of  section  two  hundred  and  eighty-eight  of  the  Customs 
Act:' 

14.  The  said  Act  is  amended  by  inserting  the  following 
as  subsection  one  of  section  19  B : — 

''19b.  (1)  (a)  There  shall  be  imposed,  levied  and  Tax  on 
collected  upon  goods  enumerated  in  Schedule  I  to  this  Part,  automobiles 
when  such  goods  are  imported  into  Canada  or  taken  out  of  confectionery 
warehouse  on  and  after  the  twenty-fourth  day  of  May, 
one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-two,  on  the  duty 
paid  value  in  addition  to  any  duty  or  tax  that  may  be 
payable  under  this  Act,  or  any  other  statute  or  law,  the 
rate  of  excise  tax  set  opposite  to  each  item  in  said  Schedule 
I;  and  there  shall  also  be  imposed,  levied  and  collected 
when  any  such  goods  are  manufactured  or  produced  in 
Canada  and  sold  on  and  after  the  twenty-fourth  day  of 
May,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-two,  in 
addition  to  any  duty  or  tax  that  may  be  payable  under  this 
Act,  or  any  other  statute  or  law,  the  rate  of  excise  tax  set 
opposite  to  each  item  in  said  Schedule  I  on  the  price  for 
which  the  same  is  sold. 
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(h )  There  shall  be  imposed,  levied  and  collected  upon 
all  goods  enumerated  in  Schedule  II  to  this  Part,  when  such 
goods  are  imported  into  Canada  or  taken  out  of  warehouse 
or  when  any  such  goods  are  manufactured  or  produced  in 
Canada  and  sold  on  and  after  the  twenty-fourth  day  of 
May,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-two,  in 
addition  to  any  duty  or  tax  that  may  be  payable  under  this 
Act,  or  any  other  statute  or  law,  the  rate  of  excise  tax  set 
opposite  to  each  item  in  said  Schedule  II. 

(c)  Where  the  goods  are  imported  such  excise  tax  shall 
be  paid  by  the  importer  and  where  the  goods  are  manu- 
factured or  produced  and  sold  in  Canada  such  excise  tax  shall 
be  paid  by  the  manufacturer  or  producer;  provided  that 
if  an  automobile  is,  on  the  twenty-fourth  day  of  May,  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-two,  in  the  hands  of  a 
dealer  and  not  sold  to  a  bona  fide  user  the  tax  shall  be 
paid  by  such  dealer  when  such  automobile  is  sold. 

(d)  The  Minister  may  require  every  manufacturer  or 
producer  to  take  out  an  annual  license  for  the  purposes 
aforesaid,  and  may  prescribe  a  fee  therefor,  not  exceeding 
tv,'o  dollars,  and  the  penalty  for  neglect  or  refusal  shall  be  a 
sum  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars. 

Provided  that  such  excise  tax  shall  not  be  payable  when 
such  goods  are  manufactured  for  export,  under  regulations 
prescribed  by  the  Minister  of  Customs  and  Excise. 

Provided  further  that  the  value  on  imported  cigars 
shall  be  the  duty  paid  value  as  defined  in  section  19  A 
of  this  Act;  the  value  on  cigars  manufactured  in  Canada 
shall  include  the  amount  of  the  excise  duty  payable  thereon."

An  Act  for  carrying  into  effect  the  Treaties  of  Peace 
between  His  Majestj^  and  Hungary  and  Turkey. 

[Assented  to  28th  June,  1922.] 

WHEREAS  at  Trianon,  on  the  fourth  day  of  June,  Preamble, 
one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty,  a  Treaty 
of  Peace  (including  a  protocol  and  declaration  annexed 
thereto)  between  the  Allied  and  Associated  Powers  and 
Hungary,  a  copy  of  which  has  been  laid  before  each  House 
of  Parliament,  was  signed  on  behalf  of  His  Majesty  acting 
for  Canada  by  the  plenipotentiary  therein  named,  and 
whereas  at  Sevres,  on  the  tenth  day  of  August,  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  twenty,  a  Treaty  of  Peace  between  the 
Allied  and  Associated  Powers  and  Turkey,  a  copy  of  which 
has  been  laid  before  each  House  of  Parliament,  was  signed 
on  behalf  of  His  Majesty  acting  for  Canada  by  the  pleni-

CHAP.  50. 

An  Act  respecting  the  Harbour  of  Trenton,  in  the  Province 

of  Ontario. 

[Assented  to  28th  June,  1922.] 

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  make  better  provision  for  Preamble, 
the  improvement  and  management  of  the  harbour  of 
Trenton  in  the  Province  of  Ontario;  Therefore  His  Majesty, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Commons' of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows: — 

1.  The  harbour  of  Trenton  shall,  for  the  purposes  of  this  Boundaries 
Act,  comprise  all  the  navigable  waters  of  the  river  Trent,  ofi^arbour. 
from  its  mouth  to  the  head  of  natural  navigation  at  the 

first  dam  south  of  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  Bridge,  and 
all  the  waters  of  the  Bay  of  Quinte  inside  or  north  of  straight 
lines  drawn  from  Myers  Point  to  the  west  point  of  Baker 
island,  thence  southwestwardly  to  the  north  point  of  Indian 
island,  thence  northwardly  to  the  point  at  which  the  road, 
that  is  an  extension  of  Rear  Street,  Trenton,  southwardly 
meets  the  shore  of  the  Bay  of  Quinte. 

2.  The  Mayor  of  the  town  of  Trenton,  for  the  time  being,  who  shall  be 
and  two  persons  appointed  from  time  to  time  by  the  Governor  co^^mis^ 

in  Council,  shall  be  commissioners  under  this  Act  to  have  sioners. 
the  superintendence  of  the  harbour  and  harbour  master 
of  the  port  of  Trenton,  under  the  title  of  ''The  Trenton 
Harbour  ComLmissioners". 

3.  The  commissioners  so   appointed,   or  a  majority  Harbour 
of  them,  may,  from  time  to  time,  appoint  a  fit  and  proper  bTappoSfed 
person  to  be  harbour  master  for  the  said  port  of  Trenton; 

and  such  harbour  master  may  be  paid  out  of  the  harbour 
dues  hereinafter  mentioned  such  salary  not  exceeding  two  g^j^^^ 
hundred  dollars  per  annum,  as  the  commissioners,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries  may 
direct.

4.  The  commissioners  and  harbour  master  appointed 
under  this  Act  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the  Minister 
of  Marine  and  Fisheries,  to  whom  they  shall  respectively 
furnish  a  report  in  writing  and  on  oath,  on  or  as  soon  as 
possible  after  the  thirty-first  day  of  December  in  each  year 
of  their  doings  in  office,  and  of  the  moneys  received  and 
expended  by  them.

5.  The  commissioners  may,  from  time  to  time,  with  the 
consent  of  the  Governor  in  Council,  make,  repeal  or 
amend  rules  and  regulations  defining  the  rights,  powers 
and  duties  of  the  harbour  master  of  the  said  port,  and 
respecting  the  use,  management  and  government  of  the  said 
harbour;  and,  by  such  rules  and  regulations,  they  may 
impose  reasonable  penalties,  not  in  any  case  exceeding  one 
hundred  dollars,  for  any  breach  of  such  rules  and  regulations, 
with,  in  the  case  of  a  continuing  breach  thereof,  a  further 
penalty  not  exceeding  ten  dollars,  for  every  twelve  hours 
during  which  such  breach  continues,  but  so  that  no  such 
rule  or  regulation  shall  impose  a  minimum  penalty;  and 
every  breach  of  any  such  rule  or  regulation  shall  be  deemed 
an  offence  against  this  Act;  and  every  such  penalty 
shall  be  held  to  be  a  penalty  imposed  by  this  Act,  and 
shall  be  recoverable  by  summary  prosecution  under  Part 
XV  of  the  Criminal  Code.

T.  The  harbour  master  shall  collect  the  rates  and  dues 
hereinafter  mentioned,  and  shall  prosecute  every  person 
who  violates  any  rule  or  regulation  made  under  this  Act; 
and  the  commissioners  shall  see  that  such  prosecutions 
are  brought  and  effectively  conducted.

8.  (1)  The  commissioners  may  impose,  levy  and  collect, 
on  all  goods,  wares,  merchandise  and  chattels  shipped  on 
board  or  landed  from  any  vessel  or  other  craft  within  the 
limits  of  the  harbour,  and  upon  logs,  timber,  pine,  cedar 
and  railway  ties  passing  down  the  river  Trent  through  or 
into  the  harbour,  or  placed  in  the  waters  of  the  harbour 
in  any  manner  whatsoever,  and  on  all  vessels  or  craft 
entering  the  harbour,  the  rates  and  dues  set  forth  in  the 
tariff  in  force  respecting  the  same;  and;,  until  payment 
of  such  rates  and  dues,  the  commissioners  shall  have  a 
lien  on  the  goods,  wares,  merchandise  and  chattels  in 
respect  of  which  such  rates  and  dues  are  payable, —  and 
may  detain  the  same,  as  also  the  vessel  on  which  they  are 
shipped  or  from  which  they  are  landed,  and  likewise  any 
vessel  or  craft  liable  for  the  payment  of  any  rates  or  dues 
under  this  Act,  until  the  same  are  paid  in  full;    and  the 
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lien  in  this  section  mentioned  may  be  enforced  by  sale,  Saie. 
after  reasonable  notice,  by  public  auction  of  the  article 
in  respect  of  which  the  rates  or  dues  have  not  been  paid, 
ten  days  after  such  rates  or  dues  have  become  payable. 

(2)  The  commissioners  may  make,  and  from  time  to  Tariff  may 
time  amend,  the  tariff  of  rates  and  dues  to  be  imposed  on 
cargo  landed  or  shipped  over  the  wharves  in  the  harbour 
under  the  control  of  the  commissioners,  but  no  such  tariff 
shall  have  any  force  or  effect,  until  it  has  been  approved 
by  the  Governor  in  Council  and  published  in  the  Canada 
Gazette:  Provided,  however,  that  the  tariff  provided  m  Proviso, 
the  regulations  for  the  use  and  management  of  govern- 
ment wharves  in  Canada  shall  apply  to  the  harbour  of 
Trenton  and  the  wharves  therein  until  such  time  as  the 
commissioners  have  prepared  a  tariff  and  obtained  the 
required  approval  of  the  Governor  in  Council. 

9.  (1)  The  commissioners  shall  keep  separate  accounts  Expenditure 
of  all  moneys  received  and  expended  by  them  under  the  revenue, 
authority  of  this  Act,  and  shall  account  therefor  annually 
to  the  Governor  in  Council  in  such  manner  and  form  as  he 
may  direct. 

(2)  The  commissioners  shall  expend  so  much  of  the  Improvement 
moneys  collected  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  as  remains  i^arbour. 
after  the  payment  of  the  salary  of  the  harbour  master 
and  the  necessary  expenses  of  keeping  the  harbour  clean 
and  the  wharves  and  other  property  of  the  commissioners 
in  good  repair,  in  improving  the  said  harbour  and  its  appur- 
tenances in  such  manner  and  according  to  such  plans 
as  may  be  submitted  by  them  to  and  approved  by  the 
Minister  of  Marine  and  Fisheries.

An  Act  for  granting  to  His  Majesty  certain  sums  of  money 
for  the  public  service  of  the  financial  year  ending  the 
31st  March,  1923. 

\A88enied  to  28th  June,  1922.] 
Most  Gracious  Sovereign, 

WHEREAS  it  appears  by  messages  from  His  Excellency  Preamble, 
the  Right  Honourable  Julian  Hedworth  George, 
Baron  Byng  of  Vimy,  etc.,  etc.,  Governor  General  of 
Canada,  and  the  estimates  accompanying  the  said  messages, 
that  the  sums  hereinafter  mentioned  are  required  to  defray 
certain  expenses  of  the  public  service  of  Canada,  not  other- 
wise provided  for,  for  the  financial  year  ending  the  thirty- 
first  day  of  March,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-
